rived  at  an  age  when  they  recognize 
and  appreciate  the  privileges  and  op¬ 
portunities  afforded  by  the  College, 
and  that  they  are  capable  of  practis¬ 
ing  good  citizenship  in  all  their  aca¬ 
demic  and  social  undertakings.  The 
burden  of  maintaining  good  conduct 
becomes,  then,  a  matter  chiefly  of 
self-determination  by  each  student 
by  and  for  himself  in  his  capacity 
as  a  responsible  member  of  a  social 
organization  larger  than  himself.  The

The  award  plaque  is  given  once  a 
year  to  one  man  and  one  woman  stu¬ 
dent  of  the  college  who  displays  su-, 
perior  qualities  in  leadership,  service 
and  character.  Names  of  the  winners 
are  engraved  on  the  plaque  which  is 
found  in  the  display  case  in  the  main 
entrance.

MODERN  man  is  a  dormant,  passive  instru¬ 
ment  that  seeks  the  comfort  of  a  council 
table  in  pursuit  of  answers  to  his  various  prob¬ 
lems.  So  reasoned  Professor  Tommy  Turner, 
English  instructor  at  Midwestern  University. 
Instead  of  calm,  collected  reasoning,  man  should 
re-assert  the  male  animal  within  him  and 
throwing  all  caution  to  the  winds,  should  hurl 
masculine  ferocity  at  his  adversaries  and  as  the 
sea-lion  protects  his  cave  from  invaders,-  so 
should  man  guard  the  sanctity  of  his  home  with 
bared  fangs  instead  of  honeyed  words. 

On  such  a  premise  is  The  Male  Animal  based  and^ 
many  a  moon  has  passed  since  such  a  hilarious  con¬ 
coction  xif—wit  and  comedy  graced  a  San  Francisco 
theater.  A  collaboration  effort  of  James  Thurber 
and  Elliott  Nugent,  The  Male  Animal  has  been  a  peren¬ 
nial  Broadway  hit  for  the  last  year  and  now  comes 
to  San  Francisco,  newly  cast  but  as  bright  and  scin¬ 
tillating  as  ever. 

With  so  many  comics  reverting  to  tiresome  slap-stick 
on  the  screen,  it  is  a  refreshing  experience  to  find 
spontaneous  humor  generated  by  smooth,  slick  dialogue 
and  clever  situations  instead  of  the  nauseating  sight 
of  some  over-stuffed  comedian  falling  flat  on  his  face. 

An  all-star  cast  injects  punch  and  vitality  into  the 
play,  and  truly  it  is  remarkable  to  find  a  large  cast 
without  even  one  weak-link  in  its  length.  Such  is  the 
aggregation  of  troupers  Henry  Duffy  has  assembled, 
and  each  clicks  perfectly  in  his  role  even  down  to  the 
small  one  of  the  maid. 

AH,  BEWILDERMENT! 

As  for  the  plot,  it  springs  from  simple,  innocent 
action  on  the  part  of  meek,  unassuming  English  teach¬ 
er,  Tommy  Turner  (Otto  Kruger);  swe^pk  along  on  an 
inevitable  course  gradually  encompassing  other  events 
and  characters'  until  finally  a  confused  ball  of  whirling 
intrigue  and  consternation  has  evolved  from  the  origi¬ 
nal  act.  r 

It  all  started  when  quiet  Mr.  Turner  decided  to  read 
a  letter  to  his  English  class,  a  letter  that  proved  his 
theory  that  many  fine  literary  masterpieces  are  com¬ 
posed  by  non-literary  men.  So  far  so  good,  except  the 
writer  of  the  letter  happened  to  be  a  famous  radical 
reactionary,  Bartolomeo  Vanzetti,  lately  executed  for 
murder.  , 

Fiery  college  editor,  Michael  Barnes,  writes  an  edi¬ 
torial  praising  Turner’s  courage  in  reading  the  letter 
to  his  class  and  then  like  a  growing  snow-ball  hurling 
down  a  slope,  everything  and  more  descends  on  the 
head  of  poor  Prof.  Turner.  He  tries  to  explain  his 
interest  in  the  letter  as  purely  literary,  not  political. 
No  one  listens. 

His  feeble  efforts  to  escape  the  growing  net  of  sus¬ 
picion  and  distrust  involve  his  wife,  her  sister,  his 
wife's  former  beau,  the  star  half-back  of  the  college, 
the  dean  and  his  wife,  the  school  editor,  a  rock-bound 
college  trustee  and  his  wife,  reporters,  and  goddesses, 
Truly  a  hilarious  mix-up.  And  when  the  Prof.,  in 
growing  disgust,  takes  one  too  many  and  gets  quite — 
er — intoxicated,  his  ideas  about  life  are  drastically 
altered  and  the  Male  Animal  within  him  takes  prece¬ 
dence  over  his  intellectual  submissiveness. 

SCRIPT,  DIRECTION.  ACTING  SUPER 
Thurber  and  Nugent  provided  a  laugh-saturated 
script,  and  Director  Russell  Fillmore  keeps  things 
moving  at  a  swift,  peppy  pace.  The  principals  co¬ 
operated  splendidly  so  that  perfect  teamwork  was 
achieved  in  all  respects. 

That  grand  actor,  Otto  Kruger,  another  of  the  league 
of  Hollywood  neglects,  plays  the  stumbling,  lovable 
Tommy  Turner,  who  sees  his  home  turned  into  a  mad 
shambles  because  of  a  letter.  The  performance  is  a 
gem.  Kruger  starts  slowly  and  builds  the  character 
bit  by  bit,  incident  by  incident,  until  a  full-dimensional 
portrait  is  achieved.  Kruger's  bell- ringing  job  is 
closely  followed  by  that  of  Ruth  Matteson  as  his  lovely 
wife  and  John  Archer  as  the  former  football  great 
and  constant  swain  to  Mrs.  Turner.  Miss  Matteson’  in 
particular  did  wonders  with  a  difficult  past.  J 
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TTACATION  has  rolled  by  and 
*  now  we're  all  back  at  the  old 
grind  —  assignments,  bells,  fire 
drills,  deadlines  to  meet  and  so 
forth.  But  variety  is  the  spice  of 
life  so  the  change  from  vacation  to 
college  work  will  hurt  no  one.

Remember  when  you, ..the  five 
year  old,  gulped  hard  and  went  off 
among  strangers  to  a  prison  where 
you  were  locked  up  from  9  to  12 
with  only  a  15  minute  rest  period 
in  between?  Remember  how  fright¬ 
ened  you  were  of  the  big  eighth 
grader,  and  when  one  hello  from 
an  upperclassman  brightened  your 
whole  day.  \^ell,  in  college  it’s 
much  tHe  same — only  different! 
THE  STEP  FATALE 

Different  in  the  sense  that  the 
college  is  not  a  prison — you  can 
come  and  go  when  you  please — 
with  only  a  discount  in  grades  stop-  ' 
ping  you,  and  all  the  students  are 
not  strangers.  Yet,  coming  to  col¬ 
lege  from  high  school  is  bewilder¬ 
ing  to  most  freshmen. 

They  come  to  Balboa  Park  and  are 
asked  to  fill  out  blank  after  blank, 
giving  their  age,  date  of  birth, 
parents’  names,  graduation — when, 
where  (and  they  now  wonder  why). 
Then  after  exams  and  more  blanks 
they  go  down  the  registration  re¬ 
ceiving  line.  Here  they  are  piled  up 
with  pamphlets,  college  bulletins, 
time  schedules,  and  activity  notices, 
until  they  are  ready  to  drop  the 
whole  thing.  However,  this  they 
find  is  kid  stuff,  compared  with 
making  out  their  programs.  Natur¬ 
ally,  the  classes  they  want  are  all 
filled  up,  so  everything  seems  hope¬ 
less.  But,  the  mysteries  soon  dear, 
and  a  gleam  of  hope  replaces  that 
look  of  despair.  They  know  that 
someday — they  too,  will  be  upper¬ 
classmen.

Crisis  Adjusted

IT  was  neither  a  happy  nor  an  eajy  job  which 
the  Executive  Council  had  to  tackle  the  first 
of  this  rtonth.  Both  the  president  and  vice- 
president  of  the  Associated  Students  were  un¬ 
able  to  assume  the  offices  voted  them  at  the 
close  of  last  semester.  Several  other  positions 
were  likewise  vacant  to  complicate  the  problem. 

There  were  two  alternatives  for  the  Executive 
Council:  it  could  employ  its  constitutionally 
granted  powers  of  administration  and  legisla¬ 
tion  and  appoint  new  officers,  so  risking  possible 
student  censure;  or  it  could  declare  that  another 
election  be  held. 

The  second  course,  the  council  pointed  out, 
would  have  meant  a  delay  of  about  three  weeks 
from  today  before  the  new  government  could 
function  smoothly.  By  Article  IV,  Section  1, 
of  the  constitution,  an  Associated  Student  elec¬ 
tion  must  be  advertised  in  The  Guardsman  at 
least  two  weeks  in  advance.  Another  week  fol¬ 
lowing  might  easily  be  consumed  in  organizing 
the  various  committees  and  with  preliminary 
work.  In  addition  an  almost  complete  revision 
of  the  fall  calendar  involving  college  meetings 
would  be  required. 

Considering  these  circumstances,  the  council 
embarked  on  the  first  line  of  action,  and  duly 
appointed  the  necessary  officers.  Sincere  at¬ 
tempts  were  made  to  select  the  best  possible 
leaders  under  the  usual  conditions.  No  one  re¬ 
ceived  an  appointment  who  had  not  previously 
demonstrated  an  ability  to  work  hard  and  well. 
That  these  people  will  strive  to  justify  the  trust 
conferred  on  them  seems  assured. 

If,  however,  a"  sufficiently  large  number  of 
interested  students  feels  that  it  has  been  im¬ 
posed  upon  or  that  a  possible  candidate  did  not 
receive  fair  consideration,  it  may  seek  redress 
through  referendum.  Article  II  of  the  by-laws 
of  the  constitution  makes  the  following  pro¬ 
visions  for  such  an  action: 

“Section  1.  A  petition  to  review  an  official  act 
of  the  Executive  Council  shall  be  submitted  by 
the  president  of  the  Associated  Students  to  the 
members  of  the  association  at  a  meeting  to  be 
called  within  two  weeks  after  such  a  petition 
(signed  by  at  least  10  per  cent  of  the  active 
members  of  the  association)  has  been  presented 
to  the  president. 

“Section  2.  A  two-thirds  majority  of  votes 
cast  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  association  shall 
be  needed  to  rescind  an  act  of  the  Executive 
Council.” 

At  the  present  time  a  move  for  referendum 
seems  both  inadvisable  and  unnecessary.  The 
Guardsman  believes  that, the  president,  vice- 
president,  and  secretary  of  the  Associated  Stu¬ 
dents  will  carry  through  creditable  terms  of 
office  with  the  support  of  the  college.

EVANSTON,  ILL  —  (ACP)— A  ma¬ 
terials  testing  laboratory  for  studying 
behavior  of  metals,  concrete,  wood, 
plastics  and  other  materials  under 
stress  and  pressure  will  be  established 
in  the  new  technological  institute  of 
Northwestern  University. 

Equipment  for  the  laboratory  rep¬ 
resents  a  part  of  the  $900,000  worth 
of  new  machinery  and  equipment  to 
be  installed  in  the  institute  before  it 
is  completed  next  fall. 

One  piece  of  equipment  is  a  trans¬ 
verse-universal  testing  machine  near¬ 
ly  two  and  one-half  stories  high  and 
capable  of  exerting  a  pressure  of  1,- 
000,000  pounds  at  the  middle  of  a 
beam  or  truss  .55  feet  long.

The  players  do  their  parts— fighting  to  the  best 
of  their  ability.  But  the  spectators,  the  rooters, 
have  they  been  able  to  create  the  fellowship  in 
the  stands  that  an  enthusiastic  crowd  engenders,  .

The  yell  leaders  cannot  effectively  accom¬ 
plish  these  ends  alone.  Quite  obviously,  a  band 
is  needed  to  complement  their  efforts.  v 
Is  it  not  possible  that  the  course  be  opened 
this  semester— not  in  1943?

Cruising  around  for  a  capable  and  proper  lap 
in  which  to  drop  this  predicament,  we  imme¬ 
diately  descry  the  welfare  committee.  This 
topic  is  of  some  importance  and  deserves  careful 
and  early  investigation.  Compared  with  some 
previous  soap-bubble  ideas  that  the  committee 
has  been  burdened  with,  this  one  offers  a  real 
chance  for  the  group  to  prove  its  worth. 

Time-Worn  Issue 

IT  is  generally  and  quickly  agreed  among  stu¬ 
dent  leaders  that  the  owner’s  picture  on  an 
Associated  Student  card  is  the  only  certain 
method  to  curtail  lending  or  borrowing  of  the 
cards.  The  present  identification  system  is  not 
sufficient  and  requires  too  long  for  verification. 

How  and  by  what  manner  to  apply  the  pic¬ 
tures  are  difficulties  not  easily  lent  to  solution. 

After  dragging- through  committees  and  what 
have  you  for  about  three  semesters,  the  ques¬ 
tion  seemed  about  to  be  solved  at  the  close  of 
last  semester  by  Harry  Haesloop.  then  chairman 
of  the  investigating  judiciary  committee.

What,  happened  to  this  latest  solution  to  pre¬ 
vent  its  use  this  semester  we  don't  know.  We 
do  know  that  other  schools  and  colleges  do  use 
pictures  on  their  student  body  cards.  It  can  be 
done.  Perhaps  the  cost  is  a  deterrent.  If  it  is 
excessive -the  project  might  as  well-  be  aban- 
doned;  if  not,  this  semester  should  see  a  definite 
conclusion  for  the  time-worn,  issue.

A  COMBINATION  of  youth  and  age  has  done 
the  seemingly  impossible  and  struck  pay¬ 
dirt  with  its  secqnd  cinematic  venture.  The 
team?  George  Bernard  Shaw  with  his  sharp. 
Undiluted  philosophy  and  /wit;  Gabriel  Pascal 
with  his  theatric  virtuosity  and  keen  sense  of 
directional  values.  The  effort  .  ,  ,  Major  Bar¬ 
bara. 

Mr.  Shaw’s  opinions  on  man  and  his  nature  are 
varied  and  forceful.  His  usual  procedure  is  to  set  up 
a  series  of  moving  portraits  filled  with  characters  of 
standard  sorts.  Characters  walk,  sit,  lounge,  play, 
work  and  TALK.  Through  their  lips  ppur  the  endless 
thoughts  and  abstract  principles  of  Mr.  Shaw,  phrased 
in  cutting  epigram  and  stinging  sarcasm. 

Major  Barbara  in  film  form  is  no  exception.  Dia¬ 
logue  zips  and  crackles  with  alacrity  and  force.  You 
may  not  agree,  with  Mr.  Shaw’s  notions,  but  you  must 
admit  that  the  man  phrases  his  arguments  with  con¬ 
summate  skill.  Here,  he  protests  against  the  vice  of 
poverty,  which  to  his  aged  eyes  conveys  the  ultimate 
in  dismal  putresdence. 

TYPICAL  SHAVIAN 

-  His  background  against  which  his  pleas  are  subject 
to  complete  examination  ...  a  Salvation  Army  unit  in 
England  and  a  munition  factory.  lHis  subjects  .  .  . 
vague  arid  unreal  in  many  instances  but  typical 
Shavian  ...  are  a  courageous,  fighting  Salvation  Army 
Major  (Wendy  Hiller);  a  discerning  Professor  of  the 
Classics  (Rex  Harrison);  tha*munition  maker,  proud, 
unconcerned  father  otjthe  gkt  Barbara  (Robert  Mor- 
.  ley);  a  bitter,  rebellious  dock  rat  (Robert  Newton), 
and  a  complementing  cast  of  assorted  English  types. 

We'U  have  to  give  Producer-Director  Pascal  credit 
for  avoiding  a  static,  lusterless  succession  of  'cbnver- 
sational  interludes;  some  deft  manipulation  of  camera, 
characters,  and  pace  provide  Major  Barbara  with 
enough  emphasis  to  move  ahead  and  evade  the  pit- 
falls  of  “talkativeness.”  Shaw’s  script  (it  was  his  own, 
based  on  the  original  play)  does  the  rest.  Naturally 
there  are  inevitable  portions  that  seem  endlessly  bor¬ 
ing,  wordy  beyond  endurance.  However,  these  spots 
are  few  and  far  between;  the  picture  holds  attention 
through  its  greater  length. 

FAR  FROM  A  BUCK  PRIVATE 
A  cast  comparable  to  the  recent  Citizen  Kane  in 
general  excellence  carries  the  production  superbly. 
Fortunate  indeed  were  Shaw  and  company  to  gather 
together  such  a  polished  group  of  splendid  actors  and 
actresses  for  one  picture;  with  acting  of  any  less  degree 
of  perfection,  Major  Barbara  would,  no  doubt,  have 
emerged  deep  in  the  ranks  as  a  buck  private  even 
with  Shaw's  contribution. 

Wendy  HiUer,  remembered  for  her  work  in  Shaw’s 
Pygmalion,  comes  close  to  approaching  her  work  in 
that  first  well-remembered  role.  Miss  Hiller  in  the 
part  of  Major  Barbara,  torn  between  love  for  her 
munition  king  father  and  her  inner  faith  in  her  Sal¬ 
vation  Army  work,  paints  a  vivid  characterization. 
Her  work,  particularly  in  the  latter  scenes  in  which 
her  soul-disturbing  problem  begins  to  torture  her,  is 
beautifully  executed.  Miss  Hiller  CAN  act. 

Rex  Harrison  as  the  Major’s  analytical  lover  is 
capable.  There’s  a  taut,  searing  performance  by  Rob¬ 
ert  Newton  as  the  Cockney  holly,  sneering  and  buf¬ 
feting  his  way  through  life.

Shaw's  theme  revolves  about  the  proposition  that 
money  is  the  greatest  good;  poverty  the  greatest  evil 
of  man.  Money  to  Shaw  represents  good,  intelligence, 
the  best  in  life. 

The  munition  king  has  the  money,  the  Cockney  bully 
has  none.  But  it  is  not  Major  Barbara  with  her  pray¬ 
ers  and  pleas"  for  supplication  that  lift  the  bully  from 
the  depths;  it  is  the  munition  king  and  his  money. 
When  even  the  Salvation  Army  is  forced  to  sell  out 
to  money,  Barbara  resigns  and  joins  her  father  in  his 
war  factory,  determined  to  bring  good  through  his 
wealth.

AUSTIN,  TEXAS— (ACP)— Count¬ 
ing  34,000  plain  old  American  pennies

!  Science ,  Mechanisms  Theme  Of  Building  Mosaics 


By  John  Metcalfe 

Interaction  of  Science  and  the 
interaction  of  Mechanisms  are 
the  themes  of  two  mosaics  to  be 
seen  at  the  north  and  south  ends 
Of  the  building. 

The  mosaics  are  made  with  spe¬ 
cially  imported  marbles  from  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth.  They  are  the 
work  of  Hermann  Volz,  WPA  artist, 
who  also  did  the  mural  on  the  Cali¬ 
fornia  Building  at  the  World’s  Fair  on 
Treasure  Island. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  build¬ 
ing  now  being  used  for  housing  the 
college  will  some  day  be  the  science 
building  only,  most  of  the  art  work 
done  here  will  be  pertaining  to  tech¬ 
nology,  and  to  branches'  thereunto 
pertaining. 

The  mosaic  now  under  construction 
at  the  north  end  of  the  building  will 
i  be  completed  in  two  months,  accord- 
\  ing  to  latest  information.  The  dimen- 
I  sions  of  the  projects  are  approximate¬ 
ly  42  by  55  feet. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  science 
.  building,  the  effort  will  portray  the 
1  interaction  of  science;  that  on  the 
south  side  will  have  as  its  theme,  the 
interaction  of  Mechanical  Devices. 
Volz  said  that  the  characters  in  the 
mosaics  dealt  with  no  definite  per- 
.  son  or  persons  in  the  field  of  science 
or  invention,  but  dealt  chiefly  with 
the  influence  of  youth  and  education 
on  the  whole,  and  its  relation  to  the 
two  subjects. 

Each  piece  of  marble  used  in  the 
project  is  separately  cut  and  sand¬ 
papered  by  workmen  will  skilled  in 
the  art  marble  work.

But  it  is  possible  to  measure  at 
least  how  many  students  think  at¬ 
tempts  are  being  made  to  influence 
them.  Student  Opinion  Surveys  of 
America  has  taken  the  question  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  collegians  who  some 
defenders  of  Americanism  claim  are 
being  taught  to  believe  in  the 
"wrong”  doctrines: 

"Have  you  ever  felt  that  a  faculty 
member  while  teaching  in  a  class  was  | 
attempting  to  influence  you  in  favor  j 
of  nazism,  fascism,  communism’  or' 
socialism V’  The  answers  of  a  repre¬ 
sentative  sample  of  students  taken 
the  country-over  were  these:

The  above  figures  must  be  inter¬ 
preted  with’  reservations:  The  stu¬ 
dents  who  answered  were  typical 
American  collegians,  and  all  classes 
of  students  were  represented,  but 
each  student’s  own  definiUon  of  the 
"isms"  and"  of what  constituter propa¬ 
ganda  in  favor  of  those  doctrines  no 
doubt  conditioned  each'  answer.  Just 
the  same,  these  are  the  answers  they 
gave  to  the  question,  asked  every¬ 
where  exactly  as  worded. 

.  Perhaps  even  more  significant  than 
the  mere  figures  above  is  the  fact 
that  the  poll  makes  possible  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  sections  of  the  country 
where  students  believe  this  "teach¬ 
ing”  of  isms  is  more  prevalent.  The 
Eastern  schools' represented  in  the 
survey  show  a  much  larger  proportion 
answering  in-  the  affirmative,  while 
in  the  South  and  especially  the  West 
only  a  few  students  say  they  have 
detected  any  attempts  to  influence 
them. 

Again  this  year  in  February,  .Stu¬ 
dent  Opinion  Surveys  found  the  loud¬ 
est  cry  in  that  same  section  of  the 
country  for  continued  study  and  defi¬ 
nition  of  the  “isms”  in  their  college 
classes  as  a  .need  for  safeguarding 
democracy — with  the  provision  that 
in  such  courses  there  should  be 
“teaching,  not  preaching.”

Learn  To  Lead 

INDICATIVE  of  a  national  trend  begun  by  the 
rail  'for  manpower,  industrial  and  military,  a 
substantial  drop  in  enrollment  was  seen  at  the 
beginning  of  this  semester  at  the  college. 

This  current  need  for  technicians,  mechanics, 
and  armed  defenders  is  obviously  exigent.  An¬ 
other  equally  vital  need  exists,  though.  Whereas 
welders  or  shipfitters  may  be  trained  over  a 
space  of  months,  those  who  must  rally  to  this 
second  need  cannot  be  trained  in  three  months 
or  six  months;  their  apprenticeship  is  often  a 
matter  of  years,  obtained  not  in  the  trade  school, 
but  in  the  d&llege  classroom. 

That  the  successful  conclusion  of  this  war 
will  not  mean  a  solution  of  the  world’s  prob¬ 
lems  is  patent.  From  the  termination  of  vio¬ 
lence,  a  new  future  of  the  world  must  stem. 
Then  will  those  with  the  college  apprenticeships 
rise  to  play  their  cards.  * 

Keenly  aware  of  the  incumbencies  of  that 
future  time,  President.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt, 
supplementing  the  appeals  for  men  to  swell  pro¬ 
duction  lines  and  the  armed  forces,  recently 
delivered  an  urgent  request  that  youths  of  col¬ 
lege  age  clutch  at  the  opportunity  for  educa¬ 
tion.  To  this  thought  in  a  statement  to  the 
American-  College  Publicity'  Association,  he 
added: 

“America  will  always  need  men  and  women 
with  college  training.  Government  and  indus¬ 
try  alike  need  skilled  technicians  today.  Later 
we  shall  need  men  and  women  of  broad  under¬ 
standing  and  special  aptitudes  to  serve  as  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  generation  which  must  manage  the 
post-war  World.” 

It  was  with  the  view  of  managing  the  post¬ 
war  world  that  the  president  and  Winston  S. 
Churchill  conjoined  in  their  historic  mid-ocean 
meeting.  The  resulting  eight  peace  aims  must 
some  day  be  translated  to  actions  by  leaders  of 
tempered  intellects,  and  at  the  same  time,  their 
actions  must  be  confirmed  by  a  populace  that 
can  cry  out  against  fatal  social  stereotypes  and 
debilitating  economic  fallacies. 

Those  leaders  and  that  populace  cannot  begin 
training  when  war  ceases;  training  in  societal, 
economic,  and  political  problems  must  be  ini¬ 
tiated  now,  at  least. 

At  the  opening  of  next  semester  the  number 
dropping  college  work  will  assuredly  be  greater. 
The  student  now  in  college  should  ponder  be¬ 
fore  joining  that  group;  let  him  remember  that 
later  need  for  leaders.  If  he  has  an  aptitude  for 
learning,  his  continuance  in  college  may  be  as 
beneficial  to  his  country  as  working  in  a  job 
better  suited  to  a  person  of  non-academic  lean¬ 
ings- 

To  realize  free  economic  movement  for  all 
nations,  freedom  from  fear  and  want,  voluntary 
choice  of  government,  improved  labor  standards  . 
and  social  security,  and  the  abandonment  of 
force,  minds  of  catholic  comprehension  and  the 
ability  to.  think  and  interpret  fairly  must  be 
developed. 

The  .value  of  mind  and  hand  must  not  be 
neglected,  one  for  the  other.  Recognition  of 
their  interdependency  is  strength.

Your  College  Presents  .  .  .  The  Art  of  Cooking  With  Modern  Equipment

INSTRUCTION  in  the  field  of 
Home  Economics  is  intended  to 
encourage  an  intelligent  interest  in 
the  problems  of  the  home  and  of 
family  life,  and  also  to  train  stu¬ 
dents  for  home  or  institutional 
management,  or  for  industrial  and 
professional  work.  Students  may 
concentrate  in  one  of  three  fields: 
food  and  nutrition,  clothing  and 
textiles,  and  household  administra¬ 
tion.  (Excerpt  from  this  semester's 
catalogue).  _ _ 

In  the  first  field,  the  work  itself 
is  planned  so  that  students,  both 
men  and  women,  may  enroll  for  the 
introductory  food  preparation  class¬ 
es.  This  course  also  takes  in  meal 
planning,  serving,  baking,  general 
cooking  e.g.  all  meats  and  veget¬ 
ables.  Lectures  are  given  this  work 
which  helps  the  student  to  learn 
food  values,  how  the  food  itself  is 
grown,  tjie  planning, of  meals  and 
other  items.  This  course  m^  be 
taken  without  any  prerequisites  by 
‘either  beginning  or  advanced  stu¬ 
dents.  Students  plan  and  give  quite 
a  number  of  teas  to  which  their 
parents,  and  friends  are  invited. 

Another  interesting  course  Which 
is  offered  in  this  field  is  one  in 
nutrition  for  pre-nursing  students. 
In  this  program  the  girls  learn 
about  the  principals  of  nutrition, 
adequate  diets,  and  also  gain  prac- 
. — tical  axperianfft — Thjs  compster  in 
addition  to  the  students  at  the  col¬ 
lege,  two  classes  of  girls  from  one 
of  the  hospitals  in  the  city  come 
over  two  afternoons  a  week.

Jobs  as  demonstrators  or  in  bak¬ 
eries.  There  are  a  number  of  these 
jobs,  however,  which  require  four 
years  of  training.  In  this  field,  as 
well  as  in  the  clothing  and  textile 
department  of  home  economics, 
placements  depend  entirely  upon 
the  initiative  of  the  student. 

There  is  future  in  the  latter  field 
in  clothing  designing  and^in  interior 
decoration.  Students  are  trained  in 
the  making,  buying  and  altering  of 
clothing  and  household  articles. 
Frequent  demonstrations  and  field 
trips  to  various  stores,  manufactur¬ 
ing  and  cleaning  establishments  are 
made  for  the  express  purpose  of  ob¬ 
servation  and  study  of  business 
practices  and  standards.  For  the  in¬ 
terior  decoration  majors,  there  is 
a  general  study  of  home  and  fur¬ 
nishings,  including  influences  on 
modern  buildings  and  interior  dec¬ 
orations.  Floor  plans,  sites,  eleva¬ 
tions,  selection  and  arrangements 
of  home  furnishings  are  a  part  of 
■  Gaining  which  these  students 
receive.  Visits  are  made  also  to 
furniture  stores,  studios,  museums, 
and  model  homes. 

The  Home  Economics  Club, 
which  is  an  outside  organization,  is 
made  up  of  students  enrolled  In 
this  course.  A  week  from  today,  a 
tea  has  been  planned  by  this  group 
and  will  be  attended  by  members  of 
■Jbe  cla&s  vf*K inter¬ 

ested  in  joining.  In  a  sense  this  is 
a  “rush”  for  new  members.  This 
club  plans  various  functions  among 
which  are  dinner,  teas,  and  barbe¬ 
cues— hmm,  sounds  like  fun;  huh?  » 


IT  isn’t  very  difficult  to  locate  the  main  weak- 
ness  with  Lady  Be  Good,  the  latest  revue  to 
be  built  around  Gershwin’s  time-resisting  ditty 
Evidently  the  M-G-M  producers  and  director  Nor 
man  McLeod  could  not  quite  agree  as  to  the  picture’s 
basic  theme.  Was  it  to  be  musical  with  glorified  stage 
numbers?  Or  was  Lady  Be  Good  to  emerge  as  a  drama 
of  sorts. 

Drama  or  musical?  Generally  the  two  themes  do 
not  combine  to  form  satisfactory  entertainment.  in 
fact,  only  one  musical  we  can  recall  surmounted  this 
difficulty  by  sheer  magnetic  power  and  entered  the 
ranks  of  the  superlative.  The  picture  .  .  .  The  Great 
Zieffeld. 

Lady  Ba  Good  hasn’t  the  strength  or  vitality  to 
survive  the  rather  hap-hazard  combination  of  pallid 
drama  and  musical  interlude.  With  director  empha¬ 
sizing  both  substances,  a  general  lassitude  was  bound 
to  develop.  Thus  the  picture  emerges  as  generally 
spotty  entertainment. 

-MUSICAL  NUMBERS  IMAGINATIVE 

True  there  are  highlights;  they  do  lift  the  film  from 
a  sub-par  average.  All  the  high  points  spring  from  a 
truly  imaginative  series  of  musical  numbers,  cleverly 
contrived  and  executed  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
"•"fffWrtocking  sequences  examining  the  love  affair  of  a 
pair  of  Tin  Pan  Alley  songsmiths  seem  to  pall  in 
comparison. 

Best  contribution  of  the  picture  and  tops  in  our 
cinematic  memory-book  was  the  beautiful  presentation 
of  The  Last  Time  I  Saw  Paris  by  Ann  Sothern.  Mis* 
Sothern  also  walks  off  with  the  entire  picture  as’  far 
as  skill  and  versatility  are  concerned. 

LYRICS  SPEEDY  BUT  SPRIGHTLY 
Another  musical  highlight  involving  Miss  Sothern 
again  is  the  clever  sequence  In  which  she  and  Bob 
Young  whip  up  the  lyrics  to  the  song,  Lady  Be  Good. 
Although  the  speed  with  which  the  job  is  completed 
would  probably  stagger  an  authentic  lyrist  it  still 
remains  a  sprightly  bit  of  action. 

Then  there  is  a  novel  dance  number  by  Eleanor 
Powell  executed  with  a  dancing  dog,  Buttons.  And 
Miss  Powell  is  back  for  a  spectacular  grand  finale 
featuring  boogie-woogie  set  to  tap-steps.  Dancing  hon¬ 
ors,  however,  are  usurped  from  Miss  Powell  by  a  trio 
of  sepia  tappers  dubbed  The  Berry  Brothers.  With 
their  flying  gyrations  and  leaping  splits,  the  lads  just 
about  stop  the  show. 

That  concludes  the  credit  side  of  the  production. 
Perhaps  it  would  be  more  merciful  all  around  to  ignore 
the  debit  side  which  is  quite  large.  We  can  safely  do 
this  by  simply  forgetting  to  mention  the  plot  and  what 
occurs  on  the  screen  in  between  far-flung  scenes  when 
music  reigns  supreme. 

ANN  SOTHERN’S  JOB  TERRIFIC 
Ann  Sothern  does  a  terrific  job  as  one  of  th%  ro¬ 
mantically  inclined  tunesmiths;  Robert  Young  as  her 
partner  is  pleasant  and  charming  as  ever  but  does  little 
to  add  to  the  real  entertainment  values  of  the  piece. 
Eleanor  Powell,  who  receives  starring  credit  on  the 
marquee,  is  completely  subordinated  to  Ml§£fethem. 
She  is  entirely  wasted  in  what  amounts  to  little  more 
than  a  supporting  role.  Lionel  Barrymore  is  also  wasted 
in  two  brief  scenes  as  a  divorce  judge.  Red  Skelton, 
a  growing  young  comedian,  and  John  Carroll  are  good 
in  other  supporting  roles. 

Any  entertainment  derived  from  Lady  Be  Good  will 
come  from  Gershwin  and  Jerome  Kern’s  pleasant 
tunes,  good  singing  by  Miss  Sothern  and  some  spirited 
tap  routines.  Other  than  ttiat,  Lady  Be  Good  is  bad.

They  will  admit 
that  employment  is  determined  only 
by  the  length  of  the  present  war,  and 
they  express  the  desire,  many  of 
them,  to  return  to  school  once  the 
conflict  has  ended.  r ' 

THEIR  RETURN  DOUBTFUL 

But  it  is  one  thirtg  to  express  a  de¬ 
sire,  and  another  thing  to  carry  it  out, 
insofar  as  this  job  business  goes.  The 
drudgery  of  hours  of  study,  of  less 
free  time,  and  of  a  doubtful  success, 
seems  to  over-weigh  the  more  funda¬ 
mental  advantages  of  a  well-rounded 
education.  Though  it  is  said  that  they 
will  return,  most  of  them  will  not. 

But  what  of  that?  After  all  the 
most  important  thing  for  a  man  today 
is  to  be  able  to  work,  support  a  fam¬ 
ily,  and  enjoy  his  life. 

True,  these  advantages  are  present 
now  in  great  numbers.  But  they  are 
phantom  advantages  that  will  soon 
disappear.  When  the  war  ends, 
thousands  of  men.  well  trained  men. 
will  be  looking  for  work — what 
chance  will  the  untrained  or  partially 
trained  worker  have  against  such 
odds?  Very  little! 

The  men  who  have  remained  at 
their  studies,  in  the  laboratories, 
classrooms,  and  at  the  training  work¬ 
benches,  will  be  more  able  to  secure 
employment  when  this  period  is  over, 
than  will  the  men  now  accepting  tem¬ 
porary  work. 

Will  not  the  man  who  has  been 
working  instead  of  studying  return  to 
school  when  he  finds  that  his  source 
of  income  requires  a  more  definite 
qualification  than  mere  desire  to 
work?  Perhaps;  perhaps  not.  Many 
men  will  continue  to  search  long  af¬ 
ter  any  reasonable  chance  exists. 
Even  if  ,they  do  return,  that  much 
time  will  have  been  lost.  Time  in 
which  they  could  have  prepared 
themselves  for  steady,  good-paying 
positions.  y 

Those  men  who  artTiow  working 
in  order  to  save  for  a  college  educa¬ 
tion  will  be  unfortunate  victims  of 
thh  times  to  come.  Their  plans  may 
be  well  formulated,  but  the  loss  of 
time  is  going  to  place  them  at  a  dis- 
.  tinct  disadvantage.  It  is  true  that 
evefry  graduating  student  coming  into 
the  business  and  professional  world 
must  compete  with  those  who  have 
arrived  previously,  but  in  this  ca« 
the  delay  is  really  unnecessary,  and 
the  odds  will  be  greater.

Opinion  Surveys  of  America  in  a 
national  poll,  believe  that  N.Y.A.

The  complete  poll,  which  includes 
only  a  proportionate  number  of  the 
120,000  students  who  hold  N.Y.A.  po¬ 
sitions,  was  taken  in  scores  of  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  by  means  of  the 
Student  OpinjOn  Surveys  sampling 
machinery  operated  in  co-operation 
with  campus  newspapers.

He  attended  Oregon  State  Col¬ 
lege  for  two  years,  then  switched 
to  the  University  of  Oregon.  He 
has  taken  related  courses  in  econ¬ 
omics,  sociology.

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FARCE  is  defined  as  comedy  whose  humor  is 
due  to  exaggerated  effects  or  distortion  of 
incidents.  Farce  is  dangerous  film  stuff  with 
which  to  work;  it  is  subtle  and  thin,  it  may  tear 
and  fall  to  irreparable  pieces  at  any  moment. 
It  must  be  backed  by  competent  material,  good 
cast,  wise  understanding,  direction,  a  clear,  en¬ 
compassing  script,  effective  setting  to  tie-in 
with  the  general  feeling  of  high-gated  nonsense. 

If  any  one  of  the  above  elements  fails  to  co-ordinate 
properly  or  becomes  intolerable  through  clumsy  han¬ 
dling,  farce  will  degenerate  into  childishness. 

My  Life  With  Caroline  is  a  sophisticated  farce.  In¬ 
cidents  are  exaggerated;  effects  obtained  through  em¬ 
phasis  on  over-emphatic  dialogue  and  facial  expres¬ 
sion.  But  the  film  skirts  the  very  rim  of  complete 
ethereal  boredom;  it  threatens  to  evanesce  into  a 
gossomer  nothingness  .  .  .  but  never  quite  does,  thanks 
to  a  very  charming  gentleman  named  Ronald  Colman. 
AN  EXCELLENT  jpB  BY  COLMAN 
Said  Mr.  Colman  does  an  excellent  job  of  holding 
together  a  thin,  tenuous  script  and  an  almost  non¬ 
existent  story.  Our  rule?  for  farce  demand  a  strong, 
underlying  plbt  upon  which  to  rotate  comic  values. 
My  Life  With  Caroline  suffers  thus  from  the  begin¬ 
ning;  it  is  nonchalantly  apparent  and  transparent 
where  some  solidarity  would  have  benefited  all  around. 

The  all  too  simple  pile  revolves  around  a  married 
couple  (Colman  and  Anna  Lee).  Wifie  is  a  man¬ 
collecting  butterfly  who  flits  with  reckless  abandon 
from  one  suitor  to  another  swain  while  hubby  looks 
on  with  calm,  unattached  amusement.  When  wife, 
Caroline,  reaches  the  smouldering  stage  with  her  va¬ 
rious  pals,  in  steps  hubby  Colman  with  careful,  cal¬ 
culated  plans  that  ultimately  ruin  all  of  Caroline's 
preparation  and  deposit  her  safe  and  sound  in  hubby’s 
arms,  blushingly  protesting,  'Til  never  wander  again, 
my  one  and  only.” 

That’s  your  “story,”  wandering  easily  through  a 
series  of  luxurious  sets  of  ultra-modern  design.  Mr. 
Colman  wanders  along  also,  taking  wife,  suitors  and 
assorted  trials  and  tribulations  in  easy  complacency. 
THAT  OLD  CHARM  REMAINS 
The  years  rest  kindly  on  Colman’s  shoulders.  He 
still  presents  a  charming,  dashing  figure  as  of  old  and 
one  that  will  probably  be  appreciated  by  the  ladies. 
He  performs  a  not-too-difficult  role  with  easy  defeter- 
•ity  and  holds  much  of  the  falling  segments  together.. 

There  is  a  good  supporting  cast,  special  mention

The  editorial  is  reprinted  here  front 
The  Guardsman  of  last  April  25  with  the  dual  purpose 
of.  recognizing  this  achievement  and  %f  reiterating  the 
great  need  for  SAFETY  FIRST.  A  new  traffic  fatality 
each  thirteen  minutes  is  intolerable. 

AMID  the  cry  for  National  defense,  for  all 
out  aid  to  the  oppressed  and  for  the  need  of 
succor  for  humanity  arises  another  cry,  many 
time  stifled,  but  nevertheless  as*  important  and 
steadfast  as  the  present  demand  from  across 
the  seas. 

It  is  the  cry  for  National  safety— need  for 
vigilance  in  traffic,  where  the  total  of  death  and 
ipjuryhas  been  in  open  competition  with  the 
death  and  injuries  of  war. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  automobile  accidents 
which  occur  involve  students  of  high  school  and 
college  age.  The  startling,  if  not  shocking  fact 
has  been  on  record  at  traffic  bureaus,  and  was 
released  recently  by  the  American  Legion, 
which  is  therefore  endeavoring,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  local  newspapers,  to  initiate  a  formal 
and  continuous  program  of  Safety  Education 
in  public  schools. 

The  fact  that  one-half  the  automobile  acci¬ 
dents  involve  students  should  in  itself  picture 
for  the  student  driver  the  need  for  more  care 
and  intelligence  in  driving  motor  vehicles. 

All  of  us  realize  the  value  of  traffic  safety. 

It  is  obvious  that  no  one  would  purposely  be 
involved  in  traffic  accidents.  Yet,  injudicious 
action  combined  with  the  “competitive  spirit” 
have  too  often  resulted  in  a  tie  race  to  the  cross¬ 
road. 

Greater  need  and  more  thought  on  the  traffic 
safety  situation  is  obvious.  The  situation  is  un- — 
derstood  by  all  who  drive.  It  is  up  to  them  to 
apply  intelligence  in  driving.  When  high  school 
and  college  students  are  responsible  for  half  the— 
automobile  accidents  at  least  half  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  their  safety  rests  upon  their  own 
shoulders. 

National  defense  means  the  safety  6f  the 
country.  Safety  within  the  country  necessitates 
assured  safety  on  the  roads  and  highways  of  the 
country,  so  that  the  progress  of  the  nation  shall 
not  be  obstructed  by  unnecessary  traffic  acci¬ 
dents.  They  can  be  avoided  by  a  monent’s 
thought  for  the  mutual  safety  of  men.

Course  22  is  a  study  of  the  land 
forms  of  the  globe  and  the  theories 
and  principles  in  back  of  it  in  the 
fonrTTJf  history  of  the  growth  of 
mountains  and  reasons  Of  growth. 
Instruction  is  given  in  topographi¬ 
cal  maps.  Near  the  end  of  the 
course,  considerable  time  is  taken 
up  with  the  study  of  the  history  of 
various  national  parks  of  the  United 
stales,  which,  after  all,  are  the 
geological  beauty  spots  of  our  fair 
land. 

This  semester,  a  new  course. 
Geography  24,  was  introduced  into 
this  department.  This  course  gives 
the  students,  majors  in  particular, 
a  chance  to  get  practice  in  such 
things  as  the  use  of  survey  com¬ 
passes  and  practice  in  mounting 
and  making  map  projects  as  well  as 
interpretations  of  geological  struc¬ 
tures  by  the  use  of  such  instru¬ 
ments  as  the  jilainimeter,  which  is 
used  in  the  making  of  map  areas. 
This  course  can  never  be  taken  by 
more  than  six  or  eight  students  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lack  of  equipment. 
They  not  only  get  practice  in  the 
mounting  of  maps,  but  the  college 


study  fossil  and  geographic  struc¬ 
tures,  and  the  old  coal  mines  which 
belonged  to  San  Francisco  at  one 
time.  For  their  field  trip  the  min- 
eriology  students  go  down  to  the 
Perimenti  cement  works  on  the 
other  side  of  Los  Altos.  They  also 
visit  the  mercury  mines  at  Mt. 
Diablo  and  the  molding  sand  and 
day  of  Nortonville.  - 
The  Pick  and  Hammer  Club,  a 
recognized  club  of  the  college,  is 
composed  of  geology  students.  It 
is  surprising  that  a  high  percentage 
of  graduates  from  this  college  who 
have  gone  to  Stanford  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  come  back  to 
the  college  for  the  meetings  of  the 
club.  The  group  makes  an  average 
of  three  or  four  trips  eacIV  semester, 
and  each  trip  is  liable  to  include 
anything  of  interest  In  geology, 
such  as  Mt.  Diablo,  Mt.  Tamalpias, 
Knoxville  (for  the  collections  of 
garnets,  cinnabar,  etc.).  Another 
trip  which  may  be  taken  again  this 
semester  is  a  three-day  trip  to  Pin¬ 
nacles  east  of  Salinas. 

Members  of  this  group  consider 
anything  of  geological  interest,  in- 


GEOLOGY  is  defined  as  a  science 
which  investigates  the  struc¬ 
ture  of  the  earth,  the  successive 
physical  changes  it  has  undergone, 
and  the  causes  which  have  oper¬ 
ated  in  producing  such  alterations 
in  the  crust  of  the  globe. 

The  geology  department  here,  as 
a  whole,  is  preparatory  to  various 
universities.  Since  training  is  11m- 


tomorrow? 


ited  to  two  years  of  work,  the 
course  must  also  be  limited  to  cover 
only  the  lower  division.  Universi¬ 
ties  therefore  do  consider  this  as  a 
lower  division  of  their  work. 

In  general  course  2 lab  univer¬ 
sity  parallel,  the  first  part  is  taken 
up  with  the  geological  processes  of 
erosion,  volcanism,  etc.  Along  with 
this,  laboratory  "work  Is  taken  to 
acquaint  students  with  45  important 
minerals  and  all  common  rocks.  In 
the  Second  semester  of  this  course, 
the  historical  part  of  geology  is 
studied  and  instruction  is  given 
dealing  with  the  evolution  of  plants 
and  animals  through  the  geological 
ages  by  the  study  of  fossils.  Stu¬ 
dents  also  take  the  history  of  moun¬ 
tain  building  particularly  in  refer-

AT  a  time  when  a  nation  is 
inactively  engaged  in  a  war, 
and  is  heading  toward  actual  en¬ 
gagement  in  that  war,  it  is  well 
to  thrash  out  all  issues  which 
tend  to  create  any  attitude  other 
than  that  of  unity  among  the 
people.  Naturally  all  such  issues 
pow  existent  cannot  be  discussed 
here;  but  one  may  at  least  be 
considered. 

The  question  of  isolation  as  opposed 
1  to  foreign  entanglement  Is  certainly  a 
vital  Issue,  certainly  it  is  current,  and 
certainly  it  requires  attention. 

People  of  the  United  States  are  di¬ 
vided  in  their  beliefs  concerning  the 
‘  good  and  bad  of  isolationism.  But 
much  of  the  trouble  with  those  who 
oppose  it  lies  in  their  misconception 
of  its  basic  interpretations. 

WHAT’8  ISOLATION? 

Isolation  is  a  good  old-fashioned 
word  which  puts  forth  the  meaning  of 
keeping  away  from  others  and  keep¬ 
ing  to  one’s  self.  But  isolation  as  used 
in  the  twentieth  century  American 
sense  means  keeping  away  from  those 
foreign  entanglements  which  will  lead 
to  actual  physical  warfare  for  our 
people.

An  Anniversary 

AndANewGoal 

Nothing  great  was  ever  achieved  without  enthusiasm. 
— Ralph  Waldo  Emerson. 

EVERY  success  and  every  failure  strength¬ 
ens  these  words  and  builds  for  them  a 
lower  of  irrefutable  truth. 

Three  years  ago  tomorrow  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  found  themselves  in  a  state  of  seige. 
The1  bombarding  batteries  were  impelled  <.  by 
enthusiasm,  and  the  projectiles  that  whined 
overhead  were  zealous  word-of-mouth  cam¬ 
paigns  and  thoughtful,  impressive  circulars. 

The  people  gladly  yielded  to  the  beseigers. 
The  overwhelming  drive  of  enthusiasm  dictated 
no  other  choice.  The  people  said  yes  to  the 
terms;  they  said  yes  in  voting  booths  in  every 
city  precinct.  • 

Proposition  Number  4  was  passed.  September 
27,  1938,  the  people  of  San  Francisco  in  a  special 
election  \^ted  a  financial  burden  on  themselves 
to  further  the  development  of  the  Balboa  Park 
campus  with  two  gymnasiums.  October  1  of 
that  same  year  Harold  Ickes  granted  the  city 
the  additional  federal  aid  necessary  to  finance 
the  projects.  This  money  was  translated  into 
terms  of  concrete  foundations  in  the  spring  of 
1939. 

Something  “great”  had  been  achieved.  United 
effort  and  the  will  to  win  had  triumphed.  The 
students,  faculty,  and  administration  perceived 
a  need  in  the  new  campus,  and  they  perceived 
an  opportunity  to  realize  the  need.  Thi$  was 
enough.  The  goal  was  before  them.  Tacit  but 
sturdy  bonds  brought  unity  and  enthusiasm 
lured  them  on. 

In  the  college  itself,  rallies  were  called  on 
the  separate  campus  to  make  everyone  aware 
of  the  situation.  Letters  were  sent  to  voters 
throughout  the  city,  appeals  were  made  to  the 
city  newspapers,  stickers  were  displayed  on 
cars,  leaflets  distributed  through  the  streets.  On 
the  crucial  day  of  voting,  students  patrolled  the 
polling  places  offering  literature  to  the  citizens. 
The  Guardsman  in  a  special  one-page  edition 
set  forth  the  want  of  the  college  for  expansion, 
and  copies  were  circulated  city-wide. 

This  was  an  enthusiastic  group  of  college  ad¬ 
herents.  It  had  to  be,  for  only  enthusiasm  could 
have  done  the  job. 

Of  course  everyone  was  working  to  a  definite 
goal,  and  the  fruits  of  success  would  be  tangible. 
Today,  three  years  away  from  that  accomplish¬ 
ment,  the  college  might  look  to  another  goal. 
But  it  is  nebulous  and  intangible,  and  the  spec¬ 
tacular  element  is  lacking.  To  define  it  best 
would  be  to  exemplify  the  steps  by  which  it 
might  be  approached. 

Simple  steps  might  be  named,  like  joining 
the  Associated  Students,  attending  rallies  and 
all  college  functions,  being  a  good  citizen  on 
the  campus  and  a  good  advertisement  for  it  out¬ 
side.  Not  a  wrong  step  would  be  a  furtherance 
of  “college  nationalism"  or  personal  pride  in 
attending  the  college  and  in  speaking  of  it.  Stu¬ 
dent  officers  would  work  diligently  if  they 
knew  that  the  student  body  they  were  repre¬ 
senting  took  a  real  interest  in  their  plans  and 
deeds.  Perhaps  you  can  name  a  few  more  steps 
toward  this  indefinable  goal.  If  not,  following 
these  steps  will  bring  the  college  comfortably 
close  to  this  goal. 

The  power  of  enthusiasm  is  illimitable.  That 
•  was  proved  by  the  college  in  1938.  Can  the  col¬ 
lege  of  1941  prove  it  again? 

“Civilization  must  find  a  refuge  in  America; ' 
the  abolition,  except  as  training  schools,  of  the 
universities  of  totalitarian  states;  the  tendency 
of  recent  educational  pronouncements  in 
France;  the  dispersion  and  bombing  of  universi- 
•  ties  in  England  mean  that  nowhere  else  in  the 
world,  except  in  this  country,  can  the  standard 
of  freedom,  truth  and  justice  be  raised.  The 
American  universities  are  the  last  resource  of 
a  world  plunging  to  destruction.”  Dr.  Robert 
M.  Hutchins,  president  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  sees  the  American  college  as  the  hope 
of  the  world.

T  OOKING  only  at  the  growth  of 

the  number  of  instructed)  in  the 
biology  department  would  tell  how 
this  department  itself  has  enlarged 
since  the  college  started.  When  the 
course  was  first  instituted  into  the 
college  curriculum,  there  were 
three  instructors,  now  there  are 
right.  .For  these  instructors,  there 
is  a  research  floor  where  various 
members  carry  on  research  work, 
etc.,  some  of  them  work  on  scienti¬ 


fic  books  of  their  own. 

The  laboratories  alone  of  this 
department  are  some  of  the  finest 
and  most  complete  on  this  coast. 
Every  branch  of  the  biology  de¬ 
partment  has  in  its  laboratories  the 
finest  equipment  with  which  to 
continue  its  work.  A  very  good  ex- 
ample  of  this  is  the  botany-  depart¬ 
ment.  * 

ADDED  ADVANTAGE 

Besides  the  laboratory  which 
both  the  21-a  and  b  students  use  in 
their  work,  a  greenhouse  on  the 


fourth  floor  is  now  being  com¬ 
pleted.  At-present  the  construction 
is  finished,  although  more  sbil  is 
needed  as  yet  for  the  various  plants 
which  will  be  grown  there.  The  idea 
of  this  special  greenhouse  is  for 
these  botany  students  to  see  and 
become  better  acquainted  with 
plants  as  they  are  studied  in  the

course.  When  this  greenhouse  is 
completed  and  ready  for  use,  which 
wall  probably  be  next  fall,  both  the 
a  and  b  classes  will  derive  benefit 
from  it. 

Since  botany  is  the  classification 
Snd  development  of  plants,  this 
course  is  usually  taken  by  forestry 
and  agriculture  majors. 

Taking  the  biology  department 
itself,  there  is  a .  non-lab  course 
which  is  generally  taken  by  non¬ 
science  majors.  '  The  laboratory 
course  in  general  biology  is  a  study 
of  both  botany  and  zoology  which 
is  designed  to  furnish  a  background 
knowledge  for  later  courses  in  this 
field. 

ADDITIONAL  COURSES 

The  following  courses  which 
come  in  this  division,  will  be  given 
next  year.  Henatology,  a  study  of 
the  blood;  serology,  a  study  of 
serums;  clinical  biology,  chemistry; 
and  clinical  bacteriology.  Clinical 
arasitology  is  the  only  one  of  this 
group  which  was  started  this  se¬ 
mester,  primarily  because  of  lack 
of  teaching  time  which  was  needed. 
There  has  been  a  great  increase  in 
the  number  of  students  planning  to 
go  into  this  work,  and  there  are 


Sp«ctatot 
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very  few  places  where  adequate 
training  in  this  type  of  work  can 
be  had.  It  is  a  mistaken  idea  that 
only  women  take  up  this  work, 
since  there  are  several  men  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  course.  Since  this  is 
one  of  the  terminal  courses  of  the 
college,  it  is  planned  to  prepare 
students  to  take  the  state  board 
examination  as  laboratory  techni¬ 
cians.  There  has  been,  so  far,  an 
enrollment  of  ten  students,  which  is 
very  good  for  a  new  course,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Glen  Noble,- head  of  the 
* 

biology  department. 

Zoology  is  a  very  important  and 
interesting  course  for  majors  in 
zoology  itself  and  in  pre-medicine 
majors.  There  are  several  courses 
in  this  division  which  students  may 
take,  all  of  which  are  university 
parallel  courses.  In  21a  and  b  there 
is  an  introduction  to  the  principles 
of  animal  biology  with  special  ref¬ 
erence  to.  the  structure,  functions, 
and  evolution  of  animal  life.  The 
first  part  of  this  one-year  course 
emphasizes  the  invertebrates,  and 
the  latter  the  vertebrates— quite 
technical,  what?  Other  such  courses 
are  listed  in  this  semester’s  cata¬ 
logue  with  definitions  of  each. 

The  biology  department  is.  so 
large  and  covers  such  a  large  scope, 
it  is  only  fair  to  the  course  not  to 
try  to  break  it  up  and  put  it  in  one 
column,  therefore,  it  has  been 
planned  to  present  other  courses 
under  this  division  at  a  future  date. 

Tuesday  the  Faint  Technology 
department  will  be  featured.

Perhaps  the  term  “lemon"  is  rather  harshly  admin-  v~ 
istered,  but  Belle  Starr  remains  merely  a  pallid  rehash 
of  many  scenes  and  situations  that  have  formed  the 
basis  of  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  motion  pictures.  It 
remains  no  better,  no  worse  than  any  of  the  many 
other  glorified  westerns  that  have  manifested  them¬ 
selves  upon  the  nation’s  screens  of  late. 

SCRIPT  NOT  TOO  BRILLIANT 
The  laudaUon  of  notorious  female  bandit  Belle  Starr 
provides  the  plot  material  for  a  none  too  brilliant 
script  by  Niven  Busch,  Cameron  Rogers,  and  Lamar  ', 
Trotti.  Miss  Starr  is  extolled  and  beautified  to  such 
an  extent  that  she  is  a  fit  companion  to  enter  the 
ranks  of  gilded  movie  badmen  (you  know  the  others 
. .  .  Jessie  James,  Frank  James,  Dalton  Brothers,  Billie 
the  Kid,  etc.)  Bewildered  youngsters  of  the  future  will 
probably  rank  these  greats  and  Belle  Starr  on  an  equal 
with  Washington  and  Lihcoln,  thanks  to  the  haloed, 
idolatrous  treatment  of  the  cinema. 

Here.  Belle  is  interpreted  as  a  gentle,  sensitive,  pretty  ' 
Southern  lass  of  Missouri  lineage.  Father  killed  by 
Yankee  renegades,  she  entertains  a  growing  bitterness 
against  the  North  that  endures  after  the  cession  of  the 
war.  To  assuage  her  hatred,  Belle  joins  the  ranks  of 
notorious  Sam  Starr,  a  Confederate  renegade  who 
masks  outlaw  activity  under  a  guise  of  guerrilla  war¬ 
fare  in  the  hills.  Ultimately  Belle  marries  the  outlaw 
chieftain  and  the  pair  scour  and  ravage  the  country¬ 
side  in  terror  raids.  But  Fate  and  the  Will  Hays  office 
eventually  catch  the  galloping  Belle  and  a  bushwack- 
er’s  rifle  sends  her  tumbling  into  the  dust  as  she  rides 
to  warn  hubby  Sam  of  a  Yankee  trap. 

FILM  EMPHASIZES  CHARACTER 
The  film  seems  to  be  building  toward  some  smash 
bit  of  action,  but  that  action  never  arrives.  In  fact, 
fpr  a-pretentious  western  epic,  Belle  Starr  has  a  sur¬ 
prisingly  limited  emphasis  upon  physical  movement 
Rather.  Director  Irving  Cummings  and  writers  have 
conceny-ated  on  Belle’s  character  development;  her 
gradual  transition  from  a  gay,  carefree  Scarlet  O’Hara 
type  to  grim,  relentless  bandit  queen.  A  methodical 
job  of  medial  direction  albeit  some  tiresome  rusticity 
t.  lower  the  picture  to  average  level  and  hold  it  in  that 
•  precarious  position  verging  on  the  satisfactory  and  yet 
bordering  on  the  saccharine  and  trite  obviousness.

Certain  students  from  this  sacred  precinct  of  learning  read 
last  Sunday  morning’s  write  ups  of  the  State  game  in  a  couple 
of  the  San  Francisco  daily  newspapers.  These  students  did  not 
happen  to  be  in  the  stands  when  State  was  defeated  by  the  Rams. 
As  a  result,  they  have  been  laboring  under  the  impression  that 
State  continually  pushed  the  men  of  the  Red  and  White  around, 
and  were  extremely  unfortunate  to  be  scored  upon,  let  alone 
defeated. 

If  the  truth  were  to  be  recognized,  State  suffered  a  much 
greater  statistical  loss  than  is  indicated  by  the  seven  to  six  score. 
State  gained  49  yards  from  scrimmage  and  lost  26,  for  a  net 
scrimmage  gain  of  23  yards.

Rams  Out  To  Make  It  Two 
Straight  Against  LA  Cubs 
At  Seals  Tomorrow  Night

Fresh  from  their  7  to  6  victory 
over  the  San  Francisco  State  Ga¬ 
tors  last  Saturday,  the  Rams  will 
attempt  to  make  it  two  straight 
tomorrow  night  at  Seals  Stadium 
against  the  Los  Angeles  City 
College  eleven.

By  virtue  of  their  20  to  7  victory  in 
1937,  the  Red  and  White  kept  the 
trophy  for  another  year,  but  in  1938 
it  went  South  again  when  the  Cubs 
won  the  fray,  13  to  6. 

College  Retains  Trophy 

A  6  to  0  Ram  victory  jn  1939  found 
the  trophy  back  to  the  college,  where, 
it  has  remained  until  today  and 
where,  according  to  the  spirit  of  the 
Eisanmen,  it  will  remain  for  at  least 
another  year.  '  a  - 

The  aforementioned  1940  contest 
was  a  bitterly  fought  game,  packed 
with  thrills  until  the  final  gun.  Jackie 
Fellows  gave  the  Cubs  a  6  to  0  lead 
by  rambling  67  yards  on  an  inter¬ 
cepted  Ram  pass  in  the  first  half,  and, 
with  both  teams  playing  as  they  were, 
those  six  points  appeared  mighty 
large  on  the  scoreboard.

Then  the  Rams  exploded  and  after 
ten  scrimmage  plays  of  the  second 
half,  Jim  Hoiinert  went  into  pay  dirt 
to  tie  it  up  at  6  to  6.  With  A1  Nau- 
man  holding  the  ball,  Honnert  added 
to  his  hero's  role  by  calmly  kicking 
the  convert  and  gave  the  Rams  a  7 


to  6  lead,  which  eventually  came  to 
be  the  outcome  of  the  game.

The  college  astronomical  ob¬ 
servatory,  according  to  Louis  Ber¬ 
man,  astronomy  instructor,  is  suf¬ 
fering  from  myopia  because  optical 
discs  for  a  full  sized  telescope  must 
come  from  Germany,  and  other  ma¬ 
terials  needed  are  on  the  nation’s 
priority  list. 

"And  with  Mars  coming  so  close," 
Berman  sighed. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  new  stu¬ 
dents  didn’t  know  that  that  large

Is  one  of  the  largest  astronomical 
observatories  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  When  a  button  is  pushed, 
the  sides  of  the  dome  part  In  the 
center,  allowing  space  enough  for 


a  telescope  to  scan  the  heavens. 

Every  Monday  evening  at  7  o’-  - 
clock  the  members  of  the  astron¬ 
omy  club  ascend  the  five  flights  of 
stairs  to  the  observatory  and  roof 
of  toe  coUege  to  study  the  path  of 
the  stars,  untU  9:30  p.m.  With 
binoculars  and  the  one  small  ’scope 
available  they  chart  the  courses  of 
planets. 

Then,  with  the  wind  howling 
about  the  college,  they  sit  cozily 
inside,  sipping  and  munching  choc¬ 
olate  and  cookies  and  making  charts 
and  studying  astronomical  globes. 

“The  sun  spots  that  caused  all 
the  atmospheric  and  electrical 
cut  ups  on  earth  were  observed 
three  weeks  ago  with  binoculars 
by  students  of  the  astronomy 
class,”  Berman  chuckled  smugly. 

“This  was  very  unusual  because 
sun  spots  usually  aren’t  seen  at  this 
time  of  the  year.  Still,  we  must 
have  seen  them  because  other  ob¬ 


servatories  reported  them,  too." 

.  Astronomy  students  are  constant¬ 
ly  on  the  alert  to  report  a  new 
comet.  The  Astronomical  Associa¬ 
tion  of  the  Pacific  awards  a  bronze 
medal  to  any  one  who  reports  one. 

Mars,  fiery  planet  and  name¬ 
sake  of  the  god  of  war,  will  ap¬ 
proach  as  closely  to  the  earth  as 
is  possible  in  Its  15  year  orbit  on 
October  S.  Mars  will  then  be 
only  32  million  miles  from  Earth, 
a  mere  stone’s  throw  to  an  as¬ 
tronomer,  and  astronomy  stu¬ 
dents  will  have  a  chance  to  study 
its  canals  and  polar  tips  with 
binoculars  and  the  small  tele¬ 
scope. 

“If  there  are  any  inhabitants  of 
the  planet.  Mars,  they  must  be  just 
as  puzzled  about  some  of  the  cavl- 
ties  on  Earth  as  we  are  ,about  their 
canals,”  Berman  said. 

Perhaps  he  was  referring  to 
Union  Square.

And  Pegler  Smiled 

LABOR-CONSCIOUS  columnist  Westbrook 
Pegler  undoubtedly  took  time  out  from  his 
attacks  on  the  hod  carriers’  and  common  labor¬ 
ers’  convention  to  cast  a  penetrating  gaze  on  the 
State  Federation  of  Labor’s  convention  Tast 
week  here  at  the  Civic  Auditorium. 

A  broad  smile  actuated  by  a  kind  of  poetic 
justice  must  have  crept  over  the  usually  stern 

face  of  Pegler  when  he  read  how  Governor - 

Olson,  speaking  before  the  convention,  in  one 
breath  vilified  him  for  his  work  and  in  the  next 
breath  issued  a  plea  for  observance  of  the  very 
principles  for  which  Pegler  has  been  demanding 
for  some  four  years  now. 

Speaking  impliedly  to  Pegler  ii\  an  address 
before  the  California  labor  convention,  Gover¬ 
nor  Olson  thundered: 

“We  all  know  that  columnists  writing  for  the 
capitalistic  press  are  exploiting  labor,  and  if 
they  find  a  crook  or  racketeer  they  play  that 
up.  Labor  is  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  field  of 
publicity  and  seldom  are  its  rights  respected  in 
the  papers.” 

Immediately  after  these  words,  the  Governor 
put  forth  a  plea  for  prompt  action  against  labor 
racketeers  and  that  they  be  given  maximum 
sentences  for  their  crimes. 

Almost  daily,  Pegler  has  reiterated  his  con¬ 
sternation  at  the  crookedness  of  labor  leaders. 

He  has  repeatedly  exposed  their  nefarious  prac¬ 
tices.  Last  year  he  garnered  the  Pulitzer  prize 
for  this  very  work.  Trying  to  impress  the  deep 
rottenness  in  American  labor  upon  the  public 
and  the  public  officials  has  been  almost  an 
obsession  with  him. 

We  are  quite  sure  that  Pegler  does  not  mind 
how  much  anyone  may  assail  his  writings  so 
long  as  that  person  is  incited  to  thought  and 
action.  It  would  seem  that  Governor  Olson 
plays  into  both  of  the  last  classifications.  '

“War  is  an  evil,  yes,  a  horror.  But  there  are

Athletic  clubs  are  formed  so  that 
women  may  get  other  sports  into 
their  college  life  in  addition  to  their 
physical  education  class.  Splash 
parties,  barbecues,  and  costume 
parties,  are  some  of  the  social 
events  given  by  the  WAA.

For  WAA 
awards  blocks  to  eligible  women 
who  fulfill  specific  requirements.

Your  College  Presents  .  .  .  Paint  Technicians:  They  Can  Really  Mix  Things  Up 
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By  Iwanna  Hayworth 

/~\NE  of  four  in  the  United  States 
to  offer  paint  technology  as  a 
course,  this  college  is  the  only  one 
to  offer  it  as  a  semi-professional 
course. 

This  course  itself  was  organized 
and  instituted  into  the  .college  ter¬ 
minal  curriculum  after  President 
Archibald  J.  Cloud  had  asked  Wal¬ 
ter  D.  Forbes  of  the  chemistry  de¬ 
partment  to  try  to  find  how  the 
chemistry  department  of  the  col¬ 
lege  could  be  brought  together  with 
departments  outside  of  the  college. 

Since  the  Bay  Area  is  One  of  the. 
most  important  paint  manufactur¬ 
ing  centers  of  the  United  States,  it 
seemed  logical  to  go  into  this  field. 
For  some  time  various  meetings 
wer^  held  by  executives  in  the  in¬ 
dustry  to  get  their  reactions  on 
such  a  course,  and  their  unanimous 
approval  had  much  to  do  with  the 
organization  and  foundation  of  this 
department. 

STARTED  WITH 
NEW  BUILDINGS 

This  new  department  had  its  start 
in  the  new  buildings  of  the  college 
one  year  ago,  with  its  laboratories 
containing  the  finest  and  most  com¬ 
plete  equipment  for  the  students 
to  start  their  training.  Because  of 
the  difficulty  in  securing  an  in¬ 
structor  who  was  fully  prepared  to 
teach  the  course.  Forbes  has-served 
as  the  instructor  for  the  students 
enrolled  in  this  work,  for  the  past 
year. 

This  year,  however,  a  man  from 
the  industry,  Hal  Harlan,  is  in¬ 
structing  the  students.  This  idea  is 


carried  out  in  other  terminal  courses 
as  well,  as  it  seems  to  be  a  good 
idea  to  have  men  who  know  the 
business  instruct  the  students  in¬ 
terested  in  that  field. 

TRAINING  IN  COMPOSITION 
The  idea  of  the  course  is  to  give 
the  students  thorough  fundamental 
training  in  composition  of  paints, 
lacquerC  varnish,  synthetics,  *  and 
enamel  so  that  these  students  can 
find  jobs  in  this  field.  Lectures  are 
supplemented  by  laboratory  work 
in  the  formulation  of  paints  and 
the  use  of  these  oils,  pigments, 
thinners,  and  driers. 

Only  one  course  JS_  being  offered 
this  semester.  In  it  elementary  in¬ 
struction  is  given  to  the  students 
enrolled.  The  class,  so  far  this  sem¬ 
ester,  has  17  students  enrolled, 
which  is  a  very  good  percentage, 
according  to  Harlan. 

NEW  COURSES  TO  BE  ADDED 
Next  semester  it  has  been  plan¬ 
ned  to  offer  three  such  courses, 
which  will,  of  course,  take  a  much 
larger  scope  in  the  field.  One  such 
course  (and  this  will  be  of  interest 
to  a  great  many  of  the  students 
here),  will  take  in  the  basic  prin¬ 
ciples  of  interior  and  exterior  deco¬ 
ration,  color  harmony  and  lighting 
effects.  A  brief  study  of  different 
fabrics,  wall  coverings,  and  build¬ 
ing  materials  will  also  be  under¬ 
taken. 

—  Another  rather  interesting  course 
to  be  offered  will  be  one  in  syn¬ 
thetics.  This  will  involve  the.  stijdy 
of  the  formulation  and.  composition 
of  clear  synthetics,  enamels  and  the 
relation  of  synthetics  to  paints,  var¬ 
nishes  and  lacquers.  Laboratory 


practice  will  be  given  in  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  surfaces  and  the  applica¬ 
tion  and  use  of  these  synthetics. 

A  rather  illuminating  fact  which 
will  prove  another  point  of  interest 
is  the  business  training  which  the 
students  in  the  course  obtain.  Op¬ 
portunities  are  given  these  people 
who  are  majoring  in  the  course  to 
acquire  skills  -through  co-operative 
work  on  the  job  in  local  establish¬ 
ments.  » 

POSITIONS  AVAILABLE 

Employment  possibilities  in  this 
field,  it  seems,  are  at  a  high  tide 
at  the  present  time.  All  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  were  enrolled  in  the 
course  last  semester  found  employ¬ 
ment  during  the  summer.  For  this^ 
reason,  if  for  no  other,  any  student 
wjjo  might  wish  to  qualify  for  em¬ 
ployment  as  technician  in  a  labora¬ 
tory.  a  store,  an  office,  or  as  a  sales¬ 
man  in  the  paint  industry  should 
be  highly  interested  in  this  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Although  this  program  is  semi- 
professional  in  nature,  it  is  not  in¬ 
tended  as  a  trade  course  for  paint¬ 
ers  and  contractors.  The  scope  of 
work,  however,  as  well  as  the  skills 
acquired  will  be  of  great  value  to 
anyone  who  may  later  choose  to 
follow  painting  as  a  line  of  trade, 
or  who  might  wish  ’  to  engage  in 
contracting  business.  Also  this 
cuurse "may  be  of  interest  to  those- 
people  who  are  in  any  industry 
which  is:engaged  in  or  allied  with 
the  various  phases  of  the  making 
or  applying  paint. 

Something  very  unusual  to  note 
is  the  fact  that  there  are  two  women 


students  enrolled  in  this  paint  tech¬ 
nology  course. 

Within  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks,  the  men  in  charge  df  the 
department  at  the  college  and  those 
from  the  industry,  have  plana  to 
begin  a  series  of  lectures  in  the 
evenings  at  the  college.  These  lec¬ 
tures  will  be  made  by  various  ex¬ 
perts  in  the  industry,  and  will  be 
free  and  open  -to  the  public.  The 
exact  time  will  be  announced  later, 
according  to  Forbes. 

CLUB  IN  MAKING 

The  paint  technology  class  hasn't 
as  yet  a  club  organized,  however, 
according  to  Forbes,  the  plans  for 
one  are  in  the  making.  This  club 
will  probably  meet  in  one  or  va¬ 
rious  downtown  plants  and  labora¬ 
tories.  Last  semester  although  the 
whole  class  made  these  various 
trips,  it  was  not  under  the  function¬ 
ing  order  of  a  club.  Some  of  the 
planned  trips  for  this  semester  are 
to  the  Fuller  plants,  National  Lead, 
and  others. 

A  final  and  very  interesting  bit 
concerning  the  paint  technology  de¬ 
partment  is  that  it  has  been  plan¬ 
ned  as  the  course  grows  to  have  a 
miniature  manufacturing  paint 
plant  in  the  college.  This  will  take 
place  in  the  laboratory  where  they 
already  have  practically  all  the 
needed  equipment.  The  students 
will  learn  to  make  lead-oil  paints, 
varnishes  and  other  needed  Equiv¬ 
alents  in  small  quantities,  which  in 
turn  will  be  used  in  their  work.

LIFE  storjes  of  great  classical  composers 
have  always  remained  an  inexhaustible 
source  for  screen  material;  many  great  music 
masters  lived  dramatic  and  rich  lives,  as  glow¬ 
ing  and  burning  as  their  imperishable  music. 

The  screen  for  some  reason  in  its  wild  quest  after 
story  ideas  and  themes  has  wantonly  ignored  this  evi¬ 
dent,  abundant  field.  The  purposed  screening  of  Paul 
Muni  in  the  life  of  Beethoven  has  been  postponed  and 
postponed  until  now  it  is  only  an  indefinite  rumor. 
Until  strong  meat  of  this  dynamic  caliber  comes  along, 
we  will  have  to  be  content  with  minor  efforts  such 
as  New  Wine,  a  purported  glimpse  into  the  life  of 
composer  Franz  Schubert.  Not  that  this  dainty  little 
ethereal  number  U  bad,  but  it  never  attains  the  potent 
heights  that  potentially  lay  in  the  script  prepared  hy 
Howard  Estabrook  and  Nicholas  Jory. 

GOOD  SETTINGS  AND  PHOTOGRAPHY 
Gloria  Productions  assembled  a  smart,  capable  cast' 
headed  by  beautiful  Ilona  Massey,  maneuvered  sbme 
fresh,  charming  settings  and  sparkling  photography, 
added  a  group  of  Schubert’s  lovely  melodies,  put  them 
together  in  a  nice  compact  bundle  and  the  result  .  . 
a  quiet,  peaceful  little  production  with  scarcely  one 
outstanding  moment  to  lift  it  from  a  state  of  restful 
passitivity. 

New  Wine  bases  its  story  on  a  semi -fictional  episode 
in  the  life  of  the  unfortunate  young  genius  who  gava 
to  the  world  immortal  music  before  passing  on  at  the 
age  of  thirty-one.  It  carries  Schubert  as  he  flees 
Vienna  into  Hungary  to  escape  the  baits  of  conscrip¬ 
tion-hungry  mercenaries  and  the  pangs  of  personal 
starvation.  In  Hungary,  he  encounters  Anna  (Ilonn 
Massey)  manager  of  a  sheep  farm.  Anna  perceives 
the  budding  genius  in  the  shy,  awkward  young  maiy 
returns  to  Vienna  with  him  to  drive  him  on  to  be¬ 
lated  recognition.  _  / 

Hardships  are  many  for  the  struggling  pair;  Franz  is 
forced  to  return  to  his  mathematics  professorship,  but 
Anna  continues  fighting  for  Franz.  Eventually,  slio 
takes  a  copy  of  Schubert’s  Unfinished  Symphony  to 
Beethoven  to  gain  an  encouraging  word  from  the 
deaf  master. 

Upon  Beethoven’s  advice  hinges  the  climax  of  the 
story,  a  climax  of  bittersweet  tragedy. 

STORY  FAILS  TO  MOVE 
The  story  really  is  too  weak  to  produce  any  power 
of  emotional  scope.  Actually,  the  story  has  as  much 
emphasis  placed  on  comedy  as  upon  the  dramatic  as~- 
pects.  Director  Reinhold  Schunzel  did  absolutely 
nothing  to  build  up  climaxes  or  highlights;  he  con?" 
structed  his  film  on  the  same  level  mold  throughout 
New  Wine’s  87  minute  running  time.  Consequently. 
New  Wine  proved  somewhat  of  a  disappointment  al¬ 
though  it  is  not  a  poor  picture  in  any  sense  of  the 
word. 

As  Anna,  Ilona  Massey  is  appropriately  charming 
and  lyrical.  Her  voice,  limited  to  three  brief  numbers, 
is  beautiful.  We  hoped  for  more  singing,  less  acting 
from  Miss  Massey.  Franz  Schubert  is  portrayed  by 
Alan  Curtis,  a  young  lad  who  has'  done  little  or  noth¬ 
ing  before  in  Hollywood.  His 1  performance  is  quiet, 
dramatically  unimportant,  but  quite  sincere. 

ALBERT  BASSERMAN  TAKES  HONORS 
Actually  Albert  Basserman  as  Beethoven  does  all 
the  acting  of  any  worth  in  the  picture.  His  one  scene 
with  Miss  Massey  is  the  outstanding  sequence  of  the 
film. 

The  true  star  of  New  Wine  is  Schubert’s  powerful 
music.  It  carries  the  picture  along  as  passable  enter¬ 
tainment.  -

Primary  School  Sign-ups 
Drop;  Colleges'  Rise 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C— (ACP)— 
While  elementary  schoql  enrollment 
figures  are  plunging  far  below  those 
of  a  year  ago,  America’s  colleges  and 
high  schools  have  not  yet  felt  the  full 
effects  of  lowered  birth-rates  during 
the  depression  of  the  thirties. 

The  United  States  office  of  educa¬ 
tion  estimates  college  enrollment  this 
year  will  be  1.450,000,  a  rise  of  25,000. 
Some  educators  questioned  the  accu¬ 
racy  of  this  early  estimate,  in  view  of 
the  drift  of  college-age  men  into  the 
armed  services. 

Those  expecting  an  increase  in  .total 
college  enrollment  contend  that  while 
Johnny  may  go  to  the  army  or  to 
work,  “more  men  in  jobs  means  more 
money  for  Mary’s  education.” 

The  education  office  estimates  en¬ 
rollment  in  elementary  schools  has 
dropped  to  20,707.00pi  a  decline  of 
210,000  in  a  year.  The  estimate  for 
high  school  enrollment  is  7.334.000 — 
up  100,000. 

Total  school  enrollments,  as  calcu- 
lated  by  the  education  office,  embrace 
more  than  2,000,000  in  evening  and 
part-time  schools,  business  colleges, 
nurse  training  institutions  and  private 
trade  schools.  The  grand  total  is  set 
at  31,566,000,  a- decline  of  160,000.

Advanced  Pilot  Training 
To  Start  October  1 

Advanced  training  in  the  Civil  Pilot 
Training  program  will  begin  around 
October  1,  ’ under  the  direction  of 
Major  George  D.  Richards.  Civil  Pilot 
Training  instructor,  here. 

Training  will  include  preliminary 
flying  of  225  Horsepower  -Waco 
planes  in  which  students  will  have 
about  40  hours  training.  Flyers  will 
learn  the  acrobatics  taught  by  the 
army  primary  training  courses.  It  will 
use  identical  equipment  used  by  pri¬ 
mary  schools  throughout  the  country. 

Students  of  the  courses,  for  the  first 
time,  will  wear  uniforms.  These  uni-, 
forms  will  be  purchased  by  the  stu¬ 
dent  and  will  bear  the  insignia  of  the 
Civil  Pilot  Training. 

After  graduation  the  men  will  en¬ 
ter  the  Army  Air  Corps  ps  cadets  with 
credit  for  primary  training.  They 
will  then  enter  into  basic  funda¬ 
mental  flying.

try.  Randolph  Field,  and  the  United 
States  Naval  Air  Station  at  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Florida,  are  two  bases  that  have 
a  number  of  these  graduates. 


With  plans  for  an  increasingly 
usable  library  for  the  college, 
Marcus  Skarstedt,  librarian,  an¬ 
nounced  that  many  new  volumes 
will  be  added  to  last  year’s  total 
collection.

Youth  Knows  More  Of  Shoes

ST.  LOUIS  — (ACP)  — Too  often 
young  people  know  less  about  their 
prospective  spouses  .than  they  do 
about  a  new  pair  of  shoes,  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  R.  Fulkerson.  S.J.,  declared 
in  a  reqent  marriage  lecture  at  St. 
Louis  University. 

Father  Fulkerson  said: 

“Just  as  shoes  must  wear  well  to  be 
practical,  so  also  must  a  partner  in 
matrimony  wear  well  to  make  a  suc¬ 
cessful  marriage." 

The  subject  of  Father  Fulkerson's 
lecture  was  “Picking  a  Partner  and 
Falling  in  Love.” 

“Marriage,”  Father  Fulkersbn  said, 
"is  not  a  perpetual  honeymoon  nor  a 
heart-throbbing  frolic;  it  is  an  im¬ 
portant  step  and  an  important  state 
that  is  binding  upon  the  contracting 
parties  until  death.” 

"Bad”  choices  in  marriage  partners 
are  made  because  of  infatuation  or 
concupisence.  hasty  entrance  into 
matrimony  because  of  a  fear  of  fleet¬ 
ing  years,  or  a  false  value  of  charm 
placed  upon  a  person  of  the  opposite 
Sex,  Father  Fulkerson  said. 

“Infatuation  causes  a  person  to  see 
good  looks,  a  fine  physique  and  sterl¬ 
ing  qualities  in  another  when  actually 
.there  are  present  only  bad  morale, 
laziness  and  a  shriveled  and  selfish 
soul,”  Father  Fulkerson  said.  “Too 


many  unmarried  people  get  frantic 
after  21  •  and  rush  into  marriage. 
Others  place  a  false  premium  on  ap¬ 
pearance,  kid  ideas  about  sophistica¬ 
tion,  wise  cracking  and  jitterbugging 
ability.”

On  more  than  two  hundred  cam¬ 
puses  from  coast  to  coast,  student  in¬ 
terviewers  have  been  conducting  the 
Student  Opinion  Surveys  of  America, 
an  organization  financed  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Texas  Student  publications 
and  sponsored  by  the  country’s  lead¬ 
ing  college  newspapers,  include  The 
Guardsman. 

Democratic  through  and  through, 
awake  to  the  social  problems  of  the 
day,  even  more  emphatic  in  his  bc- 
liefs  than  his  elders— that  is  the  kind 
of  student  found  among  the  majority 
of  the  million  and  a  half  now  occupied 
in  the  process  of  higher  learning  in 
this  nation.  Student  Opinion  Surveys, 
using  a  representative  cross  section 
to  cover  every  type  enrolled  in  all 
manner  of  institutions,  represents 
every  section  of  the  country,  mathe¬ 
matically  weighting  each  geographi¬ 
cal  division  to  its  proper  proportion 
in  the  national  sampling.  “A  Gallup- 
esque  poll,”  Time  magazine  called  It. 

Analyzed  from  a  common  point  of 
view,  96,000  separate  answers  result 
in  the  most  complete  continuing  study 
yet  devised  to  measure  the  attitudes 
of  U.  S.  college  youth.  Summarized 
from  more  than  a  hundred  questions 
polled,  here, is  a  picture  of  what  the 
students  themselves  think  and  what 
education  ought  to  be. 

Higher  education,  a  good  majority 
believes,  Is  not  over-emphasised,  as 
some  people  would  seem  to  think. 
Education  is  not  even  meeting  pres¬ 
ent-day  needs,  they  conclude. 

What  would  they  do  to  improve  it?- 
The  problem  is  obviously  one  of  tre¬ 
mendous  proportions,  but  these  are  a 
few  of  the  suggestions:  Students  will 
tell  you  that  there  are  too  many  cam¬ 
pus  misfits  cluttering  up  the  schools; 
they  would  find  some  way  to  restrict 
enrollment.  Sex  education  courses 
they  would  make  compulsory,  but  at¬ 
tendance  would  be  voluntary  to  col¬ 
lege  classes.  Most  co-eds  would  dis¬ 
parage  the  notion  that  it  is  more  im¬ 
portant  to  find  a  husband  at  college 
than  to  study.  Final  examinations,  53 
per  cent  say,  are  not  a  fair  test  of  a 
student's  knowledge  in  a  course.  But 
most  would  prefer  to  keep  the  ABC 
system  of  grading  instead  of  being 
either  passed  or  failed.  The  larger 
part  frown  on  hazing. 

Overwhelmingly  approved  by  both 
men  and  women  is  R.T.O.C.  training 
and  civilian  aviation  courses.  In  gen¬ 
eral.  however,  higher  education  as  the 
students  would  plan  it  would  point 
more  and  more  toward  a  wide  cul-  | 
tural  background  than  technical  and  | 
professional  training.  The  war  has 
brought  new  problems.  But  college 
students  are  apparently  level-headed. 
They  approve  of  military  training 
noy,  but  not  permanently;  they  ore 
more  emphatic  about  keeping  out  of 
war  than  their  elders. 

In  one  of  the  most  emphatic  votes 
ever  registered  by  Student  Opinion 
Surveys.  96  per  cent  asserted  that  col¬ 
lege  administrations  should  have  no 
right  to  hinder  a  student's  personal 
political  activities  or  expressions  of 
opinion.  Only  91  per  cent,  however, 
defended1  faculty  members’  right  of 
complete  academic  freedom.  Most 
students  want  to  learn  the  facts  about 
the  “isms"  in  the  classroom.  “But  he 
sure  the  teachers  teach,  not  preach." 
said  a  middle-western  junior.  They 
want  their  college  editors  to  discuss 
extra-mural  problems  of  the  day;  75 
per  cent  read  editorial  comment  in 
their  college  papers.  (Condensed 
from  an  article  currently  appearing  in 
Motive  magazine.)

A  total  of  2717  students  is  now 
enrolled  in  the  college,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mary  Jane'  Leamard,  as¬ 
sistant  registrar.  This  is  a  small 
drop  from  the  figures  of  the  fall 
semester,  1940. 

The  decrease  has  been  noticeable 
among  the  new  students  enrolling. 
Miss  Leamard  said  that  a  majority  of 
the  decrease  can  be  attributed  to  Im¬ 
proved  economic  conditions  and  that 

because  they  are  more  fortunate  in

securing  positions. 

Ratio  Figures  Change 
Another  change  in  registration  fig¬ 
ures  has  been  the  ratio  of  -men  to 
women.  In  Fall,  1940,  there  Were  two 
men  students  to  one  woman  student. 
The  ratio  is  at  present  three  to  two 
in  favor  of  the  men,  Miss  Leamard 
revealed. 

More  Students  Tested 

“This  year  we  tested  more  students 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the 
college. 

When  opening  day  arrived  quite  a 
few  of  those  who  took  the  entrance 
examinaUon  did  not  enroll:  This 
seems  to  indicate  that  they  got  jobs,” 
Miss  Leamard  said. 

In  fall  1940,  there  were  1475  new 
students  enrolled,  this  fall  that  figure 
has  dropped  to  1136.  «.

Georgia  Recommends  Draft 
Determent  For  Students 

ATLANTA,  GA—  (ACP)— Georgia 
selective  service  headquarters  has 
recommended  that  college  students 
be  deferred  from  military  training  as 
long  as  they  “maintain  a  standard  of 
academic  work  which  is  satisfactory 
to  the  college  and  to  the  local  board.” 

Major  Charles  J.  Brockman,  state 
occupational  deferrment  director, 
said  the  new  deferrment  recommen¬ 
dation  will  include  all  college  stu¬ 
dents  not  yet  placed  in  classification 
1-A. 

Local  boards  already  had  been  au¬ 
thorized  to  defer  students  taking  “es¬ 
sential  courses”  such  as  medicine, 
dentistry,  chemistry,  engineering, 
biology,  geology,  physics  and  mining, 
but  the  state  headquarters  wants  the 
grades  looked  into  first.

Any  student  who  has  been  ab¬ 
sent  from  a  class  the  number  of 
times  the  class  meets  each  week 
will  be  expelled  from  that  class, 
the  registrar’s  office  has  de¬ 
clared. 

Reinstatement  may  be  secured  only 
through  the  consent  of  the  instructor 
concerned.  If  the  person  again  misses 
the  same  number  of  classes,  or  more, 
he  will  be  permanently  dropped  from 
the  course.  Appeal  and  appearance 
before  the  attendance  committee  are 
the  only  recourse  for  students  wishing 
to  continue  with  that  course. 

Late  Entrances  Equal  Cuts 

Some  instructors  have  supplement¬ 
ed  a  system  which  counts  late  en¬ 
trances  to  class  as  an"absence  at  a 
ratio  of- three  to  one.  For  instance, 
if  a  student  is  late  to  a  lecture  12 
times  in  a  three  unit  course  he  will 
have,  according  to  this  system,  taken 
his  limited  number  of  cuts. 

Students  will  no  longer  be  admitted 
to  class  unless  the  instructor 'feels  that 
the  missed  work  can  be  made  up. 
Miss  Leamard  said  that  the  only 
courses  of  this  type  are  reading 
courses. 

First  Midterm  Next  Week 

First  midterm  period  will  end  Fri¬ 
day,  October  10.  The  day  and  time 
for  the  examination  will  be  arranged 
by  the  instructor.  Second  midterm 
week  will  end  Friday,  November  14

Teacher  Training  Pays 
Dividends  Al  51 out 

MENOMON1E,  WIS.  —  (ACP)  —  A 
practical  approach  to  training  teach¬ 
ers  is  paying  dividends  for  graduates 
of  Stout  institute. 

The  small  college  has  gained  a  na¬ 
tional  reputation  by  specializing  in 
training  teachers  (or  specific  lines  of 
work  that  surveys  indicate  will  be  in 
demand  at  the  time  of  graduation. 

How  well  the  plan  works  is  illus¬ 
trated  by  Stout’s  placement  record. 
All  128  members  of  last  June’s  grad¬ 
uating  class  as  well  as  all  of  this  win¬ 
ter’s  midyear  graduates  have  obtained 
employment.  With  all  available  grad¬ 
uates  .  placed,  employers  even  are 
“raiding"  the  senior  class,  according 
to  Registrar  Gertrude  M.  O’Brien. 

“In  the  last  semester,”  she  said,  “I 
received  calls  for  20  more  women 
than  I  have  been  able  to  fill.’’ 

Stout  limits  its  curriculum  to  train¬ 
ing  men  for  industrial  education  and 
women  in  home  economics.  “It  Is  the 
only  school  in  the  nation  with  such  a 
singleness  of  purpose,”  asserts  Dean 
C.  A.  Bowman. 

With  the  present  emphasis  on  de¬ 
fense  production,  the  result  has  been 
that  Stout  graduates  average  $140  to 
$150  a  month  in  their  first  teaching 
positions  and  some  get  as  high  as 
$200,  according  to  Bowman. 

Burton  E.  Nelson,  president,  colla¬ 
borates  with  Bowman  in  working  out 
surveys  used  to  determine  types  of 
training.  To  predict  what  specialized 
training  will  be  in  demand  four  or 
five  years  hence.  Nelson  and  Bowman 
study  past  and  present  educational 
trends,  both  political  and  economic. 
They  consider  trends  in  national  af¬ 
fairs,  world  conflicts,  trade  unionism 
and  their  effect  upon  journeyman  de¬ 
velopment,  scientific  discoveries  and 
education.

Today  is  the  last  day  for  students 
to  claim  books  left  for  sale  at  the 
Women’s  Service  Society  book  ex¬ 
change  in  Room  103,  according  to 
Violet  Butler,  president  of  the  WSS. 

“All  books  should  be  called  for,” 
Miss  Butler  emphasized,  “because 
we  have  no  place  to  store  them  until 
the  exchange  opens  next  semester." 

Money  should  be  called  for  as  soon 
as  possible,  she  added.  It  is  paid  out 
at  the  college  bank  during  regular 
banking  hours.  More  than  $300  has 
already  been  claimed  but  there  is  ap¬ 
proximately  $400  yet  unclaimed.  She 
explained  that  the  claim  checks,  given 
out  when  the  book  was  brought  to  the 
exchange,  must  be  shown  before  the 
money  will  be  given  tq.  the  student. 

“We  still  have  quite  a  few  books 
which  haven’t  been  called  for,”  Miss 
Butler  said,  “but  there  will  be  some¬ 
one  &t  the  exchange  from  9  a.m.  to 
1  p.m.  today  so  that  all  books  may  be 
taken  out.” 

After  today  the  exchange  will  close 
until  books  will  again  be  sold  next 
semester. 


Employment  Bureau  Reveals 
Job  Placement  Figures 

More  than  130  men  and  women 
have  secured  jobs  through  the  college 
placement'  bureau.  Most  of  these  are 
either  students  or  alumni.  Joseph  A. 
Amori.  bureau  director,  has  revealed. 
A  few  people  from  other  colleges  have 
been  placed  when  our  own  students 
were  not  available. 

No  exact  figures  are  available  be¬ 
cause  of  laxity  on  the  part  of  appli¬ 
cants  in  reporting  results  of  inter¬ 
views  obtained  through  this  office. 
Anyone  contemplating  transfer  from 
one  job  to  another  or  quitting  a  job 
should  also  report  to  the  office  so 
that  another  student  may  apply  for 
the  resultant  vacancy,  Amori  added.

ONCE  firmly  rooted,  tradition  and  the  clas¬ 
sics  are  beyond  the  scythe  of  Time.  Tear 
the  ivy  from  the  walls  of  “good  old  Wahoo  U.,” 
and  it  will  out-Hydra  Hydra;  tell  the  freshman 
that  they’ve  stopped  hazing  this  year,  and  he’ll 
cry  out  for  chastisement:  it’s  just  tradition.

This  course  in  radio  technology 
or  engineering  has 'been  giveni"for 
the  past  four  years.  Until  last  year 
when  classes  opened  in  the  new 
college  buildings,  classes  were  held 
at  Samuel  Campers  Trade  School 
This  semester  for  the  first  time  a 
course  in  radio  telegraph  and  tele¬ 
phone  has  been  offered,  and  in  this 
new  class  62  students  have  en¬ 
rolled.  It  seems  that  a  number  of 
students  who  are  in  the  Civil  Aero¬ 
nautics  Authority  are  taking  this 
radio  work  as  a  part  of  their  train¬ 
ing,  however,  the  course  is  not 
restricted  to  these  students  or  even 
to  majors  in  the  department. 

This  course  is  really  a  compre¬ 
hensive  background  basic  to  the 
understanding  of  modern  radio,  as 
well  as  a  study  of  the  mechanical 
operations  which  are  Involved  in 
the  designing,  construction,  repair¬ 
ing,  and  the  operating  of  radio  re¬ 
ceivers,  transmitters  and  public  ad¬ 
dress  systems. 

RADIO  REPAIRING  IMPORTANT 

It  seems  that  radio  repairing  of¬ 
fers  the  widest  field  of  employ¬ 
ment,  and  small  radio  manufac¬ 
turing  plants  and  radio  broadcast 
systems  also  offer  certain  employ¬ 
ment  opportunities.  Students  In  the 


course  have  the  opportunity  to  op¬ 
erate  studio  equipment  similar  to 
that  used  in  broadcasting  stations 
for  advanced  students.  The  labora¬ 
tories  which  are  used,  and  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  control  room,  students 
have  the  opportunity  to  gain  valu¬ 
able  experience  along  with  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  manipulation  of  the 
controls  in  the  contrdl  room 

The  music  and  the  speech  de¬ 
partments  make  use  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  for  recordings  of  their  stu¬ 
dents’  work.  Students  In  (he  speech 
department  also  are  given  instruc¬ 
tion  in  radio  production,  including 
all  types  of  broadcasts.  Practical 
experience  is  also  given  in  produc- 
the  programs  in  the  CBS  studios. 
YOUNGER  DAYS  AT  GOMPER’S 

A  bit  of  information  gleaned  from 
an  early  edition  concerning  the 
radio  department  in  its  younger 
days  gave  detailed  description  of 
the  classes  which  were,  at  the  time 
of  this  particular  issue,  held  at 
Gompers.  Although  hardly  as  fully 
equipped  as  the  present  one,  an 
opinion  expressed  by  Williams,  a 
former  student  of  this  division, 
“Radio  engineering  is  the  most 
practical  course  taught  in  the  col¬ 
lege."  These  sentiments  were  prob¬ 
ably  expressed  because  at  that 
time.  Williams  was  soon  to  .become 
the  radio  operator  of  a  Coast  Ouard 
ship.

MOST  football  authorities  agree  that  linemen  normally  are 
supposed  to  make  between  50  and  75  per  cent  of  the  tackles 
during  th©  course  of  an  average  football  game.

THREE- MAN  DEFENSE 

Backbone  of  the  Ram  defense  was  constituted  by  three  men, 
all  members  of  the  starting  backfield,  Armand  “Turk”  Terzian, 
Art  Ekdall,  and  Bob  Christen.  Terzian,  playing  at  safety,  prob¬ 
ably  set  a  world  record  for  last  ditch  tackles.  At  least  ten  times 
during  the  Saturday  evening  encounter,  Terzian,  the  last  man 
betw&rl  Fellows,  in  most  cases,  and  the  goal  line,  made  point¬ 
saving  tackles.  Christen,  playing  at  defensive  fullback,  made  the

It  has  been  said  time  and  time  again,that  Art  Ekdall  is  a  great 
ball  carrier,  as  was  proven  in  his  high  school  days,  when  he 
made  all-city  halfback.  Now  he  is  used  only  as  a  blocking  back, 
but  in  order  to  win  ball  games,  a  team  must  use  deception^such 
as  mixing  up  the  plays,  and  feeding  the  ball  to  the  other  three 
men  in  the  backfield.

ANEW  plan  for  the  selection  of  the  sopho¬ 
more  sweetheart  was  announced  by  George 
Coart,  high  soph  president,  last  week  in  The 
Guardsman.  Carefully  viewed,  the  idea  is  too 
complex  and  does  not  correct  fully  the  funda¬ 
mental  weakness  and  almost  unfair  practice 
that  }ias  been  the  rule  in  determining  the 
woman  to  reign  as  queen  during  Sophomore 
Week. 

It  long  been  felt  that  the  traditional  pro¬ 
cedure  of  recruiting  candidates  for  the  coveted 
position  is  inadequate  and  unjust.  Briefly,  the 
method  has  been  this:  Near  the  end  of  the  sem¬ 
ester,  a  representative  of  the  sophomore  class 
gives  notice  through  the  paper  that  applications 
for  soph  sweetheart  are  npw  being  accepted  in 
the  Associated  Student  office.  Women  are  then 
expected  to  march  to  the  office  and  calmly 
address  anyone  present  with  something  like^ 
WI  want  to  enter  the  sweetheart  contest.”  From 
that  moment  she  is  subject  to  embarrassing  and 
pointed  scrutiny  wherein  her  chances  are  care¬ 
fully  weighed  by  both  the  male  and  female  ele¬ 
ment  that  happens  to  be  in  the  office.  Later, 
her  picture  is  taken,  placed  in  a  display  case 
with  others,  and  a  vote  is  held. 

A  certain  number  of  women  go  through  this 
each  semester:  some  casually,  others  perhaps 
hesitantly. 

That  a  considerable  number  of  women  quite 
eligible  for  the  role  of  soph  sweetheart  either 
through  modesty  or  any  other  understandable 
reason  do  not  wish  to  propose  themselves  under 
this  arrangement  is  an  entirely  safe  assump¬ 
tion.  Putting  otie’s  self  up  for  such  a  competi¬ 
tion  is  so  incongruous  as  to  be  a  distinct  im¬ 
propriety,  Furthermore,  when  election  time 
comes,  we  do  not  find  a  fair  or  complete  sam¬ 
pling  of  the  college  cream. 

-  Why  this  practice  has  continued  to  exist  is 
incomprehensible.  It-  is  evident  that  Coart’s 
plan  aims  to  remedy  this  glaring  ineptitude. 
His  mode  of  election  countenances  first  the 
selection  of  six  men  of  the  high  sophomore 
class  to  act  as  preliminary  judges.  Each  is-  to 
choose  four  sweetheart  candidates.  With  a  re¬ 
sulting  24  women,  the  judges  are  to  meet  as  a 
committee  and  nominate  one  candidate  apiece 
for  the  final  voting.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
high  sophomore  class  will  supervise  the  elec¬ 
tion  and  allow  the  votes  of  the  men  from  all  the 
four  classes  since  nominees  may  be  picked  from 
any  of  the  four  classes. 

Immediately  we  are  spurred  to  wonder  how 
the  six  judges  will  be  appointed  and  how  they 
in  turn  will  select  these  24  candidates.  Frankly, 
we  question  the  efficiency  and  integrity  of  such 
\  a  body. 

.  First,  would  this  group  be  drawn  from  the 
'  limited  coterie  that  inevitably  springs  up 
around  student  officials?  And  how  would  the 
six  be  determined  if  drawn  from  the  high 
sophomore  class  at  large? 

Second,  would  these  people  be  able  to  reach 
out  beyond  their  own  circle  of  acquaintances 
and  pick  really  eligible  women.  Would  a  judge 
wander  down  the  hall,  spy  a  lovely  number 
and  mutter  to  himself,  “What  a  smooth  blonde; 
watch  my  smoke.”  Obviously  this  kind  of  desul¬ 
tory  selection  is  unsatisfactory. 

Third,  could  this  group  resist  the  consider¬ 
able  pressure  that  would  be  exerted  upon  them. 
Remember,  each  judge  can  choose  only  four 
women.  Conservatively  speaking,  each  would 
have  two  young  things  that  would  cut  him  cold 
if  he  didn’t  at  least  suggest  their  names.  Ob¬ 
jectivity  is  elusive  under  these  circumstances. 
Using  this  premise,  one  half  of  the  preliminary 
candidates  could  represent  a  small  circle  of 
women  emanating  from  an  even  smaller  con¬ 
centric  circle  of  the  six  men  “tried  and  true.” 

Since  criticism  of  this  sort  requires  a  con¬ 
structive  counterbalance,  The  Guardsman  rec¬ 
ommends  that  anyone  be  allowed  to  produce  a 
candidate  provided  he  places  his  name  and 
Associated  Student  card  number  on  the  en¬ 
dorsement  and  submits  a  reasonably  accurate 
snapshot  of  the  entrant. 

From  the  number  of  applicants,  a  select  com¬ 
mittee  might  then  choose  perhaps  10  women 
for  a  final  vote  by  the  men  of  the  college.  Wfe 
suggest  for  this  committee,  the  three  high 
sophomore  officers,  each  of  the  other  three  class 
presidents,  a  representative  of  the  Publications 
Board,  making  in  all  a  seveA-member  body. , 
This  plan,  of  course,  is  not  ideal,  but  we  feel 
that  the  method  of  selection  is  the  fairest  yet 
conceived,  and  that  the  preliminary  committee 
of  judges  would  be  more  impartial  than  that  of 
Coart’s.  . .  -

Some  of  the  rodents  from 
various  parts  of  the  country  thus 
prepared,  e.g.,  squirrels,  mice, 
gophers,  etc.,  are  done  veiy  nicely

Glen  Noble,  head  of  the!  biology 
department  and  iit  charge  of  this 
course.  _  ,  • 

SOME  PRESERVE  SOFTNESS 
Some  of  the  skins  are  so  pre¬ 
served  as  to  retain  their  natural 
softness  and  silkiness,  this,  of 


course,  in  cases  of  animals  with 
this  type  of  fur. 

A  varied  and  rather  wide  assort¬ 
ment  of  skulls  have  also  furnished 
these  students  with  work  from 
those  of  hugs  to  an  American  In¬ 
dian  skull  found  by  Dr.  Noble.  One 
earnest  young  student  brought  in 
the  skull  of  a  sea  lion.  This  he  cut 
from  the  body  of  one  of  these 
creatures  which  had  been  killed 
and  had  been  brought  in  by  the 
tide  to  the  beach.  Skeletons  of 


various  forms,  from  those  of  Crus¬ 
tacea  to  one  of  a  guinea  pig,  the 
latter  is  an  articulated  and  mounted 
study. 

Besides  the  laboratory  which 
students  of  this  coarse  use  lor  their 
work  and  in  which  some  of  the 
specimens  arc  kept,  the  department 
has  two  specially  made  cases.  These 
are  moth-proof  sine-lined,  and  air¬ 
tight.  In  these  two  cases  are  forty 
small  and  large  drawers  in  which 
mountings  can  be  kept  in  safety. 

One  rather  interesting  item  for 
students  who  may  care  to  take  the 
course  is  that  besides  the  one  hour 
on  Mondays,  the  other  time  for 
study  -can  be  arranged  with  Dr. 
Noble.  These  hours  may  range  from 
one  to  three  hours. 

PLASTER  OF  PARIS  TOO 
Still  another  phase  of  work  taken 
up  is  the  plaster  of  paris,  and  rub¬ 
ber  molding  of  different  animals. 
These  mountings  are  quite  life-like" 
when  completed  and  painted.  In 
case  of  disbelief  on  any  reader’s 
part,  take  a  look  sometime  at  the 
rubber  mold  which  Dr.  Noble  made 
of  his  own  hand  to  use  as  an  illus¬ 
tration  for  the  class.  It  even  gives 
one  a  feeling  of  seeing  a  human 
hand  which  has  been  severed  from 
an  arm  and  just  lying  there  in  the 
show  case. 

A  method  of  learning  the  way 
the  blood  vessels  run  in  any  certain 
organ  of  a  body  is  demonstrated 
and  taught  by  means  of  injecting 
a  certain  insoluble  solution  into 
this  organ  and  then  putting  it  into 
an  acid  which  will  dissolve  the 
organ  but  since  the  solution  in-

Korda  production,  and  tor  sheer  beauty  and  imagin¬ 
ative-execution,  the  picture  is  extraordinary. 

Here  is  a  delicate,  introspective  glinipse  into  the 
life  of  a  woman,  a  vivid,  moving" portrait  that  carries 
Lydia  through  carefree,  giddy  youth,  troubled  emo¬ 
tional  maturity  into  the  peace  and  tranquility  of  old 
age.

molds.  Students  also  receive  prac¬ 
tice  In  the  preparation  of  biological 
materials  such  as  the  mounting  of 
skeletons,  study  skins,  demonstra¬ 
tion  dissections  and  elementary 
taxidermy.

THE  art  of  the  clairvoyant  is 
the  envied  accomplishment 
of  all  who  dare  to  foretell  any  or 
every  event. 

This  is  true  in  toe  case  of  toe 
political  observer  as  well  as  in  the 
case  of  the  spores  prognosticator.  It 
is  true  of  all  who  predict. 

Today  there  are  more  self-ap¬ 
pointed  clairvoyants  wandering  about 
attempting  to  lure  innocent  bystand¬ 
ers  Into  their  way  of  thinking  than 
have  graced  this  nation  for  a  good 
many  years. 

But  many  of  the  plans  for  toe  fu¬ 
ture  as  promulgated  by  these  people 
bear  some  bit  of  truth. 

ADVICB  TO  THE  YOUNG 
When  a  young  man  sets  out  to  make 
his  way  in  this  war  world  he  is  given 
special  advice.  The  advice  is  some¬ 
thing  like  toe  following: 

Get  a  job  that  will  stil^  be  a  job 
after  toe  defense  boom  has  run  its 
course.  Don’t  get  into  a  job  that  will 
only  last  until  the  War  is  over.  Get 
something  permanent — there’s  going 
to  be  a  lot  of  unemployment  after  all 
this  is  finished. 

Well,  ln  s  sense  the  above  ls  quite 
true.  There  must  certainly  be  Job 
shortage  when  the  war  is  over  that 
is  greater  than  the  existing  one  of 
today.  In  many  cases  there  is  not 
even  a  Job  shortage  today.  For  ex¬ 
ample:.  In  most  defense,  and  produc¬ 
tion  Industrie*.  |- 

But  when  the  need  of  slowing 
down  defense  output  finally  arrives, 
there  must  certainly  be  a  slowing 
down  of  hiring — and  a  speeding  up 
of  firing. 

HARD  TIMES  COMING? 

The  depression  which  is  being  pre¬ 
dicted  for  the  United  States  in  about 
two  or  three  or  four  years — or  when 
Germany  is  beaten — is  supposed  to  be 
the  best  ever.  They  claim  that  it  will 
outstrip  the  1929-35  fiasco  by  a  com¬ 
fortable  margin. 

If  such  la  the  truth,  that  Is.  if  there 
Is  gwtog  to  be  a  gigantic  depression, 
what  will  be  done  to  combat  it.  to  help 
care  for  the  unemployed,  stimulate 
business,  level  off  trade  conditions, 
aid  a  return  to  better  times? 

The  best  answer  to  this  question  lies 
in  toe  trend  of  business  and  national 
management  today,  at  the  present 
moment. 

THE  TREND  18  THERE 

For  decades  now  the  trend  has  been 
toward  more  and  more  government 
control.  Not  really  control,  that 
smacks  of  socialism,  communism,  or 
something  definitely  anti-American, 
but  really,  regulation — regulation  of 
key  industries  and  production  points. 

When  this  war  is  over,  and  a  de¬ 
pression  results  that  will  necessitate 
drastic  government  action,  “probably 
toe ^|irst  step  will  resemble  the  pres¬ 
ent  WPA  (or  similar  national  aid 
projects)  except  that  it  will  be  on  a 
much  greater  scale. 

Unfortunately,  America  can  not  re¬ 
main  a  healthy,  progressive  nation  If 
a  goodly  number  of  her  people  are 
working  for  the  government  in  quasi¬ 
relief  Jobs.  Such  employment.  It  Is 
claimed,  steals  initiative  from  the 
-worker,  and  Increases  his  already 
apathetic  attitude  toward  advance¬ 
ment. 

The  next  step  must  of  necessity  see 
•  the  national  government  assume  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  the  people  as  a  whole 
by  guaranteeing  their  protection 
against  low  wages  and  unfortunate 
working  conditions  that  are  not  by 
the  farthest  conception  the  fault  of 
th'*  employer,  but  are  rather  toe  fault 
of  the  times. 

WASHINGTON  TAKES  OVER 

This  will  entail  supervision  of  vital 
industries:  food  production,  clothing, 
housing.  The  resultant  supervision 
will  lead  to  more  thorough  super¬ 
vision,1' as  is  now  done  in  toe  case  of 
the  public  utilities.  And  the  super¬ 
vising  range  may  be  widened  to  in¬ 
clude  many  and  most  American  busi¬ 
nesses.  ‘  The*"  small  retail  store  will 
perhaps  be  left  to  itself.

A  radical  change  in  methods  of 
choosing  students  for  Christmas 
jobs  will  be  introduced  by  the 
college  placement  bureau  this 
year.

This  particular  firm  re¬ 
quires  5  to  10  days  of  training  which 
the  student  may  receive  by  working 
afternoons  or  holidays  whichever  is 
convenient.  A  wage  of  30  cents  an 
hour  will  be  paid  while  training  and 
40  cents  an  hour  for  regular  work. 

Forty  jobs  will  be  Available  with 
toe  same  concern  over  toe  Thanks¬ 
giving  holidays,  Amori  noted,  with  toe 
same  provisions  as  stated  for  Christ¬ 
mas  work.  Immediate  application  is 
necessary  to  secure  one  of  these  jobs 
for  either  period. 

Requests  are  being  received  daily 
by  the  bureau  for  students  to  work  as 
clerks,  cashiers,  and  in  merchandis¬ 
ing  over  toe  Christmas  holidays. 

Post  Office  Applications  Here 

Post  office  jobs  will  be  open  to 
both  men  and  women  this  year, 
Amori  said,  but  students  are  warned 
against  applying  directly  through  the 
post  office  department.  An  agreement 
has  been  reached  with'  the  department 
for  the  available  positions  to  be  reg¬ 
istered  with  the  college  placement 
bureau.  * 

This  will  relieve  the  confusion 
usually  suffered  by  the  post  office 
in  trying  to  handle  all  applicants.  To 
enforce  this,  Amori  added,  toe  de¬ 
partment  will  discourage  any  personal

College  Instructor' 
Chemistry  Authority 

Recent  publication  ot  an  article 
written  by  ^rthur  Furst,  college  in¬ 
structor  of  chemistry,  in  toe  Journal 
of  Chemical  Education  was  announced 
last  Wednesday.  The  article,  in  which 
Furst  discussed  the  improvement  he 
has  made  in  the  dilatometer  process 
for  measuring  changes  of  volume 
caused  by  chemical  reaction,  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  July  1941,  issue. 

In  the  old  dilatometer,  Furst  stated, 
it  took  too  long  to  pour  the  contents 
of  the  proposed  chemical  union  into 
the  thin  tube.  In  this  space  of  time, 
the  reaction  took  place  before  an  ac¬ 
curate  measurement  of  the  change  In 
volyme  could  be  made. 

Furst  merely  added  a  cuplike  open¬ 
ing  through  which  to  pour  the  solu¬ 
tion  and  also  capillary  stopcock  or 
shutoff  valve  which  prevents  air 
bubbles  from  reaching  the  reaction 
in  the  tube  which  leads  to  toe  bulb. 
_L.  This  takes  not  half  as  long  as  the 
old  method  and  is  more  thorough  in 
doing  so.  The  reaction  takes  “place 
and  expands  toe  volume  strongly  in

structed  a  tremendous  box-office  prospect  in  his 
latest,  A  Yank  In  The  R.A.F. 

Zanuck,  recently  pummeled  soundly  for  a  little  item 
called  Belle  Starr,  has  produced  here  a  sizzling  piece 
of  showman  merchandise  that  will  pile  up  box-office 
records  throughout  :he  nation,  without  any  doubt.  It 
is  timely,  topical,  in  complete  stride  with  slowly  de¬ 
veloping  American  emotion  ...  a  picture  that  will 
draw  crowds  no  matter  what  is  written  pro  and  con  of 
its  merits  and  defects. 

FILM  MAY  DISAPPOINT  MANY 
What  tEcTcrowds  see  may  disappoint  many  for  A 
Yank  In  The  R.A.F.  unfortunately  has  quite  a  few 
defects  to  balance  its  good  points.  Result  .  .  .  equili¬ 
brium  and  an  average  hour  and  a  half  of  competent 
entertainment  while  brilliance  lfirked  in  the  offing. 

Brilliance  could  not  be  developed  from  a  series  of 
standard,  trite  situations  whipped  up  by  the  story  de¬ 
partment.  Perhaps  it  was  the  deliberate  intention  of 
Producer  Zanuck  and  Director  Henry  King  to  avoid 
anything  that  held  a  similitude  to  the  epical,  the  heroic, 
the  grandiose.  I(ing  utilized  a  simple,  unassuming  love 
story  concerning  that  old  triangle  to  pad  the  major 
portion  of  his  story;  occasionally,  he  would  stop  to 
insert  a  flying  shot  of  bombers  winging  over  Berlin 
or  Spitfires  hurtling  the  English  Channel  to  remind 
audiences  that  this  was  England.  But  other  than  these 
sparsely  spaced  glimpses  of  R.A.F.  might, 1  the  film 
Could  readily  have  occurred  at  any  other  locale  in  this 
old  globe  of  ours.  In  fact  the  plot  has  served  duty 
before  ...  you  know,  A  Yank  At  Oxford,  A  Gob  In 
The  Navy,  A  Smart  Guy  In  The  Army,  Joe  At  An- 
napolisis,  Pete  At  West  Point,  or  the  forthcoming  Hol¬ 
lywood  epic,  A  Jerk  At  Alberkerke. 

THAT  "SMART  GUY"  THEME 
It’s  the  old  theme  of  a  smart1  guy,  smoothly  cynical, 
who  knows  perfectly  what  makes  two  and  two  four, 
joining  a  service  uriitr.Gomes  the  great  emergency,  the 
great  climax  of  battle,  and  our  hero  discovers  the 
truth,  the  glory,'  the  falsity  of  his  smug  assertions 
Cagney  used  to  be  good  at  that  type  of  thing. 

Here,  it’s  Tyrone  Power  as  the  Yank  Tim,  ferrying 
bombers  to  Britain  for  the  cash  involved.  He  e?p 
counters  an  old  gal  of  his  in  London,  portrayed  >y 
Betty  Grable.  Tim  joins  the  R.A.F.  to  be  near  his 
chorus-girl  friend;  a  very  stormy  romance  begins.  In 
steps  Tim’s  flight  commander  (John  Sutton)  as  the 
other  third  of  our  triangle  and  a  nice  bundle  of  ro¬ 
mantic  poshpoll  id  evolved.  But  then  comes  Dunkirk. 
AUDIENCE  EXPECTS  MORE 

Anticipations  were  high  for  something  that  would 
surpass  a  mere,  ordinary  love  story  (an  obvious  one  at 
that).  Here  was  an  opportunity  to  paint  fire  and  cour¬ 
age  on  the  canvas  of  the  screen:  Director  King  smoth¬ 
ered  the  fire  before  it  could  start  burning.  Power  and 
Grable,  in  familiar  clinches,  were  substituted  for  the 
more  dynamic  theme  of  man  against  the  heavens,  and 
the  picture-  loses  all  intrinsic  value.  It’s  light,  fluffy 
entertainment  but  scarcely  a  ‘‘best-ten  film"  selection. 

Power,  a  personality — not  an  actor,  takes  his  role 
easily  in  stride.  It  fits  him  nicely  and  will  regain 
some  of  his  old1  fans.  Aerial  photography  is  excellent. 
We  may  add,  to  quote  an  old  Hyman  saying*  that  Miss 
Grable  gives  a  very,  very  well-rounded  performance.

With  about  as  many  students  signed 
up  in  the  boxing  classes  tits  semester 
as  in  the  preceding  one,  Jim  Jensen, 
college  boxing  coach,  is  confident  that 
this  semester's  squad  will  almost 
equal  the  fine  record  set  by  the  squad 
of  last  semester.

Labor  Prestige 

ASK  the  average  man  what  he  thinks  of 
labor.  He  will  reply,  “Oh,  labor’s  O.K.,  but 
I  think  it’s  gone  a  little  too  far.  At  that  mo¬ 
ment,  someone  should  be  on  hand  to  retort, 
“Brother,  you  don’t  know  the  half  of  it!” 

Plainly  speaking,  labor  leaders  are  rolling 
Uncle  Sam  and  the  American  people  over  a 
barrel  with  a  chesty  attitude  of  “You  stop  us  if 
you  dare.”  Do  you  question  that  last  comment? 
Hearken  to  the  words  of  Daniel  J.  Tobin,  presi¬ 
dent  of  powerful  teamsters’  union  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council.  In  reply  to  President  Roose¬ 
velt’s  message  to  the  61st  annual  A.  F.  of  L. 
convention  in  Seattle  last  week  asking  workers 
to  remember  their  responsibility  to  the  United 
States  and  their  goal  to  defeat  Hitler,  Mr.  Tobin 
said: 

“Mr.  Roosevelt’s  message  could  not  possibly 
be  a  veiled  threat  of  anti-strike  legislation 
should  stoppages  continue  because  the  govern¬ 
ment  doesn’t  dare  enact  such  a  law. 

“There  is  a  scarcity  of  labor  and  labor  must 
not  be  irritated  unnecessarily.  If  our  country 
is  compelled  to  declare  wars,  the  government 
may  contemplate  strengthening  the  Mediation 
Board  to  adjust  misunderstandings.  But  we  are 
not  at  war.” 

In  effect,  Mr.  Tobin  states,  “We’ll  maintain 
status  quo  as  long  as  we  d—  please  until  war 
breaks  out.” 

Does  this  high  representative  of  American 
labor  want  Hitler  to  personally  bayonet  him 
in  the  comfort  of-  his  cozy  fireside  chair  before 
he  realizes  we  are  at  war,  and  before  labor  stops 
encouraging  Hitler  with  every  new  strike? 

Let  us  stop  here  for  a  moment  and  examine 
another,  but  not  isolated,  instance  of  current 
barrel-rolling.  The  facts  may  later  lend  them¬ 
selves  to  extenuation,  but,  at  the  present  time, 
a  Detroit  contractor,  P.  J.  Currier,  is  doing  his 
best  to  have  the  government  accept  a  bid  he 
made  for  the  construction  of  300  prefabricated 
homes  for  Detroit  defense  workers  —  a  bid 
$400,000  lower  than  any  other.  It  seems  that 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  had  exerted  pressure  on  the 
government  to  hold  up  or  disallow  the  bid. 
Thomas  L.  Stokes,  who  several  years  ago  won 
a  Pulitzer  prize  for  crusading  reporting,  inter¬ 
prets  the  action  this  way: 

“Mr.  Currier’s  company  is  100  per  cent  CIO- 
organized.  The  A.  F.  of  L.  has  fought  pre¬ 
fabricated  houses.  It  intervened  here  on  the 
basis  of  its  claim  te  a  monopoty  of  defease 
housing  construction,  because  of  its  agreement 
not  to  strike  on  defense  projects,  which  seems 
to  have  support  of  Sidney  Hilltnan  and  the 
OPM.” 

We  shall  not  discuss  the  government’s  appar¬ 
ent  complicity  in  this  row.  The  important  point 
is  that  labor  leaders  feel  that  it  is  justified  to 
qualify  their  strike  actions  on  the  basis  of  their 
own  selfish  interests;  if  we  are  to  give  credence 
to  Stokes’  words,  similar  cases  are  not  rarities! 

This  shady  deal,  like  Tobin’s  challenge,  is 
representative  effrontery,  as  is  every  strike  dur¬ 
ing  a  time  when  defense  factories  should  be 
working  to  a  capacity  dictated  only  by  the  sup¬ 
ply  of  jnan  power  and  materials! 

Naturally,  we  ask  Why?  We  must  ask  Why? 
We  find  the  answer  in  an  address  by  A.  F. 
of  L.  President  William  Green  last  Labor  Day. 
He  claimed  for  his  union  “through  its  prestige, 
its  patriotic  record,  and  its  host  of  friends  in 
Congress  the  credit  for  having  killed  each  of  the 
past  year’s  ‘drastic  anti-labor  bills.’  ” 

It’s  that  word  “prestige.”  Prestige  is  power; 
power  is  sweet — too  sweet  to  relinquish. 

Next  Friday  we  shall  continue  this  discussion 
and  learn  what /tfusmtense  desire  for  prestige 
or  power  is  doing  to  the  American  public  and 
to  labor  with  a  capital  “L.”

,As  membership  in  the  choir  has 
increased  so  much  in  the  past  few 
years  and  the  results  of  their  work 
so  pleasing  and  well  known,  invi¬ 
tations  come  in  from  all  over  the 
state;  however,  in  order  not  to  make 
too  -great  a  strain  on  the  members, 
only  invitations  coming  in  from  a 
reasonable  distance  are  accepted. 
Transportation  to  these  engage¬ 
ments  is  furnished  either  by  the 
students  themselves,  or  buses  are 
chartered  at  the  college’s  expense 
to  transport  them  to  and  from  the 
place  of  engagement. 

PREREQUISITES 

For  those  students  who  might 
wish  to  become  a  member  of  the 
choir,  the  requirements  are  few  An 
audition  is  necessary,  and  the  pros¬ 
pective  student  should  have  at  least 
a  slight  knowledge  -qf  music,  that  is, 
sight  music,  and  \ipice  pitch  and 
quality.  '! 

At  the  present  time,  the  choir  has 
three  hours  of  practice  weekly  in 
the  especially  prepared  music  room 
on  the  second  floor.  Perhaps  some 
of  the  students  have  wondered 
,  where  the  choir,  and  other  singing 
classes  were  held,  and  the  mystery 
is  solved  in  learning  that  this  room 
is  built  soundproof  so  as  to  avoid 
any  disturbance  of  other  classes.

Davis,  yho  has  run  the  gamut  of  histrionic 
roles,  adds  ahother  triumph  to  her  long  list  of 
realistic  performances  as  Regina  Giddens  in 

The  Little  Foxes. 

We’ve  seen  her  as  a  hardened  woman  of  the  street:-, 
a  giddy  little  debutante,  and  as  a  queen.  In  each  in¬ 
stance  we  saw  her  name  in  the  cast  and  completely 
forgot  about  her.  When  Bette  Davis  takes  a  part  she 
becomes  the  character  she  is  portraying. 

In  Sam  Goldwyn’s  The  Little  Foxes  she  becomes  u 
character  unbelievably  avaricious,  unreasonable  in  her 
malign  furies,  fantastic  in  her  shrewdness  and  ruth¬ 
lessness,  and  to  say  she  does  it  well  is  an  under.-  * 
statement. 

Herbert  Marshall  is  excellent  as  the  bed-ridden 
husband,  cursed  by  heart  disease  and  hounded  til  his 
dea(h  by  the  agate-eyed,  bitter  tongued  Regina. 

Imported  from  Broadway  to  take  the  part  of  the 
shrewd,  merciless  son  is  Dan  Duryea,  who  inserts  a 
certain  wiley  malice  into  his  every  action  that  gives 
the  impression  that  everything  he  floes  is  for  his  own 
selfish  advantage. 

NEWCOMER  ADDS  PATHOS  ; 

Teresa  Wright,  a  newcomer,  who  takes  the  pathetic 
role  of  Bette  Davis’  young  daughter  buffeted  between 
the  instinctive  goodness  of  her  own  character  and  the 
cold  cruelty  of  her  mother’s,  adds  pathos  to  the  drama 
and  her  acting  should  win  her  a  permanent  niche  in 
Hollywood. 

Patricia  Collinge  as  the  spindly  old  aunt,  a  descend¬ 
ant  of  an  honorable,  old  southern  family,  fills  her  part 
splendidly.  Her  acting  somtimes  puts  that  chokey 
feeling  in  your  throat. 

The  settings  and  the  costumes  do  nothing  to  add  to 
the  glamour  of  actors  or  the  actresses.  All  the  props 
are  copied  from  the  trashy,  ornate  mode  common 
around  1900,  and  though  ugly,  good  photography  pre¬ 
vents  them  from  clashing  with  the  acting  at  any 
time.  Goldwyn  does  not  sacrifice  exactness  for  the 
esthetic  which  is  a  point  a  great  many  other  producers 
might  take  heed  of  and  follow  with  advantage. 

NO  FAKED-IN  SPIRITUALS 
What  little  music  there  was  throughout  the  picture 
was  appropriate  and  in  good  taste.  We  noticed  none  of 
the  noisy  negro  spiritual  singing  and  hand  waving 
that  is  so  common  in  other  mfivies  with  southern 
settings.  This  faked-in  blatancy  was  completely  left 
out  of  The  Little  Foxes.  True,  there  were  a  few 
choruses  here  and  there,  but  they  served  only  as  a 
background  and  did  more  in  the  way  of  softening  the 
drama  than  providing  an  actual  musical  motif. 

Director  William  Wyler  managed  to  have  his  stark¬ 
est  drama  take  place  in  comparatively  plain  surround¬ 
ings.  Bette  Davis’  lines  to  her  already  dying  husband 
in  the  dull,  grey  walled  hallway  of  the  otherwise 
ornate  mansion  were  a  fitting  example. 

“You’re  going  to  die  ...  I  hope  you  die,”  spits  Miss 
Davis,  and  nothing  could  be  more  convincing  than 
her  cold  glittering  eyes  set  in  a  mask  of  reasonless 
hate  and  the  vibrant  fury  in  her  voice. 

Made  originally  for  the  prestige  of  the  Goldwyn 
Studios  and  not  primarily  for  a  money  maker,  The 
Little  Foxes  should  make  box  office  figures  climb  to 
a  dizzy  height.  A  story  with  the  power  and  the  mood 
created  in  The  Little  Foxes  and  with  Bette  Davis  in 
the  leading  role  could  obtain  no  other  result. 

FRED  SANBORN  AND  STOOGE  PERFORM 
The  stage  show  at  the  Golden  Gate  is  a  little  better 
than  average  this  week.  Fred  Sanborn,  and  his  stooges 
who  handed  out  so  many  laughs  at  the  Follies  Bergere 
on  Treasure  Island  repeats  his  mirthful  performance 
Elizabeth  Martin  of  “Meet  the  People"  fame  does  her 
impersonations  with  gusto  and  made  several  people 
grin  while  we  were  there.  The  perennial  O’Neil  glamor 
girls  waltz  around  a  bit  and  there  are  a  few  dogs 
that  show  remarkable  intelligence  on  the  stage  and 
who  make  more  money  than  we  do.

The  Community  Chest  of  San 
Francisco  has  again  voiced  its  ap¬ 
peal  for  aid  from  the  people  of  the 
Bay  Area.  This  year  more  than 
ever  the  Chest  recognizes  a  definite 
need  for  the  help  of  everyone  who 
is  able  to  give  some  aid,  no  matter 
how  small. 

Few  people  realize  that  one  in 
every  six  looks  to  toe  Community 
Chest  for  aid.  The  82  Chest  agen¬ 
cies  assist  more  than  115,000  people 
during,  toe  year.  In  spite  of  the 
increased  employment  through  toe 
Bay  Area  the  demands  on  private 
welfare  organizations  are  greater 
than  last  year.  Problems  that  have 
heretofore  been  minor  ones  are  now 
major  issues  and  they  must  be  faced 
and  overcome.  These  problems  toe 
Chest  names  as  follows: 

1.  The  prices  of  food,  medical  sup¬

ONE  of  our  earliest  and  fondest  recollections 
of  the  cinema  was  the  viewing  of  a  poig¬ 
nant,  tender  drama  called  Smilin'  Through  way 

back  some  10  years  ago. 

The  memory  is  still  a  strong  one.  We  recall  the 
throat-choking  pathos,  the  qharm,  the  emotional  appeal 
of  that  earlier  success.  We  recall  suffering  with  the 
screen  characters  Frederic  March  and  Norma  Shearer 
as  they  struggled  and  fought  toward  happiness  while 
the  lovely  strains  of  Smilin’  Through  formed  a  musical 
background  for  a  delicate  tapestry.  ’•  .  , 

Here  it  is  1941  and  Smilin’  Through  is  with  us  again, 
be -decked  now  in  lavish  technicolor  and  music,  brought 
V  {a  life  with  the1  best  advanatges  of  technical  progress 
since  that  earlier  version.  It’s  a  new  Smilin’  Through, 
a  weaker  filming  than  the  March-Shearer  production, 
but  still  the  old  fragile,  compassionate  story  that  will 
probably  live  forever  because  of  its  basic  tenderness. 

STORY  HOLDS  OLD  “PUNCH” 

The  warm  sentimental  story  that  provided  a  play  for 
Jane  Cowl  some  two  decades  ago  is  the  big  punch  of 
the  modem  interpretation.  Several  defects  hinder  the 
film’s  continuity.  The  integral  strength  and  beauty 
of  the  story  help  surmount  the  difficulty  of  weak  act¬ 
ing  and  slow-paced  production.  „ 

The  story  should  be  a  familiar  one  to  all  theater - 
/  goers,  thanks  to  its  many  presentations  before  audi¬ 
ences.  Well-to-do  English  girl  Kathleen  (Jeanette 
MacDonald)  meets  an  American  doughboy  (Gene  ] 
Raymond)  in  England  during  the  first  World  War. 
The  girl’s  aged  uncle  (Brian  Aherne)  discovers  the 
infatuation  and  immediately  forbids  the  girl  to  see  the 
American  again.  As  he  explains  to  Kathleeen  why  he 
possesses  such  grim  bitterness,  the  camera  fades  into 
the  past  and  focuses  on  his  unhappy  love  affair. 

On  his  wedding  day,  tragedy  struck  when  the 
drunken  rival  suitor  for  his  sweetheart’s  hand  charged 
into  the  chflrch  and  shot  his  bride-to-be.  The  uncle 
was  left  with  memories  and  the  ethereal  personality  of 
his  lost  love.  The  murderer  of  his  sweetheart  was  the 
father  of  the  American  youth.  Thus  the  uncle  shifts  his 
burden  of  vengeful  remorse  on  the  head  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  son,  and  in  so  doing  breaks  Kathleen’s  heart. 

There  is  a  bitter-sweet  ending  that  disentangles  the 
web  of  conflicting  lives  satisfactorily.  But  throughout 
Its  length  there  are  plentiful  opportunities  to  permit 
those  tear-ducts  to  function. 

SINGING  CONTRIBUTION  SUPERB 
Miss  Jeanette  MacDonald  portrays  the  role  of  Kath¬ 
leen  and  is  magnificent  in  her  vocal  numbers  and  red- 
haired  beauty.  However,  Miss  MacDonald  suffers 
when  acting  forte  comes  to  the  fore.  Norma  Shearer's 
performance  still  haunts  the  premises  and  detracts 
from  Miss  MacDonald’s  work.  She  does  satisfactorily 
on  the  whole  and  there  is  no  denying  the  glorious 
warmth  of  her  voice  in  a  series  of  grand  numbers. 
Never  have  we  heard  such  melodic  presentations  of 
such  songs  as  Drink  To  Me  Only  With  Thine  Eyes,  The 
Kerry  Dancers,  Smilin’  Through,  There’s  A  Long  Long 
Trail  A  Winding,  A  Little  Love,  A  Little  Kiss,  and 
_ others. 

MALE  STARS  GIVE  FAIR  PERFORMANCES 

Brian  Aherne,  Gene  Raymond,  and  Ian  Hunter  com¬ 
plete  the  quartet  of  leading  stars  in  the  small,  compact 
cast.  Mr.  Aherne  did  shaky  work  as  the  bitter  old 
uncle.  His  “old  man”  was  an  obvious  Mr.  Aiheme  in 
make-up.  Gene  Raymond  fares  a  little  better  as  the 
American  soldier.  He  performs  sincerely  and  si/hply 
and  is  generally  competent  although  his  character  is- . 
inevitably  colorless.  Hunter  is  excellent  as  the  genial 
cleric.  * 

Smilin’  Through  is  for  the  sentimental,  the  lovers 
of  immortal  romance  and  particularly  the  ladies.

Soccer  Team  Underdog 
Against  San  Francisco  U 


Slow  Progress  In  Boxing 
Caused  By  Eliminations 


When  the  college  soccer  team  meets 
an  undefeated  University  of  San 
Francisco  squad  tomorrow  on  the 
Ram  field  at  10  a.  m..  it  will  be  a 
decided  underdog. 

The  Dons  have  come  along  ex¬ 
tremely  well  in  practice  sessions  this 
season,  and  last  week  held  a  highly 
touted  Stanford  group  to  a  scoreless 
tie.  This  tie  greatly  increased  the 
Don  stock  and  marked  it  as  a  team  to 
beat,  for  the  Indians  are  rated  as  hav¬ 
ing  one  of  the  finest  aggregations  on 
the  Coast. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Rams  have 
proved,  thus  far,  to  be  no  pushovers. 
They  rolled  over  a  fine  California 
Aggie  squad,  2-0,  two  weeks  ago, 
and  were  extremely  stubborn  in 
yielding  a  5-0  game  to  the  Golden 
Bears  of  the  University  of  California 
last  week.

“There  Is  a  tremendous  demand  for 
army  flight  instructors  at  the  present 
time,  and  the  four  courses  which  the 
college  offers  in  that  field  gradually 
lead  to  that  post,”  Major  George  D. 
Richards,  instructor  of  Civil  Pilot 
Training  at  the  college,  said  Monday. 

■'Four  courses  comprise  the  com-, 
plete  year  and  three  months  neces¬ 
sary  to  receive  an  instructor’s  rating 
and  a’  commercial  pilot’s  license," 
Richards  continued.  “The  primary 
course  consists  of  35  to  40  hours  of 
flying  in  light  planes  in  which  the 
trainee  is  taught  elementary  maneu¬ 
vering  and  the  civil  air  regulations; 
this  course  leads  to  a  private  pilot’s 
license. 


“The  secondary  course  teaches  ac¬ 
robatics  and  navigation,  the  latter  of 
which  is  being  taught  at  the  present 
time,”  continued  Richards. 

The  third  course  is  called  the  cross¬ 
country  course.  Pilots  are  taught 
radio  navigation  for  use  in  cross¬ 
country  flying. 

“The  commercial  refresher  course, 
which  is  the  last  one,  gives  the  trainee 
his  commercial  pilot’s  license  and 
makes  him  eligible  to  be  an  army  in¬ 
structor,"  Richards  explained.

Highly  descriptive  pictures  showed  that  after 
jam-parked  Phelan  Avenue,  the  only  parking 
recourses  of  drivers  were  the  veritable  mud  pits 
on  either  side  of  the  science  building.  Copies  of 
this  issue  were  specially  mailed  to  Board  of 
Education  members. 

Commissioner  Richard  E.  Doyle  of  the  board 
was  conducted  on  an  inspection  tour  of  the  phy¬ 
sical  properties  of  the  campus  by  President 
Cloud.  Last  Tuesday,  Commissioner  Doyle’s 
visit  found  expression  in  the  announcement  by 
the  board  that  the  two  projects  were  to  be 
launched  immediately. 

Other  campus  expansion  in  the  form  of  addi¬ 
tional  buildings  has  come  to  a  halt  because  of 
defense  priorities  on  construction  material. 
Plans  for  other  units  are  and  have  been  ready 
at  the  office  of  Architect  Timothy  Pflueger. 
A  survey  of  the  national  scene  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  the  ban  will  not  be  lifted  for  some 
time.  New  dwellings,  for  example,  may  not  he 
constructed  in  excess  of  $6,000  in  order  to  con¬ 
serve  precious  materials. 

Two  significant  steps  of  advancement  in  the 
history  of  the  college  have  been  realized,  though.

SMALL  BUDGET  EVIDENT 

The  film,  despite  its  imposing  cast,  was  evidently 
produced  on  a  low  budget.  There  is  a  noticeable  lack 
of  large  sets  and  dance  props  usually  synonymous 
with  Astaire  musicals.  Comic  values  and  ingratiating 
performances  by  the  principals  help  surmount  this 
difficulty,  however. 

Astaire  has  good  material  with  which  to  re-develop 
his  old  personality,  and  takes  advantage  of  every 
situation.  Astaire  portrays  a  Broadway  stage  director 
working  under  the  producer-ship  of  Robert  Benchley. 
Benchley  is  quite  a  ladies-man,  much  to  his  wife's 
distraction.  He  purchases  a  bracelet  for  his  current 
favorite,  Rita  Hayworth,  one  of  the  chorus  dancer.- 
When  wifie  suddenly  appears  on  the  scene,  Benchley 
desperately  alibies  Asti, ire  into  ownership  of  the  brace'-, 
let  and  the  presenter  of  the  gift  to  Rita.1  Thus  Asti,  re 
innocently  becomes  involved  with  Rita  and  her  fianct 
John  Hubbard. 

When  the  draft  catches  Astaire,  who  should  be  his 
immediate  superior  but  rival  John.  And  then  Bench - 
ley,  in  order  to  utilize  the  services  of  his  drafted 
star-manager,  transports  the  entire  company  to  camp 
for  a  soldier’s  performance.  Complications  follow  thick 
and  fast.- 

NICE  WORK  BY  CAST 

Naturally  light  and  frothy  in  vein,  the  film  holds 
together  nicely,  thanks  to  deft  manipulation  by  cast 
and  directof-Sidney  Lanfield.  Actually  the  musical 
side  of  the  program  fails  to  help  much  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Astaire’s  lew  tap  routines  which  are  on 
the  sensational  side.  Cole  Porter  must  have  had  an 
off-day  with  this  musical  score.  Only  one  of  his  six 
numbers  rates  particular  mention,  this  being  So  Near 
And  Yet  So  Far,  sung  in  Astaire’s  quavering  treble. 

Miss  Hayworth,  Benchley,  and  ^Hubbard  are  fine 
in  the  other  leading  roles  with  Rita  displaying  some 
elegant  terpsichorean  steps.  But  it’s  Astaire’s  show

NOT  TOO  LUCKY 

One  of  the  most  disheartening  methods  of  losing  any  athletic 
contest  is  to  drop  a  close,  well-contested  game  through  the 
medium  of  a  sensational  play.  What  then,  of  the  college  soccer 
team  when  they  were  defeated  by  the  University  of  California 
varsity  by  the  score  of  5  to  0?  Four  of  the  five  digits  were 
amassed  in  the  opening  quarter,  and  the  fifth  score  was  gained 
soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  second  period  of  play.  Out  of 
the  five  markers,  four  Were  booted  in  from  approximately  30 
yards  out.  For  the  benefit  of  the  uninitiated  (who  make  up  a 
large  majority  of  an/  typical  collegiate  gathering),  a  30-yard 
goal  in  soccer  is  comparable  to  an  85-yard  breakaway  in  football, 
or,  in  other  words,  One  of  those  “one  a  season”  plays.  Expected, 
under  average  circumstances,  to  react  in  a  negative  manner,  the 
Ram  soccermen  have  responded  in  an  encouraging  way,  by  com¬ 
ing  up  full  of  the  old  vim  and  vigor,  which  makes  for  victory. 
BACKFIELD  GYRATIONS 

At  the  beginning  of  this  here  football  season,  the  Ram  grid- 
derk,  who  work  under  the  supervision  of  Head  Coach  Lee  Eisan, 
were  unable  to  make  a  reverse  click.  Timing  w4s  way  off  in  the 
backfield,  and  the  line  was  not  providing  adequate  protection. 
In  the  game  against  Stockton  the  reverses  began  to  bud;  and 
in  last  week’s  scrimmage  against  the  Treasure  Island  Naval  Base 
team,  these  self-same  reverses  blossomed  forth  into  potency. 
Yards,  and  not  a  few,  were  consistently  knocked  off  on  reverse 
plays  which  were  so  well  screened  that  at  times  it’  was  virtually 
an  impossibility  to  tell  which  back,  was  carrying  the  ball.

Just  to  make  sure  that  all  the 
trackmen  would  know  which  foods, 
were  carbohydrates  and  which  were 
fats,  a  list  was  posted  for  their  ben¬ 
efit. 

Should  they  desire  a  carbohy¬ 
drate  food,  the  chief  source  is  from 
bread,  cereals,  fruits,  vegetables, 
syrup,  sugars,  honey,  jams,  jellies, 
and  home-made  candy,  providing  it 
is  free  from  nuts  and  high  cream 
or  butter. 

If  a  fat  is  desired,  the  chief 
source  is  from  butter,  cream,  ice 
cream,  bacon,  cheese,  rich  milk,  egg 
yolk,  fat  meat,  salt  pork,  nuts,  and 
various  vegetable  oil  dressings. 

The  calorie  requirement  for  the 
day  varies  according  to  the  age, 
weight,  and  type  of  activity.  The 
average  college  varsity  athlete 
needs  between  3,000  and  4,000  cal¬ 
ories  per  day,  depending  upon  the 
strenuousness  of  training. 

At  the  end  of  the  training  diet 
came  the  following  instruction:  “Be 
conscious  of  the  foods  that  you  take 
into  your  system  so  that  you  may  be 
at  your  highest  point  of  efficiency, 
either  on  the  track  or  field.

Iceland  Is  an  Island  more  than  1500  1 

miles  from  the  shores  of  the  United 
States.  Surely  the  two  or  three  hun¬ 
dred  mile  xone  can  not  apply  here. 

It  is  an  isjpnd  which  is  only  500 
miles  from  thp  British  Isles.  If  we 
are  supposed  to  guard  and  patrol  Ice¬ 
land  we  might  as  well  guard  and 
patrol  England  at  the  same  time. 

WHY  ARE  WE  THERE? 

Now,  why  are  we  around  Iceland 
anyway?  Well,  for  one  very  good  and 
valid  reason.  We  are  convoying  sup¬ 
plies  to  Great  Britain.  We  may  not 
be  permitted  to  do  this  by  Jaw  or 
promulgation — but  obviously  we  are 
doing  it. 

Even  taking  the  fact  that  we  are 
convoying  into  consideration,  and  dis¬ 
regarding  whether  or  not  it  is  legal 
,or  sponsored,  there  is  no  reason  to 
howl  and  incite  our  friends  to  de¬ 
clare  war. 

We  are  helping  England  as  our  ( 
people  wish  to  help  her  and  as  she 
wishes  to  be  helped:  We  are  an  ally  ' 
of  a  nation  at  war  and  We  are  -not  at  < 
war.  We  are  fighting  for  our  future  i 
security  and  we  are  paying  a  com-  t 
paratively  small  price  compared  with  1 
the  price  that  Is  being  paid  and  has 
been  paid  by  other  countries  that  t 
opposed  Hitler. 

We  hold  an  enviable  position  in  this  1 
present  struggle.  Nothing  should  be  1 
dune  fo  threaten  that  position.  War 
.  with  Germany,  caused  because  of 
Icelandic^  incidents,  would  do  so. 

•WAR  IS  HELL"— 

AND  SILLY,  TOO  ,  , 

War  with  Hitler  would  cost  us 
more  men  and  ships  ’and  material^  1 
than  we  are  liable  to  lose  for  the 
next  ten  years,  or  fifty  years,  with 
the  setup  that  now  prevails.  War 
with  Hitler  would  necessitate  an  out¬ 
right  invitation  to  the  Nazis  to  sink 
every  American  vessel  and  kill  every 
American  soldier  oh  sailor  that  they 
saw.  we  would  have  no  come¬ 

back  save  to  do  the  same.  That  s 
silly.  We’re  better  the  way  things  are. 

Now.  however,  we  cloak  ourselves 
u  a  non-belligerent.  We  are  quasi- 
neutrality,  but  pseudo-neutral  at  the 
same  time — and  vice  versa.  We  can 
scream  and  holler  at  Hitler  for  his 
atrocities  upon  our  shipping  and  still 
find  our  conscience  only  a  little  mOr- 
key. 

Insofar  as  fighting  a  war  goes,  we 
.are  fighting  the  war  in  the  cheapest 
possible  manner.  In  this  manner  we 
may  fight  with  power,  and  well.  We 
may  win  at  a  minimum.  And  that 
ain’t  hay.  either. 

We  all  like  to  win 

It  must  be  realized  that  this  is  no 
tea  party,  attended  by  the  typical 
drawing  room  crowd,  that  we  are 
playing  around  with.  The  Germans 
desire  complete  victory  even  more 
than  So  the  English.  (The  propa¬ 
gandists  have  been  working  on  them 
longer.)  And  they  mean  to  have  it,

.Geologic  Marvels  Revealed  By  Instructor 


George  L.  Green 
Gets  Own.  Exhibit 

Long  ago  when  the  earth  was 
cooling  in  the  muggy  mists  arising 
from  oozing  marshes,  a  dinosaur 
some  20  feet  in  length  stepped  Into 
a  mud  puddle. 

About  3,000,000  years  later 
George  L.  Green,  geology  instruct¬ 
or,  walked  up  the  Connecticut 
River  Valley  and  picked  up  the 
tracks,  brought  them  back  in  pieces, 
and  cemented  them  together  for  his 
geology  students  to  study. 

Along  with  this  mighty  reptile’s 
prints  appear  a  set  of  smaller  ones, 
“perhaps  those  dt  a  young  dino- 
saui1,'”  Green  conjectures. 

Bird  Theory  Repudiated 

“Since  prints  of  dinosaurs  were 
usually  those  left  only  by  the  hind 
feet,  scientists  thought  at  first  that 
they  were  left  by  large  birds.  This 
theory  was  repudiated  because 
scientists  have  since  found  that 
there  could  not  have  been  birds  on 
earth  at  that  time,”  Green  ex¬ 
plained. 

He  has  traveled  much  to  add  to 
his  collection  of  fossils  and  relics 
of  the  prehistoric  world.  In  Okla¬ 
homa,  Green  found  the  ball  .of  a 
socket  joint  that  belonged  to  a 
brontosaurus  at  least  70  feet  long. 

“The  hip  bone  of  this  reptile  was 
six  feet  high,”  Green  said. 

In  the  jungles  of  Mexlcols  Yu¬ 
catan  where  the  ancient  Mayas 
founded  their  civilization.  Green 
found  the  remnants  of  black  and

“Every  year,”  Green  explained, 
“the  Mayan  chieftains  called  a  col¬ 
orful  festival,  decking  themselves  in 
gaqdy,  feathered  robes.  After  much 
ceremony  and  primitive  pomp,  the 
most  beautiful  maiden  in  the  vil¬ 
lage  was  chosen.  She  was  born  in 
the  sacred  well  and  thrown  in  to 
appease  the  rain  god.  Her  beads

were  removed  from  her,  cracked, 
and  thrown  in  after  her.” 

Green  believes  the  jade  beads  he 
possesses  to  be  the  relics  of  oi\e  of 
these  ceremonies.  The  Carnegie 
Foundation  possesses  many  skulls 
of  these  maidens  and  even  some  o^ 
the  cloth  that  they  were  clothed  in. 
The  cloth  was  preserved  in  an  an¬ 
cient  perfume,  the  secret  of  which 
has  never  been  discovered.

ALPHA  GAMMA  SIGMA,  the  college  honor 
society,  now  definitely  stands  as  a  really 
valuable  student  organization  in  the  college  of¬ 
fering  tangible  evidence  of  its  worth.  The 
society  has  always  playdd  a  noteworthy  role 
through  its  sponsorship  of  several  scholarships 
and  as  an  incentive  to  scholastic  betterment; . 
but  with  the  successful  launching  of  a  coaching 
program  this  semester,  it  has  come  irito  its  own, 
so  to  speak.  ’ 

Free  coaching  service  to  the  general  student 
body  was  begun  last  semester,  but,  like  most 
growing  things,  the  venture  did  not  receive  the 
notice  and  confidence  it  deserved.  Few  students 
took  advantage  of  the  coaching  offers. 

With  the  beginning  of  this  semester,  Alice  C. 
Cooper,  the  group’s  very  conscientious  adviser,

Now,  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Cooper,  the 
officers,  and  members,  the  coaching  aid  service 
is  functioning  successfully.

IT  MIGHT  be  interesting  to 
start  this  column  today  with 
a  bit  of  information  gleaned  from 
Nature  Magazine  on  Progressive 
Forestry. 

In  part  this  article  cites  that  a 
half-century  anniversary  in  Ameri¬ 
can  forest  conservation  history  is 
being  observed  this  year.  The  first 
“forest  reserve”  was  established  in 
Wyoming  50  years  ago,  and  the  na¬ 
tional  forest  system  is  this  coun¬ 
try’s  real  achievement  in  conser¬ 
vation.  This  system  has  saved  toil- 
lions  of  acres  of  public  domain 
timber  and  it  has  developed  Into 
the  world’s  outstanding  public  for¬ 
est  enterprise. 

The  Joint  Congressional  Commit¬ 
tee  is  working  at  the  present  time 
to  put  through  a  law  which  will 
regulate  forest  use  under  state  laws. 
The  idea  is  to  outlaw  forest  de- 
"  struction  and  require  that  timber 
cutting  be  done  in  such  a  way  as  to 
allow  continuous  production.

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Progressive  Theory  Policy 

Respect  It 

IN  THE  early  part  of  this  semester,  a  story 
appeared  in  The  Guardsman  with  the  head¬ 
ing  “Students  Rate  Smug  Pat  On  Back;  Library’ 
Reports  Minimum  Book  Loss.”  Marcus  Skar- 
stedt.  th^  college  librarian,  said  at  that  time 
that  “fewer  volumes  are  lost,  strayed,  or  mis¬ 
placed  at  this  college  than  at  probably  any  other 
college  or  university  in  the  Bay  Region.” 

By  comparing  the  library  regulations  of  this 
college  with  those  of  other  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities,  immediately  may  be  seen  the  reason  for 
pride  in  Skarstedt’s  statement  of  a  month  and  a 
half  ago;  for  restrictions  in  qur  library  have 
been  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum.  Such  a 
policy  naturally  must  be  based  upon  confidence. 

This  trust  in  the  student  body  has  been 
abused,  as  Skarstedt  clearly  pointed  out  in  the 
Ram's  Horn  Tuesday  of  this  week.  “Students 
Rate  Smug  Pat  On  Back”  is  certainly  not  the 
heading  for  this  editorial. 

Continued  dishonesty  or  carelessness*  in  tak¬ 
ing  books  from  the  shelves  without  charging 
them  out  at  the  desk  will  leave  only  one  course 
open  to  the  library— the  introduction  of  restric¬ 
tions  painful  to  the  great  majority  of  the 
students. 

It  may  be  a  surprise  to  learn  that  actual 
“frisking”  of  students  leaving  the  library  is  a 
part  of  the  regulations  in  some  institutions.  In 
many,  all  books  are  on  closed  stacks,  that  is,  the 
student  is  denied  the  privilege  of  browsing  and 
must  fill  out  a  special  form  every  time  he  wishes 
merely  to  look  at  a  book. 

This  college  knows  freedom  from  these  harsh, 
but  perhaps  necessary  limitations.  In  return  for 
this  progressive  policy,  the  librarian  asks  only 
that  books  be  charged  out  at  the  loan  desk  when 
taken  from  the  library. 

We  know  that  Skarstedt  is  reluctant  to  change 
his  system,  and  that  he  will  do  so  only  as  a  last 
rdsort.  A  plea  for  discriminating  use  of  the 
library  imposes  no  hardship  or  inconvenience 
on  Anyone. 

Very  shortly  The  Guardsman  would  like  to 
run  another  front  page  story  on  the  library. 
The  heading  would  read  “Students  Rate  Extra 
Smug  Pat  On  Back.”  The  appearance  of  that 
story  is  in  your  hands. 

Understanding  First 

MOST  Americans  are  wholly  in  favor  of  the 
good-neighbor  policy,  but  that  is  as  far 
as  mr st  Americans  go  in  supporting  the  policy- 
just  a  bland  comment  of  approval. 

Over  and  over  again  it  has  been  emphasised, 
shouted  that  one  of  the  preliminary  steps  in 
fostering  this  policy,1  making  it  more  than  a 
catch-word  to  arouse  Hispanic  American  skep¬ 
ticism,  is  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  the 
peoples  and  countries  that  comprise  the  re¬ 
cipients  of  U.  S.  good-neighborliness.  Incident¬ 
ally,  “sympathetic”  in  thik.  sense  knows  nothing 
of  the  word  “condescension.”

Students  of  the  college  have  rea¬ 
son  to  be  proud  of  the  business  de¬ 
partment  here.  Besides  offering 
complete  business  training  in  a 
number  of  fields,  there  is  a  group 
of  general  information  courses  of¬ 
fered,  for  example,  investigation 
course,  principles  for  organization 
management,  salesmanship,  and 
others.  These  help  students  to  un¬ 
derstand  the  various  functions  of 
the  type  of  work  of  which  they  will 
become  a  part.

Retail  merchandising  is  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  as  their  goal  not 
only  selling  but  also  a  study  in  part 
of  textiles.

Instruction  in  the  operation  of 
business  machines  Ls  not  designed 
to  train  experts:  however,  students 
may  take  examinations  for  positions 
which  are  conducted  by  local  cal¬ 
culating  machine  firms. 

The  various  bulletins,  mimeo¬ 
graphed  tests,  outlines  for  instruc¬ 
tors  to  use  in  their  classes,  book¬ 
plates,  and  like  work  are  done  by 
the  students  in  the  duplicating  and 
mimeographing  classes—

'"p  HIS  department  entertained  the  motion 
1  that  gangsterism  as  a  movie  theme  in  “A” 
film  production  had  long  since  been  cast  upon 
the  junk-heap  of  discarded  things. 

The  peaceful  lull  that  gently  carried  us  since  1934- 
1935  and  those  days  of  rip-snorting,  biff  and  bam  _ 
gangster  opuses  of  the  Cagney-Robinson  vein  has 
gently  dissipated  with  the  release  of  Unholy  Partners, 
the  latest  Edward  G.  Robinson  picture.  Perhaps  it  was 
inevitable.  Actors  like  Robinson  and  Edward  Arnold 
must  find  screen  vehicles;  frantic  script  department 
officials  can’t  pull  consistent  miracles  out  of  their  hats 
and  find  continuous  roles  of  the  Sea  Wolf  and  Mr. 
Smith  Goes  To  Washington  caliber  for  the  two.  Thus 
the  good  old  gangster  vs.  newspaper  vs.  police  device 
is  resurrected  from  the  limbo  of  forgotten  tales  and  we 
have  another  pleasant  drama  with  sparkling  dialogue 
that  runs  as  follows:  “take  that  you,  you  rat,"  or  “keep 
your  hands  up  or  you’ll  get  plugged,”  or  “no,  no  don’t 
shoot  .  .  .  what  will  me  old  lady  do?”  or  “this  is  the 
show-down,  brother;  keep  that  gat  on  the  table.” 

PLOT  NEEDS  A  SHOT 

Unholy  Partners  manages  to  evade  most  of  the  above 
trite  phraseology,  but  as  for  actual  £tory  construction,  1 
the  Jjlot  could  well  have  taken  some  vitality  shots  or 
B-l  injections  without  appreciable  harm.  Like  the 
proverbial  puddle  on  the  Sahara,  the  story  just  isn’t. 

Some  fine  acting  on  the  part  of  the  two  main  prin¬ 
cipals,  Robinson  and  Edward  Arnold,  carries  the  pic¬ 
ture  along  and  lifts  it  out  of  the  rut  to  an  average  level. 
Mr.  Robinson  has  perfected  his  snarling  littlS  tough 
guy  with  a  heart  of  gold  to  a  consummate  degree 
through  any  number  of  similar  picture-roles;  when  one 
realizes  how  different  the  real  Robinson  is  from  his 
screen  personality,  true  appreciation  for  his  work  rises. 
His  Cory,  tough,  fighting  editor  of  the  New  York  paper, 
the  Mercury,  is  dynamic  pretending.  Too  bad  it  .  was 
wasted  on  such  unspectacular  material. 

ARNOLD  TOO  HAS  TECHNIQUE 

Edward  Arnold,  his  waist-line  expanding  like  the 
Los  Angeles  city  limits,  is  similar  to  Robinson  in  this 
respect.  He  has  perfected  the  interpretation  of  the  big, 
pompous,  sinister,  big-business  man  crook  ...  the 
consummation  of  all  things  evil  and  detestable.  He 
does  it  well,  too,  and  Individual  scenes  with  Robinson 
shine. 

-  That’s  all  that  can  be  said  for  the  cast.  The  other 
principals  include  Laraine  Day,  William  Orr,  and  Mar¬ 
sha  Hurt.  The  latter  pair  come  off  O.K.  with  standard 
jobs  but  Miss  Day  takes  quite  a  beating.  As  secretary- 
aide  to  Robinson,  she  appeared  rather  uncertain.  Some 
shallow  dialogue  and  woozy  situations  gave  her  no 
opportunity  to  show  her  unquestionable  talent.  Too 
bad  they  killed  her  off  in  the  Kildaire  series.  Now  she 
has  no  place  to  go.  Better  roles,  and  quick,  is  the  only 
remedy  for  Miss  Day. 

NEWSPAPER  CONFLICT  PROVIDES  STORY 

The  story  of  Unholy  Partners  in  brief  relates  the 
bitter  conflict  between  Robinson,  the  editor  and  his 
publisher-gangster  Arnold.  Both  men  spiff  and  spat 
over  paper  policy;  Robinson  desires  a  newspaper  fight¬ 
ing  corruption  and  crime;  his  boss  Arnpld  naturally 
wants  the  paper  to  further  his  ill-gained  policy  of  graft 
by  subtle  editorial  suggestion,  column  work,  etc.  Natu¬ 
rally,  a  show-down  finally  comes  and  the  fur  begins 
to  fly.  Love  interest  of  a  meager  sort  is  provided  by 
Robinson  and  Miss  Day.  while  another  plot  motivation 
is  supplied  by  Orr  as  a  reporter  falling  for  Marsha 
Hunt,  singer-friend  of  crook  Arnold.  Quite  a  nice  taut 
little  dish  of  dramatic  hash. 

Director  Mervyn  LeRoy  piloted  his  film  along  with 
little  inspiration.  Evidently  he  relied  upon  his  male 
stars  to  put  the  material  over.  Thus  you’ll  find  a  fair 
gangster -melodrama  with  little  highlight,  any  number 
of  rough  spots,  good  acting  of  an  average  script  that 
was  dated  back  in  1935.. If  that  suits  your  movie* taste, 
take  the  gal  to  see  Unholy  Partners.

The  San  Francisco  Examiner  recently  printed  a  story  con¬ 
cealed  with  the  number  of  Americans  who  are  interested  in  rifle, 
shotgun,  and  other  fire  arms.  The  Northwestern  National  Life 
Insurance  Company  has  compiled  a  survey,  from  which  the 
Examiner  quoted  statistics. 

“There  are  more  than  3,000  senior  rifle  clubs  belonging  to  the 
National  Rifle  Association  with  a  total  membership  of  approxi¬ 
mately  150,000  members.  There  are  another  1,500  junior  clubs 
which  will  qualfty  over  1 00,000  rifle  shooters  under  the  age  of  .19, 
during  1941.  It  is  estimated  that  1,500,000  ritlemon  have  fifleen 
dub  courses  of  instruction  in  the  past  15  years  and  they  are  avail¬ 
able  as  instructors  and  coaches  for  home  defense  units.” 

The  NNLIC  statistics  also  reveal  that  4,250,000  licenses  are 
issued  for  shotgun  shooting,  and  that  we  have  from  2,500,000  to 
3.000,000  Americans  who  can  handle  a  rifle.  Another  7,000,000 
Americans  are  able  to  handle  a  shotgun. 

Last  semester,  as  old  students  will  remember,  the  college  rifle 
team  captured  first  place  in  the  State  Gallery  Championships, 
against  such  schools  as  the  California  Bears,  the  Stanford  Indians, 
and  other  teams  in  their  class. 

Came  this  fall,  Tom  O’Neil,  in  his  first  semester  as  coach  of  the 
Red  and  White  rifle  team,  expected  to  see  an  exceptional,  if  not 
record,  sign  up.  Only  eight  men,  a  scant  handful  as  compared  to 
other  competitive  sports,  are  required  for  a  rifle  team.  However, 
eight  men  have  not  yet  signed  up  for  the  San  Francisco  Junior 
College’s  rifle  team.

No  doubt  in  the  process  of  dig¬ 
ging  down  deep  in  his  pocket  to 
give  to  the  Community  Chest, 
John  Q.  (htizen  has  wondered 
just  where  that  dollar  goes.  The 
Chest  makes  no  secret  of  this, 
but  it  is  surprising  just  how  few 
people  take  the  time  or  the 
trouble  to  find  out. 

The  Community  Chest  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  is  a  combination  of  82  agencies, 
that,  give  aid  and  comfort  to  thou¬ 
sands -that  are  in  want.  The  agencies 
serve  all  races  and  creeds  without 
exception  or  discrimination. 

Work  Divided  In  Five  Parts 
The  work  of  the  Chest  is  divided 
into  five  main  parts  including  the 
paid  staff  which  is  very  smalt.  It  is 
the  work  of  the  agencies  in  these 
t  groups  to  distribute  the  contributions 
in  the  places  that  they  are  needed 
most.  At  the  beginning  of  each  year, 
each  agency  hands  in  a  budget  which 
gives  the  expenditures  that  they  ex¬ 
pect  to  make  and  how  they  expect  to 
make  them.  The  central  Community 
Chest,  contrary  to  popular  belief,, 
does  not  give  aid.  It  acts  as  a  giant 
clearing  house  for  the  contributions, 
and  it  aids  the  agencies  by  the  use  of 
its  giant  index  system. 

Most  of  Mr.  Public’s  dollar  goes 
to>  the  Child  Welfare  Department.  In 


fact.  25  cents  goes  to  this  branch. 
Served  by  this  group  are  among 
others,  The  Children's  Day  Homes. 
Children’s  Aid.  and  the  Children's 
Prxitective  Society.  This  latter  agency 
offers  protection  to  children  who  have 
become  the  victims  of  cruelty,  or 
other  conditions  beyond  their  con¬ 
trol.  The  Society  works  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Juvenile  fCpurt  in 
working  out  a  solution  to  these  prob- 
,  lems. 

Health  Agencies  Second 

Next  to  receive  23.5  cents  of  Jnhq 
'  Q's  dollar  are  the  Health  Agencies. 
Among  these  are  Children's  Hospital, 
University  of  California  Hospital  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  various  other 
hospitals  and  rest  homes. 

Next  in  line  for  a  piece  of  Mr. 
Public’s  dollar  are  the  Family  Serv¬ 
ice,  Protective  &  Coordinating 
Agencies  who  take  the  sum  of  23.1 
cents  of  the  fast  diminishing  sum.  To 
this  branch  of  the  Community  Chest 
belong  The'  Traveler’s  Aid  of  San 
Francisco,  the  Adjustment  Bureau, 
and  various  Catholic  organizations. 

Following  these  three  is'the  Youth 
Guidance  and  Group  Work  who  al¬ 
most  finish  John’s  dollar  by  taking 
22.4  cents  of  it'.

WITHIN  the  26-foot  dome 
of  the  college  observa¬ 
tory,  war  in  Europe  has  dealt 
a  bitter  blow.  The  huge  tele¬ 
scope  originally  in  the'  plans 
for  astronomical  study  is  now 
In  abeyance  because  the  glasses 
used  to  make  the  lenses  pre¬ 
viously  came  from  Germany. 

Now  it  is  impossible  to  get 
tliese  lenses,  and  even  if  it 
were,  the  defense  priorities 
would  prohibit  its  construc¬ 
tion  at  the  present  time. 

The  dome  itself  is  revolved  by 
means  of  an  electrical  motor  and 
the  shutter  slides  open  with  the 
pressure  of  an  electrical  switch. 

Since  tfyfUibservatory  cannot  be 
used  until  this  giant  telescope  is 
completely  installed,  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Division  has  taken  over 
and  use  it  now  as  their  office.

The  astronomical  tran¬ 
sit  is  used  in  the  determination  of 
time  by  astronomers,  and  also  in 
the  possession  of  the  department  is 
a  machine  which  photographs  mea¬ 
surements  of  the  stars.

CONTINUING  his  meteoric  rise  into  the  lime¬ 
light  of  public  favor,  Bob  Hope,  through 
the  force  of 'his  own  comic  personality,  carries 
a  creaky  old  farce,  Nothing  But  The  Truth,  to 
eminent  success.  > , 

Paramount  has  supplied  its  star  comedian  with  an 
out-moded  vehicle  that  has  served  as  motion  picture 
fare  several  times  in  the  past,  as  a  play  many  times, 
and  as  a  Little  Theater  production  innumerably. 

Utilizing  the  original  farcical  skeleton,  the  producers 
have  dove- tailed  1941  gags  and  situations  Into  a  com¬ 
placent  whole.  This  heterogenlous  combination  of  the 
old  and  new  ...  old  plot  dished  np  with  fresh  gags 
would  have  fared  considerably  on  the  he-hmn  side, 
we’re  afraid,  without  Hope,  but  the  engaging  screen 
skill  of  the  Pepsodent  man  Injects  pep  and  vitality 
Into  every  scene,  wrings  humor  out  of  what  may  well 
have  been  dead  situations,  and  brings  the  whole 
to  a  frequent  hilarious  high. 

GOOD  COMEDY  THEME  PRESENT 
The  premise  that  a  man  can  refrain  from  telling 
nothing  but  the  truth  for  24  hours  is  a  natural  in 
comedy  themes  and  must  certainly,  have  panicked 
audiences  way  back  around  1916  when  it  first  ap¬ 
peared.  Thankstir  magnificent  trouping  by  Hope  and 
some  good  situations  improvised  by  script-writers  Don 
Hartman  and  Ken  Englund,  most  of  the  antiquated 
veneer  of  the  plot  fades  into  the  background  and 
obtrudes  only  at  well-scattered  intervals. 

It’s  a  personal  triumph  for  Hope,  who  for  the  first 
time  demonstrates  his  true  worth  as  a  film  comedian. 
In  previous  screen  efforts  Hope  was  blessed  by  tre¬ 
mendous  natural  material  that  was  sure  fire  whether 
Hope  was  excellent  or  not.  His  Caught  In  The  Draft 
was  comedy  personified.  All  he  had  to  do  was  saunter 
through  a  series  of  really  funny  gag  situations.  The 
same  may  be  said  for  his  earlier  pictures  .  .  .  material 
was  superior  in  each  instance.  Now  that  the  inevitable 
let-down  has  occurred  and  Hope  was  forced  to  carry 
the  picture  on  his  own  shoulders,  his  true  worth  as  a 
comedian  is  readily  discernible.  He  makes  Nothing 
But  The  Truth  well  worth  seeing  and  adds  materially 
to  his  own  status  in  the  limited  group  of  fine  comedians 
that  exists  today. 

SLOW  START  PRESENT 
The  story  takes  a  little  time  to  start  rolling,  but 
once  Hope  and  the  material  start  moving,  the  earlier 
lagging  moments  are  easily  forgiven.  Seems  Bob  is  a 
fellow  named  Steve  Bennett,  who  enters  the  brokerage 
offices  of  Edward  Arnold  and  Glen  Anders.  Before 
the . bewildered  Mr.  Bennett  can  catch  his  breath,  he 
has  accepted  $10,000  charity  monef  from  Paulette 
Goddard,  the  niece  of  big-boss  Arnold  to  double  by 
investment.  Then  Bennett  is  wheedled  into  betting 
that  he  can  tell  the  truth  for  24  hours  by  the  Arpold- 
Anders  combine.  Bennett  bets  the  $10,000  of  Miss 
Goddard’s  money  as  his  24  hours  of  suffering  begins. 
He  is  invited  aboard  Arnold’s  house-boat  for  the  week¬ 
end  and  then  complications  pile  on.  Hope  must  tell 
the  truth  to  every  question  asked  him  or  forfeit  the 
bet;  Paulette  wants  her  money  back;  everybody  goes 
half-crazy  and  the  audience  goes  delirious  with  laugh¬ 
ter. 

Perhaps  the  best  scene  was  the  dining  sequence 
wherein  poor  Hope,  In  answer  to  a  question  about 
Catherine  Doucet’s  appearance,  responds  sadly,  “She 
wouldn't  pass  for  18  if  she  wore  a  paper  bag  over  her 
head.” 

A  very  excellent  cast  aids  Hope  materially  in  de¬ 
veloping  1916  farce  into’  1941  standards.  Paulette 
Goddard,  pert  and  vivacious,  does  what  little  the  part 
calls  for  in  attractive  fashion.  Edward  Arnold,  for  a 
refreshing  change,  forsakes  grim  villany  for  pleasant 
menace  and  helps  the  picture  a  lot.  Glen  Anders,  a 
newcomer,  looks  like  a  future  bet.  And  lots  of  com¬ 
petent  fqces  round  out  the  cast,  Clarence  Kolb,  Helen 
Vinson,  "Rose  Hobart,  Catherine  Doucet  and  Willie 
Best.  But  it’s  Hope’s  picture  from  fade-in  to  fade-out

Demands  Attention 

WHEN  Warden  Clinton  T.  Duffy  and  As¬ 
semblyman  James  H.  Phillips  meet  this 
Monday  with  faculty  and  students  in  the  college 
radio  room  to  discuss  the  Youth  Correction 
Authority  Act,  that  same  day,  in  Sacramento, 
an  Advisory  Panel  of  five  men  will  confer  in  a 
session  to  select  the  group  that  will  administer 
the  act. 

The  college  broadcast,  then,  will  not  toy  with 
pending  legislative  ideals.  The  youth  act  was 
passed  last  September  13,  and  the  machinery  to 
place  it  into  practice  is  moving  swiftly  .-College 
students  should  appreciate  this  special  program 
and  carefully  receive  it,  not  only  to  increase 
social  awareness,  but  because  the  act  deals  spe¬ 
cifically  with  the  age  group  represented  here. 

Commendation  is  owing  the  administration 
and  particularly  faculty  member  Alden  W. 
Smith  for  bringing  to  the  fore  this  revolutionary 
legislation.  That  to  clarify  and  interpret  the  act 
they  present  Warden  Duffy,  nationally  famed 
for  his  enlightened  direction  of  San  Quentin 
Prison,  and  Assemblyman  Phillips,  sponsor  of 
the  act.  is  cause  for  even  greater  merit. 

California’s  new  and  unique  Youth  Correction 
Authority  Act  is  generally  praised  by  authori¬ 
ties  in  pertinent  professions  as  a  laudable  effort 
to  deal  with  the  youthful  offender  of  society 
between  18  and  23  who  is  in  the  anomalous 
position  of  being  too  old  for  reference  to  the 
juvenile  court  and  too  young  to  be  properly

From  this  group 
of  six,  Governor  Olsen  must  select  two  and  may 
name  a  third  to  complete  the  three-member 
authority.  Once  constituted,  the  authority  must 
direct  the  most  important  phase  of  the  act — 
integration  of  the  many  agencies  in  (he  state 
that  work  toward  crime  prevention.  Through 
the  use  of  medical,  correctional,  psychiatric 
institutions  and  detention,  parole,  and  probation 
offices  under  one  co-ordinating  body  an  impres¬ 
sive  piece  of  machinery  will  be  set  up  designed 
to  correct  haphazard  incarceration  of  young 
persons.  Special  judicial  attention  will  be  di*. 
rected  to  them,  and  each  case  will  be  individu¬ 
ally  weighed  with  regard  to  health,  habits,  tem¬ 
perament,  intelligence,  and  other  personal  char¬ 
acteristics  of  the  offender. 

The  authority  does  not  repiesent  an  addition 
to  the  California  judiciary  system  as  it  might 
appear.  Cases  may  be  laid  before  the  authority 
only  after  due  certification  by  a  California  court 
according  to  the  detailed  regulations  of  the  act. 
Moreover,  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  author¬ 
ity  not  to  handle  any  case  that  it  thinks  would 
not  benefit  by  the  proc^ure  of  the  authority.

Band  Still  Possible 

NEWS  of  the  imminent  dissolution  of  the 
volunteer  band  should  come  as  a  surprise 
to  no  one  familiar  with  band  history  here  in 
the  college. 

The  failure,  however,  should  not  be  received 
as  a  final  defeat,  for  President  Cloud,  though 
not  promising,  has  outlined  a  plan  for  official 
backing  of  a  band  next  semester. 

Lack  of  credit  for  band  work  was  singAd  out 
as  the  chief  reason  foi_the  dwindling  band 
membership  and  final  disbandment  last  se¬ 
mester  by  Madison  Devlin,  then  temporarily  in 
charge  of  the  band.  Dean  Browne  repeated 
Devlin’s  words  when  announcing  the  condition 
of  the  band  last  week,  noting  also  the  lack  of 
an  instructor. 

When  the  band  was  started  this  September. 
The  Guardsman,  cognizant  of  the  arbortive  at¬ 
tempt  to  organize  a  band  last  semester,  edi¬ 
torially  opined  that  unless  credit  was  granted 
to  the  students,  the  group  could  have  but  “a 
slight  chance  to  survive.”  These  words  were 
predicated  on  no  gift  of  augury,  merely  simple 
observation. 

The  administration,  equally  aware  of  the  im¬ 
pediments  to  successful  organization,  stated  in 
reply  to  the  editorial  that  it  had  been  working 
on  possible  solutions.  After  noting  several  dif¬ 
ficulties  before  the  administration  in  instituting 
an  instrumental  course.  President  Cloud  com¬ 
mented: 

“We  are  encouraged  to  think  that  we  shall 
be  able  to  offer  credit  courses  in  instrumental 
music  instruction  at  the  immediate  start  of  the 
spring  semester.” 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  plans  for  the  courses 
do  materialize.  The  last  two  disappointments  to 
band  members  and  student  body  alike  prove 
conclusively  that  organization  and  credit  are 
absolutely  necessary  for  a  permanent  band,  and 
no  one  denies  the  worth  of  a  band  in  the  college. 

Encore  Hildebrand

Appointment  for  love,  a  light,  cap¬ 
tivating  farce  with  a  decided  emphasis 
upon  the  boudoir  provides  a  splendid  vehicle  for 
the  talented  star  combination' of<  Charles  Boyer 
and  Marget  Sullavan.  This  latest  sophisticated 
comedy  from  Universal  Pictures  allows  ample 
room  for  the  two  stars  to  demonstrate  skill  and 
versatility  in  the  art  of  sly  comic  values. 

A  transition  of  mood  from  the  somber  Back  Street 
to  gay  lighthearted  frivolity  in  Appointment  For  Love 
was  an  effortless  one  for  Boyer  and  Sullavan.  Adept 
at  handling  the  grim,  unhappy  reins  of  tragedy,  the 
pair  seem  even  more  at  home  in  lighter  fare  and  thanks 
to  their  buoyant,  sparkling  performances,  the  film 
rates  high  on  this  year’s  list  of  cinema  successes. 

As  far  -as  plot  goes,  the  story  has  been  filmed  many 
times  before  in  one  form  or  another,  but  rarely  with 
such  genuine  charm  or  skill.  An  excellent  script 
manages  to  create  enough  twists  and  subtle  devices  to 
steer  the  material  away  from  the  pall  of  a  trite  pat¬ 
terned  mold.  1 

MARRIAGE  VS.  CAREER  THEME 

It’s  TO  Theme  of  career  vs.  marriage  played  for 
comedy  throughout.  When  Charles  Boyer,  as  play- 
-wrtghf  extraordinary  -meets  efficient,  test-tube  wor¬ 
shipper  Margaret  SuHavan,  a  swift  courtship  follows 
Next  comes  marriage,  the  honeymoon  .  ,  and  Miss 
Sullavan’s  great  idea.  It  seems  she  has  no  intention  of 
giving  up  her  medical  profession;  on  the  contrary,  she 
expects  to  continue  her  work  with  intensity  and  pur¬ 
pose.  But  to  accomplish  her  plan,  she  demands  an 
apartment  of  her  own  so  she  won’t  bother  Charlie  in 
her  nocturnal  mercy  flights  and  rather  uncertain  hours 
of  practice.  An  apartment  of  her  own  rather  startles 
Charlie,  but  there  is  nothing  he  can  do.  So  the  newly 
married  couple  reside  in  the  same  apartment  house  in 
different  apartments,  driving  an  inquisitive  elevator 
boy  half  crazy. 

The  efforts  of  Boyer  to  bring  his  wife  back  to  his 
own  apartment  through  stimulated  jealousy  will  pro¬ 
vide  any  number  of  good  old  "belly-laughs”  among  the 
quantitative  chuckles  that  will  be  most  assuredly  pro¬ 
voked.  The  climax  is  very  delightfully  presented, 
although  a  trifle  obvious. 

Director  William  Setter  has  developed  every  possible 
laugh  from  his  script  and  wrapped  the  whole  thing  in 
glitter  and  glamorous  sets.  It’s  a  treat  to  the  eye  as 
well  as  to  the  funny-bone. 

CAST  PLAYS  IN  HIGH-GEAR 

Racy  farce  material  like  Appointment  For  Love  de¬ 
pends  much  upon  cast  for  full  success  and  this  im¬ 
portant  ingredient  is  at  100  per  cent  efficiency  here. 
Boyer  as  the  playwright  and  Sullavan  as  the  doctor 
are  not  only  stimulating  personalities  but  fine  pur¬ 
veyors  of  the  Thespian  art.  Miss  Sullavan  with  her 
,  marvelous,  throaty  voice  has  long  been  one  of  this 
department's  top  favorites;  we’re  rather  prejudiced 
about  Boyer  in  that  same  respect.- In  an  odious 
glamour-boy  comparison,  we  still  maintain  Boyer  out¬ 
ranks  in  natural  ability  and  charm  the  whole  parcel  of 
Hollywood  matinee  idols,  Power,  Taylor,  Gable,  and 
Lynn  rolled  together. 

The  two  main  stars  monopolize  most  of  the  footage, 
but  such  favorites  as  Eugene  Paulette,  Reginald  Denny, 
and  Rita  Johnson  show  up  well  in  supporting  roles. 
And  they  should  award  the  fellow  who  played  the 
elevator  boy  (we  couldn't  find  his  name  in  the 
credits)  some  kind  of  an  Academy  Award  for  his 
performance.

Although  his  son  does  not  intend 
to  follow'  a  career  in  penology,  he 
greatly  enjoys  living  on  the  grounds 
of  the  state  penitentiary. 

“San  Quentin  is  a  regular  com¬ 
munity.”

Jack  Duffy,  a  student  at  Marin 
Junior  College  where  he  is  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  sophomore  class,  ac¬ 
companied  the  warden  when  he 
visited  the  college  to  participate  in 
the  radio  assembly  broadcast  here 
Tuesday. 

Since  the  age  of  two,  young 
Duffy  has  lived  on  the  grounds  of 
the  penitentiary.  Warden  Duffy 
was  born  at  San  Quentin,  his 
father,  in  turn,  served  as  steward 
there,  and  Mrs.  DdTfy’s  father  was 
captain  of  the  guard.  Jack  Duffy, 
however,  does  (tot  intend  to  follow 
their  careers,  but  will  study  law 
or  medicine. 

Warden  Duffy’s  program  has 
been  one  of  rehabilitation  rather 
than  punishment.  In  summarizing 
the  policy  he  has  followed  during 
his  administration,  the  warden  him¬ 
self  said:  “Our  principal  aim  at  San 
Quentin  has  been  to  treat  each  case 
individually  and  without  brutality, 
to  encourage  religion,  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  men  complete  educa¬ 
tion  with  particular  emphasis  on 
vocational  training.”  The  convict 
is  encouraged  in  every  way  to  bet- 
.  ter  himself  so  that  he  may  take 
his  proper  place  in  society.

Arbitrary  Paradox 

T  N  addition  to  supplementing  the  pic- 
^  turesque  aspects  of  San  Francisco,  the  cur¬ 
rent  hotel  and  department  store  conflicts  offer 
an  interesting  paradox.  Narration  of  the  con¬ 
fusion  would  seem  to  fall  best  to  a  Gertrude 
Stein. 

A  strike  is  a  strike,  such  a  writer  might  say. 
An  employer  is  not  a  rose,  but  neither  is  a 
business  agent.  Well,  who’s  unfair.  He  is.  He 
wasn’t  unfair  yesterday.  Yesterday  is  yester¬ 
day.  Today  he  is  unfair. 

Too  complicated?  Perhaps  a  specific  case 
might  clarify  the  issue.  Sunday,  November  23, 
a  union  man  could  enter  the  Bellevue  Hotel 
without  violating  union  policy.  Monday,  No¬ 
vember  24,  that  sanle  union  man  would  draw  a 
fine  for  entering  that  same  hotel. 

Of  course,  the  hotel  was  picketed  as  being 
unfair  last  Monday.  No  one  denies  the  right  of 
the  union  to  use  pickets — peacefully,  but  ar- 
-bitrary  use  of  pickets  just  doesn’t  seem  con¬ 
sonant  with  logical  policy. 

Theoretically  all  members  of  the  city’s  hotel 
employer’s  association  are  unfair  to  the  striking 
union.  Collectively  the  owners  have  refused  to 
acceed  to  the  union  demands.  It  would  seem, 
therefore,  that  each  hotel  must  be  considered 
to  have  refused  a  new  contract  basis. 

■  The  Mark  Hopkins  and  the  Fairmont  hotels 
are  both  in  the  employer’s  group.  The  former 
is  picketed,  hence  unfair  and  taboo  to  union  men 
and  sympathizers.  The  Fairmont,  just  across 
the  street,  is  not  picketed.  Ostensibly  it  is  fair; 
union  men  may  enter  it.  Paradox  is  the  only 
descriptive  word  we  have  at  hand  for  this 
situation.  ; 

Arbitrary  is  the  best  word  describing  the 
operation  of  the  paradox. 

With  those  two  words  before  us,  we  can  see 
only  an  aloof,  imperious  executive  board  hold¬ 
ing  silent  council  over  a  map  of  San  Francisco. 
Perhaps  next  week  this  board  will,  say,  per¬ 
ceive  the  unpicketed,  but  unfair  Fairmont 
Hotel.  Alas,  no  sooner  seen  than  marked.  Let 
pickets  be  placed  before  this  hotel!  It  is  hereby 
this  day  declared  unfair! 

Surely,  the  recent  branding  of  the  Bellevue 
Hotel  was  no  more  arbitrary  an  action. 

Consistent,  logical  policy  would  dictate  no 
half  measures  skirting  the  issue.  This  you-may- 
be-next  policy  makes  one  wonder  more  and, 
more  about  union  leadership.

THE  philosophy  ofthe  col¬ 
lege  civil  service  program 
holds  that  a  broad  cultural  and 
civic  background  should  be  the 
foundation  for  the  technical 
training  which  will  equip  the 
individual  for  loyal  and  official 
service  to  his  government. 

Many  students  look  forward  to 
civil  service  positions  for  a  three¬ 
fold  reason;  namely,  a  secure  Job, 
fair  pay,  and  assured  vacations, 
however,  aspiring  applicants  for 
these  positions  must  have  not  only 
character  and  idealism  for  the  Job 
bat  also  ability.  Anyone  who  de¬ 
sires  to  get  into  any  branch  of  the 
ctvH  service  should  have  a  definite 
sense  of  patriotism,  as  these  people 


have  the  opportunity  to  serve  their 
government. 

The  program  of  civil  service 
which  is  offered  by  the  college  is 
unlike  the  private  schools,  unlike 
the  evening  high  school  and  con¬ 
tinuation  courses,  and  coaching  for 
any  specific  examination  or  set  of 
examinations  is  not  offered.  A 
complete  battery  of  psychological 
exams,  vocational  interests  tests 
and  temperament  scales  are  admin¬ 
istered,  however. 

ONE  COURSE  IN 
EXISTENCE  NOW 

Only  one  course  now  in  existence 
is  offered  which  is  civil  service 
50ab  and  it  is  requiritg  by  majors 
in  this  field.  This  course  is  given  in 
addition  to  different  recommended 
subjects  in  the  fields  of  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  and  American  Institutions.  Ac¬ 


cording  to  Lloyd  Luckmann  of  the 
department,  “no  student  should  be 
encouraged  to  direct  his  college 
preparation  toward  a  specific  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  service  of  the  divisions 
of  the  government.” 

Aspirants  in  this  line  of  work  are 
required  merely  to  indicate  their 
intentions  to  their  counselor  at  the 
beginning  of  their  college  work  in 
one  of  various  departments  of  the 
college  and  the  type  of  government 
service  will  Be  the  counselor’s 
guide  to  the  fundamental  training 
which  the  student  must  obtain  in 
keeping  with  his  vocation. 

.  1°  addition  to  the  regular  college 
program  there  are  opportunities 
through  the  San  Francisco  civil 
service  and  through  the  National 
Youth  Administration.  Students  are 
placed  in  various  governmental  of¬ 
fices  as  assistants  in  tax  collector's 
offices,  assessor’s  offices. 

PROGRAM  ONCE  EXTENSIVE 
NOW  INTENSIVE 

This  program  has  been  in.  exist¬ 
ence  in  the  college  curriculum  since 
the  foundation  of  the  college,  but  it 
has  been  modified  from  a  very  ex¬ 
tensive  program  to  the  present  in¬ 
tensive  one.  The  present  program 
has  been  developed  with  the  help 
of  various  individuals,  and  the  col¬ 
lege  is  very  appreciative  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  people  who  have  aided  in  its 
development.  William  Henderson, 
secretary  of  the  civil  service  com¬ 
mission,  and  Frank  Albert,  his  as¬ 
sistant.

Silva  in  charge  of  the  NYA,  and 
members  of  the  business  depart¬ 
ment.  Good  relations  with  various 
personnel  agencies  have  been  es¬ 
tablished  also. 

No  positions  in  civil  service  are 
available  to  students  under  18  yean 
of  axe  and  only  k  few  are  open  to 
those  under  21  years  of  age.  Only 
-the  most  insignificant  positions 
with  the  Federal  government  omit 
the  essential  factors,  and,  according 
to  Luckmann,  “students  should  he 
reminded  that  a  government  posi¬ 
tion  is  not  a  training  ground." 

During  the  present  emergency 
many  people  are  being  hired  by  the 
Federal  government  under  civil 
service  laws  by  a  grant  which  has 
been  issued  in  keeping  with  the 
defense  program,  but  these  posi¬ 
tions  will  not  be  held  as  permanent 
An  example  of  this  is  the  civil  serv¬ 
ice  common  laborer  who  is  being 
sent  to  the  Philippine  Islands  for 
the  duration  of  the  emergency.  The 
examination  which  is  given  to  those 
competing  for  these  positions  may 
either  be  written  or  oral. 

EXAMS  BASED  ON  CULTURE 

Speaking  of  examinations,  there 
is  a  tendency  on  the.  part  of  all 
civil  service^  tjgencje?  to  base  these 
examinations  on  psychology  and 
culture,  rather  than  the  elder  prac¬ 
tice  of  basing  them  entirely  or»  con- 
tent.  Incidentally,  no  college  course 
can  be  recognized  by  the  civil  serv¬ 
ice  commission  and  it  does  not 
grant  extra  bonus  points  to  the  can¬ 
didate  who  has  completed,  the 
course.  It  is  hoped  by  the  people 
who  are  interested  in  this  program 
at  the  college,*- however,  that  the 
time  will  come  when  candidates 
who  have  completed  this  course 
will  be  granted  these  points.

QUITE  off  the  beaten  track  in  both  theme 
and  locale,  Sundown,  the  new  Walter  Wan- 
ger  production,  will  stack  up  nicely  when  the 
year’s  crop  of  action-melodramas  is  harvested. 

Here  is  a  tale  of  a  lonely  British  outpost  in  Africa 
and  of  six  men  drawn  to  the  post  by  widely-differing 
skeins  of  Fate.  All  of  them  are  swept  up  into  the 
cyclonic  forces  of  a  native  uprising  inspired  by  the 
gun-smuggling  motivations  of  a  certain  group  of  Naz 
.  .  .  but  since  they  are  never  identified  in  the  picture 
perhaps  we  should  do  the  same.  Add  q  beautiful  young 
woman,  Zia,  who  rides  into  the  post  with  a  caravan 
and  you  have  a  plot  of  distinct  vigor  and  robustness. 

It’s  a  timely,  topical  theme  with  the  eyes  of  the 
world  focused  upon  Africa  and  the  internal  strife 
within.  Given  beautiful  photography,  fine  casting,  and 
an  excellent  exposition  of  crisp,  taut  direction  by 
Henry*  Hathaway,  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  story 
emerges  with  compelling  fascination  and  intensity  to 
the  screen. 

CHARACTER  STUDY  ADDS  DEPTH  TO  STORY 

Thanks,  to  the  coherent  script  written  by  Barre  Lyn¬ 
don,  the  film  manages  to  avoid  the  rut  of  trite  knock- 
’em-down  melodrama  by  concentrating  with  an  acute 
eye  on  the  characterizations  of  the  six  assorted  males 
in*h  god-forsaken  post  in  the  wilderness.  This  occa¬ 
sional  glimpse  of  character  study  lends  an  added  depth 
and  f>ower  to  the  action  framework  of  the  plot  and 
lifts  Sundown  to  an  excellent  rating. 

Fine  performances,  by  the  six  strangers  tossed  to¬ 
gether  by  Fate  carries  the  film  onto  well-generated 
suspense.  Bruce  Cabot  as  Capt.  Bill  Crawford  in 
charge  of  the  post,  gives  a  nice  tinge  of  raw  authen¬ 
ticity  to  his  meaty  part.  Mr.  Cabot,  whose  last  screen 
appearance  of  note  was  -tangling  claws  with  King 
Kong;  is  one  of  Hollywood’s  most  abused  actors.  Given 
a  role  particularly  tailored  to  his  style,  Mr.  Cabot  can 
be  depended  upon  to  perform  notably. 

Reginald  Gardiner  portrays  the  post-buddy  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Turner,  and,  as  usual,  is  likeable  in  his  breezy 
style.  Gardiner  is  presented  with  little  opportunity  to 
exercise  his  comic  virtues ‘however.  Sundown  isn’t  con¬ 
structed  for  comedy.  For  once,  the  so-called  comic 
relief  element  was  notable  for  its  absence;  the  picture 
didn’t  need  it. 

SANDERS  STEALS  SHOW 
Top  acting  honors  actually  go  to  George  Sanders 
(the  cad  of  cads  .  — .  here  a  hero),  who  as  the  dis¬ 
ciplinarian  Major  Coombes  arrives  at  the  post  to  re¬ 
lieve  Cabot  and  stays  to  break  up  the  Naz  .  .  .  ring 
of  gun  smugglers.  Sanders  has  an  annoying  habit  of 
stealing  pictures;  he  does  it  again  with  his  dashing 
inuendos  and  dramatic  ability.  Pressing  him  for  honor 
is  Joseph  Calleia  as  the  Italian  prisoner  of  the  post. 
Calleia  is  another  example  of  Hollywood's  manhand¬ 
ling  of  fine  actors. 

Carl  Esmond  as  a  wandering  naturalist  who  turns 
up  in  reel  eight  to  be  something  more  sinister,  and 
Harry  Carey  as  the  gruff  African  trapper,  complement 
the  cast  as  the  other  masculine  inhabitants  of  the 
outpost.  Bbth  are  good. 

TIERNEY  NEEDS  TIME 

Gene  Tierney  is  given  star  billing  but  doesn't  rate  iL 
She  unfortunately  is  the  one  weak  cog  in  the  fine  web 
of  Hathaway’s  melodramatic-mesh.  As  Zia,  mysterious 
leader  of  the  caravan  who  drifts  into  the  post  to  com¬ 
plicate  mdn’s  lives  and  the  plot  as  well,  Miss  Tierney 
presentsVa  pretty  face,  exotic  gowftings  and  one  set 
expression  of  cold  frigidity  that  carries  her  through 
anger,  scJ-row,  relief,  happiness,  love,  gloom  and  hys- 
terics/Miss  Tierney  has  yet  to  earn  her  salt  and  learn 
some  acting.

Learn  The  Score 

SHOCKING  is  the  only  manner  to  describe  the 
overwhelming  defeat  (218  to  63)  in  the 
House  of  Rep.  of  Albert  Gore’s  emergency  in¬ 
flation  bill  in  view  of  the  incredibly  short  pe¬ 
riod  of  debate  on  the  drastic  stop-gap  measure. 
Of  course,  Gore’s  bill  will  step  on  many  toes 
and  contrasts  sharply  with  the  tepid  Adminis¬ 
tration  alternative,  but  inflation  demands  dras¬ 
tic  counter  blows.  Arid  certainly  a  sincere  at¬ 
tempt  like  Gore’s  should  receive  fair  and  in¬ 
telligent  consideration.  The  seriousness  of  sky¬ 
rocketing  prices  seems  ^  to  be  belied  by  the 
House’s  anxiety  over  constituent  voting  favor. 

We  believe  the  House  action  typifies  general 
ignorance  of  the  import  of  a  subject  that  touches 
everyone.  Therefore,  in  order  to  engender  a 
more  intelligent  understanding  of  inflationary 
dangers  and  combative  methods  at  least  in  this 
College,  The  Guardsman  has  asked  economics 
_  instructors  William  Goss  and  John  Ross  to 
sketch  a  broad  picture  of  the  current  problem 
in  our  next  issue.  .  > 

It  IS  Worth  While 

CRITICS  of  self-governing  student  bodies  are, 
happily,  few  in  relation  to  the  number  of 
progressive  educators  who  see  student  govern¬ 
ment  not  merely  as  an  extra-curricular  outlet 
for  excess  energy  but  as  a  significant  phase  of 
an  institution’s  educational  program.  How 
closely  the  college  fits  into  this  keenly-drawn 
pattern  certainly  need  not  be  further  em¬ 
phasized  here. 

From  time  to  time,  though,  educators  at¬ 
tempt  to  inculcate  into  the  minds  of  skeptics 
the  value  of  responsible  student  government. 
John  J.  Crowley,  vice-principal  of  the  Polytech¬ 
nic  High  School  in  Riverside,  where  he  is  fac¬ 
ulty  adviser  to  the  student  government,  had 
done  just  that  in  a  recent  edition  of  the  Cali¬ 
fornia  Journal  of  Secondary  Education.  (The 
magazine,  incidentally,  is  edited  by  Edward  H. 
Redford  of  this  college.) 

Uncompromisingly  in  favor  of  student  self- 
government,  Crowley  justifies  his  stand  in  his 
article.  Do  Student  Leaders  Excel  After  Grad¬ 
uation?  Crowley’s  study  indicates  without 
doubt  that  leaders  are  heavily  favored  to  be¬ 
come  leaders  in  life.  While  it  can  be  argued 
that  those  student  leaders  would  be  successful 
in  later  life  anyway  because  of  certain  inherent 
qualities,  we  must  admit,  Crowley  notes,  that 
any  program  that  fosters  the  development  of 
such  leadership  qualities  need  not  beg  for  justi¬ 
fication.  (  .  _ 

The  writer’s  survey  was  based  on  a  study  of 
post-school  activities  of  graduates  of  a  high 
school  located  in  a  small  mid  western  city.  A 
total  number  of  485  graduates  from  the  classes 
of  1927  to  1936  were  surveyed  by  questionnaires 
supplemented  by  school  records.. 

That  the  study  was  based  on  high  school  rec¬ 
ords  in  no  way  vitiates  the  findings  from  the 
standpoint  of  a  junior  college.  Indeed,  the  in¬ 
creasing  responsibility  and  the  larger  scale  of 
affairs  at  a  junior  college  serve  to  implement 
the  value  of  the  report,  and,  it  would  seem,  in¬ 
crease  the  figures  for  the  percentage  of  student 
leaders  that  rise  above  average  post-college 
positions  and  responsibilities. 

Specifically,  Crowley’s  survey  shows  that  a 
very  considerable  portion  of  the  student  leaders 
had  come  from  the  higher  intelligence  and 
scholastic  levels.  On  the  more  practical  side, 
earnings  of  the  leaders  as  compared  to  all  grad¬ 
uates  averaged  about  one-third  more  than  the 
latter  group.  Higher  ranking  positions  claimed 
almost  twice  as  many  leaders  as  average  grad¬ 
uates,  and  the  percentage  of  unemployment 
among  the  student  leaders  was  decidedly  below 
that  of  all  the  graduates. 

So,  we  may  add  Crowley’s  study  to  many 
another  report  and  opinion  that  responsible 
student  government  is  definitely  worth  the  time 
and  effort  expended  on  its  behalf.

THE  hotel  business  has  un- 
-  dergone  an  amazing 
trimsformation  during  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century  thus  be¬ 
coming  a  very  large  industry, 
namely,  the  eighth  largest  in 
the  whole  country.  This  in¬ 
dustry,  however,  is  dependent 
upon  its  personnel  for  its  exist¬ 
ence. 

Courses  ffi  the  hotel  and  restau¬ 
rant  division  of  the  college  have 
been  thus  designed  to  develop  in 
the  students  the  ability  to  perform 
successfully  on  the  job  and  to'equip 
them,  with  fundamental  and  suffi¬ 
cient  technical  knowledge  to  allow 
for  future  succesrf  in  this  field.  The 
work  given  also  offers  cultural 
background  which  will  greatly 
facilitate  their  placement  in  the 
industrial,  me  of  the  community. 

The  entire  curriculum  has  been 
organized  on  a  practical  and  pro¬ 
ductive  level.  At  the  beginning 
students  are  started  out  with  simple 
performances  of  the  actual  tasks, 
then  are  given  more  complex  duties 
to  prove  their  ability. 

Production  training  is  supple* 
mented  with  related  class  work,  the 
latter  being  presented  by  experts 
currently  employed  in  the  industry 

here  in  San  Francisco.  , - 

PROGRAM  UNIQUE 
The  terminal  program  of  the  ho¬ 
tel  and  restaurant  division  of  the 
college  is  the  only  one  anywhere  of 
junior  college  level.  Of  course 
there  dr e  trade  schools  and  the 
four-year  courses  offered  by  the 


universities. 

One  such  a  course,  which  is  of¬ 
fered  at  Cornell  University,  served 
as  the  pattern  for  the  originators  of 
the  division  here  in  1936. 

At  that  time,  classes  for  the  Ju¬ 
nior  college  students  were  held  at 
Galileo  High.  After  six  mnnpi«  of 
investigation,  the  first  classes  for 
these  courses  were  held  In  March, 
1936.'The  cafeteria  kitchen  at  Gal¬ 
ileo  served  as  their  laboratory  at 
that  time. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  division, 
there  was  a  limited  number  of 
•  courses;  however,  as  time  has 
passed,  a  greater  number  and  more 
<  specialized  courses  have  been  added 
to  the  curriculum. 

ENROLLMENTS  NATION-WIDE 

When  the  division  started  its 
second  year,  it  received  nation-wide 
publicity,  thus  resulting  in  students 
coming  from  all  over  the  United 
States  to  enroll  in  the  class.  Men 
from  the  industry  have  cooperated 
in  this  work  by  contributing  their 
time  in  instructing  the  students  in 
the  various  specialized  fields. 

Last  semester  1.7  per  cent  of  the 
students  registered  in  the  college 
were  enrolled  in  the  hotel  division. 
This  semester,  however,  because  of 
the  national  emergency,  this  per¬ 
centage  has  dropped,  but  only 
slightly. 

As  enrollment  in  this  division  of 
work  is  limited,  applications  should 
be  made  in  advance  to  allow  time 
for  qualifications  of  applicants  to 
be  considered.

THE  Birth  of  the  Blues,  latest  Paramount 
effort  depicting  the  rise  of  jazz  from  a 
raucous  squall  in  New  Orleans’  lower  Basin 
Street  to  the  syncopated  moaning  of  present 
day  “name”  orchestras,  is  a  breezy  little  story 
that  entertains  despite  lacking  a  point,  and 
having  a  hairlike  plot.

as  a  .  vocalist.  The  love  interest  is  in  the  rivalry  be¬ 
tween  Donlevy  and  Crosby  in  their  wooing  of  the  fair 
canary. 

CAROLYN  LEE  BEST  JUVENILE  JeT 

Rochester,  comic  silhouette  of  Jello  fame,  is  Crosby’s 
faithful  side  kick,  stooge  and  duster-offer.  He  and 
Carolyn  Lee,  Hollywood's  latest  juvenile  glamour  girl 
(incidentally,  the  best  yet),  provide  some  amusing 
scenes.  Unlike  Shirley  Temple,  Jane  Withers,  or  the 
other  “cute  babies”  who  have  toddled  across  the  screen 
in  the  past,  Carolyn  doesn’t  try  to  be  sweet.  She 
seems  to  takef  her  acting  very  seriously,  yet  at  times, 
after  delivering  a  line,  a  little  how-did-that-come-out- 
of-me  look  crosses  her  face.  Audiences  eat  it  up  as 
witness  the  refined  lady  sitting  behind  us  who  mur¬ 
mured  to  her  companion: 

“If  she  was  mine  I  wouldn’t  know  whether  to  swat 
the  back  of  her  lap  or  kiss  her.” 

If  she’d  been  talking -about  Mary  Martin  it  would've' 
been  a  tough  question  to  answer,  also. 

Crosby,  who  has  before  proved  his  worth  as  an  actor 
as  well  as  a  singer,  delivers  his  lines  with  the  same 
suaveness  that  add  that  certain,  breezy,  happy -go- 
luck  quality  to  all  his  pictures.  While  Brian  Donlevy 
doesn’t  seem  to  tie  in  with  him  as  naturally  as  Bob 
Hope  does,  he  does  a  fine  bit  of  acting  as  the  brazen 
cavalier.

'■p  most  over-rated  star  in  America,  Miss 
1  Greta  Garbo,  forsakes  her  moth-bails  and 
“I  want  to  be  alone”  seclusion  for  her  latest 
periodic  return  to  the  screen  in  a  little  number 
called  Two-Faced  Woman. 

The  term  “over-rated”  is  no  derogatory  slam  at  Miss 
Garbo's  talents  for  without  any  doubt  she  is  a  very 
competent  actress.  Through  the  years,  however,  an 
aura  of  glamorized  superiority  has  been  woven  around 
the  lady  through  her  consistent  campaign  ot  rugged 
individualism.  The  web  ot  self-inflicted  mystery  that 
surrounds  Garbo  has  seemingly  permeated  her  screen 
personality  in  the  last  few  years;  many  people  includ¬ 
ing  99  per  cent  of  the  critical  gentry  have  been  taken 
in.  To  them,  a  Garbo  appearance  on  the  screen  is  a 
triumph,  a  masterpiece,  an  invincible  portrayal  by  the 
one  and  only.  Obvious  defects  in  performance  or 
story  are  usually  overlooked.

THIS  Wednesday’s  quiz  program  commem¬ 
orating  the  inclusion  of  the  Bill  of  Rights 
into  the  Constitution  points  to  another  mile¬ 
stone  in  the  development  and  usage  of  the  col¬ 
lege  radio  system. 

'  That  the  classroom  broadcasting  network  has 
lain  fallow  in  almost  criminal  dormancy  has 
been  voiced  with  a  certain  claim  for  recogni¬ 
tion  by  some  students.

She  follows,  unknown  to  him  and  on 
the  spur  of  the  moment  invents  the  character  of  a 
twin-sister  ...  a  glamorized,  seductive,  adventuress 
of  the  world.  Then  the  wife  in  the  guise  of  her  non¬ 
existent  sister  sets  out  after  Douglas  to  teach  him  a 
few  lessons.  The  plot,  if  we’re  not  mistaken,  has 
served  duty  before  many  times.  Only  a  week  ago, 
M.G.M.  released  a  film  called  The  Chocolate  Soldier 
that  was  motivated  by  a  similar  theme  .  .  .  husband 
disguised  as  another  man  to  test  wife. 

With  a  none-too-original  script,  the  picture  is  de¬ 
veloped  by  George  Cuker  in  over-exaggerated  style. 
The  values  of  subtlities  are  entirely  lost  as  gusty

True,  there  are  humorous  moments.  Most  of  these 
occur  during  the  excellent  series  of  scenes  between 
Garbo  in  the  seductive,  personification  of  her  own 
sister and  Douglas.

The  film  also  suffers  because  of  an  obvious  approxi¬ 
mation  to  situations  in  Garbo’s  last  film  Ninochkia. 
The  champagne  scene  in  which  Garbo  emerges  tipsy 
was  done  with  better  effect  in  Ninochkia.  Some  ex¬ 
cellent  stunt  falls  by  a  skier  makes  up  an  abrupt 
climax.

But  we  spend  very  considerable 
sums  of  money  for  football  and 
other  student  activities.  Although  I 
think  that  our  college  would  not 
be  worthy  of  its  name  or  any  name, 
if  it  did  not  have  a  respectable 
football  team,  I  do  not  understand 
why  prestige  must  be  bought  at 
the  price  of  health  of  the  whole 
student  body.  If  the  money  is  there 
for  one  purpose,  at  least  just  as 
essential. 

Maybe  the  editor  of  The  Guards¬ 
man  could  write  an  article  or  two 
about  this  subject.  Maybe  our  stu¬ 
dent  body  president,  Mr.  Haesloop, 
could  show  us  that  he  is  a  man  of 
action,  representative  of  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  student  body.

Students  who  are  majors  in  this 
field  have  two  lectures  weekly  and 
one  laboratory  period  which  is 
spent  outside  on  various  parts  of 
the  campus. 

On  a  small  scale,  these  students 
do  actual  work  on  surveying  prob¬ 
lems — practical  problems  which  in¬ 
volve  varied  instruments  such  as 
the  tape,  transit,  and  others. 

The  curriculum  offered  here  Is 
on  the  same  level  as  that  which  is 
given  at  the  University  of  Califor¬ 
nia. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  semester 
the  entering  students  in  the  sur¬ 
veying  classes  are  first  taught  how 
to  use  the  tape.  The  aforementioned 
explains  the  interesting  pheno¬ 
menon  that  arrests  the  attention 
of  every  passerby  in  the  first  days 
when  the  walks  along  Ocean  Ave¬ 
nue  are  filled  with  students  using 
long  tapes  to  measure  the  length 
of  these  walks. 

Surveying,  as  was  mentioned  be¬ 
fore,  may  ‘be  either  terminal  or 
university  transfer,  in  which  case 
four  years  Is  the  minimum  time 
required. 

In  the  terminal  work  after  one 
year  has  been  completed,  a  sum¬ 
mer  session  or  trip  is  required  at 
which  time  students  go  to  another 
college  where  this  work  is  given. 
Next  summer,  the  students  from  the 
college  will  probably  go  to  Sacra¬ 
mento  Junior  College,  according  to 
Cecil  Aggeler,  instructor  in  this 
division.  This  part  of  their  work  is 
somewhat  a  field  trip  where  they 
learn  to  master  surveying  problems 
on  a  large-scale. 

Map  drafting  and  all  the  prob¬ 


lems  involved  in  this  is  taken  up  in 
the  second  year's  work  here  at  the 
college.  An  instrument  which  aids 
in  computing  the  area  ot  the  map  is 
the  planimeter.  Aggeler  explained 
that  the  making  of  maps  ot  the 
areas  which  have  been  surveyed 
is  essential  and  the  planimeter  is 
invaluable  in  this  process. 

Laboratories  and  equipment  for 
this  department  are  complete  and 
very  valuable  to  them.  The  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  college  is  ideal  for  the 
surveying  sfbdents  because  the 
work  in  the  course  calls  for  rolling 
expanses  as  well  as  level  territory 
to"  ^learn  the  use  of  their  instru¬ 
ments.

Since  the  problem  is  excess  spendable  funds,  the 
cure  lies  in  the  direction  of  “mopping  up”  the;  extra 
income  before  it  results  in  higher  prices,  or  else  of 
preventing  wage  and  price  increases  by  legal  prohibi¬ 
tions.  The  solutions  in  outline  are: 

First,  higher  taxes,  both  income  and  sales  taxes. 

Second,  greater  savings,  either  voluntary  thru  de¬ 
fense  bonds,  or  an  enforced  plan  using  payroll  de¬ 
ductions. 

Third,  limitation  of  wage  and  price  increases. 

There  are  two  major  schools  of  opinion  in  America 
as  to  these  solutions.  The  "Voluntary  School”  believes 
that  there  should  be  no  system  of  government  con¬ 
trols.  They  prefer  heavier  taxes  and  voluntary  sav¬ 
ings.  Nothing  could  be  worse  than  arbitrary  govem-

THE  good  citizens  of  California  have  learned 
(the  bitter  way)  that  earthquakes  are  not 
amenable  to  man’s  desires,  but  must  be  out¬ 
witted  by  careful  planning  and  a  healthy  re¬ 
spect  for  their  destructive  potency. 

Inflation  is  to  economics  what  earthquakes  are  to 
the  field  of  geology.  Once  let  Inflation  get  under  way, 
and  the  weak  economic  structures  will  be  seen  to  col¬ 
lapse  in  ruinous  manner.  To  see  what  happens  take 
German  experience  in  1923:

were  running  three  shifts  a  day.  As  the  flood  of  money 
was  released,  prices  did  the  natural  thing,  rising  sharp¬ 
ly.  Soon  a  quart  of  milk  cost  a  million  marks,  a  good 
dinner  ten  million  marks.  And  each  day  the  prices 
rose  as  the  government  poured  new  paper  notes  into 
the  hands  of  the  people. 

A  typical  German  of  the  middle  class  was  .ruined  by 
this  inflation.  The  savings  and  investments  whiA 
were  to  provide  for  his  old  age  were  virtually  con¬ 
fiscated.  For  if  Fritz  Schmidt  had  saved  ten  thousand 
marks  in  the  years  before  the  war,  he  now  found  that 
the  value  of  the  savings  was  reduced  practically  to 
zero— indeed  he  was  lucky  if  the  ten  thousand  marks 
would  buy  one  slice  of  bread,  let  alone  a  loaf! 

Obviously  the  United  States  is  not  in  for  this  sort 
of  inflation  right  now.  We  won’t  print  paper  money. 
But  we  don’t  have  to  do  that  in  order  to  have  a  full- 
fledged  earthquake  of  inflation.  Lying  idle  in  eur 
banks  for  a  decade  have  been  billions  of  dollars  of 
idle  funds,  unused  during  the  depression.  Suddenly 
the  government  needed  billions  for  defense.  The  gov¬ 
ernment  borrowed,  putting  the  idle  credit  to  work. 
These  were  paid  out  through  corporations  as  wages 
to  defense  workers.  As  these  workers  flocked  to  stores 
to  spend  their  new  incomes,  other  industries  expanded 
to  supply  them.  Soon  the  spectre  of  shortages  ap¬ 
peared.  The 'scarcity  of  materials  and  labor  prevented 
a  marked  rise  in  volume  of  civilian  goods,  so  that  we 
have  reached  this  impasse:  with  virtually  unlimited 
new  purchasing  power  our  people  are  trying  to  buy 
a  fixed  (or  even  declining)  quantity  of  consumable 


economic  freedom  as  this  country  has  known  it,  this 
group  says.  And  without  such  dictatorial  powers  they 
contend  no  system  of  price  controls  could  work.  Some 
of  these  writers  even  contend  that  -no  price  limita¬ 
tions  could  work  in  the  U.S.  no  matter  how  great  the 
legal  ^powers  .of  the  government  to  intervene.  They 
point  to  our  experiments  under  Prohibition  as  proof  of 
the  absurdity  of  regulation  by  law  of  a  matter  in¬ 
volving  the  whole  populace. 

The  second  school  of  thought  is  ardently  in  favor 
of  government  controls.  They  take  the  attitude  “You 
had  better  do  it,  and  do  it  soon,  or  it  will  be  too  bad.” 
But  "they  disagree  as  to  how  far  the  controls  must  ex¬ 
tend.  Some  want  all  prices,  wages,  rents,  and  farm 
prices  to  be  included.  This  group  claims  that  there 
must  be  “over-all"  limits.  They  point  out  that  if  an 
exception  is  made  for  wages  and  farm  prices  soon 
other  groups  will  demand  similar  exemption,  and  the 
whole  experiment  will  fail.  When  they  are  charged 
with  favoring  government  "dictation”  they  answer 
that  lY we  pursue  a  policy  of  drift  we  will  experience 
a  calamitoiErpnce  Tlse,  wiping  out  persons  on  fixed 
incomes,  and  that  we  will  head  straight  for  a  depres¬ 
sion  that  will  dwarf  the  1929  collapse. 

.At  present  public  opinion  (especially  Congressional 
sentiment)  seems  unwilling  to  go  sanction  complete 
controls.  But  while  the  debate  continues,  economists 
are  warning  that  there  is  no  time  to  waste  if  controls 
are  to  be  attempted.  And  they  remind  the  country 
that  once  the  earthquake  of  inflation  has  begun  it  is 
too  late  to  improvise  protection.  ,

which  would  inevitably  arise  is  a  question  for 
the  Delphic  Oracle. 

The  inocuous  sounding  phrase  “To  regulate 
commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the 
several  states,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes,” 
which  has  been  the  foundation  of  many  a  mo¬ 
mentous  Supreme  Court  decision,  was  also  the 
basis  for  this  latest  bit  of  judicial  counterpoint 

Justice  Byrnes  wrote  the  main  court  decision 
with  this  thesis,  a  concurring  opinion  by  Justice 
Robert  H.  Jackson  broadened  the  scope  of  the 
award,  when  the  new  justice  expressed  the  be¬ 
lief  that  various  laws  approaching  the  outlines 
of  the  “Anti-Okie”  legislation,  are  quite  prob¬ 
ably  also  unconstitutional. 

These  laws  in  general  involve  excessively 
arbitrary  use  of  the  term  “citizen”  and  the  treat¬ 
ment  and  privileges  of  citizens. 

Examples  of  this  type  of  legislation  are  as¬ 
tounding. 

Idaho,  last  year,  passed  a  law  which  forbids 
local  boards  to  spend  money  lor  the  education 
of  children  living  in  migratory  labor  camps. 

New  York  has  a  “deportation”  law  under 
which  25,000  poor  persons  are  said  to  have 
been  deported  to  the  states  from  which  they 
originated. 

An  Iowa  “warning  out”  law  states  that  per¬ 
sons  suspected  of  being  about  to  apply  for  relief 
may  be  served  with  a  legal  notice  by  the  sheriff 
of  his  county  that  he  is  not  a  citizen  of  that 
county  and  must  leave  it. 

Special  citizenship  in  a  county  is  new  to  us. 
It’s  also  a  “new  one”  to  the  Constitution.  While

Your  College  Presents 

By  Iwiim  Hayworth 

A  STUDENT  opinion  survey  taken  of  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  the  parasitology '  class 
hold  unanimously  that  the  laboratory  techni¬ 
cians  course  is  the  most  practical  of  all  the  cur¬ 
riculum  offered  in  the  college. 

Several  reasons  substantiating  these  preferences  were 
cited  by  these  students.  .  ' 

The  parasitology  course  is  excellent  to  teach  stu¬ 
dents  to  make  self  analysis  and  examination.  They 
learn  to  discern  whether  they  are  afflicted  by  any 
parasite  which  may  be  the  direct  cause  of  ill  health 
or  carriers  of  these  parasites. 

The  method  by  which  the  subject  matter  is  given 
enables  the  student  to  fully  grasp  every  minute  detail 
of  it.  This  is  accomplished  by  continued  reviews  of 
material  covered  in  class.  The  theory  of  the  curric¬ 
ulum  is  taught  in  the  tri-weekly  lectures. 

Two  men  in  the  parasitology  class  pointed  out  an¬ 
other  point  in  favor  of  the  course  as  being  very  prac¬ 
tical  for  any  men  who  are  subject  in  the  very  near 
future  to  the  Selective  Service  Act,  as  the  Army  has 
very  definite  needs  for  parasitologists. 

Although  pre-nursing  and  pre-medical  students  have 
in  their  required  curricula  courses  comparable  to  those 
in  the  laboratory  technicians  studies,  parasitology  will 
prove  invaluable  to  them.  Several  students  in  the  for¬ 
merly  mentioned  division  are  enrolled  in  these  classes. 
FIRST  APPEARANCE  IN  SEPTEMBER 
As  a  result  of  student  demand,  this  special  course 
for  laboratory  technicians  was  begun  this  semester 
under  the  sponsorship  of  and  by  Dr.  Glen  Noble, 
chairman  of  the  Biology  department. 

The  future  success  ef  this  newly  added  department 
depends  upon  new  state  regulations  for  laboratory 
technicians.  One  such  requirement  is  an  AJL  degree 
before  any  student  can  become  a  licensed  technician 
In  this  Held  or  a  doctor’s  assistant. 

Before  this  division  was  added  in  the  curriculum, 
however,  the  courses  offered  for  aspiring  technicians 
was  only  preparatory,  and  according  to  Dr.  Noble, 
success  at  this  early  stage  of  the  game  is  marked,  as 
there  are  a  number  of  Students  anxious  to  enroll  in

and  unknown,  as  doctors  themselves  rarely  specialize 
in  this  field  along  with 'their  work. 

ILLUSTRATING  WORK 

In  the  parasitology  class,  jstudents  learn  not  only 
how  to  recognize  dfferent  microscopic  slides,  but  also 
how  to  make  these  slides  for  their  work  in  the  labor¬ 
atory.  Examples  of  their  work  will  include  study  of 
malaria,  sleeping  sickness,  -protozoa  infection,  para¬ 
sitic  worms  which  are  found  in  the  human  intestines, 
blood,  and  may  even  be  found  in  any  organ  of  the 
body,  and  other  like  material. 

-  The  slide  material  which  is  made  available  for  stu¬ 
dent  use  in  these  courses  is  obtained  from  supply 
houses,  downtown  hospitals,  other  laboratory  techni¬ 
cians,  and  the  individual  students  themselves.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  this  parasitology  class  make  self-examinations 
about  once  every  two  weeks.  Practically  every  stu¬ 
dent  is  found  to  have  present  in  his  system  some 
parasite. 

STUDENTS  KNOW  BY  PARASITIC  NAME 
One  woman  in  this  group  remarked  that  each  per¬ 
son  was  known  to  his  fellow  students  in  the  «•«»—  not 
by  his  own  name,  but  by  the  name  of  the  parasite 
which  he  was  found  either  to  be  afflicted  with  or  a 
carrier.  One  feminine  member  of  the  group  goes  by 
the  name  of  “Unknown,”  because  up  until  the  present 
time,  she  has  discovered  no  sucb  bug  in  her  system.” 

The  cafeteria  workers  are  serving  as  material  for 
experiments  for  these  potential  technicians  who  are 
searching  for  any  parasites  in  the  group. 

Other  courses  taken  by  these  students  are  seriology, 
study  of  serum  reactions  as  applied  to  laboratory 
diagnosis  of  communicable  diseases.  Hematology, 
another,  is  a  study  of  the  blood.  Bacteriology  50  is 
an  advanced  study  of  eteologic  agents  of  infectious 
diseases,  cultural  methods  used  In  their  treatment, 
immunity,  and  pathology. 

In  closing  the  discussion  for  today,  according  to  Dr. 
Noble,  “It  takes  two  years  at  the  present  time  to  com¬ 
plete  the  Moratory  technicians  course,  however,  in 
the  future,  lour  years  of  work  may  be  required.”

The  following  instructions  and 
regulations  for  air  raids  have  been 
released  through  Dean  Edwin  C.

WARNING  SIGNAL 

Continuous  ringing  of  classroom 
bells  for  the  period  of  at  least  two 
minutes. 

All  students  must  stand  at  the 
warning  signal  and  be  ready  to 
leave  the  room  as  soon  as  the  in¬ 
structor  has  secured  the  door  wide 
open.  Leave  all  books  and  loose 
articles  in  the  room  as  yt  will -be., 
impossible  for  you  to  keep  them 
j  with  you  in  the  halls. 

exit  from  rooms 

All  students  will  proceed  to  the 
r  corridor.  Those  in  the  basement 
(with  the  exception  of  those  in  the 
cafeteria),  first  and  second  floors 
will  remain  in  the  .corridor  in  front 
of  their  classrooms  under  the  im- 
*’  mediate  supervision  of  their  in- 
1,-  structor.  Those  on  the  third  floor 
will  proceed  as  follows:

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Bible  Of  Democracy 

The  Newspaper 

Now,  when  events  in  the  day’s  news  supreme¬ 
ly  occupy  the  world,  these  words  by  a  distin¬ 
guished  educator,  Robert  Gordon  Sproul,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  University  of  California,  seem  quite 
pertinent."  It  is  but  few  who  realize  how  great 
and  unfailing  a  service  the  press  of  the  nations 
performs  in  peace  and  war, — The  Editor. 

DESPITE  the  popular  adage,  I  tend  to  believe 
what  I  read  in  the  newspapers.  I  find  that 
they  are  a  surprisingly  accurate  current  history 
of  events  in  those  fields  of  which  1  have  some 
knowledge,  and  I  am  disposed,  therefore,  to 
trust  them  in  fields  where  my  ignorance  is  more 
profound. 

I  read  and  ponder  the  newspapers  wherever  I. 
may  happen  to  be,  holding  that  there  is  no 
truer  index  of  a  community  than  its  public 
press.  I  may  not  like  the  choice  of  news  items, 
I  may  not  agree  with  the  editorials,  but  I  judge 
the  people  by  their  paper  because  I  know  that 
newspapermen  as  a  class  make  every  effort  to 
get  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but 
the  truth,  whatever  may  be  the  difficulties  or 
dangers  of  that  always  difficult  and  dangerous 
task. 

Newspapers  today  are  more  than  business 
enterprises  organized  for  the  profit  to  be  gained 
from  the  sale  of  advertising  and  subscriptions. 
They  have  established  themselves  as  institutions 
in  which  the  acceptance  of  lesser  service  than 
the  public  service  is  betrayal  of  a  public  trust. 
Not  all,  of  course,  measure  up  to  this  high  Stand¬ 
ard.  ■ 

Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  there  are  still 
some  newspapers  whose  insatiable  appetite  for 
circulation  over-powers  conscience  and  drives 
ideals  into  hiding.  And  there  are  others  which, 
under  pressure  from  advertisers  or  the  business 
office  distort,  suppress,  or  manufacture  news. 
But  these  are  the  exceptions. 

In  the  development  of  public  opinion  news¬ 
papers  play  an  indispensable  part.  Without  them 
democracy  could  not  endure  in  large  countries 
like  the  United  States  and  Canada;  for  without 
them  the  electorate  would  not  be  informed  of 
the  facts  with  which  politics  must  deal,  and  on 
which  education  must  be  founded.  “The  news¬ 
paper”  is,  says  Walter  Lippmann,  in  all  literal¬ 
ness  the  Bible  of  democracy,  the  book  out  of 
which  a  people  determines  its  conduct.  It  is 
the  only  serious  book  most  people  read.  It  is 
the  only  book  they  read  every  day.  Great  indeed 
is  the  power  of  the  press  and  the  responsibility 
That  goes  withr  that -power.

THAT  proverbial  axiom  “the  story’s  the 
thing”  sa  widely  mah-handled  by  the  criti¬ 
cal  gentry  receives  a  commanding  death  blow 
by  the  superb  John  Ford  picturization  of  Rich- 
ard  Llewellyn’s  How  Green  Was  My  Valley. 

Even  we  were  guilty  of  expressing  our  fundamental 
belief  in  "sturdy  story”  as  the  true  test  of  a  motion 
picture.  We  apologize  and  withdraw  our  statement. 
How  Green  Was  My  Valley  has  no  basic  story  or  plot 
as  we  commonly  see  it.  Instead,  the  picture  is  built' 
around  a  series  of  intimate  glimpses  into  the  existence 
of  a  Welsh  family,  glimpses  that  follow  no  fixed 
pattern,  but  dart  hither  and  yon. 

ACTION  REVOLVES  AROUND  MINES 
,  Each  episode  is  almost  a  portrait,  beautifully  tuted 
and  molded,  blending  into  a  powerful  continuity  with 
the  imposing  structure  of  the  Welsh  coal  mines  fixed 
as  a  stationary  core  to  hold  the  magnificent  segments 
together  much  as  a  magnet  reacts  upon  iron  filings 
And  yet,  despite  its  non-conformity  to  traditional 
story-form  on  the  screen,  the  picture  is  almost  un¬ 
believably  brilliant.  For  once  the  most  compliment  ,ry 
adjectives  may  be  pulled  out  Of  hiding  and  admin¬ 
istered  without  fear  of  contradiction.  In  distributing 
laurels,  one  must  of  necessity  give  Director  John 
Ford  the  lion’s  share.  It  was  his  genius  that  produced 
genuine  warmth  and  humanness.  Such  elements  are 
not  easy  things  to  conjure  out  of  a  script  and  project 
upon  a  screen. (  Ford  did  it.  His  direction  is  sensitive, 
sensing  and  depicting  all  the  nuances  of  human  ex¬ 
perience.  The  film  abounds  in  little  touches  of  rare 
humor  that  spring  spontaneously  into  life  throughout 
the  story.  It  is  Ford’s  handling  of  the  splendid  material 
that  makes  such  moments  memorable. 

FLAWLESS  SUPPORT  GIVEN  FORD 

In  motivating  the  simple  tale  of  the  Morgan  clan 
with  proper  pace  and  beautiful  fluidity,  Ford  has 
been  aided  by  flawless  support.  Photography  of  nn 
exquisite  perfection  that  will  catch  at  your  throat  Is  a 
haunting  pictorial  accompanying  agent  to  Ford’s  mas¬ 
ter  story-telling.  The  setting  of  a  Welsh  village  ;md 
its  crowning  coal-mine,  expertly  recreated  by  2Uth 
Century-Fox  adds  authenticity  and  vigor.  Music  that 
remains  with  the  spectator  after  he  leaves  the  theater 
is  presented  by  the  stirring  Welsh  choir,  singing  their 
traditional  country-ballads.  An  accompanying  musical 
scenario  by  Alfred  Newman  catches  the  spirit  of  the 
picture  completing  the  trio  of  behind  the  scene  de¬ 
partments  that  blend  talents  so  notably  in  this  instance. 

It  is  difficult  to  discover  any  “best-scene’  ;  such  a 
high  standard  of  uniformity  runs  throughout  that  one 
scene  rarely  eclipses  another.  Neither  is  there-  any¬ 
thing  to  distract. 

STORY  EXPRESSED  THROUGH  HUW 
The  narrative  of  How  Green  Was  My  Valley  is  seen 
through  the  eyes  of  Huw,  youngest  son  of  Mr.  Morgan 
as  he  reviews  his  life  in  the  valley.  As  his  mind 
wanders  into  the  past,  all  the  dead  scenes  glow  to  life, 
dead  friends,  departed  friends  reenact  their  roles  in 
Huw’s  boyhood.  Sturdy  father  fighting  to  hold  his 
brood  of  sons  together;  the  heart  of  his  home,  mother 
with  her  cheerful  determination  and  fighting  courage; 
his  coal-mining  brother  struggling  against  the  injustice 
of  man  to  forge  meager  livings  from  the  earth;  sister 
Angharad  with  her  hopeless  love-affair  with  preacher 
Gruffydd  who  will  “not  marry  a  woman  and  drag 
her  into  the  poverty  of  his  home”;  all  and  more  pass 
in  a  fascinating  cavalcade  through  the  cinematic 
pages  of  Mr.  Ford’s  masterpiece. 

Other  vivid  recollections  from  Huw’s  youth  .  .  .  the 
night  he  and  mother  fell  in  the  pool  and  he  lost  the 
use  of  his  frozen  legs,  the  day  kindly  Mr.  Gruffydd 
taught  him  to  walk  again-  the  horrors  of  that  mine 
strike,  the  first  day  he  attended  school  and  was  un¬ 
mercifully  treated,  the  proud  morning  he  marched  off 
to  the  mine  with  his  brothers  to  dig  for  his  living 
against  father's  wishes,  the  climaxing  horror  when  a 
mine  cave-in  caught  father  ...  all  are  caught  with 
rare  understanding  by  Ford. 

A  cast  without  one  weak  member  bring  to  life 
Richard  Llewellyn’s  characters.  Such  performers  as 
Walter  Pidgeon  as  the  minister,  Donald  Crisp  as  Mr.

ACCORDING  to  Boake  Carter 
the  first  casualty  during 
wartime  is  truth.

In  the  pursuance  of  a  struggle  such 
as  the  present  one,  a  struggle  in  which 
the  enemy  is  powerful  and  resource¬ 
ful,  there  must  of  necessity  be  re¬ 
verses  for  the  defending  forces. 
Usually  these  reverses  are  initial  or 
mark  the  first  phase  of  the  war.  This, 
at  least,  was  the  case  in  all  the  other 
similar  conflicts.

Seven  Rules 

This  advice  for  maintaining  civilian  morale 
gathered  by  Associated  Collegiate  Press  from 
Dr.  Lee  of  Northwestern  is  as  practical  and  sen¬ 
sible  as  any  we  have  yet  seen.  It  is  worthy  of 
serious  attenion. — The  Editor. 

SEVEN  rules  for  maintaining  wartime  civilian 
morale  have  been  outlined  by  Dr.  Irving  J. 
Lee  of  Northwestern  University,  an  expert  on 
the  psychology  of  anxiety.  For  a  number  of  - 
years  Dr.  Lee  has  applied  the  principles  back 
of  these  rules  to  many  cases  of  stage  fright 
with  amazing  success. 

“The  position  of  many  Americans  today,”  he 
points  out,  “is  analogous  to  that  experienced  in 
stage  fright.  This  situation,  if  permitted  to  con¬ 
tinue,  might  lead  to  a  deterioration  of  civilian 
morale.” 

Points  to  be  remembered  by  all  civilians  dur¬ 
ing  the  crisis  are: 

1.  Center  your  attention  on  your  task-at- 
hand  and  seek  new  ways  of  helping. 

2.  Don’t  feel  that  the  whole  burden  rests  on 
you.  Just  do  something,  however  small,  and 
the  net  result  will  be  great. 

3.  Worrying  about  a  situation  dissipates  your 
energy,  leads  to  more  worry,  and  saps  your 
efficiency  for  necessary  work. 

4.  Don’t  expect  too  much.  Prepare  for  bad 
news.  It  isn’t  the  pain,  but  the  surprise  coming 
of  the  pain  that  hurts.  Remember  that  the 
anticipation  of  danger  has  a  protective  effect. 

5.  Question  all  rumors.  Don’t  let  them  affect 
you  emotionally. 

6.  Trust  those  in  authority.  They  are  the 
only  ones  in  a  position  to  know  the  facts. 

7.  Don’t  worry  near  children.  They  are  easily 
excitable  and  spread  anxiety  quickly. 

Just  as  an  inexperienced  public  speaker  al¬ 
lows  his  worry  about  the  audience  or  his  own 
failings  to  distract  his  thoughts  from  the  talk 
he  is  to  make*  so  many  civilians  dissipate  their 
energies  worrying  about  conditions  they  cannot 
control  and  lose  their  effectiveness  for  neces¬ 
sary  duties.  ' 

Civilians  often  worry  so  much  about  war  con¬ 
ditions  that  they  lose  efficiency  in  their  work 
and  their  personal  lives.  This  increases  their 
anxiety.  Any  prolongation  of  worry  leads  first 
to  inefficiency,  then  to  personal  breakdown.  At 
a  time  when  America  needs  the  full  efficiency 
-  of  everyone,  it  is  essential  that  we  realize  what 
our  immediate  task  is  and  do  not  allow  worry  to 
distract  us.

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Corsican  Brothers  .  . , 
Dumas  a  la  Hollywood 

SjaectAtOt  .  .  *  but  very  good 

SWASH-BUCKLING  sword  and  cloak  drama 
can  be  either  brilliant  screen  fare  or  dismal 
corn,  depending  strictly  upon  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  treated,  directed,  and  performed. 

Edward  Small’s  production  of  The  Corsican  Brothers 
veers  toward  the  former  extreme  thanks  to  a  par¬ 
ticularly  fascinating  story  and  to  some  nice  direction 
by  Gregory  Ratoff  that  successfully  bridges  the  pit- 
falls  of  costume  drama  .  ,  .  over  exaggerated  absurd¬ 
ities  in  action  or  immature  story  development  that 
hides  under  the  enveloping  cloud  of  this  self-same 
emphasis  upon  action. 

Both  story  weaknesses  and  physical  absurdities  are 
done  away  with  nicely  here.  The  script,  adapted  freely 
from  an  Alexander  Dumas  story  (freely  in  this  in¬ 
stance  covering  quite  a  lot  of  territory),  is  still  based 
on  an  intriguing  story  premise,  the  possibilities  that 
exist  in  a  separation  of  Siamese  twins  at  birth  by 
surgery  and  resultant  experiences  of  these  two  identi¬ 
cal  brothers,  separated  throughout  life  yet  bearing 
physic  bonds  between  them  that  carry  through  the 
intervening  elements  of  time  and  space. 

NOT  SO  INCREDIBLE 

_  It  sounds  like  a  wildly  improbable  tale;  yet,  as  in¬ 
terpreted  by  Gregory  Ratoff  and  given  persuasive  life 
by  Douglas  Fairbanks,  Jr.,  the  theme  of  dual  co¬ 
identity  maintains  an  air  of  solid  reality  and  surges 
on  in  quite  thriUing  fashion  within  plausible  bounds. 

The  magic  of  trick  photography  reaches  foil  ma¬ 
turity  In  Hie  Corsican  Brothers  and  adds  to  the  en¬ 
joyment  of  the  film.  Such  amazing  effects  as  Douglas 
Fairbanks  fighting  himself,  hitting  himself  on  the 
chin,  carrying  his  own  body  In  his  arms  prove  camera 
highlights  in  n  film  that  manages  to  present  a  fairly 
consistent  series  of  highlights. 

The  story  revolves  around  a  family  feud  in  those 
good  old  Corsican  days  when  a  family  pitted  its  all  in 
bitter  strife  against  a  hated  rival  family  group.  The 
Colonna  faction  swoops  down  upon  the  Franchi  family 
members  during  a  celebration  honoring  the  birth  of 
twins  to  the  Franchi  head.  A  massacre  occurs,  wiping 
out  all  Franchi  members  with  the  exception  of  the 
newly  born  twins.  A  faithful  family  doctor  smuggles 
the  boys  out  of  the  castle  and  away  to  safety.  The 
doctor  had  previously  performed  an  operation,  separ¬ 
ating  the  Siamese-born  children. 

BANDIT  AND  GENTLEMAN  APART 

One  boy  grows  up  in  the  wild  Corsican  forests  as  a 
bandit;  thev-other  receives  the  genteel  care  of  aristo¬ 
cratic  foster-parents  in  Paris,  each  unknown  tp  the 
other.  AND  yet — a  bond  exists  between  the  two.  A 
strong  emotion  of  one  will  be  transmitted  through 
distance  into  the  heart  of  the  other.  Fear,  pain,  love 
all  exist  in  identical  thrusts;  the  pain  of  one  is  the 
pain  of  the  other. 

Their  ultimate  reuniting  to  fight  the  Colonna  clan, 
despoilers  of  Corsica  and  their  love  for  the  same 
woman  make  for  a  first-class  story  in  both  situation 
and  climax. 

Doug  Fairbanks,  Jr.,  whose  resemblance  to  his  late 
father  is  often  startling,  gives  the  best  performances 
in  his  career  as  the  twin  brothers.  He  draws  a  nice 
line  between  the  pair.  Akim  Tamiroff  comes  danger¬ 
ously  close  to  stealing  the  entire  picture  and  is  pre¬ 
vented  from  doing  so  only  by  the  scope  of  Fairbanks 
roles.  As  Baron  Colonna,  he  is  a  subtle  combination 
of  joviality  and  sheer  menace.  He  is  a  most  enjoyable 
villain.  As  the  heroine  constantly  in  dire  straits,  Ruth 
Warrick  presents  an  attractive  cameo  appearance,  but 
a  very  cold  one.  A  trifle  less  dignity  and  more  vivacity 
would  have  rendered  her  role  more  pleasant.  Excel¬ 
lent  support  is  given  by  H.  B.  Warner  as  the  family 
doctor  and  friend,  John  Emery  as  Colonna's  cousin 
and  by  Henry  Wilcoxin,  J.  Carroll  Naish,  and  Gloria 
Holden. 

We  think  The  Corsican  Brothers  will  please  many, 
displease  bnt  few.  It  la  spirited  adventure  of  the 
better  sort.

SINCE  people  nationwide 
are  particularly  concerned 
how  they  can  aid  in  the  present 
emergency,  it  seems  very  fit¬ 
ting  to  close  the  columns  for 
this  semester  in  Your  College 
Presents  by  telling  how  our 
college  is  helping  in  the  na¬ 
tional  defense  program. 

-  Ail.  the  courses  described  today 
are  not  additions,  but  were  in  the 
curriculum  already.  It  would  be 
well  to  note  how  the  training 
which  is  offered  will  aid  in  the 
cause  of  the  defense  of  the  nation. 

Foremost  in  the  list  of  these  de¬ 
fense  courses  offered  here  is  the 
Civilian  Pilot  Training  course  un¬ 
der  the  direcUon  and  supervision 
of  Major  George  Richards.  Since 
war  was  declared,  and  the  ban 
placed  on  the  actual  flight  instruc¬ 
tion  within  a  one-hundred  mile 
radius  of  San  Francisco,  primary 
students  in  this  curriculum  have 
been  sent  to  Furnace  Creek  in 
Death  Valley  for  this  training,  and 
the  second  semester  students  have 
been  sent'  to  Susanville.  All  of 
these  students  left  San  Francisco 
on  ChristmaS“’Bve  of  last  year  for 
this  training. 

Regardless  of  the  curtailment  of 
flying  facilities,  which  may  still  be 
effective  next  semester,  courses  for 
these  air  defenders  of  the  nation 
will  be  given.  Because  of  the  crisis 
at  hand,  it  Is  probable  that  the 
present  quota  of  students  enrolled 
may  be  raised  to  satisfy  the  vast 


demand  for  such  Instruction. 

Because 1  of  tHe  need  for  em¬ 
ployees  in  defense  industries,  there 
are  openings  of  every  kind  in  civil 
service  positions.  According  to  one 
of  the  instructors  in  this  division, 
there  is  a  great  demand  for  persons 
with  stenographic  ability.  When 
made  known  to  the  department, 
these  openings  will  either  be  pub¬ 
lished  or  listed  on  the  bulletin 
board,  and  if  anyone  is'  interested 
in  this  field,  he  should  contact 
Lloyd  Luckmann,  chairman  of  the 
division. 

Also  falling  in  the  same  category 
'  as  the  civil  service  defense  posi¬ 
tions  is  the  growing  demand  for 
students  who  can  do  typing,  short¬ 
hand,  accounting,  and  office  ma¬ 
chine  work. 

Incidentally,  Mr.  Buck  Private,  of 
the  U.  S.  Army,  has  a  much  better 
chance  of  being  commissioned  if  he 
is  equipped  with  business  training, 
most  important  of  which  is  typing 
ability.  The  business  department 
is  offering,  beginning  next  semester, 
a  business  coufte  which  may  be 
finished  in  six  weeks,  or  if  stu¬ 
dents  prefer,  a  full  semester  may 
be  taken  to  complete  it. 

Since  engineers  are  the  itfinds  be¬ 
hind  the  building  of  tanks,  ships, 
roads;  bridges,  and  all  like  equip¬ 
ment  and  improvements  in  time  of 
both  war  and  peace,  the  engineer¬ 
ing  program  of  the  college  is  in¬ 
valuable  in  teaching  these  students 
— .  blue-print  reading,  drafting,  draw¬ 
ing  and  similar  technical  skills. 

In  the  army,  there  is  always  a 
demand  for  engineers  to  make  the 


plans  for  The  layout  oT  roads,  war 
maps  and  all  the  other  essential 
plans  which  are  invaluable  toUrmy 
maneuvers. 

Another  part  of  the  Engineering 
curriculum,  namely,  radio  tech¬ 
nology,  plays  its  bit  by  training 
students  in  the  field  of  radio  de¬ 
signing,  construction,  repairing, 
and  the  operation  of  receiving  sets 
and  transmitters.  Trained  men  In 
this  division  will  be  of  value  In  the 
Signal  Corps  of  the  service. 

Students  graduating  from  the 1 
peace  officers  program  will  be  a 
boon  to  the  police  and  officials  in 


charge  of  civilian  defense,  as  they 
will  have  had  the  required  train¬ 
ing  for  positions  such  as  air  raid 
wardens  and  guard  duty  during 
emergencies. 

Courses  in  laboratory  technique 
and  the  pre-nursing  curriculum,  of 
course  rate  highly  in  civilian  de¬ 
fense  preparation.  The  army  has 
very  definite  needs  for  parasitol¬ 
ogists,  and  even  if  the  pre-nursing 
students  haven’t  completed  their 
training,  they  have  had  enough 
practical  training  to  administer 
first  aid  both  in  the  army  and  on 
the  borne  front.

Natiopal  Defense  has  finally 
killed  the  long-suffering  step  child 
of  our  college.  The  aenemic  life  of 
the  student’s  pet  peeve  has  finally 
been  mercifully  extinguished.  Ru¬ 
mor  has  it  that  the  hello  plaque 
has  been  murdered  by  the  priorities 
board. 

Nursed  through  three  semesters 
of  malnutriUon  by  the  members  of 
three  consecutive  Welfare  Commit¬ 
tees,  the  hello  plaque  was  fast 
becoming  a  college  myth.

to  indicate  the  highest  attainable 
silver  that  is  serviceable. 

The  superiority  of  English  silver, 
maintained  by  law,  became  gener¬ 
ally  acknowledged  in  Europe. 
Hence  the  term  sterling  came  to 
mean  pure  or  genuine. 

Paul  Revere  of  Revolutionary 
War  fame,  library  records  disclose, 
was  one  of  the  early  American  en¬ 
gravers  of  silver. 

At  the  present  time,  Mexico  leads 
in  the  production  of  silver  manu¬ 
facturing.  “Since  the  coming  of  the 
Spaniards  to  Mexico,’’  Green  re¬ 
vealed,  “she  has  produced  one-half 
of  all  the  silver  on  the  globe.’* 

That  silver  is  preferred  to  gold  in 
certain  inland  areas  In  Mefeico  and 
South  America,  Green  discovered 
on  his  trip  to  the  Latin  American 
countries  in  the  summer  of  1935. 

“They  certainly  cherish  silver," 
Green  commented.  “Even  the  poor¬ 
est  washerwomen  possess  many 
beautiful  filigreed  necklaces,  which 
have  been  handed  down  from  one 
generation  to  the  next — and  which 
they  wear  constantly!” 

A  similarly  deserving  pride  is  the 
one  with  which  the  college  regards 
some  of  its  silver  possessions,  name¬ 
ly,  the  handsome  trophy  cups  on 
display  in  the  cases  of  the  main 
corridors.  ••

Silver  in  its  various  forms  is  de¬ 
cidedly  an  integral  part  of  modern 
daily  requirements.  Since  its  dis¬ 
covery  and  early  usage  as  a  medium 
of  exchange,  ways  of  utilizing  this 
metal  have  greatly  multiplied.  So 
extensively  is  it  employed  now,  that 
unless  a  person  were  an  expert  in 
a  variety  of  fields,  he  would  have 
but  a  vague  idea  as  to  what  does 
and  what  does  not  contain  silver. 
With  much  of  the  information  sup¬ 
plied  by  George  Green,  college 
geology  instructor,  some  interesting 
facts  were  uncovered. 

Right  here  at  the  college,  stu¬ 
dents  are  grateful  for  the  large 
mirrors  in  the  rest  rooms— glass 
backed  -with  a  silver  derivative. 
Credit  goes  to  Praxiteles,  a  Greek 
sculptor  who  first  taught  this  usage 
of  silver  in  328  B.C. 

Students  of  photography  appre¬ 
ciate  that  25  per  cent  of  all  the 
silver  produced  is  used  in  the  man¬ 
ufacture  of  photofilm. 

College  radio  fans  have  long  been 
aware  that  silver  is  the  best  known 
conductor  of  electricity. 

Future  chemists  and  doctors  are 
learning  the  importance  of  silver  as 
a  medicinal  agent  in  the  treatment 
of  certain  diseases  and  infections. 

Perhaps  most  welcome  of  ail  to 
college  students,  is  the  Jingle  of 
silver — whether  it  be  In  their  pock¬ 
ets,  or  from  utensils  on  cafeteria 
trays. 

As  for  the  coins,  the  term  sterling 
itself  originated  in  '  relation  to 
coins.  According  to  a  United  States 
law,  for  instance,  all  silver  coins 
must  be  minted  from  silver  that  is 
925  fine.  Because  pure  silver  is  too 
"Soft  when  used  alone,  an  alloy  of 
92%  per  cent  silver  and  7%  per 
cent  copper  has  proved  to  be  a  mal¬ 
leable  medium  for  practical  pur¬ 
poses.  925  fine  silver  is  spoken  of

OUTLINE  BOOKS 


After  a  two  month  period  in  which 
NYA  enrollment  had  to  cease  because 
of  state  regulations,  the  government 
amended  its  ruling  of  November  21,  , 

1941,  to  allow  students  to  apply  for 
jobs  as  of  February  I,  1942.  accord¬ 
ing  to  Claude  T.  Silva,  college  NYA 
director. 

In  an  effort  to  cut  the  budget  al¬ 
lotted  to  the  state  NYA,  enrollment 
had  ip  be  limited,  and  no  more  stu¬ 
dents  were  to  be  admitted  until  fur¬ 
ther  notice.  However  the  abandoning 
of  this  ruling  came  into/effect  Febru¬ 
ary  1,  and  it  appears  that  there  will 
be  enough  jobs  for  all  who  wish  to 
apply.  Silva  added. 

Any  student  who  wishes  to  apply 
for  an  NYA  job  must  be  between  the 
ages  of  16  to  24  inclusive,  and  must* 
be  carrying  at  least  three-quarters 
of  a  regular  normal  college  schedule. 

That  is,  he  must  carry  at  least  twelve 
of  the  required  sixteen  units.  He  may 
work  only  four  hours  a  day  during 
school  days,  and  any  day  the  student 
has  no  elasses  he  may  work  as  many 
as  seven  hours  a  day.

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"Dissection"  .  .  - 

From  TwoTo  One 

THE  GUARDSMAN,  official  publication  of 
the  Associated  Students,  is  threatened  with 
dissection.  Because  of  the  drop  in  enrollment 
this  semester  and  last,  and  the  subsequent  drop 
in  the  monetary  strength  of  the  budget,  it  has 
been  worded  about  that  perhaps  The  Guards¬ 
man  should  only  be  published  once  a  week  in¬ 
stead  of  remaining  a  twice-weekly  publication. 

Naturally,  thosfe  connected  with  the  paper 
are  vitally  interested  in  maintaining  the  status 
quo,  and  feel  that  this  is  the  opinion  of  the 
majority  of  the  students  at  the  college. 

When  considering  this  dissection  question  it 
should  be  remembered  that  The  Guardsman 
affects  more  members  of  the  Associated  Stu¬ 
dents  than  does  any  other  activity — including 
football,  basketball,  or  social  functions.  The 
paper  itself  may  not  be  quite  so  spectacular  as 
a  football  game,  nor  quite  so  enjoyable  as  a 
class  dance,  but  it  appears  regularly  throughout 
the  semester  with  hundreds  of  announcements 

• 

and  explanations  concerning  the  administration, 
faculty,  and  students. 

And  this  point  is  important:  although  it  has 
been  said  that  The  Guardsman  worries  only\ 
about  The  Guardsman — this  is  not  true.  Proof  t- 
of  this  denial  may  be  had  through  the  words 
of  any  of  the  officials  in  the  student  govern¬ 
ment,  or  in  the  administration,  or  of  the  mem-  • 
bers  of  the  faculty  with  whom  your  paper  has 
worked  in  the  past.  All  will  admit  that  this 
publication  is  the  one  strongest  link  between 
themselves  and  the  students  at  large. 

But  because  the  process  of  producing  a  paper: 
of  producing,  in  particular,  an  adequate  paper 
is  expensive,  it  is  felt  that  a  cut  should  be  made. 
Such  a  cut  would  mean  that  announcement  of  a 
dance,  game,  or  rally  might  have  to  be  made  a 
week  ahead  of  time  and  made  only  once  before 
the  event  occurred  because  there  was  only  one 
issue  a  week.  A  majority  of  the  student  leaders 
are  solidly  against  this,  because  it  would  tend 
to  affect  the  attendance  at  the  various  affairs. 

Certainly  this  dissection  of  The  Guardsman 
would  be  merely  an  attenuation  of  its  services 
and  of  its  utility. 

A  plan  has  been  submitted  to  the  members  of 
the  Executive  Council  and  to  the  chairman  of 
the  finance  committee  whereby  the  cost  of  pub¬ 
lishing  the  paper  as  usual  would  be  less  than  in 
any  of  the  past  several  semesters.  The  required 
amount  would  be  about  the  same  percentage  of 
the  total  budget  as  was  received  in  the  past  with 
an  addition  available  to  the  budget  only  if  the 
paper  continues  to  come  out  twice  a  week. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  this  plan.  It  is 
feasible.  The  staff  of  The  Guardsman  wishes 
to  continue  as  in  the  past.  It  is  felt  that  the 
students  also  wish  the  paper  to  continue  as 
usual.  The  matter  ultimately  remains  in  the 
hands  of  the  Executive  Council.  Theirs  is  the 
last  word. 

However  the  members  of  the  Council  vote  as 
they  imagine  the  students  themselves  would 
vote  (in  most  cases).  If  the  Associated  Students 
make  their  wishes  known  there  will  be  no  dissec¬ 
tion.  This  may  be  done  either  by  attending 
meetings  and  gaining  a  knowledge  of  Executive 
Council  procedures,  or  by  making  offerings 
to  the  Ram’s  Horn. 

When  the  change  from  one  to  two  issues  a 
week  was  first  made,  It  was  done  over  the  pro¬ 
tests  of  some  who  claimed  that  there  would  be 
too  much  grief  all  the  way  around.  Since  that 
time,  however,  the  paper  has  continued  to  come 
out  regularly  and  has  won  several  high  awards 
in  national  competition. 

Those  who  are  connected  with  the  actual 
publication  feel  that  you,  the  students,  approve 
their  efforts.  They  feel  that  there  should  be  no 
change.  What  do  you  think?  .

students."  says  Dr.  Robert  J. 
Parker,  co-ordinator  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere  division. 

Dr.  Parker  began  his  scholastic 
studies  at  the  University  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  at  Los  Angeles  in  1925,  ma¬ 
joring  both  in  history  and  Political 
Science.  He  graduated  with  honors 
in  both  in  1929. 

In  1929  he  came  to  the  University1' 
of  California  in  Berkeley  to  get  his 
teaching  credentials  consecutively 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  in  Western  Hemis¬ 
phere  study  taken  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Herbert  E.  Bolton,  dean  of 
the  Western  Hemisphere  historians 
at  the  university. 

The  teaching  career  of  Dr.  Par¬ 
ker  began  at  Santa  Ana  High  and 
Junior  College  in  1932.  That  same 
year  he  started  the  Coalinga  ex¬ 
tension  division  at  Fresno  State, 
and  stayed  there“for  two '  years 
then  left  to  take  charge  at  Taft  to 
reorganize  the  plans  and  curri¬ 
culum. 

When  the  junior  college  here 
was  organized  in  1935,  Dr.  Parker 
came  to  work  in  the  history  divi¬ 
sion.  At  that  time  he  also  had  a 
teaching  fellowship  at  U.C.  in  Euro¬ 
pean  history. 

Dr.  Parker  began  his  career  with 
the  idea  of  historical  research  in 
mind,  however  after  meeting  Dr. 
Bolton,  he  was  inspired  to  go  ahead 
with  teaching  of  history  as  well  as

may  be  able  to  enlighten  a  lot  of 
students  as  to  the  true  importance 
and  value  of  constructive  learning 
fnl  this  field.  In  speaking  of  this 
he  said,  “There  are  still  some  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  United 
States  who  think  that  Indians  roam 
the  western  plains  yet,  scalping  all 
likely  victims,  and  some  Texans 
who  firmly  believe  that  all  fri- 
habitants  ‘south  of  the  border’  are 
pretty  low  individuals.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  all  historians  1q  help 
clear  up  these  prejudices  and  be¬ 
liefs" 

Outside  of  teaching  and  research, 
his  main  interest  Is  swimming  and 
other  aquatic  meandering.  When 
In  Los  Angeles,  he  was  one  of  many 
life  guards  at  the  beach  for  five  or 
six  summers;  this  being  while  at¬ 
tending  the  university  and  after. 
“It  was  a  lot  of  fun,”  he  said. 

When  asked  about  future  plans. 
Dr.  Parker  answered  that  he  wished 
to  continue  with  his  writing,  having 
done  quite  a  lot  since  1932,  at  which 
time  he  began  his  writing  with 
various  theses.  Among  the  first 
works  were  various  studies  made 
of  the  Indians,  namely,  Iroquois. 
Since  then  he  has  contributed  nu¬ 
merous  articles  to:  California  Jour¬ 
nal  of  Secondary  Education;  Na¬ 
tion’s  Schools;  Pacific  Historical 
Review;  California  Historical  Quar¬ 
terly;  Southern  California  Historical 
Register.  His  first  book  is  titled.

Chapters  In  the  Early  Life  of 
Thomas  Oliver  Larkin,  the  fore¬ 
word  being  written  by  Dr.  Bolton. 

In  1941  he  published  a  book, 
American  West.  In  Scribner’s  Dic¬ 
tionary  of  American  History,  a  few 
of  his  articles  were  published,  and 
Hispanic  Historical  Review,  this 
'  being  published  at  Duke  University. 

At  the  present  time  the  last  of 
his  works  published  is  a  book  on 
Western  Hemisphere,  the  first  part 
of  which  concerns  the  colonial  pe¬ 
riod  and  is  to  be  used  as  a  text  for 
students.  In  the  future,  there  will 
be  another  part  which  will  bring 
this  study  up-to-date  in  the  many 
happenings  in  this  world  of  today. 

At  the  present  time,  he  is  writing  a 
novel  with  the  professor  of  English

In  keeping  with  his  writings,  he 
is  the  associate  editor  of  the  Cali¬ 
fornia  Historical  Society  Quarterly.

Dr.  Parker  is  a  member  of  the  -  ’ 
Pi  Sigma  Alpha,  honorary  political 
science  society,  and  the  American 
Historical  Society  at  Washington. 

Quoting  Dr.  Parker,  “My  phil- 
osophy  is  to  get  as  much  fun  as 
possible  out  of  life  while  !  can.” 

To  the  entering  students  who  will 
be  included  in  Dr.  Parker’s  history 
classes,  they  may  look  forward  to-V- 
a  very  enlightening  semester  of 
study,  made  more  interesting  by  his  J 
avid  interest  and  knowledge  of  the 
subject. 


LOCAL  cinema  goers  will  be  the  object  of  a 
direct  hit  when  they  view  Warner  Brother’s 
current  moneygetter  They  Died  With  Their 
Boots  On,  The  biography  of  General  George 
Armstrong  Custer  comes  to  life  on  the  screen 
amid  historical  scenes  of  many  decades  ago. 

The  plot,  of  course,  has  one  objective  in  mind 
namely,  the  affair  at  Little  Big  Horn.  , 

Custer’s  early  days  at  the  academy,  his  experiences 
on  the  battlefield  where,  even  though  he  disobeys 
orders,  he  emerges  the  victor,  the  post  war  days,  and 
the  memorable  year  in  which  the  famed  seventh 
cavalry  goes  down  at  the  hand  of  Sitting  Bull  and 
Crazy  Horse.  The  story  is  written  with  clarity  and 
does  not  lead  the  reviewer  astray  at  any  time.  Except 
for  the  over  done  story  job  on  Custer’s  life  at  the 
academy,  the  film  sticks  more  or  less  to  historical 
facts.  i 

Errol  Flynn,  HoliyWbtHr sTmStSFTfJiSyg  ftis‘ pafftT  th 
flying  colors.  After  viewing  Flynn  in  the  title  rr  le, 
it’s  a  rather  difficult  job  to  imagine  anyone  else  in 
such  a  part.  Flynn  has  played  so  many  Similar  roles 
that  the  Custer  biog.  seems  to  have  been  written 
especially  for  him.  (His  characterization  of  the  great 
soldier  is  done  with  flawless  manner  and  all  sincerity 
Could  Custer  have  lived  his  owndite  as  well?) 

Olivia  De  Haviland,  sharing  the  title  role  with  Flynn, 
plays  the  part  of  Mrs.  Custer  with  her  usual  finesse 
and  charm.  Although  she  wasn’t  as  commanding  as 
she  was  in  the  late  Hold  Back  The  Dawn,  Miss  De 
Haviland  gave  her  wonderful  acting  ability  to  the 
film.  The  blame  for  the  fact  that  she  didn’t  command 
too  much  attention  can  be  chalked  up  to  script  writers, 
who  undoubtedly  figured  that  General  Custer  and  hi! 
cavalry  deserved  the  limelight.  The  portions  of  the 
picture  that  did  feature  Mrs.  Custer  combined  two 
great  artists,  Flynn  and  De  Haviland,  in  scenes  with 
excellent  dialogue  that  carried  a  lot  of  punch,  par 
ticularly  the  balcony  and  the  departure  of  the  hero 
for  his  last  battle. 

SUPPORTING  CAST  SUPURB 
The  supporting  cast  could,  not  have  been  better 
.  chosen.  Warners  plucked  a  star  studded  cast  from 
the  Hollywood  scene  and  dropped  them  into  this 
production. 

Sidney  Greensttreit,  portraying  the  paunchy  General 
Scott,  turned  in  his  second  admirable  performance 
Although  he  wasn't  as  forceful  as  the  merciless  col¬ 
lector  in  the  Maltese  Falcon,  Greenstreit,  as  the  general 
proved'  his  worth  as  a  supporter. 

Arthur  Kennedy,  the  former  soldier  and  ruthless 
Indian  trader,  gives  an  admirable  account  for  himself 
as  the  bullying  individual  who. can’t  stand  up  against 
the  dynamic  Custer.  It  was  to  Kennedy,  the  trader, 
that  Custer  uttered  some  of  his  last  words:  “Where 
are  we  going?  I  don’t  know.  Either  to  hell  or  to 
glory."  Kennedy's  reformation  came  a  little  too  late 
to  aid  him,  but  his  last  actions  helped  him  gain  his 
just  desserts. 

Charles  Grapewin,  the  tobacco  spitting  frontiersman, 
deserves  honorable  mention;  Gene  Lockart  turns  in  one 
of  his  well  known  “two-faced”  portrayals,  a  little  man 
who  can  change  personality  to  fit  the  occasion.  The 
English  member  of  the  brigade,  does  give  a  small 
amount  of  humor  to  the  film,  and  his  relation  to  the 
film  is  quite  similar  to  our  relations  with  Britain 
today.  Good  propaganda  unexpectedly  thrown  in. 

Director  Rauol  Walsh  turned  in  a  great  motion 
picture  with  his  historical  epic,  They  Died  With  TheU 
Boots  On.  Judging  from  its  theatre  attendance

Fresh  from  a  closely  played  game  against  the  Menlo  Junior 
College  Panthers,  the  college  varsity  is  all  pepped-up  as  they  leave 
Townsend  Depot  tomorrow  morning  for  the  game  against  Stockton 
Junior  College  tomorrow  night.  The  tipoff  will  be  at  8:15  sharp. 

The  Menlo  tilt  started  off  at  a  slow  pace,  until  the  Oaks  broke 
the  scoring  column  with  the  first  two  points  of  the  night.

Gaddy  Expects  Veterans 

Gaddy  is  somewhat  optimistic  about 
the  approaching  season,  with  the  two 
pitchers  back,  and  he  expects  to  greet 
several  other  veterans  of  past  cam¬ 
paigns.  He  did,  however,  make  no 
predictions  or  promises  as  to  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  forthcoming  encounters. 

That  the  war  and  defense  jobs 
should  have  no  effect  on  the  college 
baseball  situation  is  one  of  the  pre¬ 
season  statements  that  Coach  Gaddy 
did  make.

SANE  men  cause  little  trouble 
in  this  world.  It  is  only  | 
when  they  have  tasted  of  any  of 
several  types  of  brew  that  they 
cause  attention  to  be  paid  them. 

Alexander  the  Great,  famed  cutter 
of  the  Gordian  knot  and  conqueror  of 
the  known  world,  tasted  of  the  brew 
of  Bacchus — and  burned  a  mighty 
City  to  the  ground.  Roman  generals 
tasted  of  the  brew  of  fame  and  led 
their  people  into  costly  and  useless 

campaigns. 

And  in  this  modern  era  a  few  men 
tsve  lit**11  of  the  brew  of  Idolatry, 
and  have  found  In  that  sip  cause  to 
change  the  world.  These  men  find 
that  first  sip  insatiable.  It  does  not 
quench  their  thirst  though  they  drlnh 
at?in  and  again.  It  is  not  meant  to 
quench,  but  to  cause  a  want  for  fur¬ 
ther  drink. 

Bacchus  may  cause- a  momentary 
lull  in  the  senses  of  the  mortal  man, 
fame  lasts  until  the  public  hero  falls 
from  the  glances  of  the  mob — but  the 
brew  of  idolatry  lasts  a  life-time,  and 
the  only  cure  is  death. 

A  NATION’S  CREATION 
But  this  idolatry  is  not  a  creation  of 
wise  men;  rather  it  is  the  creation  of 
a  nation  too  weary  and  worn  to  care. 
When  the  feeling  of  responsibility  has 
fled,  when  the  urge  to  govern  oneself 
no  longer  exists,  when  apathy  and 
lethargy  cloud  the  rational  powers  of 
human  beings,  then  this  brew  be¬ 
comes  most  potent. 

It  does  not  exist  In  the  realm  of  a 
free  people.  It  cannot  so  exist  The 
art  of  being  free  to  the  art  of  smoth¬ 
ering  Idolatry.  It  to  the  art  of  having 
neither  clouded  senses  nor  godlike 
heroes.  It  is  the  ability  and  the  art 
sad  the  determination  to  live  a  free, 
a  son-tyrannical  existence. 

And  this  determination  is  backed! 
by  a  united  action.  When  a  country 
is  free  there  is  no  such  thing  as  one 
man,  or  clique,  control. 

HE  WAS  THE  FIRST 

*  Of  several,  one  man  has  tasted  this 
treacherous  concoction  in  greater  pro¬ 
portion  than  any  of  his  compatriots. 
Because  he  was  first  to  feel  its  full 
force,  because  he  was  first  to  suc¬ 
cumb  to  its  enveloping  seduction,  it 
has  been  his  lot  to  brin^  about  most 
of  the  discomfort  and  trouble  that  the 
world  now  feels. 

It  to  the  claim  of  some  that  Adolph 
Hitler  Is  the  creation  of  an  age,  the 
child  of  an  ill-drawn  treaty,  the  poor- 
"  ly  begotten  son  of  a  bloody  and  stupid 
war.  Therein  lies  some  truth — but 
greater  truth  lies  elsewhere. 

The  creation  of  an  age?  Surely  not 
_  of  an  American  age.  For  at  what  time 
— in  the  history  of  this  country  was 
there  the  desire  for  such  a  son?  Since , 
the  landing  of  the  first  Englishman 
these  shores  have  boasted  individuals 
and  never  bunds  .or  racial  groups.  War 
has  always  been  a  thing  that  should 
be  fought  if  need  be — but  only  if 
need  be. 

NO  AMERICAN  VERSION 
The  child  of  an  ill-drawn  treaty? 
Surely  not  the  child  of  an  American 
version  of  any  treaty.  Was  not  our 
4  President  over-ruled  in  his  desire  for 
a  more  Americanized  version;  did  he 
not  travel  3,000  miles  to  be  considered 
a  dreaming  idealist? 

The  poorly  begotten  son  of  a  bloody 
and  stupid  war?  Perhaps  so.  Indeed 
it  was  a  stupid  war.  For  who  else 
but  a  stupid  American  would  fight 
to  the  death  so  that  people  he  never 
knew  might  live  in  freedom?  Who 
else  bnt  a  stupid  American  would 
leave  his  home  and  hls  country  to 
defend  the  populations  of  small  and 
weak  nations?  No,  Hitler  is  not  the 
poorly  begotten  son  of  any  American 
battle. 

Rather  he  is  the  creature  of  a  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  never  known  what  lib¬ 
erty  and  the  rights  of  many  truly  I 
meant.  He  is  the  son  of  a  nation  that 
was  never  a  nation!  but  which  has 
been,  as  long  as  history  can  record, 
the  nation  of  a  king,  or  clan,  or  leader. 

WHOSE  FAULT  AND  WHY?

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Parking  lot 

Plans  Made 
To  Begin 
Work  In  March 

Appropriations  have  been 
made  by  the  Board  of  Education 
for  a  parking  lot  to  be  built  on 
the  south  .side  of  the  campus, 
according  to  Dean  Edwin  C. 
Browne. 

“The  Board  of  Education  has  not 
deemed  it  wise  to  let  the  contract  as 
yet  because  of  the  present  muddy 
condition  of  the  lot.  Work  on  the  lot 
will  probably  begin  about  the  middle 
Of  March,”  the  dean  said. 

Lot  Permanent 

The  parking  lot,  which  will  be  per¬ 
manent,  will  be  a  wide  strip  of  con¬ 
crete  with  diagonal  lines  for  parking 
spaces  to  be  painted  on  one  side.  Thf 
lot,  as  planned,  will  accommodate 
about  200  cars. 

Eventually  a  larger  lot  will  be 
built  on  the  north  side  of  the  campus 
but  this  will  not  be  constructed  until 
some  time  in  the  very  distant  future, 
the  dean  revealed. 

Hill  Parkers  Warned 

He  also  warned  students  about 
parking  on  the  side  of  the  hill.  Often 
car*  parked  on  the  side  of  the  hill 
become  obstacles  for  people  who  find 
it  necessary  to  get  to  the  top  of  the 
hill  to  pick  up  or  unload  some  mer¬ 
chandise. 

“Any  student  who  -  parks  on  the 
side  of  the  hill  leading  up  to  the  col¬ 
lege  will  probably  be  fined  a  dollar 
for  their  troubles,”  the  dean  said.

Focusing  the  spotlight  on  Bahama  Passage  is  a  de¬ 
cidedly  unpleasant  task  for  this  little  Paramount  tech¬ 
nicolor  opus  comes  to  the  screen  as  dismal  fare,  flat 
and  shallow  in  scope,  featuring  a  vague  plot  that 
starts  out  sluggishly  among  the  azure  waters  of  the 
Bahamas,  wanders  along  without  a  single  attempt  to 
arouse  dramatic  intensity,  and  tapers  off  in  the  ;  ime 
fashion  ...  a  trite  tale  that  goes  nowhere  in  particular 

DIRECTOR,  WRITER  RESERVE  BLAME 

We’ll  lay  the  blame  for  the  film  on  the  story,  dia¬ 
logue  and  static  direction.  Script-writer  Virginia 
Van  Upp  and  director  Edward  H.  Griffith  can  bow 
their  heads  in  shame.  In  collaboration,  this  pair  have 
turned  out  some  excellent  screen  plays,  notably 
Honeymoon  In  Bali  and  one  or  two  others. 

Miss  Upp’s  dialogue  is  artigcial,  'painstakingly  striv¬ 
ing  for  blatant  effect  but  never  quite  reaching  it.  The 
story  itself  is  buried  and  indefinite.  Director  Griffith 
makes  no  attempt  to  define  his  theme  in  clear-cut 
expression.  Rather,  he  permits  his  story  to  ramble  on 
in  such  a  hazy  string  work  of  dim  conjecture,  that  the 
audience’s  ratiocination  is  stimulated  to  undue  lengths 
to  unravel  just  what  is  occurring  on  the  screen.  This 
is  certainly  not  good  picture-making. 

STORY  DIFFICULT  TO  LOCATE 

To  summarize J  the  barely  unperceivable  story  of 
Bahama  Passage  in  one  paragraph  is  not  to  easy  for 
reasons  enumerated  above.  It  seemingly  revolves 
around  a  young  man,  Adrian  Ainsworth,  last  of  a 
long  line  of  Ainsworths  and  his  semi-mad  mother  who 
reside  on  a  salt  cay  in  the  Bahamas  as  have  their 
ancestors.  The  brooding  solitude  and  isolated  quality 
of  the  forbidding  island  evidently  has  a  bad  physio¬ 
logical  effect  on  the  Ainsworth  women  for  most  of 
them  die  insane.  Into  this  waste  of  salt,  natives  and 
silence  comes  Carol  and  her  scoundrel  father  to  manage 
the  island  for  the  frightened  mother.  Carol  is  sup¬ 
posedly  a  loose  woman  (or  so  says  the  picture’s  fore¬ 
word).  She  sets  out  to  seduce  Adrian  despite  the  fact 
that  the  latter  is  already  married.  That’s  the  story  as 
we  see  it  although  there  is  also  quite  a  bit  to  do  with 
the  actions  of  Carol’s  father  and  the  natives. 

ACTORS  THROWN  BY  ROlftS 

Some  genuinely  fine  performers  are  snowed  under 
by  the  poor  immature  situations  and  dialogue.  Made¬ 
leine  Carroll,  needless  to  say,  is  the  loose  woman. 
Carol.  Another  role  likejthis  one  and  Madeleine  will 
be  only  a  memory  on  the  Bob  Hope  program.  Her 
characterization  of  Carol  falls  completely  to  coincide 
with  the  supposed  nature  of  the  “loose  woman.”  The 
part  was  so  shadowy  in  development,  so  unsubstantial 
in  its  delineation  that  it’s  really  not  her  fault.  Stirling 
Hayden  portrays  Adrian.  He  is  an  attractive  hunk  of 
manhood,  but  unfortunately  his  performance  is  as 
spirited  and  animated  as  a  truck-horse.  His  vacuous 
acting  makes  his  recent  retirement  from  Hollywood  a 
not  too  unhappy  one.  Flora  Robeson  as  the  mad  mother 
does  best  in  the  thespian  department,  but  such  fine 
actors  as  Leo  G.  Carroll,  Cecil  Cunningham,  and  Leigh 
Whipper  struggle  with  their  roles.

Well, 
these  pilots  do  all  their  flying  from 
the  ground. 

The  trick  is  to  build  yourself  a 
practical  flying  model,  equip  it  with 
a  miniature,  one  cylinder  gas  en¬ 
gine,  make  a  couple  of  lines  fast 
to  the  controls  manipulating  the  tail 
flaps,  attach  these  lines  to  a  handle 
at  the  other  end,  and  you've  got 
yourself  a  fascinating  toy  and  a  lot 
of  the  thrills  of  real  flying. 

It  takes  a  lot  of  skill  to  fly  these 
Hying  puppets.  Some  of  them  go 
around  fifty  MPH.  You  can  make 
them  dive,  loop,  and  landing  them 
is  no  cinch.  We  saw  a  couple  of 
swell  crack  ups.  A  running  ground 
crew  of  small  boys  always  dashes 
over,  full  of  purpose,  tangling  up 
the  lines  and  making  things  look 
pretty  serious.  Technical  language 
bubbles  from  the  mouths  of  babes. 
iWe  saw  a  nice  little  tailor  cub  dive 
from  about  30  feet  to  a  shattering 
smash.

Dr.  glen  a.  noble,  a.b„ 

M.A.,  PhD.,  acting  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Biology  department 
for  the  school  year  ’41,  ’42,  will 
in  all  probability  be  taken  into 
the  Navy  within  a  few  months. 
His  application  has  already 
been  approved  and  sent  to 
Washington,  and  he  is  now 
waiting  for  its  confirmation 
and  his  commission. 

When  he  goes,  he  will,  as  the 
other  college  instructors  who  have 
gone  into  the  service,  take  a  leave 
from  his  college  duties  for  the 


duration  of  the  present  war.  He 
will  be  a  member  in  the  parasitol¬ 
ogy  and  medical  research  depart¬ 
ment,  and  his  work  will  consist  of 
diagnosing  various  diseases  such  as 
influenza,  malaria,  any  of  which 
may  or  possibly^may  not  be  con¬ 
tracted  by  the  service  men. 

Dr.  Noble,  one  of  Identical  twins, 
was  born  and  raised  In  the  Orient, 
where  his  father  was  a  missionary. 
An  Interesting  Item  about  the  Noble 
family  is  that  the  father  and  four 
•on  all  have  their  PUD.  degrees. 
While  talking  shoot  his  childhood. 
Dr.  Noble  didn’t  exactly  give  his 
age,  but  said  that  he  “was  there” 
when  Korea  was  invaded  by  the 
Japanese  In  19IB. 

In  1927,  Dr.  Noble  and  his  twin 
came  to  America  to  enter  the  Uni- 1 
versity  of  California  in  Berkeley, 
where  they  stayed  together  ma¬ 
joring  in  the  same  fields  to  obtain 
their  A.B.  and  MA.  degrees,  then 
Dr.  Noble  went  to  Stanford  to  fin¬ 
ish  his  academic  training,  whereas 
the  twin  remained  in  Berkeley. 

His  extra-curricular^  activities' 
consisted  of  such  athletics  as  wrest¬ 
ling,  -boxing,  swimming,  and  one 
semester  he  and  his  twin  were  co¬ 
captains  of  the  varsity  team.  He 
added  that  because  all  his  spare 
time  was  taken  up  with  these  ac¬ 
tivities,  he  did  not  join  a  fraternity 
or  any  of  the  usual  undergraduate 
collegiate  activities. 

When  asked  if  he  had  ever  con¬ 
sidered  going  Into  any  other  field 
than  Biology,  Dr.  Noble  said  that 
he  had  often  sertonsly  considered

specialising  in  the  field  of  medi¬ 
cine. 

His  first  teaching  position  upon 
finishing  his  work  at  the  university, 
was  at  the  College  of  the  Pacific 
at  Stockton,  where  he  was  an  as¬ 
sistant  in  anatomy,  physiology,  and 
embryology. 

When  the  college  here  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  1935,  Dr.  Noble  came 
to  San  Francisco  to  take  part  in 
its  organization  as  a  part  of  the 
biology  department.  This  depart¬ 
ment  has  grown  very  noticeably 
since  the  beginning  when  there 
were  three  instructors,  and  now, 
the  department  boasts  eight  well- 
trained  instructors  taking  active 
part  in  its  functioning. 

Dr.  Noble  heads  such  classes  as 
soology  and  parasitology  and  the 
students  bold  unanimously  that 
this  course  Is  the  most  practical  of 
any  offered  In  the  curriculum. 

Microscope  technique  is  being 
given  under  his  instruction  for  the 
first  time  this  semester,  having 
formerly  been  given  by  another 
instructor  in  the  department 

The  Red  Cross  coiirses,  four  hours 
a  week,  offered  this  semester,  is 
being  given  under  his  direction, 
classes  being  held  on  Tuesday  and 
Friday,  and  constituting  half  of 
the  required  weekly  hours. 

Along  with  regular  college  duties, 
he  has  a  night  class  for  the  air  raid 
wardena  in  this  district  where  he 
is  giving  the  first  aid  instruction. 

When  aaked  about  any  former 
positions  which  he  had  had,  Dr. 
Noble  mid  he  had  at  one  time 


worked  as  a  partner  of  a  biology 
supply  company  where  most  of  his 
duties,  and  at  this,  he  smiled 
reminiscently,  consisted  mostly  of 
the  embalming  of  cats  and  Injecting 
frogs. 

It  seems  appropriate  in  these 
brief  talks  about  the  college  in¬ 
structors  to  mention  any  special  ' 
research  or  literary  work  which 
they  may  have  done  or  plan  to  do 
in  the  future. 

As  for  any  literary  work  which 
Dr.  Noble  has  done,  he  and  his 
twin  have  published  one  book,  and 
are  working  at  present  on  another 
concerning  biology  which  is  to  be 
used  as  a  text.  Louise  Home,  a 
student  at  the  college,  is  doing  the 
illustrations  for  this  book. 

When  Dr.  Noble  becomes  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  our  country’s  armed  forces, 
the  college  will  be  minus  a  valuable 
man  in  the  biology  department 
However,  the  work  which  he  will 
do  will  be,  of  course.  Important  at 
a  time  such  as  this. 

In  th»  writing  of  this  column  about 
th*  various  instructors,  it  is  not  th* 
purpose  of  Th*  Guardsman  to  slight  or 
naglact  any  on*  instructor.  However, 
time  will  only  permit  a  certain  number  ' 
of  th*  college  instructors  to  be  included.

Innumerable  courses  are  included  ▼▼ 
in  the  college  curriculum  to  better 
prepare  the  low  freshmen  for  the 
advanced  work  in  thdir  second  se¬ 
mester.

MANY  prominent  persons 
have  come  before  the  pub- 
lis,  through  the  medium  of  the 
radio  in  particular,  to  warn 
against  overconfidence.  There  is 
more  than  an  unfounded  worry 
back  of  these  warnings.  Their 
justification  is  based  upon  the 
traditional  belief  in  America^ 
ability  to  overcome  almonst  any¬ 
thing. 

This  traditional  belief  is  a  good 
thing  to  have;  confidence  in  one’s 
government  is  a  war-time  necessity. 

On  the  other  hand,  overconfidence  Is 
every  bit  as_ dangerous  to  the  success¬ 
ful  culmination  of  such  a  struggle  as 
the  present  one  as  Is  underestimation 
or  doubt. 

As  soon  as  people  become  so  cer¬ 
tain  of  the  outcome  of  a  particular 
endeavor  that  laxness  and  a  failure 
to  realize  the  true  state  of  affairs  run 
rampart— then  the  outcome  is  any¬ 
thing  but  certain. 

NO  TROUBLE 

The  “we  did  it  before  and  we  can 
do  it  again”  (it  won’t  be  any  trouble 
,-ft  all)  outlook  has  spelled  the  doom 
of  many  a  proud  and  mistakenly 
overconfident  country- 
Still,  some  may  be  prone  to  ques¬ 
tion  this.  They  wonder  how  the  Axis 
can  possibly  emerge  with  flying 
colors  when  the  flag  pole  of  raw  ma¬ 
terials  does  not  even  exist. 

There  is  little  opposition  to  the 
statement  that  overconfidence  is  a 
dangerous  condition  of  mentality 
for  either  person  or  group.  But  the 
opposition  appears  with  the  query,  | 
the  United  Nations  have  such  an  ob¬ 
vious  superiority  in  materials  and 
production  facilities,  what  matters 
then  a  bit  of  self-assuredness? 

THE  MATTER  IS 

The  matter  is  that  if  the  United 
Nations  don’t  buckle  down  and  tend 
to  their.knitting  they  may  never  have 
a  chance  to  make  use  of  their  obvious 
superiorities.  If  the  war  is  over  in 
another  year  those  prodution  plants 
will  only  have  begun  to  roll  out  the 
materials  of  war.  And  to  win  the  war 
efficiency  and  production  will  have 
had  to  have  reached  a  maximum. 

Well  the  Axis  knows  that  they  can¬ 
not  win  a  war  of  outwalting  the  ene¬ 
my.  They  know  that  Axis  armies 
.must  smack  down  the  English,  Russ¬ 
ian.  and  American  resistance  com¬ 
pletely:  and  they  know  that  invasion 
is  the  only  answer.  Because  blockade 
wonld  work  as  great  a  hardship  upon 
the  blocker  as  upon  the  blockaded. 

Knowing  this  Hitler  will  further 
attempt  to  destroy  the  Russian  fac¬ 
tories  and  mines.  Then  he  will  con¬ 
centrate  his  sea  power  in  a  move  to 
eliminate  sea  borne  aid  to  the  USSR. 
Should  he  achieve  this  goal  the  Red 
army  would  find  itself  in  almost 
hopeless  straits. 

GIBRALTAR  AND  SUEZ? 

At  the  same  time  Hitler  jnust  iso¬ 
late  England  from  her  allies.  Sub- 
marines  anR  planes  are  his  bfst  bet 
here.  The  Nazis  must  take  Gibraltar 
and  Suez  so  that  they  may  then  oc¬ 
cupy  Africa  and  work  a  pincer  play 
upon  India.  Japan  would  be  the  east¬ 
ern  arm  moving  west. 

If  the  U.S.  alone  remained,  invasion 
would  be  assured.  Over  from  Dakar, 
in  a  cooperative  sea-borne  and  air- 
carried  invasion  of  South  America. 
Down  from  Greenland  and  the  west 
roast  of  Canada.  So  into  the  United 
States.  (How  unbelievable  yet  threat¬ 
ening  this  all  sounds). 

As  obvious  as  is  the  need  for  haste 
insofar  as  the  Axis  is  concerned,  and 
as  obvious  as  is  the  United  Nations 
capacity,  as  obvious  also  is  the  trend 
of  the  fighting  at  the  moment.  -  , 
NO  ENDORSEMENT,  BUT— 

Of  course  this  does  not  mean  that 
the  three  dictatorships  are  going  to 
succeed.  The  job  is  one  of  the  most 
impossible-sounding  affairs  of  history. 
However  the  Axis  will  try,  and  des; 
perately. 

The  Job  of  the  Allies  is  to  hold  them 
in  check  as  much  as  possible,  then 
retake  lost  ground  when  the  ma¬ 
chines  and  planes  and  men  begin  to 
come  In  sufficient  quantities.  There 
seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the  Al¬ 
lies,  though  the  cost  is  now.  fnd  will 
continue  t©  be,  terrific,  shall  suc¬ 
ceed. 

But  the  issue  is  mostly  one  of  sav¬ 
ing  lives  by  beginning  the  Allied 
world  offensive  as  soon  as  possible. 
Every  minute  men  are  being  killed; 
the  sooner  the  war  ends  the  fewer 
men  will  have  to  die. 

And  the  struggle  will  end  sooner 
if  the  workers  and  public  will  real¬ 
ize  that  this  is  not  a  game  being  play¬ 
ed  to  divert  attention  from  one  boring 
decade  to  another.  Overconfidence 
is  not  a  tangible  something,  althoug 
at  might  well  be  a  weapon  in  the 
hand  of  the  enemy.

Civil  Service 

Students  Point 
For  Army  Work

Tllree  weeks  ot  concentrated 
daily  use— and  the  college  radio 

laboratory  is  still  intact. 

For  the  past  21  days  now,  a  score 
of  civilian  civil  service  students, 
prototypes  of  Benjamin  Franklin, 
have  been  raising  sheer  havoc  with 
the  laboratory  acoustics,  what  with 
spendirig  a  total  of  48  hours  per 
week  studying  electricity  in  the 
college’s  basement  boudoir— and 
with  pay,  too!  The  pay  accorded  the 
students  is  part  of  the  national 
government's  allotment  to  the 
United  States  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission. 

Both  single  and  married  men, 
ranging  in  ages  from  18  to  33,  are 
now  attempting  to  mister  a  two  - 
year  regulation  course  of  electricity 
in  six  months  under  the  very  able 
supervision  of  instructors  Edward 
Abrahamson  and  John  Bertucci, 
who  both  profess  a  liking  to  the 
task  ahead  of  them. 

Following  formal  application  at* 
civil  service  headquarters.  Room 
1 19,  Federal  Office  Building,  appli¬ 
cants  who  pass  service  examina¬ 
tions  are  set  for  immediate  training 
as  radio  trainee  repairmen  iq.  the 
United  States  Army  signal  eorpS. 
Aside  from  Staving  to  spend  six 
months  at  an  accredited  radio  insti¬ 
tute  for  preliminary  schooling, 
there  are  no  standard  prerequisites

ing  then  training  here  at  the  college,  they  study  with  pay  for  jobs  which 
require  the  passing  of  a  civil  service  competitive  examination  This  is  a 
fine  example  of  the  part  being  played  by  education  in  the  ntaional  war  effort 


for  the  course. 

“The  men  are  really  sincere  in 
the  radio  work  and  study  that  lies 
before  them,”  Abrahamson  re¬ 
marked,  “and  m  the  three  weeks  ol 
study  that  they've  had.  they’ve 
learned  as  much,  if  not  more,  than 
an  average  high  school  ^tydent 
would  in  a  fetfblar  period  of  in¬ 
struction.”

Conlon,  coordinator  of  educational 
management,  stresed.  the  fact  that

_  In  the  laboratory,  some  of  the 
more  mechanical-minded  students 
have  been  constructing  tqqdel  ra¬ 
dios*  and  tearing  ’em  down  again 
purely  for  the  sake  of  remembering 
what  part  goes  where  and  why.  Ex¬ 
periments  of  last  week  indicate 
the  progress  which  has  been  made 
in  the  short  time  of  basic  instruc¬ 
tion,  and  by  the  time  June  22  ap¬ 
pears,  the  score  of  electrical  study¬ 
ing  students  should  be  able  to  diff¬ 
erentiate -between  an  ohm  and  a 
kilowatt  just  as  easily  as  hurling

Medical  Health  Corner 


"Athletes  Foot,"  more  techni¬ 
cally  known  as  Epidemrophytosis, 
is  caused  by  infection  with  a  fun¬ 
gus,  which  is  somewhat  similar  to 
yeast  cells  in  appearance.  This 
parasite  has  a  high  resistance  and 
is  able  to  live  for  long  periods  on 
such  plades  as  the  floors  of  the 
gymnasium,  shower,  and  lockyr 
room.  This  germ  is  difficult  to 
eradicate  from  these  places  in 
spite  of  frequent  scrubbing  and 
disinfection  of  the  floods  J 

The  parasite  is  picked  up  on  the 
soles  of  the  feet  when  walking 
barefoot  on  infected  blaces. 

Infection  usually  manifests  itself 
as  a  scaling  and  Itching  between 
the  toes,  especially  when  the  feet 
perspire.  The  itching  may  be  so 
slight  that  the  student  doen’st  seek 
treatment  until  the  infection  has 
spread  to  the  soles  of  the  feet.  In¬ 
fection  is  easily  controlled  by  treat¬ 
ment,  however  It  toad*  to  recur  if 
the  student  walks  barefoot  on  in¬ 
fected  areas.  Therefore.,  prophy¬ 


laxis  is  just  as  important  as  treat¬ 
ment 

The  following  simple  rules  jvill 
help  prevent  infection.  Dry  the  feet 
thoroughly  after  bathing,  especially 
between  the  toes.  Dusting  on  tal¬ 
cum  powder  tends  to  keep  the  feet 
dry.  It  is 'difficult  for  infection  to 
occur  o it  dry  feet.  Change  socks 
frequently  as  the  parasite  can  live 
on  sweaty  sd£ks.  Keep  your  shoes 
dry. 

In  order  to  keep  the  Infection  at 
a  minimum  a  Treatment  Station 
for  athletes  foot  has  been  set  up 
in  the  men's  gymnasium.  Here  the 
student  can  avail  himself  of  pro¬ 
phylactic  treatment,  daily  if  nec¬ 
essary. 

Do  not  seek  cures  in  patent  or 
advertised  medicines.  There  are  a 
dozen  medicines  which  will  clear 
up  the  infection  temporarily  only. 
Persistent  cleanliness  and  prophy¬ 
laxis  will  do  away  with  the  in¬ 
fection  permanently.

THIS  column  has  from  time 
to  time  directed  criticism  at 
institutions  of  American

life!  Labor,  management,  govern¬ 
ment,  public,— all  have  been  crit¬ 
icized.  At  no  time,  however  was 
this  fault  finding  meant  to  de¬ 
tract  from  these  institutions  as 
integral  portions  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  existence. 

Although  the  comments  were  pre¬ 
meditated  they  were  not  intended  to 
predicate  any  new  order;  but  rather 
an  improvement,  or  correction  of  the 
present.  It  is  with  such  an  idea  in 
mind  that  the  following  is  set  down. 

During  the  course  of  war  national 
morale  and  support  of  the  government 
is  of  the  utmost  concern,  not  only  to 
the  leaden  and  directon  of  the  effort 
but  also  to  the  public  at  large.  There¬ 
fore  complaints  and  all  types  of  grum¬ 
blings  are  usually  taboo.  Especially  is 
this  true  in  a  totalitarian  country.  In 
democracies  the  case  is  not  usually 
considered  to  be  the  same,  even 
though  somewhat  similar. 

'Newspapers  in  America  and  Eng¬ 
land  are  allowed  to  offer  criticism. 
Such  offerings  are  for  the  most  part 
essentially  of  the  constructive  kind. 


Individuals  and  operations  may  be 
scoffed  at,  but  the  ultimata  aim  of  the- 
criticism  is  directed  toward  a  change 
for  the  better  rather  than  being  in¬ 
tended  only  as  a  slap  at  existing 
organizations. 

A  FEW  QUERIES 

Several  questions  should  be  asked 
at  this  time.  The  fact  that  they  in¬ 
volve  allies  should  not  mean  that 
fault  is  being  found  with  the  way 
things  are  being  done.  (Even  so  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  the  ways  of 
men  at  certain  times.) 

And  if  fault  is  not  being  found- 
being  at  the  moment  too  well  hidden 
—only  answers  to  the  questions  are 
desired  and  through  those  answers  a 
better  insight  into  the  wheels  that 
make  a  war  go  'round. 

First  of  all:  what  is  England  going 
to  do  with  her  several  million  sol¬ 
diers  stationed  in  the  British  Isles?

WE  very  rarely  go  to  theatres  on  nights 
when  there  is  a  sign  in  front  announcing 
TONIGHT!

picture  The  Gold  Ruth. 

The  Gold  Rush  was  first  made  in  1925,  and  was 
considered  by  many  to  have  been  Chaplin's  greatest 
picture.  It  is  probably  considered  so  by  Charlie  him¬ 
self,  as  he  chose  it  of  all  his  films  for  modernization. 
It  now  has  been  rephotographed  on  new  film,  and  has 
incidental  music  and  narration  by  Charlie  himself. 
PATHOS  AND  COMEDY  ABOUND 
This  picture,  like  most  made  by  the  famous  little 
tramp,  has  large  gobs  of  pathos  mingled  with  the 
comedy,  particularly  in  the  sequences  in  which  Charlie 
is  around  the  dance  hall  girl  he  secretly  loves  but 
who  merely  uses  him  to  amuse  herself  and  her  girl 
friends  by  being  coquettish  and  standing  him  up  on 
an  invitation  to  New  Year’s  v£ve  supper..  This  supper 
scene  really  pulled  the  tears  in  the  old  silent  days. 

On  the  lighter  side  are  the  parts  where  Charlie  cooks 
an  old  shoe  for  himself  and  a  Starving  prospector.  This 
had  ’em  in  the  aisles.  Then  there  is  the  part  where 
their  cabin  is  blown  to  the  edge  of  a  cliff  in  a  wind¬ 
storm  and  every  movement  of  Chaplin  and  the  pros¬ 
pector  makes  it  tilt  over  the  edge  and  back  again  like 
a  •  see-saw.

For  Australia  is  not  becoming 
weaker  each  day;  on  the  contrary. 
And  it  is  to  be  a  base  of  operations 
for  Allied  pushes  westward.  Each  day 
the  enemy  waits  makes  the  conquest 
of  the  island  that  much  more  diffi¬ 
cult.

SIBERJA-INDIA  PINCER 
In  either  case  a  pincer  movement 
would  be  applied-  In  Siberia,  Russia 
would  find  herself  fighting  on  two 
fronts — therefore  all  United  Nations 
help  In  that  direction  is  of  prime  im¬ 
portance.  In  India,  Germany  may 
decide  to  try  a  march  through  Turkey 
(supplied  by  the  Allies  in  anticipation 
of  such  a  move)  and  Iran  (a  country 
controlled  by  the  United  Nations  and 
larger  than  Turkey. 

Because  of  these  threats  It  Is  to  the 
best  Interests  of  the  Allied  cause  to 
hasten  the  Australia  defenses  and 
keep  Hlrohlto  busy  in  these' waters 
and  areas.  Snch  action  would  detract 
from  the  strength  of  any  additional 
Japanese  and  German  pincer. 

But  because  the  ways  of  the  enemy 
are  strange  and  oftimes  tricky  it  is 
unwise  to  expect  an  attack  on  other 
places  and  to  forget  about  any  single 
spot.  Were  Australia  to  fall  Japan 
would  be  able  to  go  ahead  toward 
Europe  with  complete  freedom  of 
convoys  and  supply  ships  down  the 
China  coast  and  through  Java  waters 
from  the  East  Indies.

Plea  For  System 
In  Gym  Classes 

IN  any  class,  other  than  phys¬ 
ical  education,  enrollment 
in  a  certain  course  would  mean 
.  that  the  enrollee  would  come 
to  that  class  and  do  what  he 
had  signed  to  do.  But  not  down 
at  the  men’s  gym.  For  un¬ 
known  but  apparently  dubious 
reasons  the  staff  of  instructors 
has  chosen  to  be  different. 

To  note  particular  cases,  two 
classes,  meeting  every  Tuesday 
and  Thursday,  have  not  yet 
been  allowed  to  use  the  gym 
for  general  activities.  Students 
in  these  classes  signed  up  for 
general  activity;  they  get  an 
extra  two  hours  a  week  of 
body  building. 

Were  the  weather  bad.  caus¬ 
ing  the  regularly  scheduled 
body  building  classes  to  re¬ 
main  inside,  there  there  would 
be  small  cause  for  complaint. 

Although  there  was  some 
complaining  at  first,  students 
have  accepted  the  extra  two 
hours  a  week  in  good  faith. 
They  don’t  offer  a  single  ob¬ 
jection.  But  they  also  expect 
that  when  they  sign  up  for  an 
opportunity  to  play  basketball 
or  some  other  sport  in  a  gen¬ 
eral  activity  class  they  will  be 
allowed  to 'do  so.

more  than  his  financial  future  when  he  pays 
his  $18.75  over  the  counter.  The  funds  which 
he  invests  provide  the  defense  of  the  right  to 
invest  Those  funds  are  the  bulwark  protecting 
the  American  system  of  free  enterprise,  with¬ 
out  which  there  would  be  no  financial  future 
for  any  investor  in  any  field. 

It  should  be  clear  that  the  government  is  giv-  . 
ing  people  a  chance  to  use  their  money  in  a 
profitable  manner.  If  the  citizenry  does  not 
awake  to  this  fact,  and  to  the  fact  that  money 
must  be  had  in'  ftne  Way  or  another,  taxes  may 
be  supplied  to  gathei  in  the  surplus. 

It  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the  govern-  | 
ment  of  the  United  States  to  coerce  its  people. 

Such  a  policy  is  a  contradiction  of  the  system 
for  which  the  war  ks  being  fought.  There  is 
ample  evidence  to  indicate  that  there  is  no 
desire  even  now  to  resort  to  coercion.  Every 
chance  is  being  offered. 

Axis  rulers  probably  laugh  at  the  almost 
apologetic  efforts  of  the  United  States  in  offer¬ 
ing  up  their  Defense  bonds  and  stamps.  This 
would  not  be  the  method  of  America’s  enemies. 

How  Americans  can  fail  to  respond  to  Such  a 
cause  under  such  conditions  is  difficult  to 
realize. 

However,  should  It  become  necessary,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  indicated  that  the 
money  will  be  gained  through  additional  taxa¬ 
tion.  There  is  no  return  from  taxes,  let  it  be 
remembered.  Once  paid  they  are  gone.  They 
pay  no  interest — they  are  not  redeemable  in  60 
days — they  work  only  for  the  government. 

How  can  the  traditional  hard-headed  Ameri¬ 
can  investor  let  such  an  opportunity  go  by?  He 
not  only  gains  in  money  and  security  when  he 
buys  from  the  United  States,  but  he  turns  aside 
the  possibility  of  losing  his  money  through 
added  taxes.  i 

It  is  no  joke.  The  placards  do  not  lie.  If  you 
don’t  get  out  on  the  battle  line,  even  if  you  do, 
investing  in  your  country’s  future  could  hardly 
be  an  injudicious  act.  Defense  bonds  provide 
the  better  protection  and  fighting  strength  for 
the  brother,  son,  or  husband  who  is  risking 
more  than  money.  In  the  long  run  these  dollars 
help  bring  the  war  to  an  earlier  termination. 

They  save  lives  as  well  as  protect  them.  ' 

No  appeal  should  be  necessary.  For  the  men 
who  don’t  have  to  die,  for  the  cities  that  don't 
have  to  be  bombed,  for  the  hardships  that  are 
unnecessary  and  the  suffering  that  is  useless — 
for  the  men,  the  cities,  the  hardships,  the  suffer¬ 
ing — buy  Defense  bonds  and  stamps.

Medical  Health  Corner . .  . 


The  importance  of  food  and  nu¬ 
trition  in  winning  the  war  is  fully 
recognized.  Only  in  a  healthy  body 
can  we  find  the  strength  and  skill 
for  producing  the  maximum  war 
effort  among  soldiers  and  civilians 
It  is  estimated  that  1/3  of  American 
families  are  below  the  safety  line 
in  nutrition.  In  some  of  these  fami¬ 
lies  the  reason  is  financial,  but  in 
the  majority  the  faulty  diet  is  due 
to  lack  6f  knowledge  regarding  die¬ 
tetics. 

The  following  is  the  American 
Dietary  Pattern,  prepared  by  the 
National  Nutrition  Conference  for 
Defense. 

Essential  Dally  Requirements 

Milk:  Children  1  1/2  pinto  to  1 
quart.  Adults  1  pint. 

Egg:  1  daily. 

Meat:  1  serving. 

Vegetables:  2  servings.  One  green 
or  yellow. 

Fruit:  2  servings.  One  citrus  or 
tomato.  .  , 

Potato:  1  or  more  servings. 

Butter:  1  to  5  tbs.  Fortified  ole« 
may  be  used. 

Cereals:  2  oz.  infants-  10  oz. 
adults.  This  includes  bread.  At  least 
half  of  the  cereals  or  bread  should 
be  whole  grain  or  enriched. 

Proper  preparation  of  the  food 
is  essential  if  you  are  to  receive 
full  value  for  the  money  spent. 
Vegetables  should  not  be  overcook¬ 
ed  as  thi«,  destroys  some  of  the  vita¬ 
mins.  Foods  should  not  be  fried  if 
they  can  be  cooked  in  some  other 
way.

BATON  ROUGE,  LA.— (ACP)— Dis- 
covery  of  new  source  for  natural 
musk,  a  rare  and  extremely  valuable 
ingredient  Sf  expensivl  perfumes,  is 
announced  by  scientists  at  Louisiana 
State  University  and  Yaie  University. 

Formerly  obtained  only  from  the 
•musk  deer  of  Asia  and  the  civet  cat  of 
Abyssinia— sources  now  cut  off  by 
the  war— musk  now  can  be  produced 
from  the  muskrat  by  a  process  just 
developed.  Muskrats  are  found  in 
large  numbers  throughout  North 
America,  especially  in  Louisiana,  bul 
also  in  Pennsylvania  and  Canada. 
This  discovery  may  open  up ‘new 
markets  for  trappers,  who  up  to  now 
have  been  discarding  the  carcasses  of 
millions  of  muskrats  after  obtaining 
their  fur  pelts.

Many  people  still  retain  many  su¬ 
perstitions  and  fallacies  regarding 
foods.  Following  are  some  of  them 

1.  There  Is  bo  reason  to  eat  *11 
raw  or  all  cooked  foods.  Some 
raw  vegetables  and  fruits  are 
desirable  because  of  the  vita¬ 
min  content,  however  most 
vegetables  retain  their  food 
value  after  cooking. 

2.  Acid  foods,  such  as  orange* 
and  tomatoes  are  not  aetd- 
formlng  after  reaching  the 
stomach  and  Intestines.  One 
should  not  be  mislead  by  their 
acid  taste. 

3.  It  Is  safe  to  eat  cherries,  or 
,  orange  Juice  and  drink  milk 

at  the  same  time-  The  acid 
fruits  may  curdle  the  milk, 
but  the  digestive  Juices  in  the 
stomach  have  the  same  effect. 

Don't  be  a  crank  about  food.  Eat 
a  large  variety  of  foods  and  the 
chances  are  that  you  will  obtain  all 
the  necessary  calories,  proteins,  vit¬ 
amins  and  minerals  your  body

Eight  college  men  last  weekend 
won  their  primary  Civilian  Pilot 
Training  wings  when  they  soloed, 
after  almost  two  weeks  of  exten¬ 
sive  dual  instruction,  at  the  Reno 
Sky  Ranch,  Nevada,  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernment’s  new  program  to  trajn 
coUege  rnen  as  pilots. 

Jerry  Bonoml,  Stewart  Bowles, 
BUI  Adent,  Norman  Franks,  Joe 
Del — Masso,  John  Thiel.  Frank 
Kushner  and  Ed  Coffin  were  the 
first  primary  group  to  solo  in  the 
spring  training  period.  According 
to  their  instructors,  Weldon  Rat¬ 
liff  and  Norman  Maither,  their 
progress  was  excellent  and  a  little 
ahead  of  schedule.  Had  it  not  been 
for  adverse  weather  conditions,  the 
group  would  have  soloed  a  few  days 
sooner. 

Bononl  waa  the  first  to  fly  alone, 
with  the  rest  completing  their 
flights  a  day  or  two  after. 

A  second  group,  which  began  its 
training  a  week  later  than  the  first, 
should  solo  sometime  the  first  part 
of  next  week,  weather  permitting. 
This  second  group  is  seven  in  num¬ 
ber,  and  a  third  group  is  expected 
to  solo  a  few  days  thereafter. 

There  are  28  men. from  the  col¬ 
lege  taking  the  primary  Civilian 
Pilot  Training  at  the  Sky  Ranch. 

The  entire  program  1s  sponsored 
by  the  CIvU  Aeronautics  Authority 
and  1*  nationwide  In  scope.  All 
costs,  except  living  expenses,  are 


paid  by  the  Government. 

A  large  number  at  opportunities 
are  open  to  (he  students  u^on  com¬ 
pletion  of  their  training,  and  also 
at  almost  any  time  during  the 
courses. 

The  entire  program  consist*  of 
four  phases,  the  primary,  the  sec¬ 
ondary,  the  cross-country  and  the 
Instructor.  Entrance  Into  each  suc¬ 
ceeding  phase  la  only  upon  recom- 
■ondaUnn  If—  t  h  a  preoodly 
course.  More  than  200  flying  hours 
aro  gained  by  a  student  completing 
the  four. 

In  conjunction  with  the  flying;  a 
complete  ground  school  is  carried 
on  for  the  primary  men.  They  are 
taught  navigation,  meteorology  and 
other  such  subjects  necessary  to 
successful  aviation.  The  latter 
classes  are  held  in  the  evening,  four 
times  a  week,  at  the  University  of 
Nevada,  and  are  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  secondary  students. 
Seven  units  of  coUege  credits  are 
aUoWed  for  the  flying  and  ground 
school. 

While  in  Nevada,  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  college 
instructors  to  continue  with  certain 
subject*  of  the  regular  college  cur¬ 
riculum.  This  makes  it  possible 
for  the  student  to  gain  his  flying 
training  and  experience  without 
any  loss  to  his  scholastic  pursuits, 
which  is  the  entire  principle  of  the 
Government's  sponsorship  of  such 
training.

Must  Go  On 

Repainted  from  the  Daily  Trojan 

THE  university  is  a  chief  bulwark  of  civiliza¬ 
tion.  In  many  lands  its  lot  has  fallen  upon 
unhappy,  even  perilous  times.  Whether  or  not 
the  American  university  fcan  retain  its  essential 
character  under  the  stress  of  grim  war  is  an 
immediately  crucial  question.  ■ 

The  university  exists  in  a  very  real  world, 
and  in  the  discharge  of  its  social  obligation  it 
must  view  its  world  realistically,  while  at  the 
same  time  maintaining  its  exalted  ideals  and 
steadfastly  refusing  to  abate  one  jot  or  title  its 
high  character  as  the  examplar  and  teacher  of 
the  better  way  of  life.  Its  sails  must  be  set  to 
catch  the  breezes  of  the  upper  currents,  but  its 
course  must  be  steadfastly  toward  the  ample 
port  of  truth  and  goodness. 

-  The  true  university,  whatever  else  it  may  be 
or  do,  is  an  institution  of  research.  It  deals  con¬ 
stantly  at  first  hand  with  the  sources  of  knowl¬ 
edge;  it  imparts  newly  discovered  truth  to  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  highest  levels  of  their  preparation; 
it  inspires  learners  and  young  scholars  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  horizons  of  human  knowledge  through 
creative  scholarship  and  thus  to  serve  mankind. 
Insofar  as  it  fails  in  inspirational  force,  it  fails 
to  keep  faith  with  its  supporters  and  its  com¬ 
munity.  ~ 

A  university  must  maintain  among  its  major 
divisions  a  well-organized  graduate  school,  de¬ 
voted  to  post-baccalaureate  study  and  investiga¬ 
tion  in  various  branches  of  science,  literature, 
and  philosophy.  While  one  institution  may  spe¬ 
cialize  in  certain  fields  of  study  and  research 
and  another  in  other  fields,  thus  exhibiting  de¬ 
sirable  division  of  labor  in  the  higher  intellec¬ 
tual  realm,  no  assignable  limit  may  be  set  to  the 
areas  of  study  and  investigation  in  general. 
“Nothing  pertaining  to  citizenship,”  wrote  Rich¬ 
ard  T.  Ely  years  ago,  “can  be  regarded  as  for¬ 
eign  to  the  twentieth-century  university.” 

In  certain  fundamental  respects  these  are  dif¬ 
ficult  days  for  universities.  In  the  days  imme¬ 
diately  ahead,  strong  pressure  will  be  felt  to 
deflect  them  in  this  direction  or  that  It  may 
become  even  harder  than  now  to  cleave  to«the 
objective  search  for  truth  and  to  insist  upon  the 
enthronement  of  true  enlightenment.  There¬ 
fore,  it  is  highly  appropriate  that  we  who  have 
stood  for  liberal  culture  rededicate  ourselves  to 
the'  noble  ideals  of  the  true  university  and 
strive  with  renewed  ardor  to  hold  it  firmly  in 
place  as  a  chief  foundation  stone  of  the  super¬ 
structure  of  our  civilization.  In  time  of  stress 
the  university,  of  all  institutions,  must  not  fail 
— it  must  always  continue  to  exalt  truth  and 
righteousness. 

Two  Days  For  Defense 

The  inauguration  of  the  health  building, 
program  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  semes¬ 
ter  met  with  some  argument  on  the  part  of  stu¬ 
dents,  but  the  value  of  such  arguments  now 
seem  unfounded  in  view  of  events  that  followed. 

A  course  ot  exercise  at  the  hands  of  the  col¬ 
lege  athletic  instructors  proved  conclusively 
tl  at  college  man  power  was  soft,  but  exercise  is 
remedying  this  situation  as  the  semester  weeks 
roll  by. 

The  main  purpose  behind  the  health  program 
was  two-fold:  first,  an  attempt  was  to  be  made 
to  build  up  the  college  man  and  woman;  second, 
and  most  important,  the  national  defense  pro¬ 
gram  needed  strong  bodies  and  minds  for  the 
armed  forces,  and  such  a  program  would  meet 
this  end.  We  add  our  approval  to  two  days  set 
aside  out  of  the  wook  for  the  health  building 
program.  .

George  l.  green,  geol¬ 
ogy  instructor,  is  another 
of  the  very  interesting  person¬ 
ages  on  the  instructional  staff 
of  the  college. 

Bom  in  Illinois,  he  grew  up  and 
graduated  from  grade  and  high 
schools  in  that  state.  —  • 

About  this  time  his  family  mi¬ 
grated  to  Oklahomh,  and  -since  he 
was  interested  in  the  big  petroleum 
school  at  Norman,  Oklahoma,  he 
followed  them  and  6pent  the  next 
four  years  in  school  there  ’ 

He  went  into  the  field,  instruct¬ 
ing  geologists  for  various  compa¬ 
nies  all  the  while  doing  practical 
work  in  this  mid -continent  field 
thereby  finishing  his  graduate 
work. 


At  this  time  the  great  Texas  oil 
fields. were  opening  up.  and  after 
spending  some  lime  there,  he  went 
on  to  Mexico  where  he  was  made 
not  only  geologist  but  also  field 
superintendent  for  his  company’s 
operations  in  Mexico.  He  said,  they 
were  working  among  wells  which 
would  produce  a  quarter  million 
barrels  of  petroleum  a  day.  While 
in  the  jungles  of  Yucatan,  Mexico, 
not  only  did  he  study  the  geology 
of  the  region,  but  also  worked 
among  the  interesting  Mayan  civil¬ 
ization  ruins. 

Among  the  relics  which  he  found 
and  brought  out  with  him  were 
remnants  of  black  and  green  jade 
beads  which  were  presumably  worn 
by  one  of  the  Mayan  maidens  who 
were  annually  sacrificed  at  Sacred 
well  of  Chichen  Itza. 

Following  his  work  in  this  re¬ 
gion.  he  was  sent  to  Colombia. 
South  America,  where  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  Atlantic  Refining 
Company  of  Philadelphia.  Mean¬ 
while,  Mrs.  Green  joined  him,  and 
they  remained  there  for  four  and  a 
half'years  working  all  the  way  from 
the  very  hot  lowlands  of  Colombia 
to  the  extremely  beautiful  and 
high  regions  of  the  Andes. 

,  Mrs.  Green,  a  biologist,  lodk  an 
avid  interest  in  the  vegetation  of 
South  America.  While  there,  she 
devoted  her  time  to  the  s{udy  of 
,  herbs  and  made  an  herbarium 
which  was  sent  to  the  Snfithsonian 
Institute  in  Washington. 

An  interesting  point  concerning 
her  collection  was  that  while  trav¬ 
eling  throughout  the  junkies,  Green 


said  that  he  could  collect  these  va¬ 
rious  herbs  for  her.  Fortunately, 
since  there  was  a  very  good  air¬ 
plane  service,  upon  finding  the 
plants,  he  would  airmail  them  to 
her,  whereas,  she  would  classify 
them  and  send  them  directly 'to  the 
Institute. 

Therefore,  through  his  assistance, 
they  were  able  to  study  this  vege¬ 
tation  from  the  top  of  the  moun¬ 
tains  to  the  lowest  region  of  the 
country.  He  said  smilingly,  “I  got 
to  the  point  where  I  could  recog¬ 
nize  any  herb  at  50  feet,  almost.” 

However,  he  found  four  species 
of  herbs  never  before  discovered. 

“One  leads  a  very  interesting  life 
down  there,”  he  said,  “if  any  person 
is  sent  to  a  country  which  is  not 
no  highly  developed  as  our  oWn 
‘country,  he  must,  of  necessity,  be 
everything  from  the  person  in 
charge  down  to  the  bookkeeper. 

Since  he  understood'  and  spoke 
the  Spanish  language  fluently,  he 
and  his  wife  kept  the  rest  of  the 
staff  organized  and  were  the  dip¬ 
lomatic  representatives  of  their 
group. 

He  returned  to  the  United  States 
in  198,  and  entered  Stanford  Uni¬ 
versity  where  he  did  special  work 
in  engineering,  geology,  and  miner- 
ologY,  sepnding  three  years  of  grad¬ 
uate  work  there 

»•  When  he  was  notified  of  his  ap- 
ppointment  to  the  staff  here  at  the 
cellege  at-lts  beginning,  Green  was 
on  the  high  seas,.en  route  again 
to  South  America.  He  returned  to 
the  States  again,  a  month  late  to 
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begin  his  classes. 

As  for  the  teaching  of  geology, 
Green  says  that  he  likes  and  en¬ 
joys  it  very  much.  Every  different 
phrase  of  the  study  brings  to  his 
mind  the  exact  replica  which  he  has 
witnessed  in  its  native  habitat. 

Last  summer,  Green  went  to 
Canada  and  made  a  detailed  study 
of  the  nickel  situation  in  Sudbury, 
Canada. 

Green  is  the  president  of  the  Jun¬ 
ior  College  Council.  In  speaking  of 
his  activities  of  this  organization, 
he  said,  “It  is  my  aim  to  try  to  get 
the  parents  of  the  students  to  the 
college  to  see  our  numerous  facili¬ 
ties,  for  if  we  can  get  these  people 
to  understand  the  advantages  which 
the  students  will  have  here,  it 'may 
induce  them  to  continue  the  train¬ 
ing  of  the  students.” 

“tl  is  simply  essential  for  all  stu¬ 
dents  to  continue  their  education 
now  more  than  ever  before.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  the  schools  defi¬ 
nitely  be  carried  on  and  that  the 
young  people  should  realize  that 
they  are  doing  the  most  important 
thing  by  improving  and  continuing 
their  educational  training.” 

The  controlling  ■  factor  of  any 
future  plans  which  he  may  have 
at  the  present  time’is  the  registra¬ 
tion  in  the  prevailing  emergency. 
“Unless  there  is  a  need  for  me 
somewhere  else  in  the  war  produc¬ 
tion  picture,”  he  said,  “I  will  remain 
here  at  the  college  doing  all  that  I 
can  in  the  educating  of  our  youth.”

Jimei  Peck  Malta,  six  mem¬ 

bers  of  the  Sec¬ 
ond  American  Eagle  Squadron 
sighted  a  band  of  Nazi  flyers  zoom¬ 
ing  toward  the  island  for  an  at¬ 
tempted  “umpteenth”  attack.  Peck, 
and  air  buddy,  D.  W.  McLeod,  Bos¬ 
ton,  Massachusetts,  maneuvered 
their  speed  burning  BAF  Spitfire 
Into  a  "lead  pouring”  position  as 
the  Germans  approached. 

Then,  like  the  marahuana^  pipe 
dream  of  a  Hollywood  scenarist, 
all  hell  seemed  to  break  loose  as 
both  squadrons  frantically  zoomed 
over  the  island  in  another  rebel¬ 
lious  dog  fight.  Bursts  of  machine 
gun  fire  from  the  Spitfire  com¬ 
manded  by  feck  and  McLeod  sent 
one  Nazi  plane  careening  and 
twisting  to  a  cobalt  Mediterranean 
grave. 

As  the  battle  progressed,  Peck 
and  his  New  England  co-pilot  sent 
another  Deutschland  "blitzkrieg 
buggy”  to  rest — and  the  day's  work 
was  over!  .The  skies  near  Tripoli 
sank  Into  darkness  waiting  for  an¬ 


other  attack,  and  six  members  of 
the  RAF  would  be  ready  and  stand¬ 
ing  by. 

Peck,  following  his  graduation 
from  Berkeley  High.  School,  en¬ 
rolled  at  this  college  in  January, 
1939.  He  majored  in— you  guessed 
it — aviaUon,  and  following  his  par¬ 
ent’s  approval,  he  commenced  tak¬ 
ing  flying  lessons  at  the  Oakland 
Municipal  Airport. 

When  Peck  enrolled  in  the  RAF. 
after  obtaining  hU  private  flyer’s 
license.  World  War  n  had  already 
started.  He  was  shipped  to  Bur- 
baidt.  California,  where  he  received 
his  preliminary  air  training,  and 
then  to  Ottawa,  Canada,  for  sopho¬ 
more  “toughening  up"  with  the 
Royal  Canadian  Air  Force. 

Peck  landed  in  England  late  last 
year,  and  immediately,  he  was  tak¬ 
ing  a  part  in  RAF  raids  on  the 
Nazi-held  coast  of  France  blasting 
ammunition  dumps,  supply  bases 
and  radio  stations.  Several  months 
later,  Peck  was  among  the  volun¬ 
teers  for  service  in  the  Mediterran¬ 
ean,  according  to  Associated  Press 
dispatches  released. 

He  waa  stationed  at  Malta,  a 
wind  swept,  sea  sprayed  Island  no 
larger  than  a  cake  of  soap,  in 
Flelshh acker  swimming  pool.  Nev¬ 
ertheless.  Malta  was  smack  dab  on 
the  sea  route  between  Sicily  and 
the  Third  Belch  operations  in 
Northern  Africa. 

^  The  news  from  distant  Malta  has 
‘  been  extremely  scarce,  but  the  dis¬ 
patches  which  have  already  -  been 
received  are  most  gratifying.  So 
it’s  hats  off  and  flags  on  high  for

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Student  Aid 

Following  the  inauguration  of  the  deferise 
program  and  the  supplementing  of  that  program 
by  declarations  of  war,  voluntary  public  con¬ 
tributions  to  America’s  battle  have  evidenced  an 
ever  increasing  rise. 

,At  the  very  start  of  the  war,  before  the  people 
had  been  sufficiently  introduced  to  the  necessity 
of  new  and  stricter  sacrifices  and  contributions 
to -the  effort,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States  had  expressed  the  opinion 
that  perhaps  additional  amounts  would  have  to 
be  taken  legally  in  addition  to  present  and 
anticipated  taxes. 

The  Secretary  declared  that  in  the  sale  of 
bonds,  offered  the  public  as  a  financial  aid  in 
carrying  on  the  war,  there  had  Been  such  a  lack 
of  response  that  some  drastic  step  on  the  part 
of  the  government  seemed  certain. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  sales  began  to  mount. 
People  found  hundreds  of  ways  to  buy  bonds, 
new  savings  plan  were  begun,  radio  programs 
and  quiz  shows  gave  bonds  or  stamps  to  fort¬ 
unate  winners  in  place  of  money. 

This  sudden  show  of  support  was  not  the  re- 
suit  of  an  awakened  partriotism,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  of  an  awakened  understanding.  Am¬ 
ericans  began  to  see  just  where  and  how  strong¬ 
ly  they  stood. 

Newspaper  editorial  writers  were  prone,  in 
the  days  of  late  December  and  early  January, 
to  chastise  the  public  for  their  lack  of  support. 
However,  it  was  not  much  the  reprimanding  of 
the  press  that  produced  the  desired  result.  Nor 
was  it  the  pleas  of  government  officials;  nor 
was  it  their  warnings.  Sales  boomed  because 
t;he  American  people  thought  that  it  was  to 
their  advantage  to  create  such  a  boom.  Un¬ 
deniably,  they  were  correct. 

More  and  more  is  this  being  realized.  More 
and  more  will  it  be  realized  by  those  who  are 
not  yet  convinced.  The  black  line  on  the  chart 
of  total  sales  will  continue  its  present  trend  of 
acceleration.  • 

The  aforementioned  now  boils  down  to  the 
part  individual  institutions,  as  opposed  to  in¬ 
dividuals,  are  playing  in  the  current  struggle. 
People  as  individuals  are  performing  admirably; 
with  institutions  such  is  not  always  the  case. 
Many  colleges  and  universities  either  are  plan¬ 
ning  or  have  already  started  drives  to  aid  in 
bond  and  stamp  sales. 

The  inauguratioir'of  such  a  program  at  this 
college,  while  imposing  upon  a  present  schedule 
of  civil  defense  instruction,  red  cross  work,  and 
other  war  instruction,  is  of,  sufficient  worth  to 
be  added  to  any-plan  now  in’  operation.  The 
Executive  Council  has  recently  discussed  var¬ 
ious  methods  by  which  students  may  be  induced 
to  make  additional  purchases. 

Naturally  enough,  there  should  be  no  induce¬ 
ment  necessary.  The  obvious  is  inducement 
enough.  However,  the  need  is  such  that  cam¬ 
paigns  of  all  sorts  are  welcome. 

A  bureau  has  been  set  up  in  the  college  bank 
at  which  stamps  are  soldT  Sales  are  not  going 
well.  Which  is  another  good  reason  for  begin¬ 
ning  the  suggested  plan. 

It  might  be  well  for  the  ruling  n  jdent  group 
to  look  deeper  into  the  matter.  There  do  not 
seem  to  be  any  objections,  or  reasons  for  ob¬ 
jections,  on  the  part  of  the  administration.  All 
that  is  needed  is  a  serious  inquiry  into  the 
methods  by  which  the  whole  thing  may  be 
conducted. 

It  was  mentioned  above  that  the  idea  was 
brought  before  the  Executive  Council.  How¬ 
ever,  that  was  two  weeks  ago.  Since  that  time 
the  whole  suggestion  has  seemingly  been  for¬ 
gotten.  No  motions  have  been  made  in  one 
direction  or  another.^  The  proposal  has  neither 
been  killed  nor  given  sufficient  excuse  to  re¬ 
main  alive. 

Certainly  it  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration. 
Perhaps  it  is  also  worthy  of  concerted  action. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  worth  a  try.

He  had  a  lot  to  say'about  present 
day  sailors  that  can’t  be  reproduced 
here,  but,  the  reason  we  mention 
him  again  is  that  he  died  a  short 
time  ago  at  the  honorable  age  of  73, 
an  age  which  his  carriage  and 
mental  agility  belied.  He’d  lost  his 
foot  in  the  Orient  when  a  quaran¬ 
tine  boat  was  leaving  his  ship  and 
her  mooring  line  fouled  up  and 
pulled  his  leg  through  a  chok.  He 
had  an  alutninum  foot  made  but  his 
sea  career  was  over. 

Seamen  . at  the  Union  hiring 
hall  used  to  kid  him  about  his  foot 
because  they  knew  he  didn’t  mind. 
He’d  been  around  so  long  that  they 
were  all  sure  he’d  live  forever.  The 
last  time  we  saw  him  a  stevedore 
was  talking  to  him. 

“That’s  one  thing  the  worms 
won’t  get  when  you  die,  Lightfoot,” 
he  said. 

That  sounds  like  pretty  rough 
humor,  but  the  old  man  "went  along 
with  the  gag." 

“When  I  die  I’ll  leave  it  to  the 
aluminum  drive,  son.  It’d  melt 
where  I’m  goin,’  anyway.” 

So,  that’s  the  end  of  old  Light¬ 
foot  Henry."  r-

A.,  chairman  of  the  physi¬ 
cal  education  department,  is  a 
former  resident  of  Spokane, 
Washington. 

Since  her  advent  to  the  upper- 
division  of  grade  school,  Miss  Keller 
has  been  interested  in  physical 
education  as  a  channel  into  which 
her  interests  could  be  centered.  “I 
played  my  first  mixed  tennis  match 
when  I  was  in  the  seventh  grade,” 
she  said.  «»,  , 

When  in  high  school,  she  decided 
definitely  to  major  in  this  field 
while  there,  as  well  as  later  In  col¬ 


lege.  The  students  at  that  time 
were  fortunate,  she  said,  in  having 
a  very  fine  program  for  their  acti¬ 
vities. 

She  was  very  interested  in  many 
sports,  and  captained  the  swimming 
team,  as  well  as  participating  in 
numerous  tennis  matches. 

Perhaps  many  students  here  at 
the  college  will  be  snprised  to  learn 
that  Miss  Keller  was  attending  hiA 
school  when  members  of  her  daises 
left  for  enlistment  daring  the  first 
World  War.  Later,  she  said,  many 
of  these  fellow  students  who  re¬ 
turned  attended  the  University  of 
Washington. 

Upon  deciding  to  attend  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Washington,  she  majored 
in  physical  education,  with  her 
minor  in  physiology^  and  obtained 
her  B.  A.  while  there. 

She  was  president  of  one  of  the 
first  high  school  girls’  leagues,  but 
b^ing  not  only  interested  in  ath¬ 
letics,  she  was  quite  active  in  stu 
dent  association  groups. 

At  University  of  Washington  she 
was  elected  president  of  Mortar 
Board,  a  national  honorary  organ¬ 
ization  for  leadership  in  both  activ¬ 
ity  and  scholarship;  was  active  ip 
both  the  Associated  Women’s  stu¬ 
dents  and  the  Women’s  Athletic 
Association,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Physical  Education  major’s 
club. 

While  spgaking  of  awards  which 
she  had  won  as  a  result  of  her 
athletic  activities,  Miss  Keller  men-, 
tioned  the  W  blanket  which  many 
of  the  students  here  at  the  college 
have  probably  seen  and  wondered 
why  it  should  have  any  special  sig¬ 


nificance  attached  to  it.  This  award, 
she  informed  me,  was  given  to 
women  as  well  as  men  for  partici¬ 
pation  in  athletics. 

She  was  president  of  the  Delta 
Gamma  Sorority  and  was  sent  to 
the  national  convent^jn  in  Spring 
Lake,  New  Jersey. 

Another  convention  which  she 
attended,  and  this  time  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  athletics,  was  at  Palo 
Alto.  At  that  time,  she  said,  Mary 
Jane  Learnard,  assistant  registrar, 
was  a  student  at  Stanford,  and  a 
member  of  the  welcoming  commit¬ 
tee  for  the  visiting  students  from 
the  other  universities  and  colleges. 

“One  of  the  reasons  why  I  have 
always  been  so  Interested  in  Physi¬ 
cal  education,”  she  remarked,  “Is 
because  It  offers  an  opportunity  to 
lead  girls  in  very  wholesome  social 
recreational  activities;  and  I  feel  the 
things  which  they  learn  through 
sports  help  them  very  definitely  to 
become  better  citizens." 

Miss  Keller  joined  the  instruc¬ 
tors’  staff  here  at  the  opening  of 
the  college,  where  there  was,  she 
said;  no  equipment  at  all.  This 
last  foil  is  probably  remembered  by 
older  or  fortner  students,  but  ac¬ 
cording  to  Miss  Keller,  students 
didn’t  seem  to  mind  going  all  over 
the  city  to  respective  places  for 
their  P.  E.  classes  as  much  as  pres¬ 
ent  students  dislike  the  trek  down 
the  hill  to  the  gymnasium. 

She  waa  pleased  to  be  asked  to 
come  here  to  the  college  to  help  In 
the  development  of  the  college.  “Of 
all  the  levels  of  education,”  she 
said,  “to  me  thb  b  the  most  Inter¬ 
esting.” 


_  Miss  Keller’s  first  teaching  was 
at  Monterey  High  School,  follow¬ 
ing  which  she  taught  at  Washing¬ 
ton  State  College  at  Bellingham  as 
a  substitute  instructor. 

An  item  which  may  be  of  inter¬ 
est  is  that  while  at  the  University 
of  California,  one  of  her  pupils  was 
noon  other  than  the  present  Mrs. 
Laurine  Kulin  Bergin,  another  of 
the  colloge’s  physical  education  in¬ 
structors. 

In  1929,  Miss  Keller  attended 
Columbia  University  irr  New  York 
and  obtained  hei  M.  A<  while  there. 
Following  this  she  went  to  Purdue 
University  in  Lafayette,  Indiaha, 
where  she  introduced  a  teaching 
education  program,  and  remained 
there  for  five  years. 

Mbs  Keller  attended  Hoover's 
White  House  Convention  for  child 
health,  and  was  active  chairman  of 
publicity  for  the  national  conven¬ 
tion  here  for  the  year  of  1939.  She 
b  the  president  thb  year  of  the  unit 
of  the  8.  P.  Unit  for  Health,  Phy. 
Ed.  and  Recreation.  Just  a  few 
days  ago,  Mbs  Keller  attended  the, 
state  meeting  in  Sacramento  as  a 
representative  of  thb  gronp. 

In  speaking  again  of  the  college 
here,  Miss  Keller  said,  I  like  the 
junior  college  very  very  much  be¬ 
cause  we  have  such  fine  coopera¬ 
tive  feeling  between  the  adminis¬ 
tration  and  college  departmenb.  As 
for  the  college  any  future  plans 
which  I  may  have  is  that  I  would 
like  very  much  to  see  a  lot  more 
done  in  the  way  of  co-educational 
opportunities  in  the  fields  of 
sports."

Health  Notes 

Measle  Epidemic 
Warning  Given 

By  Dr.  L.  Freedlander. 

College  Physician 

There  is  a  severe  epidemic  of 
measles  at  the  present  time.  The 
State  Department  of  Public  Health 
is  reporting  about  five  thousand 
cases  a  week.  There  is  also  a 
moderate  incidence  of  German 
measles.  It  it  important  that  these 
diseases  be  recognized  so  that  the 
spread  of  the  infection  to  other 
people  can  be  checked. 

Measles  is  readUy  diagnosed  by  a 
typical  rash.  If  yon  have  any  re¬ 
cent  skin  eruption,  report  at  once 
to  the  college  doctor  or  your  own 
physician.  The  rash  if  often  pre¬ 
ceded  by  a  bead  cold  for  two  or 
three  days.  There  ts  usually  a 
fever  also.  Take  your  temperature 
If  you  don’t  feel  well.  “ 

The  patient  with  measles  is  in- 
fectuous  to  others  for  a  period  of 
14  days  after  the  appearance  of  the 
rash.  The  San  Francisco  Health 
Department  demands  that  you  stay 
out  of  school  for  14  days  whether 
you  feel  sick  or  not.  All  cases  of 
measles  must  be  legally  reported  to 
the  Health  Department.  For  Ger¬ 
man  measles  the  quarantine  period 
is  seven  days. 

1. .  If  you  have  a  rash,  report  to 
your  private  doctor  or  to  the  college 
physician. 

2.  Remain  at  home  tf  you  have  a 
head  cold  with  fever. 

3.  If  you  have  measles  and  have 
not  seen  a  doctor,  telephone  the 
Health  Department  and  report  It 
Also  telephone  the  registrar.

Men  who  are  accepted 
will  acquire  status  as  enlisted  re¬ 
serves  in  the  air  corps  or  will,  on 
finishing,  serve  as  CAA  flying  in¬ 
structors.

The  President's  recent  executive 
order  to  federal  agencies  has  im¬ 
portant  implications  for  college 
students.  Briefly,  the  purpose  is  to 
convert  government  to  war  work — 
and  that  speedily — by  loosening 
hiring  requirements,  and  by  facil¬ 
itating  transfers  from  agency  to 
agency. 

This  means  greater  efforts  than 
ever  will  be  made  immediately  to 
put  college  people  into  jobs  for 
which  they  are  trained.  And  if  they 
find  their  jobs  do  not  suit  their 
talents,  the  order  makes  it  un¬ 
necessary  for  them  to  get  their 
superior's  permission  to  trarlsfer  to 
another  agency — so  long  as  the 
agency  to  which  they  are  going  is 
considered  more  important  to  the 
war  effort  than  the  one  they  are 
leaving. 

Previously  an  agency  could  hold 
the  employe  who  wanted  to  trans¬ 
fer.  Some  bureaucrats  clung  to  the 
prerogative  despite  the  urgency  of 
war  work  in  other  agencies. 

The  order  also  does  away  with 
almost  all  Civil  Service  Commission 
examinations.  Hiring  will  be  done 


It  is  unlikely,  according  to  nation- 
Selective  Service  headquarters,  that 
any  student  in  the  20-year-old 
draft  age  group  will  be  called  up 
before  June.  New  draft  registrants 
won't  be  completely  classified  until 
sometime  in  May. 

General  Hershey’s  office  has 
cleared  up  the  confusion  on  how 
new  lists  will  be  integrated  with  the 
old.  The  answer  is,  they  won’t  be. 
Not  exactly. 

Instead  the  war  department  will 
begin  an  entirely  new  plan,  about 
June  1,  of  specifying  not  only  quota 
numbers  but  also  the  age  group 
from  which  quotas  are  to  be  filled. 
Thus,  if  the  army  says  it  wants  men 
21  to  35,  the  old  list  will  be  used; 
if  it  wants  men  below  21  or  above 
33.  the  new  list  will  be  used. 

The  latest  advice  to  collegians 
from  Selective  Service  is  still, 
“stick  to  your  college  work  until 
you’re  called.”  Patriotic  fervor  has 
its  place,  but  a  wild  rush  of  volun¬ 
teers  will  only  serve  to  complicate 
planning.

science  and  its  achievements  today. 


Dr.  Robert  Sibley,  alumni  secretary 
of  the  University  of  California,  whose 
recent  "informal"  talk  at  the  Alpha 
Gamma  Sigma  assembly  proved  to  be 
quite  a  successful  venture.  Following 
his  visit  to  the  college  carhpus.  Dr. 
Sibley  returned  to  Berkeley,  where  he., 
has  been  accomplishing  so  much  of  his 
recent  work. _ _ _ 

"Life  on  a  university  campus  is 
not  as  austere  as  many  people  have 
been  led  to  believe,”  Sibley  said, 
"but  life  on  any  campus  is  just  as 


human  *as  anywhere  else.” 

As  an  example,  here’s  a  story 
Sibley  tells  about  one  of  Berkeley’s 
"proudest”  professors: 

It  seems  that  onb  day,  this  dig¬ 
nified  professor,  who  happened  to 
be  using  the  telephone  at  the  time, 
told  the  telephone  operator  to  go 
to  (you  know  where!),  when  he 
found  out  that  the  line  was  busy. 
The  startled  telephone  operator  re¬ 
ported  the  incident  to  the  college 
prexy,  who  later  told  the  “self  es¬ 
teemed”  professor  that  he  must 
ring  up  the  telephone  operator  and 
apologize. 

Well  .  .  .  word  got  around  the 
campus  that  the  "prof”  was  going 
to  apologise,  and  When  the  day  ar¬ 
rived,  everyone  on  the  UC  campus 
picked  up  their  telephone  receivers 
and  listened  In. 

"Are  you  the  telephone  operator 
that  I  told  to  go  to  hell  the  other 
rfay?”  gruffly  demanded  the  “prof.”

If  the  giant  cyclotron  is  a 
success  (and  there  is  no  doubt 
about  that),  cancer,  one  of  man¬ 
kind's  greatest  mysteries,  can  be 
quickly  cured  by  the  simplified 
operation  of  Dr.  Lawrence's  ma¬ 
chine.  an  Instrument  that  won  for 
him  1940’s  Nobel  Prize  in  Science. 

Th?  treatment  of  caneor  today  is 
accomplished  by  radium  rays,  but 
'  radium  is  as  scarce  as  a  brand  new 
pair  of  700  x  15  tires,  and  as  costly 
as  a  diamond-studded  chinchilla 
wrap.

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Apathy 

Victory  Menace 

There  is  an  evident  tendency  to  take  the 
*■  worcn^  of  leading  industrialists  and  put  into 
them  more  than  is  really  meant.  The  public  is 
told  that  the  productive  possibilities  of  these 
United  States  far  and  away  surpasses  that  of 
any  of  our  enemies.  This  is  true. 

However,  these  words  are  not  meant  to  imply 
that  because  of  either  real  or  potential  ability 
to  turn  out  war  essentials  the  course  of  the.;War 
is  already  correctly  charted.  These  words  are 
intended  to  establish  in  the  minds  of  Americans 
the  forces  which  their  nation  can  put  behind  the 
war.  They  are  not  intended  to  waft  the  public 
into  a  sleepy-time  self-assurance  that  despite 
the  carryings  on  in  other  .parts  of  the  globe,  all 
will  come  out  in  fit  style,  so  why  worry,  why 
over-exert  oneself? 

It  must  never  be  forgotten  that  Germany  has 
acquired  the  great  factories  and  arms  plants  of 
conquered  nations.  The  works  of  Czechoslo¬ 
vakia,  Belgium,  France,  are  turning  out  mach¬ 
ines  and  stipplies  for  the  invader.  Is  the  output 
of  the  United  Nations  equal  to  the  output  of 
Japan,  Germany,  Italy  and  the  rest  of  Europe? 
Can  the  factories  of  England,  Australia,  India, 
Canada  and  the  United  States  put  out  in  com¬ 
petition  with  slave  labor?  Doubtlessly  so! 

But,  because  this  is  a  war  being  fought  on  a 
world  scale,  so  also  must  production  be  consid¬ 
ered  on  a  world  scale.  That  half  of  the  world 
which  is  already  under  the  blessing  of  the  new 
order  is  handicapped  in  numerous  ways.  The 
labor  of  men  is  neither  efficient  nor  effective 
when  those  men  are  serfs.  Slow-downs,  sabo¬ 
tage,  illness,  and  unrest  all  tend  to  decrease  the 
total  output. 

Lined  up  against  the  workers  of  Hitler  are 
men  working  freely  in  jobs  which  they  want  to 
do.  They  are  higher  paid,  better  equipped,  and 
the  material  they  turn  out  is  greater  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

However,  there.  -  are  millions  of  men  and 
women  working  on  both  sides,  though  perhaps 
some  work  unwillingly.  The  war  supplies  that 
are  turned  out  by  enemy  labor  are  not  so  small 
that  harm  cannot  be  done.  Witness  the  course 
of  fighting  to  date. 

But,  say  many,  soon  the  production  pf  the 
United  Nations  will  outstrip  that  of  the  Axis. 
This  is  evident,  taking  into  consideration  the 
steady  rise  in  output;  therefore  as  soon  as  pro¬ 
duction  reaches  a  certain  point  the  war  will  be 
over.  Beautiful  logic! 

Of  course,  other  considerations  must  be  made. 
Suppose  the  war  was  lost  before  the  factories 
got  started;  suppose  we  needed  men  to  fight 
and  had  to<ake  them  out  of  the  factories;  sup¬ 
pose  an  invasion  ruined  Detroit!  These  things 
may  not  happen.  Pearl  Harbor,  Manila,  Bataan, 
Singapore  might  not  have  happened,  either. 

It  should  easily  be  evident  that  any  attitude 
tending  toward  apathy  or  smugness  was  not  in¬ 
tended  by  those  great  industrialists  when  they 
told  of  America’s  established  or  potential  indus¬ 
trial  capacity.  The  very  interests  of  these  in¬ 
dustrialists  is  at  stake;  certainly  they  have  no 
reason  to  mean  other  than  the  very  words  they 
say. 

•  Through  all  the  history  of  American  wars 
runs  a  current  of  lethargy  within  the  ranks  of 
the  people  at  home.  In  each  war  it  was  a  long, 
long  time  before  the  public  awoke  to  the  com¬ 
plexity  of  situations.  Because  of  these  mental 
lapses  on  the  part  of  the  public,  because  of  the 
so-what  attitude  and  the  what-do-I-care  philos¬ 
ophy,  because  of  these  things  America  has  come 
close  to  losing  more  than  one  war. 

In  peace  times  the  blame  for  conditions  may 
be  placed  upon  Congress,  the  President,  the 
Army,  the  Navy,  on  almost  anything.  Today 
the  blame  reverts  to  those  who  previously  did 
the  blaming.  Things  should  now  be  taken  at 
their  face  value  only.  Dreams  of  the  future 
should  be  left  for  the  future.  Those  who  feel 
otherwise  are  only  rocking  the  boat.  There  is 
a  storm.

J  cist,”  Albert  C.  Lee, 
speech  instructor,  says  of  him¬ 
self  while  giving  various  ac¬ 
counts  of  his  colorful  and  very 
interesting  life  up  to  the  pres- 
ent. 

He  was  bom  in  Calcutta,  India, 
of  American  parents.  Both  parents 
were  active  in  the  educational  field 
in  India  at  that  time  and  his  mother 
is  at  present  supervisor  for  a  large 
plant  under  construction  by  the 
British  and  Indian  governments. 

Lee  spent  his  early  childhood  in¬ 
termittently  in  India  and  else¬ 
where.  “I  was  among  those  ship¬ 
wrecked  on  Miday  when  1  was  six 
years  of  age,”  he  says,  “an'd — we’ll 
go  on  from  there." 

Between  the  ages  of  13  and  15, 
he  was  again  brought  -  to  the 
States,  where  he  remained  for  his 
further  educational  training. 

Upon  his  graduation  from  Ber¬ 
keley  High,  he'attended  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  and  graduated 
from  there  in  1924.  His  major  sub¬ 
ject  throughout  being  English,  with 
a  minor  in  Art.  Following  his 
graduation  he  did  post-graduate 
work  also  at  the  University. 

Upon  leaving  the  University  Lee 
made  his  third  trip  around  the 
world;  and  it  was  this  time,  he 
said,  that  he  did  quite  a  lot  of 
study.  His  first  two  trips  were 
made  in  his  younger  years  along 
with  his  parents  during  different 


vacations. 

It.  was  about  this  time  that  Lee 
sponsored  an  art  movement  in 
India. 

Throughout  this  Interview,  Lee 
would  break  in  occasionally  with, 
“but  you’re  not  asking  any  ques¬ 
tions  at  all!”  Thereupon  he  would 
cheerfully  resume  the  brief  sketch 
of  his  life. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  build 
an  imaginary  scale  of  his  likes  and 
dislikes,  although  as  it  became  more 
apparent  as  time  went  on  that  his 
likes  far  outnumbered  any  feeling 
against  anything.

Tuberculin  Tests 
Held  At  College 

By  Dr.  L.  FreedUnder. 

College  Physician 

The  tuberculin  test  is  a  harm¬ 
less  skin  test.  lPShows  whether 
or  not  there  are  tuberculosis  germs 
in  the  person’s  body.  It  is  these 
germs  that  cause  tuberculosis,  or 
consumption  as  it  used  to  be  called. 

The  doctor  puts  a  drop  of  liquid 
made  in  the  laboratory  into  the 
skin.  If  in  twd*f#Misy*  there  is  a 
raised  spot  (which  also  may  be 
red)  at  the  place  where  the  test 
was  made,  the  test  is  positive.  That 
means  that  there  are  tubercle  germs 
somewhere  in  the  body. 

A  positive  test  does  not  mean 
you  have  tuberculosis.  In  the  high 
schools  about  one  out  of  every 
three  students  is  positive.  In  older 
groups  the*  number  of  positives  is 
usually  greater.  Theseshould  all 
be  x-rayed.  Tuberculosis  is  a  seri¬ 
ous  disease.  Each  •  day,  it  kills 
about  200  persons  in  the  U.  S.  It 
spreads  from  one  person  to  another;

This  year  the  College  has  started 

a  tuberculosis  testing  program  In 
order  to  make  sure  the  studepts  are 
free  from  this  disease.  In  this  cam¬ 
paign  the  group  tested  showed 
about  40  percent  positives.  Out  of 
this  group  we  can  expect  one  per¬ 
cent  to  show  active  tuberculosis. 

Those  In  the  group  reacting  poaltlve 
are  followed  up  by  an  x-ray  and 
consultation.  .  4 

The  approximate  cost  of  this 
program  is  about  $200.  This  is  ex¬ 
tremely  inexpensive  because  for 
every  active  case  detected  it  saves 
the  city  and  county  about  $3,000, 
which  is  the  cost  of  treating  an  ad¬ 
vanced  case  of  tuberculosis,  not  to 
mention  the  infection  that  a  tuber¬ 
culosis  case  spreads  if  one  remains 
undetected.  This  does  not  include 
the  cost  to  the  individual  in  terms 
of  happiness,  health,  and  personal 
success.  This  loss  cannot  be  counted 
in  dollars  and  cents. 

Your  College  plans  to  extend  this 
program  and  make  it  an  annual  af¬ 
fair,  so  that  the  entire  student  body 
may  assure  itself  it  is  free  from 
tuberculosis.

Placement  Bureau  Reveals 
Shortage  of  Woman's  Jobs 

Disclosing  that  there  is  a  marked 
shortage  of  summer  jobs  for  women 
students  this  year,  Claude  Silva,  new 
college  employment  head,  announced 
this  week  that  requests  for  women 
workers  would  probably  be  coming 
into  his  office  certainly  within  a 
month.  . 

"The  summer  jobs  that  are  open  at 
thepresent  time  are  summer  resort 
jobs  and  concern  men  students  most¬ 
ly./  Silva  explained.

Most  employers  do  not  car^.to  wait 
until  summer  to  hire  their  personnel, 
supply  of  which  has  been  shortened 
by  the  war.”

Right  now  Civil  Service  is  look¬ 
ing  for  women  mathematicians  to 
make  computations  in  ballistic 
testing  for  war  agencies.  Require¬ 
ments  call  for  two  years  of  college 
with  three  semesters  of  mathe¬ 
matics.  Formal  title  of  the  job  is 
“Assistant  Technical  and  Scientific 
Aid,”  starting j>ay,  $1,620  annually. 

For  those  with  just  one  year  of 
college,  the  job  to  apply  for  is  that 
of  “Junior  Technical  and  Scientific 
Aid."  Emphasis  on  college  physics 
and  chemistry  is  required.  The 
pay  is  $1,440. 

There  are  also  vacancies  right 
now  for  women  ‘‘Junior  Physicists” 
(especially  those  trained  in  radio 
or  sound)  at  $2,000  a  year.  Require¬ 
ments  are  four  years  of  college — 
24  hours  of  physics.  Seniors  who 
qualify  will  be  hired  pending  suc¬ 
cessful  graduation.  If  your  major 
is  chemistry  instead  of  physics,  ap¬ 
ply  under  the  “Junior  Chemist” 
classification.

the  "Stavanger  incident."  When 
Stavenger  students  heard  their 
school  was  to  be  taken  over  by 
Nazi  troops,  they  sneaked  into  the 
school  building,  stripping  it  of  fix¬ 
tures  before  the  Nazis  arrived. 
Some  9,500  of  Norway’s  10,500 
teachers  have  resigned  in  protest 
against  a  Quisling  order  to  join  the 
Nazi  Teachers’  organization. 

More  than  five  per  cent  of  the 
nation's  20-year-olds  who  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  last  draft  are  college 
students — some  136,700  of  them 
They  were  assigned  order  numbers 
March  17  and  prospects  of  an  dfhy 
military  career  are  very  real  for 
most  of  them. 

The  War  Department  says  that 
beginning  June  1,  quotas  will  prob¬ 
ably  call  for  men  in  both  the  first 
(21-35)  age  group  and  the  second 
age  group  (20  year  old  and  36-45 
year  olds). 

Local  boards  have  been  in¬ 
structed  to  mail  questionnaire  to 
registrants  in  the  second  age  group 
in  “sufficient  numbers  to  insure 
filling  of  the  June  call  entirely 
from  this  age  group  if  necessary." 

The  U.  S.  Office  of  Education 
here  reports  that  world  war  has 
brought  students  from  70  foreign 
countries  to  American  colleges  and 
universities  during  the  last  year.

And  every  bit  of  ground 
they  now  lose  puts  the  schedule  that 
much  more  behind.  It  means  that 
the  spring  offensive  will  have  to  make 
up  lost  territory  before  it  can  start 
to  accomplish  the  task  for  which  it 
was  predetermined. 

And  what  is  more,  the  opposition 
which  the  fresh  troops  of  Hitler  will 
have  to  face  is  going  to  be  of  equal 
caliber  to  that  of  the  famed  Nazi 
legions.  An  army  moves  on  wheels, 
and  mechanized  equipment  is  of  the 
essence.  Russia  is  getting  that  equip¬ 
ment,  has  been  getting  it  for  many 
months. 

Burden  ml  Defease 

However,  in  Russia  the  entice  front 
is  of  such  length  that  it  is  necessary 
to  keep  far  more  than  a  million  men 
fighting  on  the  various  sectors  at  the 
same  time.  Stalin  does  not  know 
where  the  Nazi  offensive  Is  going  to 
strike  hardest.  He  may  have  some 
good  ideas  but  he  is  not  certain.  This 
Increased  burden  to  the  defense 
makes  a  continued  offense  of  the 
first  importance. 

Hitler  will  leave  the  north  alone. 
The  south  offers  much  more.  There 
are  the  oil  fields  and  the  possible 
union  with  troops  of  the  rising  sun. 
Therefore  Stalin  and  his  men  are 
looking  to  the  south  for  ttie  first 
great  push. 

How  strong  will  that  push  be? 
England  has  been  causing  increased 
anxiety  on  the  western  front.  Ger¬ 
many  must  worry  about  an  Invasion 
of  the  continent  by  Allied  forces. 
That  is  why  their  ablest  general  has 
set  up  headquarters  in  France.  That 
is  why  Laval  has  assumed  control 
over  the  fake  French  Government 
of  Vichy.  That  is  why  the  French 
fleet  will  soon  be  in  German  hands. 
That  Is  why  troops  are  being  bled 
from  the  smaller  nations  of  Europe.

cantly  announced  Bqy  §  Ton  of  Freedom 
campaign  is  the  one  requisite  upon  which  th# 
success  or  failure  of  the  entire  venture  will 
stand  or  fall- 

.1  Much  time  and  effort  has  been  put  in  by 
those  students  in  charge  of  running  off  the 
plan.  The  coming  rally,  in  particular,  has  had 
more  attention  devoted  to  it  than  is  usually  the 
case  with  rallies.  The  drive  was  really  sup¬ 
posed  to  begin  a  week  sooner*  but  it  was  de¬ 
cided  that  the  extra  time  gained  by  postponing 
it  could  be  ably  used  in  planning  and  preparing 
for  events  in  the  future. 

This  issue  of  The  Guardsman  carries  the  an¬ 
nouncement  that  -the  campaign  will  start  in 
earnest  next  Monday.  This  issue  of  The  Guards¬ 
man  also  carries  the  details  of  forthcoming 
events  to  gain  student  support. 

It  is  imagined  that  many  of  those  attending 
the  college,  and  instructing  here,  are  buying 
war  stamps  and  (or)  bonds  at  their  favorite 
postoffice  or  place  of  business.  01  these  per¬ 
sons  it  will  be  asked  that  they  buy  at  the  col¬ 
lege  bureaus  which  are  now  being  set  up. 

But  more  important,  those  who  have  ne¬ 
glected  or  put  off  making  any  purchases  are 
the  ones  who  should  really  add  something  to 
the  campaign. 

There  is  no  logical  reason  why  those  now  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  war  effort  can  not  contribute 
through  lanes  being  contributed  at  the  college. 
Those  who  are  not  contributing,  and  it  is  as¬ 
sumed  that  they  intend  to  do  so  at  some  time, 
might  as  well  start  now  and  help  to  Buy  a  Ton 
of  Freedom. 

Students  might  not  be  expected  to  buy  bonds 
outright;  on  the  other  hand  there  will  probably 
be  some  instructors  who  will  purchase  them. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  note  whether  instruc¬ 
tors  or  students  put  more  support  behind  the 
present  plan,  relative  to  their  respective  num¬ 
bed  Instructors  are  in  a  more  favored  posi¬ 
tion,  but  from  the  standpoint  of  any  and  all  con¬ 
tributions,  of  any  and  all  sizes,  the  eventual 
winner  of  such  a  contest  would  be  difficult  to 
predict. 

The  faculty  is  too  often  in  the  background  in 
cases  such  as  this;  that  is,  the  initiative  and  the 
actual  doing  is  left  to  the  students.  Perhaps 
for  ordinary  campaigns  that  would  be  all  rigl^t, 
for  ordinary  campaigns  faculty  advice  would 
suffice. 

But  this  is  not  the  ordinary  case.  It  is  such 
that  it  merits  the  active  support  and  participa¬ 
tion  of  instructors  as  well  as  students.  There 
is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  instructors  or  students 
will  fail  to  co-operate  in  the  plan.  It  is  felt  that 
better  resdlts  will  be  obtained  if  members  of  the 
faculty  gd^into  active  and  evident  participation. 

Students  would  be  foolish  to  imagine  that 
in  the  past  rallies  or  any  other  student  body 
activity  went  ahead  without  the  advice  and 
consent  of  either  faculty  or  administration. 
Such  advice  and  permission  were  absolutely 
necessary. 

This  present  campaign  has  progressed  with 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  faculty  and  admin¬ 
istration  members.  They  have,  however, 
worked  in  the  background— the  credit  does  not 
always  go  to  them  as  it  should. 

The  successful  completion  of  this  drive  will, 
in  a  large  part  be  due  to  them.  It  ^ould  be 
nice  if  one  of  the  members  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  could  start  the  ball  rolling  by  buying  the 
first  batch  of  stamps.  Student  leaders  might 
also  lead  the  way.  It  is  their  idea,  certainly 
they  are  going  to  participate  in  more  than  ar¬ 
rangements.  *  ,  . 

Co-operation  and  participation  of  faculty, 
students.  Administration  and  student  leaders 
will  assure  a  successful  campaign.  Let  them  all 
get  together.  The  cause  is  one  that  affects  the 
combined  groups.  Let’s  have  a  combined

HARRY  NELSON  heads  one 
of  the  most  unique  of  tjie 
college’s  well  known  semi- 
professional  departments;  the 
floriculture  division.  Nelson  is 
no  mere  supervisor,  he  goes 
out  in  the  field  and  plants 
things,  and  pulls  weeds,  and 
hoes,  and  cultivates,  an d"  has 
a  lot  of  fun  like  everyone  else  j 
connected  with  the  floriculture 
division. 

Nelson  invites  all  students  and 
instructors  to  visit  the  vegetable 


and  flower  gardens  and  the  green¬ 
house  at  any  time,  and  offers  in¬ 
formation  on  gardening  to  anyone 
who  is  interested. 

Those  who  have  already  taken 
advantage  of  this  invitation  to  in¬ 
spect  the  floriculture  grounds  are 
impressed  by  the  extensive  area 
cultivated  by  students.  The  cur¬ 
ricula  has  been  expanded  to  meet 
the  interests  of  those  who  wish 
practical  gardening  experience  for 
their  own  use  in  home  gardens,  as 
well  as  those  of  floriculture  majors 
who  are  being  trained  to  enter  some 
phase  of  the  profession. 

With  many  years  of  experience 
in  this  field.  Nelson  instructs  prin¬ 
cipally  classes;  in  nursery  and 
greenhouse  technique.  He  was  re¬ 
cently  made  president  of  the  Paci¬ 
fic  Coast  Horticulture  Society,  one 
of  the  oldest  organizations  of  its 
kind  in  the  West. 

Nelson  first  worked  with  floricul¬ 
ture  as  a  student  in  high  school. 
He  later  attended'the  University  of 
Southern  California,  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  at  Berkeley. 
As  a  landscape  gardener  at  San 
Pedro,  California,  he  initiated  his 
professional  career  in  floriculture. 

His  teaching  experience  began  at 
Los  Angeles  where  he  was  a  cadet 
teacher  in  the  public  grade  schools, 
instructing  various  aspects  of  agri¬ 
culture,  horticulture  and  floricul¬ 
ture.  Employed  at  the  Aggler  and 
Musser  Seed  Company  in  Los  An¬ 


geles.  Nelson  was  flower  seed  sales¬ 
man  for  most  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
area.  At  that  time  he  also  taught 
floriculture  in  the  adult  evening 
high  schools  at  Los  Angeles. 

In  San  Francisco.  Nelson  became 
manager  of  HaHawell’s  Nursery, 
where  he  was  first  associated  with 
the  Junior  college.  The  embi  joule 
floriculture  department  held  ita 
first  classes  In  nursery  practice, 
conducted  by  Nelson,  at  HallaweU's. 
When  the  college  building  was 
established,  he  accepted  a  perma¬ 
nent  position  as  floriculture  In¬ 
structor  here. 

Supervised  by  Nelson.  John  R. 
Herman,  instructor  of  landscape 
architecture,  and  Henry  Schrumpf 
of  Mohr-Tamke  Florists,  instructor 
of  flower  shop  practice  and  flower 
arrangement,  the  division  stresses 
actual  practice  and  field  work  as 
well  as  technical  study.  Under  the 
direction  of  Nelson,  a  course  in 
Victory  Gardening  is  offered,  not 
only  to  students  at  the  college  but 
to  adults  desiring  a  knowledge  of 
gardening  technique,  who  attend 
special  evening  and  afternoon 
classes  offered  by  the  division. 

Similar  classes  in  flower  arrange¬ 
ment  conducted  by  Henry 
Schrumpf,  and  classes  in  landscape 
gardening  conducted  by  John  Her¬ 
man,  are  offered  to  student#  and 
adults.

=  "We  will  maintain  the  courses  in 
flower  arrangement,  vegetable  gar¬ 
dening  and  landscape  design,  for 
students  and  adults  as  long  as 
people  are  Interested,"  Nelson  said. 
The  division  hopes  to  continue  in- 
«truotl»»* -through  the  summer. 

“The  floriculture  division-  was 
created  to  meet  the  demand  for 
trained  specialists  in  the  industry,'” 
Nelson  pointed  out.  "Placement  of 
our  graduates  is  nearly  100  per 
cent.” 

,  Floriculture  graduates  receive 
positions  in  seed  houses,  with  re¬ 
tail  florists,  retail  nurseries,  whole¬ 
sale.  nurseries,  florist  green  houses, 
as  landscape  architects,  landscape 
gardeners,  and  in  Civil  Service 
positions. 

The  curricula  includes  practically 
every  phase  of  the  field. 

Nelson  believes,  u  do  the  other 
floriculture  instructors,  that  gar¬ 
dening  la  especially  valuable  In 
boosting  public  morale  during 
troubled  times.  He  has  noted  with 
pleasure  the  enthusiastic  enroll¬ 
ment  of  both  students  and  adults 
in  the  newly  organized  floriculture 
classes. 

More  and  more  people  are  find¬ 
ing  that  gardening  is  fun.  The 
floriculture  division  hopes  for  an 
even  greater  enrollment  in  future 
semesters.

one  Axis  proponent  must  now  rea¬ 
lize  that  the  cause  is  lost.  If  it  can 
be  called  a  cause. 

Will  it  be  that  the  powerful  leader 
must  eventually  turn  to  his  allies  for 
aid?  But  to  what  will  he  turn?  He 
has  allowed  none  of  them  to  become 
as  strong  as  himself.  They  fear  and 
hate  him.  They  do  not  trust  him. 
Italy  is  a  farce,  Japan  already  has 
the  jitters,  even  though  her  armies 
defeat  natives  in  the  jungles  of  the 
southern  hemisphere.  What  sort  of 
help  comes  to  this  sort  of  an  alli¬ 
ance? 

That  the  Spring  offensive  will  come 
is  certain.  Hitler  must  not  lose  face. 
He  must  appear  strong  at  any  cost. 
But  it  is  a  move  doomed  even  now 
to  failure.

Keep  Buying 

FROM  first  appearances  it  would  seem  that 
the  present  Buy  a  Ton  of  Freedom  cam¬ 
paign,  being  run  off  by  students  in  the  interests 
of  victory,  is  lagging.  Business  at  the  stamp' and 
bond  booth  in  the  hall  of  the  first  floor  does  not 
seem  to  be  overwhelming.  But  first  appear¬ 
ances  are  quite  deceiving. 

In  the  first  half  day  of  sales  over  $275  worth 
of  bonds  and  stamps  were  sold.  This  is  a  re¬ 
markable  record  for  the  college.  If  such  sup¬ 
port  continues  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  actual 
sales  will  far  surpass  any  expectations  that  were 
held,  however  optimistic. 

A'  majority  of  this  first  half  day’s  business 
was  accounted  for  through  the  safes  of  bonds  of 
the  $50  and  $100  variety.  The  remainder  was 
in  smaller  bond  sales  and  stamps. 

Naturally  it  might  be  expected  that  the  first 
day’s  sales  would  be  promising — that  is  usually 
the  way  things  go  in  campaigns  that  have  been 
pre-announced  two  weeks.  The  doubt  as  -to 
whether  or  not  such  promising  sales  and  student 
support  will  continue.  (Student  and  faculty 
support,  to  be  more  correct.) 

With  more  conscientious  faculty  members 
and  students  leading  the  way  there  should  be  no 
reason  why  the  remainder  will  not  follow. 

Those  who  have  not  yet  visited  the  booth  in 
the  first  hall  are  buying  their  stamps  and  bonds 
elsewhere.  There  is  no  real  reason  why  they 
should  do  their  buying  here,  other  than  that  it 
shows  a  united  student  support  for  the  drive. 

And  this  united  support  of  the  Buy  a  Ton  of 
Freedom  drive  is  an  essential  to  the  increase 
and  maintenance  of  spirit,  to  the  success  of  the 
campaign,  and  to  the  further  establishment  of 
tlii«  institution  in  a  well  earned,  more  promi¬ 
nent  place  in  the  matters  of  the  community. 

Education  In  War 

YOU  inhabit  an  oasis  of  the  good  life  in  the 
midst  of  whirling  sandstorms  of  the  des¬ 
ert.  You  are  suspended  in  time  for  a  few  mo¬ 
ments  of  peace  and  beauty  before  you  graduate 
to  take  your  place  in  the  world  of  marching 
armies.  No  serious  sacrifice  has  yet  been  asked 
of  you. 

Your  brothers  who  graduated  last  June  and 
the  Junes  before  that  are  many  of  them  already 
in  the  armed  forces.  Boys  whom  I  admitted  to 
college  just  the  other  day  are  writing  me  that 
they  are  commissioned  in  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
— some  on  the  Atlantic  patrol,  some  in  the  Car¬ 
ibbean,  some  awaiting  orders  .  .\ 

What  then  are  you  here  for?  Why  do  you 
come  to  Amherst  when  the  world  is  at  war? 
What  is  a  college  for  in  such  a  world?  And 
what  is  your  responsibility  this  afternoon? 

Obviously  you  have  a  responsibility.  Society, 
in  offering  you  the  opportunities  of  a  college 
education  instead  of  war  material,  does  not  do 
so  for.  your  personal  pleasure  and  enjoyment. 
It  does  not  single  out  a  few  young  men  for  a 
pleasant  holiday  while  it  is  enlisting  your  broth¬ 
ers  for  war  work.  Colleges  must  take  their  full 
share  of  responsibility  in  the  emergency  and 
you  as  college  men  must  each  do  your  part. 
You  are  here  to  train  and  develop  your  minds, 
to  acquire  so  much  of  the  common  heritage  of 
our  Western  civilization  as  you  can  assimilate, 
to  keep  your  bodies  fit,  and  to  develop  those 
traits  of  character  and  of  intellectual  integrity 
on  which  can  be  built  a  better  social  organism. 
This  is  a  serious  and  a  difficult  program.  It  is 
a  program  which  will  enlist  the  best  you  have. 
— President  Stanley  King,  Amherst  College. 
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where  is  “the  heathen  Chinee?” 
Did  he  disappear  with  the  glamour 
of  gold  rushes,  blazing  ’44‘s,  and 
men  with  strong  feet  and  cigars?

We  ran  across  an  anachronism 
the  other  day:  a  regular  story  book 
Chinese  that  said  “velly  fine”  and 
“Amelican”  and  all  stuff  like  that 
there. 

Why  he  should  be  washing  dishes 
and  bussing  at  a  joint  like  Gypsy’s 
out  on  El  Camino  Real,  we’ll  never 
know,  because  no  one  ever  looked 
less  like  a  Gypsy  than  Wing. 

“No,  I  sot  Gypsy,  but  I  one  damn 
fllne  dlish  washer  an’  rail  road, 
man,”  he  said  In  answer  to  our 
chuckling  Inquiry.  We,  then,  asked 
him  what  rail  road  he’d  been  con¬ 
nected  with.

Since  we  of  this  college  must  fol¬ 
low  air-raid  precautions  while  in  or 
about  the  building,  evidently  we 
should  be  prepared  to  do  something 
about  any  bombing  that  should  oc¬ 
cur  beside  cowing  in  the  basement.

T  HERE  probably  isn’t  any 
student  in  the  college  who 
hasn’t  at  some  time  or  another, 
seen  the  tall,  dark,  and  very 
striking  Jennet  Henderson,  in¬ 
structor,  walking  into  the  reg¬ 
istrar’s  office,  or  down  the  hall. 

Miss  Henderson  is  at  present  a 
member  of  the  business  faculty 
staff.  One  of  her  classes,)  and  no

In  con¬ 
junction  with  her  major,  which  was, 
and  this  hasn’t  been  mentioned  be¬ 
fore,  economics  and  history,  with  a 
minor  in  geology,  she  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  History  club. 

Her  last  year  she  read  for  one 
of  the  professors  in  the  economics 
department.  This  last  activity,  she 
said,  took  up  most  of  her  time,  thus 
she  did  not  join  in  any  special 
extra-curricular  activities. 

While  yet  in  Stanford,  she  placed 
her  application  in  as  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  this  college,  which  at 
that  time  was  being  organized.

Upon  her  graduation,  she  went 
to  Southern  California  to  visit  her 
parents,  and  while  there  received 
the  word  that  her  application  had 
been  accepted. 

Her  first  position  on  the  staff 
was  as  an  instructor  in  the  eco¬ 
nomics  department;  and  later  on 
she  did  some  work  with  the  geol¬ 
ogy  students  in  their  laboratory 


As  has  earlier  been  stated  she 
Is  now  a  member  of  the  business 
personnel.  "I  think,”  she  said, 
“that  I  enjoy  teaching  in  the  term¬ 
inal  curriculum  more  than  any 
other,  because  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  students  have  more  purpose  at 
times  than  many  of  the  regular 
university-transfer  students. 

“The  junior  college  level  of  stu¬ 
dents  is  my  preference  of  all  fields 
of  education,  for  the  students  have 
ways  of  viewing  things  with  a  more 
adult  viewpoint  than  high  schools, 
and  yet  there  is  something  more  in¬ 
teresting  about  it  than  the  higher 
levels  of  education.

Diving  Title  This  Month 


Entry  blanks  have  already  been 
mailed  for  the  women’s  springboard 
diving  championship  to  be  held  at 
the  Fairmont  Hotel  Terrace  Plunge 
Friday,  May  15,  according  to  a  news 
item  printed  in  a  local  San  Francisco 
newspaper. 

One  of  the  first  to  submit  their  en¬ 
try  blank  was  the  college’s  most  out¬ 
standing  woman  athlete,  Helen  Crlen- 
kovich,  holder  of  the  national  wom¬ 
en’s  diving  championship,  both  out¬ 
door  and  indoor.  This  will  be  the 
first  time  in  five  years  that  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  has  played  host  to  a  national  : 
swimming  or  diving  championship. 

With  the  national  swimming  meet 
being  staged  in  the  Bay  City,  it  will 
mark  the  first  time  that  the  comely 
diving  champion  will  have  had  a 
chance  to  defend  her  laurels  at  home. 
Under  the  careful  tutelage  of  Phil 
Patterson,  Fairmont  swimming  in¬ 
structor.  Miss  Crlenkovich  has  been 
practicing  daily  at  the  Terrace 
Plunge. 

The  strength  of  Miss  Crlenkovich’s

Health  Notes 

Th©  Gentle  Art 
Of  Resting 

“IF  WE  COULD  LEARN  how  to 
balance  rest  against  effort,  calm¬ 
ness  against  strain,  quiet  against 
turmoil,”  says  Dr.  Josephine  Rath- 
bone,  “we  would  assure  ourselves 
of  joy  in  living  and  psychophysical 
health  for  life.”  The  psychologists 
believe  that  people  who  live  dy¬ 
namically  without  being  too  tense  | 
have  four  mam  attributes:  first.  : 
rhythm  in  their  activities  with 
great  swings  in  output  and  accom-  | 
plishments.  alternating  with  periods 
of  repose;  second,  a  sense  of  values 
which  makes  it  possible  to  minimize 
effort  and  minimize  swain;  third, 
ability  to  reduce  muscular  tension 
in  any  part  of  the  body  consciously 
whenever  desired,  and.  fourth,  a 
readiness  to  fall  asleep  at  will. 

While  these  attributes  may  de¬ 
velop  spontaneously  to  some  extent 
in  some  persons.  It  Is  also  possible  j 
to  cultivate  them  in  a  measure. 
In  order  to  aid  such  cultivation,  ten 
tricks  are  presented  which  are  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  useful  In  realizing  re¬ 
laxation.  They  ire: 

I  Cut  down  on  the  intensity  of 
your  thinking  half  an  hour  before 
retiring.  (Play  Chinese  checkers, 

•  plan  an  excursion  for  the  week  end, 
write  a  letter  to  a  friend,  fill  with 
pleasant  things  you  haw  been  do- 

Take  plenty  Of  time  to  get 
ready  for  bed  (next  morning’s 
clothes,  leisurely  bath,  and  so  on). 

3.  If  you  like  to  read  in  bed 
choose  nonfiction  or  a  “hard  book. 
Force  your  mind  to  grapple  with 
cumbersome  facts,  bore  it  into  un 
conditional  surrender  to  sleep. 

4.  Transplant  your  mind  from 
fears  or  hates  to  a  field  which  has 
interest  without  excitement  (a  new 
wardrobe,  possibly.) 

5.  Make  your  mind  hop  from  one 
idea  to  another.  Just  as  the  mind 
loses  consciousness  and  sleep  comes, 
thoughts  become  disjointed  and 
scattered.  (Start  with  some  happy 
episode  in  childhood,  for  example.)

The  balance  between  what  can 
be  accomplished  by  education  and 
practice  and  what  is  innate  in  pro¬ 
ducing  relaxation  and  longevity  is 
a  delicate  one.  Physicians  have 
long  known  that  people  with  a  low 
blood  pressure,  a  low  basal  meta¬ 
bolic  rate,  a  low  pulse  rate  and  a 
low  intake  of  food — if  all  of  these 
are  not  too  low — tend  to  live  long¬ 
er  than  those  in  whom  these  phys¬ 
ical  factors  are  at  extremely  high 
levels.  Perhaps -equally  important 
is  a  low  threshold  for  the  sense  of 
humor — a  mental  attitude  which 
does  not  take  life  too  seriously.

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War  Story— With  The  Navy 
Somewhere  In  The  Pacific 

(Following  is  the  report  of  a  young  American  serving  on  one  of  the 
ships  that  provide  life  for  allies  lighting  all  over  the  world.  It  consists 
of  a  letter,  undated,  from  an  unknown.destination.)

U.  S.  Pacific  Fleet 
Aircraft  Battle  Force, 

UBJS.  Lexington 

“Our  ship  experienced  a  little 
excitement  a  couple  of  days  ago, 
and  also  a  bit  of  action.  We  were 
steaming  along,  minding  our  own 
business,  when  out  of  the  sky  a 
squadron  of  Japanese  planes  ap¬ 
peared.  There  were -two  attacks  in 
all.  Out  of  the  first  swarm  of  nine 
two-engine  high  altitude  bombers, 
only  one  plane  managed  to  return 
to  its  base  safely,  all  of  the  others 
crashed  into  the  sea  in  heaps  .of 
burning  wreckage. 

In  the  second  attack,  which  fol¬ 
lowed  the  first  by  some  20  minutes, 
there  were  about  10  of  the  same 
type  planes  and  all  but  two  of  these 
plunged  Into  the  ocean  where 
wreckage  was  already  strewn  for 
miles.

There  was  a  rumor  about  that 
another  Nipponese  squadron  was 
headed  our  way,  but  it  turned  out 
to  be  false  as  we  were  not  bothered 
again. 

The  day  following,  we  picked  up 
a  newsflash  from  Tokio,  saying  that 
the  Lady  Lex  was  sunk  and  that 
all  Jap  planes  returned  to  their 
base  safely. 

Judging  from  the  reports,  you  can 
sec  how-  much  propagandu  the  Nip¬ 
ponese  are  using  to  break  the  spirit 
of  the  U.  S.  and  to  convince  their 
own  people  how  confident  of  vic¬ 
tory  they  are.  Please  don’t  believe 
these  reports  as  nearly  all  are  un¬ 
true  If  reported  by  the  Japs.” 

According  to  the  above  letter,  the 
prosaic  form  of  which  typifies  the 
terse  style  of  the  sen-ice  personnel, 
the  full  and  undoubtedly  vivid  de¬ 
tails  of  what  was  a  great  sea  battle 
•somewhere  in  the  Pacific,  must  be 
recorded  by  the  individual  imagin¬ 
ation. 

Another  example  of  how  the 
people  of  America  are  rapidly  ,  be¬ 
ginning  to  realize  the  horror  of  war 
and  conditioning  themselves  to  it 


may  be  noted  in  this  letter  from  an 
19  year  old  blonde  daughter  of  a 
U.  S.  naval  commander  who  was 
killed  in  action  on  Black  Sunday 
at  Pearl  Harbor. 

The  following  excerpt^  are  quotes 
from  the  letter: 

“My  father  was  killed  December 
7,  and  we  were  rushed  out  of  Hono¬ 
lulu  three  hours  later,  and  prac¬ 
tically  all  we  had  with  us  were  our 
hula  skirts  and  a  few  odds  and  ends. 

“From  December  7  until  January 
1,  we  didn’t  turn  on  a  light  as  there 
were  blackouts  every  night.  We 
were  living,  12  of  us,  in  two  little 
rooms,  sleeping  on  the  floor  on  mat- 
tresses.  I  got  into  San  Francisco 
New  Year’s  day,  and  felt  like  turn¬ 
ing  on  all  the  lights  in  the  hotel  and 
just  leaving  them  on! 

“The  trip  over  was  really  awful 
and  after  the  bombing  I  worked  as 
a  nurse  in  the  hospital  taking  care 
of  the  sick  mothers  and  children. 

“I- was  just  starting  Spanish  les- 
-,sons  when  the  bombing  started  and 
school  ceased.  After  the  bombing 
there  was  no  more  school  to  attend, 
but  I  am  continuing  my  education 
here  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.” 

Perhaps  these  letters,  and  count¬ 
less  others  like  them,  will  bring 
home  to  the  American  people  the 
fact  that  the  youth  of  our  nation  is 
playing  a  vital  role  in  the  present 
theater  of  the  world's  holocaust.

AN  interesting  sidelight  on 
war  and  the  difficulties 
thereby  encountered  is  currently 
found  in  the  political  troubles  of 
the  state  of  Missouri.  Citizens 
of  that  worthy  state,  according 
to  the  most  reliable  reports,  can’t 
wait  until  November  to  throw 
the  present  public  representa¬ 
tives  out  of  office. 

It  seems  that  bribery  and  all  of  the 
well  known,  and  seemingly  popular, 
political  tricks  are  being,  were,  and 
if  possible  will  be,  used  to  glut  the 
public  treasury. 

CONVICTIONS— TWO 
Convictions  have  amounted  to  prac¬ 
tically  nothing,  there  being  some  le¬ 
gal  restriction  in  the  line  of  proof  that 
is  not  available  to  the  grand  jury, 
which  did  arrange  for  two  convic¬ 
tions,  however. 

All  of  this  Is  not  unusual.  It  has 
happened  in  most  cities— even  the 
best!  But  for  graft  and  company  to 
come  to  life  in  these  times  is  a  phe¬ 
nomenon  most  unusual.  The  mood 
of  the  general  public,  taxed  to  the 
limit,  and  looking  to  farther  taxa¬ 
tion  subscribing  to  a  thousand  odd 
relief  and  assistance  agencies,  forced 
to  cut  Down  on  the  Items  which  have 
heretofore  been  considered  only  ne¬ 
cessity — the  mood  of  the  pubUc  Is  not 
one  of  tolerance  toward  a  wanton 
waste  of  state  and  city  money. 

There  are  always  the  few,  how¬ 
ever.  There  were  the  isolationists, 
with  whom  this  column  agreed  then, 
but  not  now;  there  were  the  members 
of  the  America  First  Committee; 
there  are  now  parasites  on  the  budget 
of  John  Doe,  who  would  have  found 
much  better  picking,  and  much  easier 
the  picking,  had  they  waited  until 
the  war  was  over. 

PROVES  WHAT 

All  this  proves  nothing  that  is  un¬ 
known  to  the  reader— only  calls  it  to 
his  attention.  This  little  Incident  in 
Missouri  should  also  call  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  reader  a  most  pertinent 
fact.  There  are  many  chances  of 
losing  liberty  for  ourselves  at  home 
while  we  are  winning  it  for  everyone 
else  all  over  the  world. 

As  Royce  Brier,  the  able  Chronicle 
columnist,  put  It,  speaking  of  the 
power  which  has  been  taken  from 
the  people  for  the  war  duration,  “a 
page  ont  of  Mussolini's  handbook, 
slipped  In  while  nobody  was  look¬ 
ing."  \ 

This  is  one  of  the  unfortunate  con¬ 
ditions  brought  about  by  war.  Those 
powers,  which  ot  necessity  are  taken 
from  the  public,  may  find  that  they 
age  to  be  left  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
public. 

-Whether  or  not  those  powers  re¬ 
moved  in  emergency  are  returned  in 
normalcy  depends  upon  the  integrity 
,  and  common  sense  of  the  politician 
involved.  Certainly  the  case,  as 
brought  forth  in  Missouri,  seems  to 
indicate  that  war  Unrie  politics  is  at 
its  worst  right  now.  But  practices 
of  this  sort  will  not  be  long  allowed. 
AND  HISTORY—? 

History  bears  up  the  present  dil- 
emna.  Whenever  nations  go  to  war 
the  power  to  make  decisions  natur- 
ally,"bnd  oftimes  regretably,  reverts 
to  the  political  leader  or  military 
chief.  In  many  cases  history  has 
shown  that  competent  and  conscien¬ 
tious  leaders  do  not  impose  after  their 
duties  are  concluded. 

History  also  shows  that  political 
parasites  are  abundant  when  a  nation 
is  warring.  In  modern  times  the  par¬ 
asites  are  political  and  economic. 
The  government  is  taking  care  of 
the  economic  hangers-on — but  who 
is  taking  care  of  the  government? 
Americans  do  not  seem  to  feel  that 
there  is  too  much  to  worry  about  In¬ 
sofar  as  the  government  Is  concerned. 
They  feel  that  the  leadership  is  ample 
and  conscientious.  It  would  seem 
from  all  indications  that  they  are 
right 

But  in  approving  of  their  war-time 
8r  emment  the  citizens  are  too  apt 
to  thereby  approve  of  the^great  ma¬ 
jority  of  political  goings-on.  In  do¬ 
ing  this  they  too  often  pass  over  the 
serious  offenders  who  are  hiding  be¬ 
hind  a  guise  of  war  necessity  and 
Patriotic  bologna. 

Those  citizens,  and  newspapers  of 
Missouri,  who  are  now  awakening  to 
the  threat  of  petty  war-time  political 
rackets,  should  form  the  vanguard  of 
American  public  opinion  determined 
to  wipe  out  the  fungus  growth  of

Work  On  Parking 
Lot  Here  Begins 
After  Long  Wait 

1  That  construction  on  the  long- 
awaited  parking  lot  on  the  south 
side  of  the  college  has  actually 
begun  was  made  known  this 
week  by  Louis  G.  Conlan,  co¬ 
ordinator. 

“Construction,  which  consists  In 
leveling  off  the  surface  -  of  the  area 
and  cementing  it  in,”  Conlan  said, 
"really  started  two  weeks  ago,  but 
proceedings  were  held  up  by  the 
Office  of  Production  Management  of 
the  city  of  San  Francisco  for  unknown 
reasons.  Now,  however,  the  actual 
work  has  begun.” 

Idea  Not  New 

He  was  reminded  of  .the  instance 
which  occurred  two  semesters  ago 
when  someone  suggested  the  idea  of  a 
respectable  looking,  cemented  park¬ 
ing  lot  where  students  could  park 
their  cars  without  having  to  wade 
through  banks  of  mud  to  get  to  their 
classes. 

"That  was  really  a  good  idea,"  Con¬ 
lan  remarked,  "but  fortune  kept  it 
from  being  carried  out.  Whenever 
ft  looked  as  though  construction  was 
about  .to  start,  something  would  al¬ 
ways  come  up  to  iSostpone  any  ideas 
of  immediate  construction.” 

Meanwhile,  according  to  Conlan, 
condiUons  kept  getting  worse  all  the 
time.  The  mud  kept  getting  thicker 
and  thicker  in  the  rainy  months  and 
when  the  weather  was  dry,  he  said, 
the  area  was  like  a  rock  bed. 
Tractors  Begin  Work 

"Students  didn't  know  whether  to 
be  pleased,  surprised,  or  disgusted 
when  they  saw  tractors  starting  the 
work  of  leveling  off  the  surface  of 
the  ‘quarry,*  two j  weeks  ago,”  Con¬ 
lan  said.  “Then  things  really  began 
to  look  bad  again  as  proceedings 
stopped  entirely.  But  now  it  looks 
as  if  the  college  is  really  going  to 
have  a  parking  lot  that  will  not  only 
improve  the  looks  of  the  campus,  but 
also  do  away  with  the  student  prob¬ 
lem  of  wading  through  a  lake  on  his 
way  to  class.” 

Conlan  revealed  that  the  OPM  had 
finally  released  their  priorities  on 
construction  materials.

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A  Significant  Change 

U.  S.  Geopolitics 

FOR  the  past  year  American  literature  has 
been  over-run  with  books  and  articles  tell¬ 
ing  of  the  preparations  being  made  by  the- Nazis 
for  the  coming  world  conquest. 

Readers  accepted  these  writings  as  truth  in 
a  vague  sort  of  way.  At  least  they  were  prop¬ 
erly  shocked,  and  pursed  their  lips  and  clicked 
their  tongues  to  show  that  they  definitely  did 
not  approve.  But  readers  let  it  go  at  that. 

Much  publicity  was  centered  about  the  famed 
German  Geopolitical  Institute  at  Munich.  Au- 
'  rp'aTfflgJ •mjff'tha  t  tarty  was  "the  institution 

from  which  so  much  valuable  information  came 
to  Hitler  and  the  Nazi  party.  German  geo¬ 
politics  is  based  upon  the  idea  of  a  space-con¬ 
ception  applied  to  world  politics.  The  theory 
(Karl  Haushofer's)  is  that  Europe,  Asia  and 
Africa  constitute  a  “World-Island,”  rule  of 
which  insures  command  of  the  entire  world. 
Haushofer,  head  of  the  Geopolitical  Institute, 
has  succeeded  in  building  up  an  enormous  fol¬ 
lowing  of  young  historians,  economists,  and  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  made  geopolitics  their  life 
work.  They  have  supplied  the  German  war  ma¬ 
chine  with  priceless  information. 

The  United  States  has  awakened  to  the  fact 
that  such  an  institute  is  needed  in  this  country. 
The  Maryland  Institute  of  Foreign  Affairs  an¬ 
nounces  as  its  purpose  the  training  of  students 
for  foreign  administrative  posts  in  the  post-war 
world  “in  view  of  the  major  role  this  nation  will- 
undoubtedly  play  in  the  world  affairs  after  the 
war.” 

It  will  correlate  the  study  of  languages,  gov¬ 
ernment,  military  history,  social  customs,  etc., 
of  the  leading  countries  of  Europe  and  the 
Orient.  It  will  be  the  first  department  of  its 
kind  in  an  American  university.  In  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Military  History,  Science  and  Tactics, 
a  background  of  world  history  from  the  military 
point  of  view  will  be  given.  The  Language  De¬ 
partment — enlarged  to  include  Japanese,  Chi¬ 
nese,  Russian  and  Portugese— will  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Institute. 

Dr.'H.  C.  Byrd,  Maryland’s  president,  predicts 
that  after  the  war  America  will  be  the  greatest 
maritime  power  in  the  world  and  "will  have  to 
garrison  place  after  place.”  He  thinks  now  is 
the  time  to  start  working. 

How  strange  that  the  greatest  industrial,  po¬ 
litical,  and  social  nation  in  the  world  should 
fall  behind  in  instances  where  its  own  interests 
are  concerned.  But  on  second  thought  it  is  not 
too  strange.  Because  Geopolitical  institutes  are 
creatures  meant  to  suppress  or  to  control,  and 
America  has  never  devoted  her  genius  to  that. 

But  the  establishment  of  this  unit,  which,  no 
doubt  will  Work  in  close  connection  with  the  na¬ 
tional  government  at  the  nation’s  capital,  is  an 
indication  of  the  times.  It  clearly  shows  that 
for  the  time  being,  at  least,  the  methods  of  con¬ 
trol  must  take  precedence  over  the  manners  of 
free  movement.  It  is  another  milestone  ,in 
changing  history  of  the  role  that  governments 
are  playing  in  regulating  and  the  lives  of  their 
citizens.  It  is  considered  jiow  a  vital  part’  of 
the  modern  day  and  -age.  Who  would  have 
imagined  this  ten  years  ago;  and  yet,  how  few 
are  the  objections  today! 

Sometime  in  the  not  too  distant  future  Amer¬ 
icans  will  be  getting  notices  pertaining  to  the 
adaptation  of  their  lives  to  the  present  day,  and 
they  will  be  issued  from  the  American  “Geo¬ 
political  Institute  rather  than  from  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.» 

How  many  other  agencies,  of  aid  to  a  federal 
government  in  peace  time  and  in  war,  will  soon 
dot  the  scene  of  United  States  life?  At  the 
present  time  the  horizon  is  unlimited.  Bureaus 
and  agencies  are  here  for  a  good  long  stay.  Per¬ 
haps  they  will  disappear  as  did  the  NRA  or  the 
Lebgue^of  Nations,  no  one  can  say.  ^ 

But  cognizance  should  be  taken  of  this  new 
and  more  drastic  trend.  It  will  execute  a  de¬ 
cisive  influence  on  the  life  of  every  individual, 
and  may  change  the  conception  and  course  of 
American  government  and  American  thinking.

Doc,  know  any  new 
jokes!”  is  the  familiar 
greeting  of  students  wherever 
they  meet  Dr.  Franklin  C. 
Sewell  in  or  around  the  college 
premises. 

Evidently,  after  hearing  several 
former  students'  viewpoints  on  the 
subject,  it  becomes  more  apparent 
that  Doc  Sewell  has  been  in  the 
past  days  of  the  college’s  history  as 
well  as  now,  an  outstanding  pal  to 


students  who  have  known  him. 

Perhaps  it  is  because  Doc  Sewell 
has  been  on  the  college  faculty  staff 
since  the  college  was  organized 
back  in  1935  that  he  is  so  well- 
known  by  so  many  students;  but 
then  it  may  well  be  because  of  his 
attitude  toward  the  college  students 
here  as  a  whole. 

“I  like  the  college  life  here  very 
much.’’  he  said,  “and  consequently 
have  a  grand  time.

— !U  knew  a  professor  once,”  he 
added,  “who  earned  a  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  an  hour  just  by  doing  the 
things  that  he  wanted  to  do.

Dr.  Sewell  attended  grade  and 
high  schools  in  Los  Angeles.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Southern  California,  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  A.B.,  M.A.,  and  LLD  de¬ 
grees.  He  received  his  PhD.  from 
Georgetown  University  in  Washing¬ 
ton. 

Being  a  native  of  Los  Angeles, 
It'  seemed  only  quite  natural  to 
present  the  time-old  query,  “How 
do  you  like  San  Francisco  in  com¬ 
parison  to  Los  Angeles?” 

“Well”  he  replied.  "I  think  it  is 
regretable  that  the  two  cities  aren't 
a  hundred  miles  apart.

For  the  Russians  1 1 
have  more  men  than  the  Germans. 
MACHINE  DRIVE  t 

What  is  left  is  an  all  out.  a  gigantic  c 
und  unparalleled  machine  drive.  This  \ 
is  within  both  the  realm  of  reason  « 
and  possibility.  There  are  several  1 
reasons  why. 

The  Germans  have  not  been  using  I 
much  material  during  the  winter  ] 
past.  Many  people  have  not  realized  i 
this  fact.  They  have  seen  the  Rus-  < 
-ions  driving  the  invader  back  and  : 
have  forgotten  that  the  invader  gave  I 
up  the  drive  because  of  the  snows.  I 
The  invader  attempted  to  hold  all  I 
he  could .  but  he  did  not  stage  any  I 
great  campaigns  as  he  had  a  few 
months  before. 

German  .Industry  has  been  turn¬ 
ing  out  masses  of  planes  and  tanks 
for  the  Army,  but  where  are  they? 
They  are  In  storehouses  or  on  the  I 
way  to  the  eastern  front.  Certainly 
loss  has  not  equaled  production — al¬ 
though  it  would  to  nice  If  such  was 
the  case. 

It  must  be  realized  that  the  Reich 
is  now  a  greater  armed  fortress  than 
ever  before.  It  has  lost  men,  but 
mechanized  strength  is  increased. 
This  is  the  answer  to  questions  of 
how  Hitler  expects  to  beat  Russia. 

But  what  does  Hitler  face?  If  it 
is  true  that  much  of  the  Russian  suc¬ 
cess  was  answerable  to  German  re- 
ignation  then  why  should  Hitler’s 
iosk  be  so  difficult?  The  truth  of 
the  matter  is  that  the  Russian  success 
must  be  credited  mostly  to  the  Rus- 
ian  army,  and  in  a  much  smaller 
way  to  the  German  resignation.  That 
he  ..Germans  were  surprised  is  evi¬ 
dent.

Credit  Due 

ALL  too  often  editorials  are  written  in  a 
spirit  of  condemnation  or  complaint.  More 
than  not  fault  is  found  where  praise  or  con¬ 
structive  criticism  would  do  just  as  well,  In 
this  case,  however,  plaudits  are  undeniably 
due.  The  case  in  question  is  that  of  the  college 
Buy  a  Ton  of  Freedom  campaign;  now  in  its 
closing  day. 

The  college  as  a  whole  owes  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Messrs.  Robinson,  Upp,  and  Murphy,  and 
members  of  their  committee  in  charge  of  stag¬ 
ing  the  campaign,  'to  Jack  Robinson  in  par¬ 
ticular  special  mention  should  be  made.  His 
was  the  original  idea,  and  his  the  impetus  be¬ 
hind  the  whole  movement.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  some  doubt  was  held  in  the  begin¬ 
ning,  some  fear  that  perhaps  there  would  be 
a  lack  of  response  to  any  such  move. 

This  feeling  was  not  prompted  by  any  scep¬ 
ticism  as  to  the  relative  strength  of  college  pa¬ 
triotism,  but  rather  by  a  feeling  that  those  pur¬ 
chasing  stamps  and  bonds  elsewhere  .might  be 
apathetic  about  doing  their  buying  here.  In 
the  last  several  weeks  that  doubt  has  been  com¬ 
pletely  and  permanently  abolished. 

When  the  Buy  a  Ton  of  Freedom  plan  was 
first  mentioned  (in  Jack  Robinson’s  column  in 
The  Guardsman)  there  was  absolutely  no  con^ 
sideration  given  it.  But  the  author  of  the 
idea  believed  he  had  something  good  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  do  something  about  it.  He  contacted 
numerous  student  leaders  and  outlined  his  plan 
to  them. 

A  short  time  before  there  had  been  agitation 
among  the  members  of  the  college  Executive 
Council  directed  toward  the  formation  of  some 
program  to  stimulate  the  purchase  of  stamps, 
and  perhaps  bonds,  at  the  college .  bank.  The 
Guardsman  rah  a  story  on  a  proposed  Buy  a 
Jeep  day,  a  proposition  postponed  for  various 
reasons  from  one  day  to  the  next.  — 

At  first  the  rather  grand  plans  of  Mr.  Rob¬ 
inson  seemed  to  be  only  so  much  conversation. 
He  spoke  of  raising  two,  perhaps  three,  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  for  the  nation's  war  effort.  He 
was  eloquent  when  outlining  planned  rallies  to 
help  put  the  idea  across  to  students.  More  than 
once  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  here  was 
something^  little  too  large,  a  little  too  diffi¬ 
cult  for  even  the  effervescent  individual  who 
had  proposed  it. 

The  editor  of  The  Guardsman  refused  to  .take 
any  of  these  “plans”  too  seriously.  He  even 
refused  to  run  a  story  of  this  prospective  cam¬ 
paign  until  he  himself  had  verified  the  various 
aspects  of  it.  At  the  moment  that  editor  does 
not  feel  too  wise.  And  the  editor  was  not  the 
only  one. 

But  Mr.  Robinson  raved  on,  to  finally  win 
over,  more  by  dint  of  his  persistence  than  his 
oratory,  those  who  were  hesitant.  The  coming 
drive  was  duly  announced,-  a  booth  set  up,  a 
rally  scheduled — and  all  was  ready.  Even  then 
things  didn't  look  promising.  They  looked  less 
so  after  the  first  day.  Of  course,  the  two  hun¬ 
dred  odd  dollars  contributed  that  first  Monday 
would  have  been  ajnple  to  fill  expectations. 
But  there  had  been  a  secret  hope  that  sales 
might  be  a  bit  better  than  anticipated. 

With  the  drive  on,  its  author  began  work  on 
last  Friday’s  rally.  Glowing  terms,  persistence, 
amused  scepticism — the  same  thing  all  over 
again. 

But  the  rally  was  good.  The  sales  of  stamps 
and  bonds  passed  the  $12,000  mark,  and  prob¬ 
ably  by  this  time  are  much  more.  Certainly 
this  was  vindication. 

There  doesn't  seem  to  be  much  left.  A  few 
congratulations,  nice  job.  well  done,  big  suc¬ 
cess.  Small  consolation  for  the  work  and  ef¬ 
fort.  There  is  absolutely  no  tangible  reward. 

However,  wc  are  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
few  thanks  received  are  truly  appreciated.  And 
further,  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  there 
w*as  a  certain  satisfaction,  which  comes  to  most 
people  who  attempt  something  of  “doubtful 
success,”  that  amply  and  rightfully  repaid  those 
few  for  the  good  work  which  they  had  done.

When  they  are  called  they 
immediately,  detect  an  aloofness  in 
the  attitude\of.  many  civilians. 
There  jrif  a  reason  for  this. 

Publns  opinion  is  a  very  powerful 
entity  ancTavery  volatile  one.  To 
the  ordinary  Joe  Spelvin  one  man 
in  khaki  is  representative  of  the  en¬ 
tire  army.  When  one  soldier  bums 
him  for  a  smoke,  stops  him  on  a 
corner  and  asks  him  for  the  price 
of  -a  drink,  or  yhistles  at  his  girl, 
Joe  immediately  gets  a  bad  opinion 
of  the  army.  He  doesn't  realize  that 
like  the  civilian  each  soldier  is  an 
_  individual  except  when  under  or¬ 
ders,  and  that  as  in  every  large  or¬ 
ganization,  the  army  has  a  certain 
percentage  of  A-l  men  and  a  small¬ 
er  percentage  of  1-A  bums.  The 
..  percentage  Joe  Spelvin  comes  in 
contact  with  first  usually  forms  his 
opinion  about  the  army. 

War  isn't  as  yet  close  enough 
to  the  actual  shores  of  America  for 
the  public  to ’'worship  the  soldier. 
It  isn’t  far  enough  away  for  it  to 
treat  him  with  complete  indiffer¬ 
ence.  The  army,  because  of  its  in¬ 
creasing  size  and  publicity  is  con¬ 
stantly  in  the  public  eye.  A  misde¬ 
meanor  committed  by  a  man  in 
khaki  stands  out  glaringly,  and  by 
these,  unfortunately,  the  army  is 
too  often  judged.

Originally,  she  says,  she  planned 
to  specialize  in  millinery  trade, 
however,  while  at  the  university 
she  had  (Wo  majors.  Home  Eco- 
i  nomics,  house  art,  as  it  was  called’ 
in  “them”  days,  and  Economics.

Most  of  the  states  within  the  con¬ 
st  least  passed  through  during  her 
travels,  from  Seattle  to  Sjew  York, 
to  Florida  and  back  again  to  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  thus  on  throughout. 

One  of  her  hobbies,  call  it  that 
if  you  may,  is  ther  collection  of 
different  kinds  and  types  of  tex¬ 
tiles.

Fundamental  among  all  the  hy¬ 
gienic  precepts  is  the  encourage¬ 
ment  to  cleanliness.  Precepts  for 
fundamental  hygienic  procedures, 
including  rest,  cleanliness  and  mod¬ 
eration.  go  back  to  ancient  times. 
“Cleanliness  of  body  was  ever 
deemed  to  proceed  from  a  due  rev¬ 
erence  to  God,”  says  the  “Advance¬ 
ment  of  Learning.”  “Cleanliness  is, 
indeed,  next  to  Godliness,”  affirmed 
John  Wesley.  Yet  modern  science 
has  taught  us  facts  about  cleanli¬ 
ness  which  were  never  known  to 
the  people  of  Biblical  days.  There 
is  a  great  difference  between  the 
removal  of  visible  dirt  and  the  re¬ 
moval  of  contagion.  Disease  is 
transferred  from  one  person  to  an¬ 
other  by  the  passage  of  germs  or 
infectious  agents.' 

Cleanliness  is  largely  a  matter  of 
habit.  It  demands  untiring  vigil¬ 
ance— the  kind  of  vigilance  that 
must  become  habitual.  These  hab¬ 
its  include: 

1.  Frequent  use  of  soap  and  water 
baths. 

2.  The  washing  of  the  hands  in 
soap  and  water  a(ter  attending  to 
any  psysiologic  need;  and  also  be¬ 
fore  eating. 

3.  The  keeping  of  hands  and  of 
unclean  articles,  particularly  toilet 
accessories  that  may  have  been 
used  by  other  persons,  away  from 
the  mouth,  nose,  eyes,  ears,  or  other 
body  openings. 

4.  The  avoidance  of  the  common 
drinking  cup  or  toilet  articles,  hair 
brushes  or  pipes. 

5.  The  avoidance  of  close  contact 
with  persons  who  are  coughing  or 
sneezing  and  thereby  spraying  in¬ 
fectious  materials  from  the  nose 
and  mouth. 

In  the  development  of  personal 
hygiene  emphasis  on  soap  and  wa¬ 
ter  is  essential.  Water  Is  the  great¬ 
est  cleansing  agent  known  to  man. 
The  advantage  of  soap  is  its  ability 
to  dissolve  a  material  that  has  to  be 
dissolved  in  order  to  be  removed. 
Soap  also  may  contain  enough  alka¬ 
line  materials  to  destroy  germs. 

‘Cleanliness  involves  not  only 
personal  cleanliness  of  the  human 
body  but  also  cleanliness  of  the  en¬ 
vironment  When  dishes  are  washed 
by  the  use  of  machines  which  re¬ 
quire  boiling  water  and  the  use  of- 
thick  soap  solutions,  the  control  of 
this  source  of  contamination  is  defi¬ 
nite. 

The  towel  Is  another  accessory 
to  modern  life.  Nowadays  we  know 
the  danger  of  the  roller  towel  or  the 
towel  that  is  used  by  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  household.  Experi¬ 
ments  actually  made  with  towels 
indicate  that  a  hot  towel  will  re¬ 
move  vast  numbers  of  germs  from 
the  skin  and  that  a  Turkish  towel 
will  remove  three  times  as  many  aa 
a  track  towel.  Repeated  use  of  the 
same  towel  for  days  brings  about 
an  accumulation  of  germs  on  the

A  demonstration  will  be  held 
in  the  rear  court  of  the  college

Besides  the  control- 
ing  of  incendiaries  with  sand  and 
water,  the  squad  will  -  demonstrate 
pracUcal  lifts  for  rescue  work. 
Inaugurate  New  Program 

“Today's  demonstration  will  feat¬ 
ure  our  method  of  saving  lives,”  Sul¬ 
livan  said.  “We  will  show  the  best 
way  in  which  that  may  be  accom¬ 
plished.” 

The  program,  inaugurated  by  San 
Francisco  Fire  Chief  Charles  J. 
Brennan,  is  being  carried  on  through¬ 
out  all  of  the  city’s  junior  high 
schools  and  parochial  schools,  he  ex¬ 
plained.  Today,  the  squad  will  show 
lifts  and  carries  which  may  be  per¬ 
formed  by  one  man,  five  two-man 
lifts  and  one  six-man  lift.  \ 

“Drag”  Demonstration 

Numerous  types  of  “drags”  will 
be  demonstrated.  A  “drag,”  Sulli¬ 
van  said,  “is  used  when  cases  of  in¬ 
tense  heat,  the  rescuer  is  unable  to 
stand  up.  He  must  keep  close  to  the 
floor  to  avoid  smoke  and  being  over¬ 
come  by  heat. 

“One  of  these  consists  of  the  vic¬ 
tim's  wrists  being  strapped  together, 
the  fireman  then  places  the  victim's 
wrists  around  his  neck  and  carries 
him  on  his  hands  and.  knees,  leaving 
his  hands  free  to  open  doors,  and 
clear  wreckage  in  his  path.” 

Artificial  respiration  will  be  dem¬ 
onstrated.  according  Ao  Sullivan.  The 
team  will  show  a  six-man  carry. 
Each  rescuer,  wihout  loss  of  rhythm, 
will  do  his  appointed  task,  one 
watching  respiration,  with  relief  be¬ 
ing  supplied  by  onlookers  in  the  ac¬ 
tual  mechanics  of  resuscitation.

The  inflationary  spiral  has  sent 
retail  prices  up  19  per  cent  the 
last  year.  Were  the  spiral  to  con¬ 
tinue,  students  would  find  it  tough¬ 
er  to  compete  for  goods  and  serv¬ 
ices  in  a  market  glutted  with  eager 
buyers. 

The  ceiling  on  retail  goods  goes 
into  effect  May  18,  while  that  on 
services  becomes  effective  July  1. 
Retailers  then  must  charge  no  more 
than  their  highest  March  price. 
Here  is  what  will  happen  to  some 
ant  items  in  the  stiylqflfl 
budget:

WORK  DOES  IT 

Another  fact,  too,  is  evident.  That 
even  for  a  people  as  great,  as  re¬ 
sourceful  and  as  powerful  as  Amer¬ 
ica  may  boast,  victory  will  not  be  an 
eisy  task.  It  is  all  too  noticeable 
that  work,  and  work  only,  will  bring 
t<>  an  end  the  bloody  and  unwelcome 
task  of  killing. 

To  be  mentioned  with  winning  and 
how,  is  the  spirit  of  the  nation. 

It  Is  most  enlightening  to  note  how 
it  slowly  began  to  show  Itself.  From 
a  mere  trickle  of  the  well  Informed, 
this  spirit,  so  necessary  to  a  strong 
and  successful  country,  ran  faster  and 
(aster  through  the  opposition  of  de¬ 
featism  and  compromise  that  had 
been  so  strongly  entrenched.  Non- 
iiitrrvrntlonism  was  swept  aside  in 
a  veritable  flood  of  patriotism  that 
threatened  to  engulf  the  enemy  by 
sheer  numerical  weight.  And  by 
weight  of  Its  Intense  sincerity. 

These  things,  though  one  of  them 
ran  contrary  to  opinions  formerly 
held,  have  been  most  welcomely  ob- 
servetj;  It  is  impossible  not  to  feel 
the  pervasion  of  a  spirit  that  knows 
ilself  invincible:  more  so  is  it  pleas¬ 
ant  when  that  spirit  is  such  as  it  is — 
a  complete  and  uncensored  "revela - 
linn  of  America  feeling.  A  revelation 
h  ought  on,  not  by  the  whim  or  rule 
of  any  dictatorial  combine,  not  by 
the  created  lust  for  power  or  belief 
'  in  superhuman  ability,  but  by  the 
honest  belief  in  a  mode  of  living  that 
ir  distinctly  American. 

AMERICA  IS  MORE 

These  things  have  made  one  fact 
recognizable  in  a  more  lucid  light. 
That  America  is  much  more  than 
talking,  and  thinking,  and  conjectur¬ 
ing.  America  is  a  nation  of  many 
millions  who  talk,  act,  and  live  ideals. 
It  is  a  place,  one  of  the  few,  in  which 
men  and  women  realize  of  their  own 
volition  that  the  things  they  have  are 
worth  fighting  for — and  they  have 
responded  accordingly. 

Because  this  nation  has  long  been 
ciinsidered  a  soft  touch  for  a  more 
dictatorial  ridden  people.  Its  present 
enemies  are  now  sharing  In  the  un¬ 
fortunate  realization  of  an  untruth. 
vol  for  them,  but  for  their  peoples. 
H  Is  a  fortunate  thing,  this  American 
fneroslty  and  good  will.

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Graduation 

To  War  Duty 

IT  is  SIGNIFICANT  that  at  the  graduation 
ceremonies  this  year  a  former  Instructor, 
now  in  the  service  of  the  Navy,  will  be  a  fea¬ 
tured  speaker.  At  every  graduation  ceremony 
in  every  college  and  university, in  America  the 
responsibility  and  association  of  institutions  of 
higher  learning  with  the  war  effort  will  be 
made  evident. 

To  'a  yfeung  college,  such  as  this,  whose  few 
graduating  classes  have  been ,  surrounded  with 
a  warring  world,  the  importance  of  its  place  in 
such  a  conflict  is  very  evident  to  all.  But  this 
will  be  the  college’s  first  war-time  graduation.  - 
That  means  that  those  students  leaving  will  find 
not  the  society  of  competition  that  is  usually 
expected  but  a  society  completely  lacking  com- 
petion  in  so  far  as  internal  matters  are  con¬ 
cerned. 

War-time  graduation  presents  to  students  a 
problem  different  in  every  respect.  The  search 
for  employment  is  almost  non-existent.  The 
armed  forces  stand  ready  to  claim  male  stu- 
dents;  as  do  the  great  war-created  industries. 
Students  must  look  first  to  serving  their  coun¬ 
try  in  most  essential  fields.  Many  plans  for  fur¬ 
ther  education  must  be  shoved  aside.  Many 
plans  for  a  business  career  must  be  postponed 
Graduates  today  must  have  only  one  goal. 

Does  this  mean  that  all  hopes  for  entrance 
into  fields  which  would  have  been  chosen  in 
peace  time  must  now  be  completely  forgotten0 
Definitely  not!  Wars  are  considered  only  tem¬ 
porary  disasters.  The  post  war  work  will  depend 
more  than  ever  upon  the  ability  of  the  more 
highly  trained  college  and  university  student. 
There  will  be.  probably,  a  great  job  of  recon¬ 
struction  and  rearrangement  facing  the  nation 
after  victory. 

This  job  of  reconstruction  and  rearrange¬ 
ment  is  the  second  responsibility  which  the 
graduating  student  must  consider.  It  is  because 
of  this  self-evident  post-war  task  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  now  asks  students  to  remain  at  their 
studies  until  called  up  by  the  service.  Just  as 
the  war  is  being  fought  to  bring  certain  liber¬ 
ties  to  oppressed  peoples,  and  to  protect  those 
liberties  for  ourselves — so  the  building  after 
victory  must  be  to  insure  and  cement  the 

achievements  of  victory.  ' 

Though  the  future  may  look  different  to  the 
graduate,  still  it  is  a  future  unlike  any  other— 
both  in  possibilities  and  necessity.  The  future 
faced  today  is  one  of  service  to  country  and 
man.  It  compares  more  than  favorably  with  the 
peace  time  future  of  semi-selfish  anticipation. 
It  offers  opportunities  for  service  which  might, 
in  a  different  period,  never  have  existed.  It  is 
a  future  which  calls  for  all  the  ability  that  the 
'  student  can  muster.  And  the  rewards  for  that 
extended  ability  are  the  most  satisfying  that 
anyone  has  ever  been  privileged  to  anticipate. 

All  American 

FOR  the  third  time  in  as  many  semesters,  The 
Guardsman  staff  has  won  an  award  in  com¬ 
petition  that  is  the  highest  of  its  kind.

“JS  the  Dean  in,  do  you 
know  when  he  will  be  in”  and 
similar  such  queries  jre  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  office  of  the  dean 
of  men  every  day  over  and 
over  from  the  first  hour  of 
classes  until  the  last  student 
has  left  the  college  for  the  day. 

At  any  and  all  hours  of  the  day, 
students  file  in  and  out  of  the 
dean's  office  with  their  troubles, 
whether  big  or  small,  knowing  full 
well  that  if  there  is  a  solution  to 
their  problems,  the  dean  will  find 
it. . 

Dean  Edwin  C.  Browne  was  born 


in  Seattle,  Washington,  but  at  the 

S 

age  of  seven,  his  family  moved  to 
Berkeley.  Two  years  later  they 
moved  to  San  Francisco,  where  his 
father  was  a  teacher  in  public 
schools. 

The  first  job  which  he  held  was 
handing  out  programs  at  the  old 
Columbia  Theatre  way  back  in  the_ 
horse  and  buggy  days.  He  was  de¬ 
livery  boy  for  Shreve’s  Jewelry  and 
other  jewelry  stores  here  in  the 
city.  Following  this,  about  the 
time  of  the  great  earthquake  which 
disturbed  his  family  materially,  he 
was  working  for  Western  Union  de¬ 
livering  telegrams.  While  the  city 
was  being  rebuilt,  transportation 
was  of  course  very  difficult.  He 
reminisced  over-  the  fact  and  said 
that  it  was  impossible  to  secure 
transportation  to  the  proper  desti¬ 
nation  of  his  telegrams.  He  said 
that  there  were  times  when  he 
walked  from  Third  and  Townsefid 
out  to  the  old  city  jail,  which  was, 
incidentally,  located  on  the  present 
college  site. 

The  best  means  of  getting  any¬ 
where,  that  is  in  his  case  at  that 
time,  was  to  hop  on  behind  buggies 
and  horse  drawn  vehicles. 

And  now  to  the  schools  that  have 
been  included  in  his  intellectual  en- 
lightment  he  attended  the  James 
Lick  Grammar  School. 

When  college  days  arrived.  Dean 
Browne  attended  the  University  of 
Washington  for  two  years,  at  the 
same  time,  incidentally  as  Bertha 
Keller,  physical  education  instruc¬ 
tor.  While  there,  the  dean  was  a 
gnember  of  the  freshman  basketball 


squad,  and  was  also  active  in  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  student  work. 

Upon  Completion  of  his  freshman 
and  sophomore  years,  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  University  of  Cali- 

The  first  World  War  broke  into 
fomia. 

his  scholastic  training  about  this 
time,  whereupon  he  enlisted  and 
spent  a  year  in  army  life.  He  was 
enlisted,  he  laughed,  as  a  truck 
driver,  but  instead,  they  gave  him 
a  typewriter.  He  was  made  a  drill 
sergeant  while  working  with  fel¬ 
lows  from  the  Southern  Mountain 
areas,  whose  abilities  in  the  way 
of  target  practice  far  excelled  other 
notable  abilities.  Following  this  he 
was  transferred  to  Louisville,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  where  he  was  commissioned 
a  second  lieutenant. 

Even  then,  he  was.not  sent  over¬ 
seas,  he  remarked,  so  it  turned  out 
that  the  war  ended  without  his 
ever  going  “over  there”. 

After  he  was  discharged  from 
the  army,  he  returned  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  and  attended 
there  until  he  received  his  degree 
in  the  spring  of  1919,  but  continued 
on  in  the  summer  session  doing 
post  graduate  work. 

He  went  to  Puerto  Rico  as  a  tutor 
for  a  family  with  two  little  boys, 
and  remained  there  for  six  months. 
When  he  was  ready  to  return  again 
to  the  states,  he  found  that  he 
couldn't  obtain  regular  passage 
back,  so  he  got  a  position  on  a 
freighter  and  worked  his  way  back. 

He  served  as  an  introducer  of 
text  books  in  Colorado  schools  for 
about  a  month,  before  coming  back 


to  California. 

About  this  time,  the  “dean"  mar¬ 
ried  a  school'  teacher  from  South¬ 
ern  Oregon,  "Because,"  he  said, 

• 

“She  had  an  excellent  position,” 
then  laughed  as  only  he  can  whetf' 
kidding  someone,  and  that  person  is 
not  quite  sure  whether  they  are  the 
victim  of  a  subtle  joke  or  not. 

Among  the  teaching  positions 
which  he  has  held  may  be  num¬ 
bered  the  principalship  in  Yreka/ 
California,  high  school.  At  Placer- 
ville,  he  was  principal  there  for  ten 
years. 

"I  love  San  Francisco,”  he  said, 
“and  rightly  so,  I  suppose  for  I’ve 
lived  here  for  off  and  on  40  years." 

Together  with  his  deanship  here 
at  the  college,  he  is  also  attending 
Stanford  at  the  present  time,  and 
is  now  in  his  third  quarter  there. 

His  first  ambition  was  in  follow¬ 
ing  Ihe  ministry  as  a  career,  how¬ 
ever,  during  the  last  war,  he  added 
that  the  many  things  that  he  learn¬ 
ed  and  the  people  that  he  met  de¬ 
cided  him  in  following  his  present 
calling. 

With  regards  to  the  present  world 
situation,  he  said,  “I  only  regret 
that  I  am  not.  young  enough  again 
to  join  in  with  these  young  fellows 
who  are  enlisting  and  doing  their 
part.  I’d  certainly  like  to  be  “right 
in  there"  with  them. 

Perhaps  it  is  his  attitude  toward 
world  affairs  and  how  they  will 
affect  the  students  here,  that  makes 
the  whole  student  body  all  for  him, 
for  he  knows  or  has  talked  to  every 
student  in  the  college  at  some  time 
or  other.

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Graduation 

To  War  Duty 

IT  IS  SIGNIFICANT  that  at  the  graduation 
ceremonies  this  year  a  former  instructor, 
now  in  the  service  of  the  Navy,  will  be  a  fea¬ 
tured  speaker.  At  every  graduation  ceremony 
in  every  college  and  university  in  America  the 
responsibility  and  association  of  institutions  of 
higher  learning  with  the  war  effort  will  be 
made  evident. 

To  a  young  college,  such  as  this,  whose  few 
graduating  classes  have  been  surrounded  with 
a  warring  world,  the  importance  of  its  place  in 
such  a  conflict  is  very  evident  to  all.  But  this 
will  be  the  college’s  first  waf-time  graduation. 
That  means  that  those  students  leaving  will  find 
not  the  society  of  competition  that  is  usually 
expected  but  a  society  completely  lacking  com- 
petion  in  so  far  as  internal  matters  are  con-  • 
cerned. 

War-time  graduation  presents  to  students  a 
problem  different  in  every  respect.  The  search 
for  employment  is  almost  non-existent.  The 
armed  forces  stand  ready  to  claim  male  stu¬ 
dents;  as  do  the  great  war-created  industries. 
Students  must  look  first  to  serving  their  coun¬ 
try  in  most  essential  fields.  Many  plans  for  fur¬ 
ther  education  must  be  shoved  aside.  Many 
plans  for  a  business  career  must  be  postponed 
Graduates  today  must  have  only  one  goal. 

Does  this  mean  that  all  hopes  for  entrance 
into  fields  which  would  have  been  chosen  in 
peace  time  must  now  be  completely  forgotten  ? 
Definitely  not!  Wars  are  considered  only  tem¬ 
porary  disasters.  The  post  war  work  will  depend 
more  than  ever  upon  the  ability  of  the  more 
highly  trained  college  and  university  student. 
There  will  be,  probably,  a  great  job  of  recon¬ 
struction  and  rearrangement  facing  the  nation 
after  victory. 

This  job  of  reconstruction  and  rearrange¬ 
ment  is  the  second  responsibility  which  the 
graduating  student  must  consider.  It  is  because 
of  this  self-evident  post-war  task  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  now  asks  students  to  remain  at  their 
studies  until  called  up  by  the  service.  Just  as 
the  war  is  being  fought  to  bring  certain  liber¬ 
ties  to  oppressed  peoples,  and  to  protect  those 
liberties  for  ourselves — so  the  building  after 
victory  must  be  to  insure  and  cement  the 
achievements  of  victory. 

Though  the  future  may  look  different  to  the 
'  graduate,  still  it  is  a  future  unlike  any  other— 
both  in  possibilities  and  necessity.  The  future 
faced  today  is  one  of  service  to  country  and 
man.  It  compares  more  than  favorably  with  the 
peace  time  future  of  semi-selfish  anticipation. 
It  offers  opportunities  for  service  which  might, 
in  a  different  period,  never  have  existed.  It  is 
a  future  which  calls  for  all  the  ability  that  the 
student  can  muster.  And  the  rewards  for  that 
extended  ability  are  the  most  satisfying  that 
anyone  has  ever  been  privileged  to  anticipate. 

All  American 

FOR  the  third  time  in  as  many  semesters,  The 
Guardsman  staff  has  won  an  award  in  com¬ 
petition  that  is  the  highest  of  its  kind.  Under  the 
editorship  of  Borrie  Hyman,  last  semester’s  pub¬ 
lication  was  given  an  All-American  rating  by 
the  Associated  Collegiate  Press  organization 
This  award  was  based  upon  a  judging  of  all  of 
the  requisites  of  journalism,  makeup  and  news¬ 
paper  “must.” 

To  Mr.  Hyman  and  the  members  of  that  staff 
must  go  sincere  congratulations  for  the  fine 
work  done.  Much  praise  also  goes  to  the  faculty 
adviser  of  the  paper,  Mrs.  Joan  Nourse  Muscio. 

Education’s  leaders  have  realized  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  a  publication,  such  as  The  Guardsman, 
to  the  successful  college  program.

Faculty  Features  ...  Dean -Of  Men  And  Graduate  Student!

“JS  the  Dean  in,  do  you 
know  when  he  will  be  in”  and 
similar  such  queries  are  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  office  of  the  dean 
of  men  every  day  over  and 
*  over  from  the  first  hour  of 
classes  until  the  last  student 
has  left  the  college  for  the  day. 

At  any  and  all  hours  of  the  day, 
students  file  in  and  out  of  the 
dean’s  office  with  their  troubles, 
whether  big  or  small,  knowing  full 
well  that  if  there  is  a  solution  to 
their  problems,  the  dean  will  find 
it. , 

Dean  Edwin  C.  Browne  was  born 


in  Seattle,  Washington,  but  at  the 
age  of  seven,  his  family  moved  to 
Berkeley.  Two  years  later  they 
-moved  to  San  Francisco,  where  his 
father  was  a  teacher  in  pQblic 
schools. 

The  first  job  which  he  held  was 
handing  out  programs  at  the  old 
Columbia  Theatre  way  back  in  the 
horse  and  buggy  days.  He  was  de¬ 
livery  boy  for  Shreve’s  Jewelry  and 
other  jewelry  stores  here'  in  the 
city.  Following  this,  about  the 
time  of  the  great  earthquake  which 
disturbed  his  family  materially,  he 
was  working  for  Western  Union  de¬ 
livering  telegrams.  While  the  city 
was  being  rebuilt,  transportation 
was  of  course  very  difficult  He 
reminisced  over  the  fact  and  said 
that  it  was  impossible  to  secure 
transportation  to  the  proper  desti¬ 
nation  of  his  telegrams.  He  said 
that  there  were  times  when  he 
walked  from  Third  and  Townsend 
out  to  the  old  city  jail,  which  was, 
incidentally,  located  on  the  present 
college  site. ' 

The  best  means  of  getting  any¬ 
where,  that  is  in  his  case  at  that 
time,  was  to  hop  on  behind'  buggies 
and  horse  drawn  vehicles. 

And  now  to  the  schools  that  have 
been  included  In  his  intellectual  en- 
lightment  he  attended  the  James 
Lick  Grammar  School. 

When  college  days  arrived,  Dean 
Browne  attended  the  University  of 
Washington  for  two  years,  at  the 
same  time,  incidentally  as  Bertha 
Keller,  physical  education  instruc¬ 
tor.  While,  there,  the  deen  was  a 
member  of  the  freshman  basketball 


squad,  and  was  also  active  in  the 
Y.  M.  C  A.  student  work. 

Upon  completion  of  his  freshman 
and  sophomore  years,  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  University  ,of  Cali- 

The  first  World  War  broke  into 
_fomia. 

his  scholastic  training  about  this 
time,  whereupon  he  enlisted  and 
spent  a  year  in  army  life.  He  was 
enlisted,  he  laughed,  as  a  truck 
driver,  but  instead,  they  gave  him 
a  typewriter.  He  was  made  a  drill 
■sergeant  while  working  with  fel¬ 
lows  from  the  Southern  Mountain 
areas,  whose  'abilities  in  the  way 
of  target  practice  far  excelled  other 
notable  abilities.  Following  this  he 
was  transferred  to  Louisville,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  where  he  was  commissioned 
a  second  lieutenant 
"Even  then,  he  was  not  sent  over¬ 
seas,  he  remarked,  so  it  turned  out 
that  the  war  ended  without  his 
ever  going  “over  there". 

After  he  was  discharged  from 
the  army,  he  returned  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  and  attended 
there  until  he  received  his  degree 
in  the  spring  of  1919,  but  continued 
on  in  the  summer  session  doing 
post  graduate  work. 

He  went  to  Puerto  Rico  as  a  tutor 
for  a  family  with  two  little  boys, 
and  remained  there  for  six  months. 
When  he  was  ready  to  return  again 
to  the  states,  he  found  that  he 
couldn’t  obtain  regular  passage 
back,  so  he  got  a  position  on  a 
freighter  and  worked  his  way  back. 

He  served  as  an  introducer  of 
text  books  in  Colorado  schools  for 
about  a  month,  before  coming  back 


to  California. 

About  this  time,  the  "dean”  mar¬ 
ried  a  school  teacher  from  South¬ 
ern  Oregon,  “Because,"  he  said, 

m 

"She  had  an  excellent  position," 
then  laughed  as  only  he  can  when 
kidding  someone,  and  that  person  is 
not  quite  sure  whether  they  are  the 
victim  of  a  subtle  3oke  or  not. 

Among  the  teaching  positions 
which  he  has  held  may  be  num¬ 
bered  the  prtncipalship  in  Yreka, 
California,  high  school.  At  Placer - 
ville,  he  was  principal  there  for  ten 
years. 

”1  love  San  Francisco,”  he  said, 
“and  rightly  so,  I  suppose  for  I’ve 
lived  here  for  off  and  on  40  years." 

Together  with  his  deanship  here 
at  the  college,  he  is  also  attending 
Stanford  at  the  present  time,  and 
is  now  in  his  third  quarter  there. 

His  first  ambition  was  in  follow¬ 
ing  the  ministry  as  a  career,  how¬ 
ever.  during  the  last  war,  he  added  ^ 
that  the  many  things  that  he  learn¬ 
ed  and  the  people  that  he  met  de¬ 
rided  him  in  following  his  present 
calling. 

With  regards  to  the  present  world 
situation,  fie  said,  “I  only  regret 
that  I  am  not  young  enough  again 
to  join  in  with  these  young  fellows 
who  are  enlisting  and  doing  their 
part.  I’d  certainly  like  to  be  “right 
in  there”  with  them.  / 

Perhaps  it  is  his  attitude  toward 
world  affairs  and  how  they  will 
affect  the  stqdents  here,  that  makes 
the  whole  student  body  all  for  him,; 
for  he  knows  or  has  talked  to  every 
student  in  the  college  at  Some  time 
or  other.

Replacing  fraternity  notices  are  w  ar  posters  encour¬ 
aging  civilians  to  buy  war  stamps,  to  enlist,  to  take 
the  navy’s  V-l,  V-3.  V-I  programs. 

The  college  has  contributed  at  least  ten  men  of  the 
faculty  to  the  services,  among  them  F.  Grant  Marsh, 
head  of  the  college  business  department,  who  served  as 
an  Instructor  !u  a  submarine  school  and  Lieutenant 
aboard  a  submarine  tender  during  the  last  war,  and 
who  Is  now  a  Lieutenant-Commander.

Even  before  Pearl  Harbor,  when  the  nation 
was  in  the  throes  of  a  huge  defense  drive,  classes 
which  contributed  materially  to  what  was  to  be 
a  war  effort  were  being  conducted  at  the  college. 

In  many  technical  and  skilled  trainings  stu¬ 
dents  were  learning  the  trades  that  would  help 
make  victory  more  certain  and  more  swift. 

Thai  was  before  Pearl  Harbor.  After  December 
.’7  the  shift  from  training  tor  defense  to  training 
for  war  was  done  with  a  minimum  of  effort  and 
a  maximum  of  efficiency. 

Looking  lo  expansion  and  greater  training, 
new  courses  were  planned  into  the  curriculum. 

A  proposed  summer  session  materialized,  a  sum¬ 
mer  session  to  Include  those  courses  which  stu¬ 
dents  felt  were  most  Important  to  them,  those 
courses  which  would  speed  their  graduation,  and 
so  their  preparedness  to  meet  whatever  enemy 
might  appear— whatever  enemy,  and  wherever. 

On  this  page  and  the  one  following  are  pic¬ 
ture-  show  ins  what  students  have  done  with  the 
opportuhities  presented  them  in  the  Interests  of 
an  American  victory. 

This  page  shows  how  students  In  classrooms 
and  shops  are  taking  up  the  challenge  of  the 
Axis — the  challenge  of  production  and  training.
